DECLARATION    OF    PURPOSES. 

Whereas,  The  general  condition  of  our  country  imperatively  de- 
mands unity  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  laboringclasses,  reformation 
and  economy,  and  the  dissemination  of  principles  best  calculated  to 
encourage  and  foster  agricultural  and  mechanical  pursuits;  encour- 
aging the  toiling  masses,  leading  them  in  the  road  to  prosperity,  and 
providing  a  just  and  fair  remuneration  for  labor,  a  just  exchange  for 
our  commodities,  and  the  best  means  of  securing  to  the  laboring 
classes  the  greatest  amount  of  good  ;  we  hold  to  the  principle  that  all 
monopolies  are  dangerous  to  the  best  interest  of  our  country,  tending 
to  enslave  a  free  people  and  subvert  and  finally  overthrow  the  great 
principles  purchased  to  the  fathers  of  American  liberty.  We.  there- 
fore, adopt  the  following  as  our  declaration  of  principles: 

1.  To  labor  for  the  education  of  the  agricultural  classes  in  the  sci- 
ence of  economical  government  in  a  strictly  non-partisan  spirit. 

2.  To  endorse  the  motto.  "In  things  essential,  unity  ;  and  in  all 
things,  charity." 

3.  To  develop  a  better  state,  mentally,  morally,  socially  and  finan- 
cially.

4.  To  create  a  better  understanding  for  sustaining  civil  officers  in 
maintaining  law  and  order. 

5.  To  constantly  strive  to  secure  entire  harmony  and  good  will  among 
all  mankind  and  brotherly  love  among  ourselves. 

6.  To  suppress  personal,  local,  sectional  and  national  prejudices,  and 
unhealthy  rivalry,  and  all  selfish  ambition. 

7.  Thelirightest  jewels  which  it  garners  are  the  tears  of  widows  and 
orphans,  and  its  imperative  commands  are  to  visit  the  homes  where 
lacerated  hearts  are  bleeding  ;  to  assuage  the  suffering  of  a  brother  or 
sister ;  bury  the  dead  ;  care  for  the  widows  and  educate  the  orphans  ;  to 
exercise  charity  towards  offenders ;  to  construe  words  and  deeds  in 
their  most  favorable  light,  granting  honesty  of  purpose  and  good  in- 
tention to  others;  and  to  protect  the  principles  of  the  Alliance  unto 
death.  Its  laws  are  reason  and  equity ;  its  cardinal  doctrines  inspire 
purity  of  thought  and  life  ;  its  intentions  are  "  peace  on  earth  and 
good  will  towards  men." 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  1. 

MEMBERSHIP    AND    OFFICERS. 

Section  I.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Farmers'  State  Alli- 
ance of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  its  own  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  and  Business. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  County  Alli- 
ance containing  2,000  members  or  less,  and  an  additional  delegate  for 
every  1,000  members  in  excess  of  2,000,  its  officers,  Executive  and  Ju- 
diciary Committees  and  District  Lecturers:  Provided,  however,  that 
none  but  delegates  be  allowed  to  vote  except  in  case  of  a  tie,  when 
the  President  shall  have  the  casting  vote.  It  shall  electa  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  Business  Agent,  Lecturer,  Stew- 
ard, Chaplain,  Doorkeeper,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  twelve  months — except  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  five  years,  one  member  being  elected  at  each  annual  session, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  installed,  when  the  retiring 
officers  shall  be  honorary  members  for  that  session  only.  The  Trustee 
of  the  Business  Agency  Fund  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  Alliance.  All 
members  of  Subordinate  Alliances  in  good  standing  are  eligible  to 
office  in  the  State  Alliance. 

Sec  3.  A  County  Alliance  shall  be  organized  in  each  county  when 
there  are  three  or  more  Subordinate  Alliances  in  the  county,  to  be 
composed  of  delegates  from  the  Subordinate  Alliances  in  such  ratio 
as  each  County  Alliance  may  elect,  but  not  less  than  one  delegate  for 
each  ten  members. 

Sec.  4.  A  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  not  be  organized  with  less  than 
five  members,  nor  nearer  than  three  miles  by  a  direct  line  to  an  Alli- 
ance in  the  same  county,  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  such  Alliance  or  Alliances. 

Sec  5.  The  County  and  Subordinate  Alliances  shall  elect  the  same 
officers  as  the  State  Alliance,  to  hold  office  for  same  length  of  time, 
except  that  the  entire  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  each 
year.  That  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  to  be  con- 
sidered active  members  of  the  County  Alliance,  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  speak  on  all  questions  coming  before  that  body,  just  as  allowed 
other  members,  provided  the  County  Alliance  so  elect. 

Sec  6.  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  counties  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  State  Alliance.  Delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the 
Subordinate  Alliances  a  quorum  of  the  County  Alliance.    Three  mem- 


bers  a  quorum  of  the  Subordinate  Alliances,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  their  By-Laws.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  at  any  meeting, 
the  presiding  officer  may  announce  a  recess  for  such  time  as  may  be 
desirable,  not  to  exceed  twenty-four  hours. 

Sec.  7.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  name  is 
proposed.,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  decide  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Delegates  to  the  State  Alliance  shall  be  elected  at  the  July 
session  of  the  County  Alliance  and  shall  hold  office  for  twelve  months. 
Delegates  to  the  County  Alliance  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Subordi- 
nate Alliances  in  December,  March,  June  and  September.  Officers  of 
Subordinate  Alliances  at  the  first  meeting  in  June  of  each  year  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Sec  9.  The  State  Alliance  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tues- 
day in  August,  at  12  o'clock  m.,  at  such  place  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  State  Executive  Committee.  County  Alliances  shall  meet  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  But  to 
suit  the  conveniences  of  the  State  Lecturer,  the  time  of  the  county 
meetings  may  be  altered,  within  the  range  of  the  first  twenty  days 
of  the  months  named  by  the  State  President,  Executive  Committee. 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  the  Lecturer,  a  majority  concurring  therein, 
in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  in  viewr  in  the  division  of  the  State 
into  Lecture  Districts,  under  Art.  1,  Sec.  10.  Subordinate  Alliances 
shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month.  The  President  of  the  State  Alli- 
ance may  call  a  meeting  on  application  of  the  Presidents  of  one-fourth 
of  the  County  Alliances.  The  President  of  a  County  Alliance  on  ap- 
plication of  the  Presidents  of  five  Subordinate  Alliances.  The  Presi- 
dents of  a  Subordinate  Alliance  on  the  application  of  five  members. 

Sec  10.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  eight  Lecture  Districts: 

First  District — Currituck,  Camden,  Pasquotank,  Perquimans. 
Chowan,  Gates,  Hertford,  Northampton,  Halifax,  Edgecombe,  Mar- 
tin. Bertie. 

Second  District — Carteret,  Onslow,  Jones,  Lenoir,  Pitt,  Craven. 
Pamlico,  Beaufort,  Hyde,  Dare,  Tyrrell,  Washington. 

Third  District — Greene,  Wayne,  Wilson,  Nash,  Franklin,  Warren. 
Vance,  Granville,  Durham,  Wake,  Harnett,  Johnston. 

Fourth  District — Chatham,  Moore,  Richmond,  Robeson.  Cumber- 
land, Bladen,  Columbus,  New  Hanover,  Brunswick,  Pender,  Duplin. 
Sampson. 

Fifth  District — Anson,  Union,  Stanly,  Montgomery,  Randolph,  Da- 
vidson, Guilford,  Rockingham,  Caswell,  Person,  Orange,  Alamance. 

Sixth  District — Alexander,  Caldwell,  Mitchell,  Watauga,  Ashe,  Al- 
leghany, Wilkes,  Surry,  Stokes,  Forsyth,  Davie,  Yadkin. 

Seventh  District — Iredell,  Rowan,  Cabarrus,  Gaston,  Mecklenburg.

Eighth  District — Cherokee,  Clay,  Macon,  Graham,  Swain,  Jackson 
Haywood,  Madison,  Buncombe,  Henderson,  Transylvania. 


Sec.1L.  Each  County  and  Subordinate  Alliance  may  form  llieir 
constitution  and  by-laws  in  conformity  to  the  State  and  National 
bodies. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the.  duty  of  each  County  Lecturer  to  furnish 
quarterly,  to  the  State  Lecturer,  a  statement  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
County  Alliance,  and  to  notify  the  State  Lecturer  if  his  services  are 
desired,  and  what  provisions  the  county  will  make  as  compensation 
for  the  State  Lecturer's  services. 

ARTICLE  II. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  duties  of  the  President  shall  be  those  belonging  to 
presiding  officers,  and  he  shall  inspect  the  ballot-box  and  announce 
the  results,  conduct  initiations,  expound  the  secret  work,  and  open 
and  close  the  Alliance  according  to  the  ritual. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
perform  his  duties.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President 
and  Vice-President,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  Ihe  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  and 
until  the  new  president  is  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of  absence 
of  the  President  and  Vice-President  at  any  meeting,  the  Alliance  can 
elect  temporarily,  a  presiding  officer  for  that  session  by  acclamation. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Executive  Committee,  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  President  until  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  State  Alliance,  which  shall  elect  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec  3.  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  be  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Alliance,  conduct  its 
correspondence,  keep  a  roll  of  its  members,  to  receive  all  money  of 
the  Alliance  and  pay  it  over  monthly  to  the  Treasurer  and  take  his 
receipt  for  the  same;  to  read  all  communications,  reports  and  peti- 
tions in  open  Alliance  when  necessary,  affix  the  seal  of  the  Alliance 
to  all  documents  requiring  the  same,  to  prepare  for  publication  a 
copy  of  the  proceedings  of  each  annual  or  called  session  immedi- 
ately after  adjournment,  to  distribute  the  semi-annual  pass-word 
to  the  Secretary  or  President  of  each  Subordinate  Alliance,  who  shall 
give  it  to  the  members  of  his  Alliance ;  and  this  pass-word  shall  be 
given  in  no  other  manner:  Provided,  where  no  County  Alliance  has 
been  formed  the  pass-word  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary  or  Presi- 
dent of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  in  each  county.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  the  seal,  books  and  papers  of  the  State  Alliance;  his  books 
shall  at  all  time  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  President,  Execu- 
tive Committee,  or  any  other  committee  appointed  by  the  President 
to  inspect  the  same;  he  shall  keep  a  correct  account  between  the 
State  and  County  Alliance:  He  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  of  each 
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County  Alliance  with  a  blank  book  properly  ruled,  with  suitable 
column  heads  for  classifying  and  recording  the  contents  of  the  re- 
ports from  Subordinate  Alliances;  also  suitable  blanks  for  making 
reports  to  his  office,  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee; and  a  supply  of  blanks  for  the  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate 
Alliance  report  to  County  Alliances;  he  shall  also  make  a  list  of  all 
officers,  standing  and  special  committees  of  the  State  Alliance,  with 
name  and  post-office  address,  which  list  shall  be  a  part  of  the  printed 
proceedings  of  the  State  Alliance. 

Sec  4.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall,  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  furnish  their  County 
Secretaries  and  Chairman  of  Executive  Committees  with  a  list  of  the 
number  of  all  male  members  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  also  those 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  also  the  number  of  females,  and  other 
statistics  required  of  him  by  the  County  Secretary,  and  shall  accom- 
pany the  same  with  the  fees  and  dues  due  the  County  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  each  County  Alliance  shall  classify  and 
record  the  reports  from  the  various  Subordinate  Alliances  in  his 
county,  and  shall  make  a  report  of  the  samequarter  in  triplicate,  one 
copy  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance,  one  copy  to  the 
Ch,r  <rman  of  the  State  Executive  Committee  by  the  30th  of  January. 
April,  July  and  October,  and  one  copy  retained  by  the  County  Alli- 
ance. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  fail  to  make  its  report  to 
the  County  Alliance,  as  specified  in  Section  four  of  this  Article,  it 
shall  not  be  allowed  representation,  and  if  it  shall  continue  in  neglect 
of  this  duty  and  not  send  its  reports  and  dues  for  twelve  months,  it 
shall  stand  suspended. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  County  Alliance  shall  fail  to  make  its  reports  to 
the  State  Alliance  as  specified  in  Section  five  of  this  Article,  it  shall 
not  be  allowed  representation,  and  when  in  arrears  for  more  than  one 
month,  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  notify  the  President 
of  such  County  Alliance,  and  he  shall  investigate  the  matter  and 
report  to  the  State  Secretary  the  reason  for  such  delay,  and  if  it  shall 
continue  in  neglect  of  that  duty  and  not  send  its  reports  and  dues 
within  twelve  months,  it  shall  stand  suspended.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  State  Alliance  to  notify  such  defaulting  Alliances  of  their  sus- 
pension and  the  cause  thereof.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance 
shall  exchange  copies  of  the  proceedings  of,  each  session  of  the  Alli- 
ance with  the  Secretary  of  each  State  Alliance,  and  bind  the  reports 
so  received  with  the  proceedings  of  this  Alliance  in  a  book,  to  be  the 
property  of  the  State  Alliance.  He  shall  also  furnish  a  copy  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  State  Alliance  to  the  Secretary  and  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Farmers'  Alliance  and  In- 
dustrial Union. 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer's  duty  shall  be  to  receive  all  money  from  the 
Secretary,  and  pay  it  out  on  a  warrant  from  the  Secretary,  approved 


by  the  President.     He  shall  file  with  the  Executive  Committee  a  bond 

for  double  the  amount    of  money  that  is  likely  to  pass   through  his 
hands. 

Sec.  9.  The  Chaplain's  duty  shall  be  to  conduct  the  religious  exer- 
cises of  the  Alliance  ;  to  officiate  at  the  funeral  service  on  the  death 
of  a  member  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  10.  The  Lecturer's  duty  shall  be,  at  each  meeting  to  deliver  or 
read  a  short  address  on  some  topic  of  interest  to  the  Order;  and  in 
his  absence,  the  Steward,  who  is  Assistant  Lecturer,  shall  take  his 
place. 

Sec.  11.  The  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  and  his  Assistant  shall  be  to 
guard  the  door,  to  take  up  the  word,  to  see  that  all  are  properly 
clothed,  to  have  charge  of  the  property  of  the  Alliance,  and  to  keep 
the  house  in  order. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  assist  the 
President  in  preserving  order  while  the  body  is  in  session,  to  see  that 
the  members,  at  the  sound  of  the  gavel,  take  seats  and  cease  talking. 

Sec.  13.  If  at  any  time  after  the  Alliance  is  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  a  member  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion, or  in  any  way  disturb  the  business  of  this  body,  he  shall,  after 
the  second  offence  during  the  same  day,  be  reported  to  the  President, 
who  shall  publicly  reprimand  said  brother,  and  if  reported  the  second 
time  during  the  day,  he  shall  be  expelled  from  the  house  for  that  day . 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  see  that  the  orders  of  the  President  are  obeyed  ; 
carry  all  papers  or  messages  from  the  President  to  other  officers  of 
this  body,  as  he  may  be  directed. 

Sec.  15.  He  may  have  the  privilege  of  appointing  one  or  more  assist- 
ants to  assist  him  in  performing  his  duties,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  President. 

Sec.  16.  He  shall  keep  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  the  use  of 
the  body,  and  look  after  the  general  comfort  of  the  body. 

Sec.  17.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  mail  matter,  and  see  that 
it  is  distributed  to  the  members. 

Sec.  18.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  these  duties  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and 
said  account  must  be  itemized  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  III. 

QUALIFICATIONS    FOR    MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  unless  he  has 
been  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  six  months  past,  and 
not  then  unless  he  be  a  farmer,  farm  laborer,  fisherman,  mechanic 
(provided  he  be  not  a  resident  of  a  town  of  more  than  3,000  inhabi- 
tants, under  such  restrictions  as  each  County  Alliance  may  for  its 
own  territory  deem  wise),  country  physician,  or  minister  of  the  gospel 
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whose  work  is  mainly  in  the  country,  or  editor  of  a  strictly  agricultural 
paper,  be  of  good  moral  character,  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Su- 
preme Being,  be  of  industrious  habits,  is  a  white  person,  and  over  the 
age  of  sixteen  years.  Further,  when  any  member  of  the  Subordinate 
Alliance  shall  engage  in  any  occupation  which  would  render  him  inel- 
igible before  initiation,  said  member  shall  at  once  be  dismissed  from 
the  Alliance,  and  furnished  by  the  Secretary  with  a  written  statement 
of  the  cause  of  his  dismissal :  Provided,  that  the  above  shall  not  apply 
to  the  members  who  may  be  selected  to  buy  and  sell  as  merchants 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Alliance:  Provided,  that  the  Cherokee 
Indians  in  the  counties  of  Clay,  Graham,  Haywood,  Jackson,  Macon 
and  Swain  may  be  received  (when  qualified)  as  members  of  the  Order 
if  they  are  pure  Indian  blood  and  not  less  than  half  white:  Provided, 
further,  Croatan  Indians  in  this  State  may  be  received  on  the  same 
conditions. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  seemingly  qualified  for  membership  under 
section  one  of  this  Article,  shall  send  in  his  application,  and  it  shall 
be  shown  to  the  committee  of  investigation  that  he  has  other  interests 
that  do  not  harmonize  with  the  interests  of  the  Order,  they  shall 
report  adversely  to  his  admission,  and  make  a  statement  of  the  facts 
in  the  case,  and  the  Secretary  shall  inform  the  applicant  of  the  causes 
of  his  ineligibility. 

Sec  3.  No  member  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  more  than 
one  Alliance  at  one  time. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  not  be  any  political  or  religious  tests  for  mem- 
bership. 

Sec.  5.  Females  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may,  when  qualified  under 
section  1,  become  members  of  this  Order. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PEES  and  dues. 

Section  1.  All  fees  and  dues  in  the  Subordinate  Alliance  are  due 
and  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  No  member  who  has  not  paid  his 
dues  in  advance  shall  be  entitled  to  the  new  pass-word.  Members  in 
arrears  for  dues  for  three  months  shall  stand  suspended  without  any 
action  of  the  Alliance,  but  they  shall  immediately  become  members 
of  good  standing  by  paying  one  quarter's  dues  on  approval  of  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Sub-Alliance.  If  such  dues  remain  unpaid  for  six 
months,  such  member  shall  stand  expelled. 

Sec.  2.  The  initiation  fee  of  males  shall  be  fifty  cents  and  the  dues 
twenty-five  cents  a  quarter.  Females  shall  be  exempt  from  initiation 
fees,  but  "may  at  their  own  election"  pay  dues  to  the  amount  of  five 
cents  each  quarter,  all  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Alliance.  Such  females  as  elect  to  pay  dues  shall  be  entitled 
to  representation  as  males. 
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Sec  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  send  with 
his  quarterly  report  to  the  County  Alliance,  twenty-five  cents  rot- 
each  male  member  initiated  during  the  quarter,  and  fifteen  cents  dues 
for  each  male  member  of  his  Alliance  reported  for  the  quarter,  and 
five  cents  for  each  female  who  has  elected  to  pay  her  dues.  But  if  no 
County  organization  exists  the  Secretary  of  Subordinate  Alliance  shall 
send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  the  same  fees  and  dues  thai 
would  have  been  sent  to  the  County  Secretary,  and  is  allowed  repre- 
sentation in  State  Alliance.  The  Secretary  of  the  County  Alliance 
shall  send  with  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alli- 
ance fifteen  cents  for  each  male  member  initiated  in  his  county  re- 
ported in  good  standing  for  the  previous  said  quarterly  term,  and  ten 
cents  dues  for  each  male  member  in  his  county  reported  in  good 
standing  for  the  said  quarterly  term,  and  five  cents  for  each  female 
member  whose  dues  has  been  sent  in  from  Sub-Alliance.  That  any 
County  or  Sub- Alliance  at  its  option  may  tax  its  females  and  have 
representation  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  The  charter  for  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  five  dollars, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  Subordinate  Alliance  at  the  time  of  organ- 
ization. The  organizing  officer  shall  receive  for  his  services  for  or- 
ganizing each  Alliance  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  for  organizing 
County  Alliance  twelve  dollars:  Provided,  that  the  amount,  if  any 
advanced,  may  be  retained  in  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Subordinate  Alliance  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
its  members  in  good  standing,  lay  an  assessment  on  each  member  not 
to  exceed  twenty-five  cents  per  quarter. 

ARTICLE  V. 

APPLICATIONS    AND    INITIATIONS. 

Section  1.  Any  person  wishing  to  become  a  member  of  a  Subordi- 
nate Alliance  shall  offer  an  application  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the 
nearest  Subordinate  Alliance,  stating  age,  occupation  and  place  of 
residence,  the  application  to  be  accompanied  by  the  initiation  fee. 
and  the  application  to  be  recommended  by  two  members  in  good 
standing,  and  the  application  shall  lie  over  from  one  stated  meeting 
until  the  next  for  ballot. 

Sec  2.  When  an  application  is  received,  the  President  shall  appoint 
a  committee  of  three  to  investigate  the  character  of  the  applicant  and 
report  at  the  next  stated  meeting;  on  report  of  committee  the  ballot 
on  his  petition  shall  be  taken,  and  if  clear,  he  shall  be  declared  elected  ; 
if  one  black  ball  shall  appear,  the  President  shall  immediately  order 
the  ballot  taken  again,  in  order  to  ascertain  if  there  be  a  mistake ;  if 
one  black  ball  shall  again  appear,  the  President  shall  announce,  that 
the  ballot  will  again   be    taken   at  the  next  stated  meeting,  during 
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which  time  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  casting  the  black  ball  to 
impart  to  the  President  personally  his  reason  for  so  doing;  at  the 
lime  of  taking  the  final  ballot  the  President  shall  state  to  the  Alliance 
the  reason  why  the  black  ball  appeared,  carefully  concealing  the 
name  of  the  brother  who  cast  il  (and  always  concealing  the  same): 
Provided,  however,  it  there  shall  be  no  cause  given  to  the  President  by 
the  nextregular  meeting,  the  President  shall  declare  the  candidate 
elected  without  further  ballot,  but  if  the  ballot  should  be  taken  again, 
and  if  only  one  black  ball  should  appear,  the  candidate  shall  be  de- 
clared elected  ;  if  rejected,  the  Secretary  will  notify  him  in  writing; 
and  refund  the  initiation  fee. 

Sec.  3.  When  an  applicant  is  elected,  he  shall  be  initiated  within 
four  stated  meetings,  if  not  providentially  hindered  ;  otherwise,  he 
shall  stand  as  an  excluded  member. 

Sec.  4.  A  petition  cannot  be  withdrawn  after  it  has  been  received' 
without  the  consent  of  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  The  petition  of  any  one  rejected  shall  not  again  be  received 
until  the  expiration  of  six  months. 

Sec  6.  Any  member  clear  of  the  books  may  make  application  for  a 
(limit  or  withdrawal  card,  and  if  no  charges  are  preferred  against 
him  or  her,  the  Secretary  shall  issue  his  dimit  or  card. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  holding  a  dimit  or  card,  wishing  to  affiliate 
with  any  Alliance,  shall  present  a  written  petition,  accompanied  by 
the  dimit  and  all  dues  that  have  accrued  since  its  date,  and  upon 
a  two-thirds  vote  in  favor  of  applicant,  he  shall  be  declared  elected. 
If  the  dimit  is  six  months  old  he  shall  come  in  only  as  a  new  member. 

Sec  8.  AH  dimits  shall  be  addressed  to  some  definite  Subordinate 
Alliance,  and  upon  reception  of  person  dimitted,  the  Alliance  receiving 
shall  notify  the  Ailiance  dimitting.  All  persons  not  so  reported  in  six 
months  shall  be  marked  as  dropped. 

Sec  9.  Sub-Alliances  that  have  forfeited  or  surrendered  their  char- 
ters may  be  re-organized  by  making  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Alliance,  which  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of 
fifty  cents  for  every  member  who  signs  such  application.  On  receipt 
of  such  application  accompanied  by  the  fees,  the  Secretary  shall  for- 
ward to  the  Sub-Alliance  a  duplicate  of  their  old  or  a  new  charter  ; 
Provided,  that  none  but  those  who  were  in  good  standing  at  the  time 
of  the  surrender  of  the  charter  and  are  still  according  to  Section  1. 
Article  3,  of  the  Constitution,  shall  be  accepted:  Provided,  however, 
that  not  less  than  five  members  make  application. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOOD    OP   THE    ORDER — ARBITRATION    OF    DIFFERENCE?. 

Section  1.  Each  Subordidate  and  County  Alliance  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  on  the  "Good  of  the  Order."     This  committee 
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shall  be  a  board   for  the  arbitration  of  difference  of  any  nature  that 
may  exist  between  members  of  said  Alliance. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  deemed  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  order  for  brothers 
to  go  to  law  with  each  other,  therefore  it  is  earnestly  recommended 
when  pecuniary  or  other  differences  arise  between  members,  that 
they  settle  them  amicably  among  themselves;  failing  to  do  so,  that 
they  leave  the  matter  to  the  board  of  arbitration,  provided  none  of 
said  board  are  disqualified  by  interest  or  relationship  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  contending  parties.  If  this  be  the  case,  a  new  board,  or 
any  member  of  it,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Alliance  for  the  purpose 
of  adjusting  the  difficulty.  But  if  this  fails,  then  the  courts  of  law 
may  be  resorted  to  in  settlement  of  the  matter. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  officer  or  member  shall  be  guilty  of  conduct  un- 
becoming an  Allianceman,  or  when  personal  difference  shall  exist  be- 
tween members,  and  after  reasonable  efforts,  cannot  be  amicably  ad- 
justed, an  officer  may  be  impeached,  and  a  member  reprimanded, 
suspended  or  expelled;  charges  and  specifications  in  writing  may  be 
preferred  by  any  member  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  board  of  arbitra- 
tion, and  when  charges  are  preferred,  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  speci- 
fications shall  be  furnished  by  the  Lecturer  to  the  party  charged. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  notify  the  parties  at  variance  in 
writing,  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  they  will  take,  in  writing,  all 
testimony  of  persons  not  members  of  the  Alliance,  and  report  the 
same  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  upon  the  report  and  such 
other  testimony  as  may  be  had  in  the  Alliance,  the  Board  shall  pro- 
ceed at  once  in  the  trial,  and  the  Alliance  inflict  such  punishment  on 
either  or  both  of  the  parties  as  it  may  determine. 

Sec.  4.  All  trials  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Subordinate 
Alliance  shall  be  by  Board  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance;  all  trials  of 
the  officers  or  members  of  the  County  Alliance  shall  be  by  the  Board 
of  County  Alliance  ;  all  trials  of  officers  or  members  of  the  State  Alli- 
ance shall  be  by  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  State  Alliance ;  all 
appeals  from  the  Board  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  to  the 
Board  of  the  County  Alliance;  all  appeals  from  the  County  Alliance 
shall  be  to  the  Board  of  Judiciary  of  the  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  All  parties  on  trial  for  any  offence  shall  have  the  right  to 
defend  themselves  in  person  or  by  proxy.  The  Lecturer  shall  conduct 
the  prosecution,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  close,  after  which  the 
decision  shall  be  rendered  determining  the  punishment,  either  by 
expulsion,  suspension  or  reprimand  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  of  an  appeal,  all  the  proceedings  in  the  trial,  with 
the  testimony  properly  transcribed  from  the  records,  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  next  meeting  of  the  County,  State  or  National  Board, 
as  the  case  may  be,  with  the  signatures  of  the  Board  and  Lecturer. 
Whenever  a  person  is  convicted  in  a  Subordinate  Alliance,  and  an 
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appeal  is  taken,  the  Lecturer  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  may  still 
assist  as  prosecuting  attorney,  if  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  suspended  on  charges  can  be  reinstated  only 
by  two-thirds  vote,  after  one  month's  notice  on  application  in  open 
Alliance  at  a  stated  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  expelled  can  be  reinstated  only  by  application, 
as  in  the  preceding  section,  and  the  same  ballot  required  as  on  peti- 
tion for  membership  into  the  Order. 

Sec.  9.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  shall,  at  each  annual 
session,  appoint  a  Judiciary  Committee  of  three  members,  who  shall 
consider  and  determine  all  questions  of  organic  or  statutory  law  com- 
ing up  on  appeals  during  vacation,  and  all  other  questions  submitted 
to  it  by  the  State  Alliance  while  in  session.  It  shall  keep  a  record  of 
its  decisions  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  for  the  purpose,  and  report  to 
each  session  of  the  State  Alliance. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

DUTIES    OF    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance  one  Executive  Committeeman  to  hold  five  years,  whose 
duty,  with  the  four  holding  over,  shall  be  to  examine  the  books  of  the 
Secretary-Treasurer,  State  Business  Agent  and  Trustee  of  the  Business 
Agency  Fund,  and  approve  the  same  ;  they  shall  audit  all  claims,  and 
if  allowed,  the  Secretary  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  amount  so  allowed,  and  all  warrantsdrawn  on  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  supervise  suitable  bonds  for  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Business  Agent  and  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund,  and 
approve  the  same;  they  shall  audit  all  claims,  and  if  allowed,  the 
Secretary  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  so 
allowed,  and  all  warrants  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the  President. 

Sec  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  prepare  suit- 
able bonds  for  Secretary-Treasurer,  State  Business  Agent  and  Trustee 
of  the  Business  Agency  Fund,  and  approve  the  same,  and  to  increase, 
diminish  or  cancel  said  bonds  ;  to  dismiss  and  appoint  a  new  Business 
Agent,  when  the  good  of  the  Alliance  demands,  by  reason  of  ineffi- 
ciency, or  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Agent  to  perform  his  duties;  and  to 
affix  his  salary,  not  to  exceed  $1,500  per  annum,  including  clerk  hire. 
The  bonds  of  the  County  and  Subordinate  Alliance  Business  Agents 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  exercise 
the  same  power  over  the  Agents  as  are  exercised  by  the  State  Execu- 
tive Committee  over  the  State  Business  Agent. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Section  1.  The  Lecturer  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  superintend  the 
organization  of  Alliances  in  the  State.  He  shall  correct  all  irregular- 
ities in  the  work,  secret  or  otherwise.  The  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Slate  Alliance  may  appoint  an  Assistant  Lecturer  when  deemed 
necessary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Lecturers  and  Steward  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  Alliance  the  number  of  Alliances  organized  and 
the  work  performed  by  them. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lecturer  of  a  County  Alliance  shall  be  Organizer  in  his 
county. 

Sec.  4.  All  officers  of  the  State  Alliance  are  authorized  to  organize 
Alliances,  but  when  they  are  salaried  officers,  the  fee  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  State  Alliance,  who  shall  issue  a  charter 
attested  by  the  Secretary  to  each  regularly  organized  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  No.  Alliance  shall  be  organized  in  less  than  three  miles  (di- 
rect line)  of  another  Alliance  in  same  county,  unless  such  Alliance  fur- 
nishes the  organizing  officer  a  written  permit  duly  attested,  of  action 
of  all  such  Alliances  consenting  to  its  organization,  which  permit 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance,  with  appli- 
cation for  a  charter;  and  all  such  organizations  otherwise  made  shall 
be  void. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  an  Alliance  shall  become  defunct,  any  member  in 
good  standingbelonging  to  said  defunct  Alliance  may,  in  three  months, 
join  an  Alliance  within  his  reach  without  being  required  to  pay  a  fee: 
Provided,  however,  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  judge  of  its  own 
membership. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  an  Alliance  becomes  so  large  as  to  become  un- 
wieldy, it  may,  by  two-thirds  vote,  divide  and  form  two  Alliances; 
and  on  petition  of  said  Alliances,  under  seal,  to  the  President  of  the 
State  Alliance,  he  will  grant  a  charter  for  a  new  Alliance.  Whenever 
two  or  more  Alliances  may  deem  it  best  for  the  good  of  the  Order, 
they  may  consolidate.  The  Subordinate  Alliances  may  determine 
their  name.  Any  member  dimitted  from  a  Subordinate  Alliance  shall 
be  under  supervision  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  from  which  he  is 
dimitted  so  long  as  he  remains  in  its  jurisdiction,  and  he  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  sit  in  open  Alliance  after  the  quarter  expires  in  which  he 
obtained  his  dimit. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  1.  Any  member  who  may  hereafter  disclose  any  of  the 
workings  of  the  Order,  or  who  may  impart  the  password  of  the  Order 
knowingly  to  any  one  not  entitled  to  the  same,  or  who  shall  disclose 
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any  of  the  secrets  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Order,  shall,  on 
eonviction  thereof,  be  immediately  expelled  by  the  body,  and  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  membership  thereafter. 

Sec.  2.  A  member  who  abuses  or  denounces  the  Alliance,  and  de- 
sires to  withdraw  shall  not  be  granted  a  dimit  or  withdrawal  card, 
but  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled,  and  not  be  permitted  to  withdraw. 

ARTICLE  X. 

SALARIES    OF    OFFICERS    AND    MILEAGE    AND    PER    DIEM    OF    MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  be  paid  a  salary 
of  $2.00  per  day  (with  necessary  postage,  stationery  and  traveling  ex- 
penses) when  engaged  in  Alliance  work,  and  for  what  lecturing  may. 
in  his  and  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Committee,  be  necessary 
for  him  to  do. 

Sec  2.  The  annual  salary  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  Business 
Agent  combined,  of  the  State  Alliance,  shall  not  exceed  $1,000  per 
year  and  use  of  dwelling,  farm,  barn  and  necessary  outhouses  free 
from  rent ;  $100  of  same  to  be  paid  out  of  funds  of  Secretary-Treasu- 
rer's department.  Said  salary  to  be  paid  quarterly  on  warrants  signed 
by  the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the  President. 

Sec  2  The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Alli- 
ance shall  receive  actual  transportation  expenses  when  traveling  in 
discharge  of  their  official  duties,  and  $2.00  per  diem  while  so  actually 
engaged,  with  a  reasonable  amount  for  stationery  and  postage.  All 
said  sum  to  be  paid  from  Treasury  of  the  State  Alliance. 

ARTICLE  XL 

MISCELLANEOUS    PROVISIONS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  continue  in  office  no  longer  than 
two  years  in  succession. 

Sec  2.  When  a  member  has  been  convicted  in  a  Subordinate  or 
County  Alliance,  and  sentence  has  been  passed  on  him,  an  appeal  to 
a  higher  tribunal  shall  stay  execution  of  sentence  until  the  appeal 
has  been  heard  and  the  decision  rendered,  and  until  such  decision 
has  been  rendered,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec  3.  The  retiring  officers  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  become  hon- 
orary members,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  mileage  and  per  diem,  as  other 
delegates  for  that  session  only. 

Sec  4.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  keep  a 
death  record  of  its  members,  showing  the  age,  cause  and  time  of 
death,  and  with  the  county  and  post-office  address,  report  them  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance. 


Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  keep  a  well  bound 
book,  known  as  the  Death  Record,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  death 
record,  alphabetically,  showing  name,  age,  time  of  death,  with  county 
and  post-office  address. 

Sbo.  6.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  stated 
meeting  of  the  State  Alliance  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

Sec.  7.  This  Alliance  reaffirms  its  adoption  of  the  Act  of  incorpora- 
tion enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  on  the  7th  day  of 
March,  1889,  adopted  at  Fayetteville,  August,  1889. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

BUSINESS    AGENCY    FUND. 

Section  1.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  procure  a 
charter  of  incorporation  under  the  laws  of  this  State  for  the  North 
Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  2.  In  order  to  conduct  the  commercial  business  of  the  North 
Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  to  protect  from  loss  those  who 
may  deal  with  the  Business  Agent  of  the  same,  the  North  Carolina 
Farmers'  State  Alliance  Business  Agency  Fund  is  hereby  inaugurated. 

Sec.  3.  The  Business  Fund  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  nor  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  five  dollars  each,  and  half  shares  of  two  and  a  half  dollars 
each,  and  one-fifth  shares  at  one  dollar  each.

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose 
a  list  of  the  names  of  those  contributing  to  the  fund,  the  number  of 
the  Alliance  to  which  they  belong,  and  the  amount  contributed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Business  Fund  shall  be  managed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  State  Alliance.  No  portion  of  it  shall  be  used  in  the 
business  of  the  Business  Agency  unless  required  to  settle  the  contracts 


of  the  Agent  made  in  conformity  to  regulations  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  when  any  portion  is  so  used  all  money  received  from  the 
cause  of  such  use  shall  be  returned  to  the  Fund. 

Sec.  7.  The  fund  shall  be  in  the  keeping  of  a  Trustee,  to  be  elected 
by  the  State  Alliance  at  this  session  (August,  1888),  who  shall  hold 
office  for  five  years.  He  shall  invest  not  less  than  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  of  said  fund  in  the  bonds  of  North  Carolina  or  the  United 
States,  and  the  remainder  as  he  may  deem  best.  The  profits  arising 
from  said  fund  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Trustee  and  all 
other  expenses  connected  with  said  fund,  and  any  remainder  shall  be 
used  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
Business  Agency. 

Sec.  8.  Said  Trustee  shall  give  a  justified  bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000 
for  the  faithful  accounting  of  all  moneys  for  which  he  may  be  respon- 
sible, or  any  expense  incurred  in  collecting  the  same  on  his  bond.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  require  him  to  strengthen  his  bond  at  any 
time  they  deem  it  necessary,  to  such  an  amount  as  they  deem  suffi- 
cient: Pro vided,  that  no  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  accepted  as  bondsman. 

Sec.  9.  Said  Trustee  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  vote  of  the  State 
Alliance,  and  he  may  be  suspended  until  the  meeting  of  the  State  Al- 
liance by  the  Executive  Committee,  approved  by  the  President.  In 
case  of  vacancy  from  suspension,  removal,  death,  or  any  other  cause, 
the  Executive  Committee,  with  approval  of  the  President,  shall  fill 
such  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  each  Sub-Alliance  shall  collect  all  sub- 
scriptions made  by  members  of  their  Alliance  and  forward  to  the 
Trustee,  giving  name  of  contributor,  and  amount  contributed  by  each. 
The  Trustee  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  names  and  amounts,  and 
he  shall  forward  certificates  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Sub-Alliance  as 
provided  in  section  4.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  turn  over  to  the 
Trustee  all  funds  belonging  to  the  fund  upon  his  appointment.  The 
Secretary  shall  notify  through  the  organ  of  the  Alliance  the  Sub-Alli- 
ance when  the  Trustee's  bond  is  accepted. 

Sec.  11.  The  Trustee  shall  receive  an  annual  salary,  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  not  to  exceed  $250,  to  be  paid  quarterly. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  any  of  the  said  fund  in 
the  State  Business  Agency,  the  State  Business  Agent  shall  report  to 
the  Trustee  the  amount  or  amounts  necessary,  stating  cause  of  in- 
debtedness in  eacli  case.  If  the  Trustee  approves  the  same  he  shall 
forward  the  State  Business  Agent  money  sufficient  to  settle  the  same, 
l)ii t  he  shall  pay  no  accounts  where  goods  may  have  been  sold  without 
the  State  Business  Agent  having  first  received  a  certificate  of  justified 
bond  of  the  Business  Agent  purchasing,  with  names  of  sureties,  which 
the  State  Business  Agent  shall  keep  filed  in  his  office.  The  State  Busi- 
ness Agent  shall  immediately  proceed  to  collect  such  account  or  ac- 
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counts  between  the  State  Business  Agenl  and  the  Business  Agenl  for 
whom  the  goods  are  purchased,  the  matter  sliall  be  referred  to  the 
Trustee  with  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
State  Alliance.  The  Trustee  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee 
all  accounts  paid  on  account  of  State  Business  Agent,  and  all  losses 
to  the  fund  on  account  of  said  Business  Agent,  which  losses  shall  be 
subject  to  approval  of  Executive  Committee 

Sec.  13.  The  Trustee  shall  collect  all  interest  or  other  profits  on 
said  fund  as  it  becomes  due,  and  pay  the  same  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  State  Alliance.  , 

Sec.  14.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  it,  and  shall 
pay  it  out  only  on  the  salary  of  the  Trustee,  and  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  be  used  in  conducting  the  Business  Agency  of  the  Alli- 
ance, on  the  warrant  approved  by  the  President. 

Sec.  15.  The.  Trustee  thall  report  to  each  session  of  the  Alliance  how 
the' fund  is  invested,  and  the  vouchers  for  the  disposition  made  of 
profits  received  on  the  fund. 

Sec  16.  In  case  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  should 
for  any  cause  cease  to  exist,  the  money  composing  this  fund  shall 
revert  to  those  contributing  it. 

(1)  The  Business  Agent  shall  conduct  the  business  of  his  office  under 
the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

(2)  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Business  Agent  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  may  direct  that  no  goods  shall  be  sold  without  the 
cash  accompanying  the  order. 

(3)  The  State  Business  Agent  shall  keep  a  record  of  each  transac- 
tion in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  showing  articles  purchased  or 
sold,  price  paid  or  received  for  them  individually  and  in  gross  amount. 

(4)  Persons  who  are  eligible  shall  be  allowed  all  the  benefits  of  our 
trade  arrangements  by  paying  the  regular  fees  for  entrance,  and  an- 
nual dues,  and  they  may  be  made  honorary  members,  having  all  the 
benefits  and  advantages  of  the  Alliance,  except  they  shall  not  partici- 
pate in  its  private  meetings.  The  recommendation  was  made  espe- 
cially for  those  whose  church  regulations  preclude  them  from  joining 
secret  societies. 

(5)  The  State  Business  Agent  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  to  those  out- 
side of  the  Alliance  at  an  advance  over  Alliancemen,  and  pay  the  same 
taxes  to  the  State  that  others  doing  the  same  business  pay.

RULES  OF  ORDER  OF  AN  ALLIANCE. 


Section  1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour 
appointed  for  the  opening  of  the  Alliance,  and  shall  immediately  call 
Ihe  members  to  order. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  hall : 
he  may  designate  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair;  he 
may  preserve  strict  order  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  3.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  receive  recognition 
by  the  Chair  shall  speak  first, but  when  two  or  more  members  rise  as 
the  same  time  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

Sec.  5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, nor  more  than  ten  minutes,  unless  by  consent  of  the  body,  and 
shall  be  confined  to  the  question  under  discussion,  and  shall  avoid 
personalities. 

Sec.  6.  Any  question  may  be  discussed  in  open  Alliance  in  a  non- 
partisan and  non-sectarian  sense. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  question  under 
consideration,  which  may  be  stated  by  the  President  or  Secretary. 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question.  The 
President  shall  decide  as  to  its  advisability  subject  to  appeal,  as  in  the 
questions  of  order. 

Sec.  9.  Every  member  present  when  the  question  is  put  shall  vote 
unless  excused  by  the  vote  of  the  body. 

Sec.  10.  While  the  President  is  stating  the  question  or  addressing 
the  body,  no  one  shall  walk  across  the  hall,  and  while  a  member  is 
speaking  no  one  shall  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the  Chair.  No 
member  or  other  person  shall  go  to  and  remain  at  the  Secretary's 
desk  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  taken  or  ballot  counted,  except 
the  Secretary  and  his  assistants. 

Sec.  11.  All  resolutions  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
author.  When  such  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  and  shall  have 
been  stated  by  the  Chair,  it  is  then  the  property  of  the  house  and 
cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  consent  of  the  house. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the 
previous  questtion,  to  postpone,  to  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  of  each  other  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  arranged. 

Sec.  13.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  but  being  decided 
in  the  negative  shall  not  be  again  entertained  until  some  motion,  call 
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or  order  shall  lake  place.  The  motion  to  adjourn,  take  recess,  to  lay 
on  the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  and  all  questions  relating  to  the 
priority  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

SbO.  14.  No  motion  or  proposition  differing  from  the  subject  under 
consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendmeni . 

Sec.  15.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the 
rules  of  order,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  the  mem- 
ber to  order,  and  the  member  called  to  order  shall  take  his  seat,  if 
required  by  the  President,  until  the  question  of  order  is  decided.  All 
questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair  without  debate,  sub- 
ject to  appeal  to  the  house.  No  member  shall  speak  on  the  appeal 
more  than  once,  and  only  rive  minutes,  unless  by  leave  of  the  body, 
except  the  party  appealing  may  speak  twice. 

Sec.  16.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
signed  by  such  members  as  concur  therein,  and  the  report,  with  the 
names  of  the  members  signing  the  same,  shall  be  read  at  the  Secre- 
tary's desk  by  the  Secretary  or  the  member  making  the  report  with- 
out a  motion. 

Sec.  17.  Oushing's  Manual  and  Law  of  Legislative  Assemblies  shall 
be  received  as  the  rule  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing 
rules.

President  W.  A.  Graham  read  his  address,  which, 
upon  motion,  was  ordered  to  be  furnished  to  the  press 
for  publication,  and  was  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

Tii  tlw  Officers  dud  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  AUiniice: 

I  express  to  you  my  regrets  at  my  inability  to  attend  the  last  ses- 
sion, and  tender  to  you  my  thanks  for  your  resolution  of  sympathy 
when  the  dark  cloud  of  affliction  was  passing  over  me.  In  these  sad 
hours  the  knowledge  that  our  friends  think  of  us  and  sympathize  with 
us  to  some  extent  lightens  the  gloom. 
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There  lias  been  relatively  not  much  change  in  the  condition  of  the 
Alliance  during  the  year;  some  Subordinate  and  County  Alliances 
have  been  reorganized,  others  have  lapsed.  I  meet  many  who  express 
a  wish  for  the  reorganization  of  ihe  Alliance,  but  seem  to  be  awaiting 
reorganization  before  joining ;  they  do  not  seem  willing  lo  perform 
the  work  necessary  to  accomplish  the  desired  end. 

EDUCATION. 

The  Alliance  has  always  advocated  the  advancement  of  education 
in  the  State.  The  efforts  put  forth  by  the  Sub-Alliances  has  had 
much  to  do  with  producing  the  present  condition  in  the  State. 

THE    IT RI.ro    SCHOOLS. 

The  Governor  of  the  State,  who  so  worthily  tills  that  position,  has 
directed  and  advocated  legislation  which  has  much  advanced  the 
cause  of  these  schools.  The  reduction  of  the  price  of  school  books 
will  be  a  boon  in  this  State  of  large  families;  the  additional  appro- 
priation whereby  the  terms  are  lengthened,  the  elevation  of  grade 
and  qualification  of  teachers,  will  accomplish  much  good.  The  non- 
attendance  of  the  children  is  now  the  greatest  hindrance.  The  State 
is  slow  to  enact  a  compulsory  attendance  law  ;  a  Sub- Alliance  can  do 
no  better  work  than  to  appoint  committees  in  each  school  district  to 
persuade  the  negligent  parents  to  send  tbeir  children  to  school. 
Books  for  children  whose  parents  make  no  objection  to  their  attend- 
ing but  who  will  not  furnish  them  books,  would  prevent  many  a  bright 
child  becoming  an  ignorant  man  or  woman.  A  provision  for  books,  I 
think,  should  have  preceded  that  for  libraries.  The  advancement  of 
the  common  school  has  not  led,  as  was  hoped,  to  the  advancement  of 
the  Alliance.  Education  has  enabled  the  boy  to  think  and  to  reason  ; 
this  has  lead  him  away  from  the  farm.  The  Alliance  has  been  a  firm 
supporter  of  aid  by  the  State  to  institutions  of  higher  grade  and  was 
chiefly  instrumental  in  procuring  the  establishment  of  the  A.  and  M. 
College  and  the  Normal  and  Industrial  School  for  Girls.  Considering 
their  age,  the  attendance  upon  these  schools  has  been  unprecedented 
in  the  State  and  seems  to  be  limited  only  by  the  accommodations  that 
can  be  furnished. 

THE    STATE    UNIVERSITY. 

With  feelings  of  State  pride  is  witnessed  the  progress  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  its  career  of  prosperity  and  usefulness,  and  the  passing  of 
the  opposition  to  its  nurture  by  the  State  in  a  small  portion  of  our 
people,  for  fear  its  success  would  weaken  other  colleges  or  its  alumni 
prove  a  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  morality  and  religion.  Her  sons 
have  ever  been  foremost  in  aiding  the  new  colleges  as  they  have  come 
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into  existence  and  among  the  foremost  in  their  localities  in  advancing 
the  moral  and  religious  interests.  For  more  than  a  century  their 
lives  have  contradicted  this  supposition.  The  patent  fact  that  we 
have  a  century  of  "  conditions  "  that  prove  the  opposite  has  been 
overlooked  by  the  theorist  in  his  eloquent  prognostication  of  evil. 
The  resolutions  passed  on  this  subject  by  those  who  assumed  to  be 
leaders 'of  thought  in  these  assemblies  of  the  various  religious  de- 
nominations met  with  but  feeble  support  from  the  private  members. 
Each  Legislature  contained  representatives  of  similar  religious  belief 
earnestly  advocating  contrary  action  and  greater  aid  ;  their  course 
in  the  Legislature  was  approved  at  the  polls  by  the  mass  of  the  church 
members  without  regard  to  political  creed.  The  people  have  ad- 
vanced so  far  from  such  ideas  that  they  can  only  be  heard  in  the  rear 
as  the  procession  moves  on.  The  humble  citizen  may  have  no  seat 
in  the  "  councils,"  but  is  entitled  to  a  position  at  the  polls  to  express 
his  sentiments  by  his  ballot,  and  this  he  has  done. 

The  present  status  shows  that  after  the  State  has  done  or  shall  do 
all  that  it  can  with  due  rgard  to  its  other  departments  and  the  other 
colleges  have  strained  their  ability  to  the  utmost,  there  is  yet  a  large 
number  of  boys  and  girls  who  if  they  were  able,  would  take  the 
courses  of  the  colleges,  yet  they  have  to  be  denied.  There  should  be 
united  action  by  all  the  colleges  to  lesson  this  number  as  far  as  they 
can.  They  are  brothers  united  in  one  common  cause,  and  not  enemies 
to  procure  or  rejoice  at  the  injury  of  each  other. 

THE    AGRICULTURAL    AND    MECHANICAL    COLLEGE. 

There  has  been  much  disappointment  at  the  number  of  students 
taking  the  agricultural  course,  and  that  it  has  constantly  diminished 
until  not  one-tenth  of  the  students  pursue  it.  The  mechanical  de- 
partments are  crowded  with  students,  and  considering  its  age  and  the 
funds  available,  no  college  in  the  country  has  made  greater  progress 
in  the  advantages  afforded.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  recom- 
mended to  the  Legislature  to  place  the  institution  in  the  care  of  a 
body  of  practical  farmers,  to-wit,  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  with  a 
view  to  remedying  this;  not.  however,  with  a  view  to  reduce  the 
number  taking  the  mechanical  course  or  in  any  way  to  retard  that 
branch,  but  to  increase  the  number  in  agriculture.  Professors  emi- 
nent in  their  schools  have  been  elected,  aid  and  encouragement  offered 
to  the  agricultural  students  and  we  hope  to  see  their  number  largely 
increased.  The  cause  of  the  larger  number  of  students  in  mechanics 
than  in  agriculture  is  evident  to  anyone  who  studies  the  question, 
viz..  the  higher  wages  and  less  onerous  duties,  which  is  its  reward. 
Besides  tins  many  parents  encourage  their  sons  who  will  not  farm  to 
prepare  themselves  for  their  professions  while  the  farmer  boy  is  only 
thought  toneeda  vigorous  constitution  and  Herculean  muscle  ;  that  he 
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will  be  more  benefited  by  the  athletic  than  literary  curriculum  if  he 
were  to  go  to  college.  The  lesser  emoluments  with  mure  irksome 
duties  is  causing  most  of  the  boys  on  the  farm  who  can  to  leave  it  for 
other  avocations,  and  generally  by  the  advice  and  with  the  sanction 
of  the  parents;  and  these  parents  sympathize  greatly  with  the 
daughter  who  chooses  a  farmer  as  her  partner  for  life.  This  condi- 
tion can  only  result  in  the  removal  from  the  country  to  the  town  of 
a  most  desirable  population  and  the  destruction  of  that  greatest  pro- 
duct of  Anglo-Saxon  civilization — the  old  Southern  country  home- 
stead. The  strength  of  a  country  is  a  happy,  contented  yeomanry, 
country  population  of  home-owners.  Produce  a  condition  where  no 
one  remains  on  a  farm  unless  tied  to  it  by  debt  or  mortgage,  and  that 
State  is  beginning  to  decay.  How  shall  this  be  prevented  ?  By  the 
farmer  following  the  example  of  those  in  other  callings,  using  his 
mind  as  well  as  his  muscle,  avoiding  that  which  experience  shows  to 
be  unremunerative  and  pursuing  that  which  remunerates  and  en- 
deavoring to  make  it  more  so.  The  weaver  does  not  expect  his  loom 
to  complete  but  one  web  of  cloth,  but  it  is  handled  to  finish  many 
others,  and  when  a  machine  or  arrangement  of  machinery  is  offered 
to  increase  the  yield  at  the  same  or  less  expense  he  avails  himself  of 
it.  The  farmer  must  do  the  same.  The  college  is  intended  to  aid 
him  along  this  course  of  action.  The  Alliance  should  give  the  trus- 
tees and  faculty  earnest  support,  take  the  time  and  trouble  to  exam- 
ine what  is  being  offered,  send  your  son  to  avail  himself  of  it  and  tell 
your  neighbor's  son  about  it.  Let  the  brethren  give  the  college  aid 
and  encouragement  in  its  effort  to  occupy  the  highest  plane  of  any 
institution  in  the  country  in  providing  practical  scientific  agricultural 
knowledge,  and  let  us  tender  our  worthy  Governor  our  appreciation 
and  thanks  for  his  efforts  to  advance  the  condition  of  the  farmers. 

THE    NORMAL    AND    INDUSTRIAL    COLLEGE    FOR    GIRLS. 

This  to  the  farmers  is  an  important  institution.  It  prepares  our 
girls  for  greater  and  better  usefulness  as  women,  wives  and  mothers. 
If  we  will  educate  the  girls  of  the  State,  there  will  in  a  short  time  be  no 
illiterates  recorded  in  the  census.  While  we  rejoice  in  the  prosperity 
of  our  State  University  and  other  institutions  for  higher  education 
let  us  feel  no  less  interest  in  the  academies,  high  and  primary  schools 
and  recognize  their  importance  and  benefit  and  the  position  they  oc- 
cupy in  the  educational  system.  Most  of  the  useful  citizens  of  the 
State  are  equipped  in  these. 

THE    BOARD    OF    AGRICULTURE. 

The  present  law  requires  that  all  members  of  this  Board,  as  well  as 
the  Commissioner,  shall  be  practical  farmers.     It  cannot  now  be  used 
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as  the  dumping  ground  for  reward  of  favorites  who  are  to  be  compen- 
sated for  the  sake  of  the  compensation  and  not  appointed  on  account 
of  their  qualifications  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position.  The 
Hoard  is  endeavoring  to  make  its  work  of  the  highest  benefit  to  the 
farmers  and  is  operating  in  cattle  diseases,  injurious  insects,  soil  sur- 
vey, teat  farms,  and  other  departments.  Its  regulations  as  to  the 
analysis  of  fertilizer  endeavors  to  protect  the  farmer  from  fraud  and 
to  see  that  he  is  furnished  with  goods  profitable  to  use.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  Legislature  did  not  enact  the  recommendations  of 
the  Board  as  to  remuneration  for  goods  sold,  which  are  below  the 
guarantee.  The  farmer  who  purchases  fertilizer  on  a  guarantee  is  the 
only  person  in  the  State  that  cannot  have  adequate  compensation  for 
failure  of  seller  to  deliver  an  article  as  good  as  the  guarantee  on 
which  it  is  bought.  This  is  a  right  he  should  have  and  he  should  see 
that  the  person  who  represents  him  in  the  next  Legislature  will 
"guarantee"  to  advocate  it.  The  members  of  the  Alliance  should 
arrange  for  Farmers'  Institutes  in  their  neighborhood  and  enter  ac- 
tively into  their  proceedings.  I  earnestly  urge  them  to  visit  the 
Test  Farms  and  profit  by  the  information  to  be  gained  there. 

TAXATION. 

When  our  State  government  was  organized  land  constituted  nearly 
all  the  wealth  and  was  selected  to  bear  the  burden  of  taxation.  Pre- 
vious to  1861  taxation  was  according  to  the  number  of  acres  owned 
without  regard  to  the  value.  One  hundred  acres  on  Mount  Pisgah 
devoted  to  raising  "  huckleberries  and  bear"  paid  as  much  tax  as 
the  same  amount  of  Roanoke  bottom  or  red  Jersey  land.  Afterwards 
the  system  was  changed  to  ad  valorem  taxation.  Other  species  of 
property  became  prominent  and  are  as  much  wealth  as  land.  The 
struggle  has  been  to  keep  an  undue  proportion  of  the  tax  on  the 
land,  although  at  present  one  of  the  least  remunerative  forms  of 
wealth.  Land  and  its  accompanying  property  cannot  be  easily  con- 
cealed from  the  assessor  for  taxation.  The  owners  of  bonds,  stocks, 
notes  and  other  species  of  kindred  property  should  be  required  to  list 
each  item,  as  the  farmer  does  the  property  of  the  farm,  and  let  those 
whose  duty  it  is  fix  the  value  for  taxation.  The  struggle  in  State, 
county  and  town  now  is  to  have  a  correct  list  of  property  of  each 
owner  and  to  prevent  ubiquity  of  citizenship  or  imperfect  return  being 
used  to  avoid  the  contribution  of  a  just  share  to  the  expenses  of  a  gov- 
ernment whose  pleasures  and  benefits  are  enjoyed.  The  farmer  asks 
no  unfair  exemption  from  taxation,  only  that  others  shall  contribute 
their  portion  ;  because  he  was  started  with  a  greater  part  of  the  load 
is  no  reason  he  should  be  compelled  to  continue  to  bear  it  after 
others  as  much  interested  in  the  Commonwealth  have  become  more 
muscular  than  he. 
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The  combination  of  those  whose  business  it  is  to  supply  the  wants 
of  the  people  with  articles  of  commerce  seems  to  be  well  nigh  over- 
turning the  former  habit  of  traffic;  the  seller  no  longer  seeks  the 
buyer  to  ascertain  what  and  how  much  he  may  desire  to  purchase,  but 
informs  him  how  much  he  will  let  him  have  and  at  what,  price.  The 
small  dealer  or  manufacturer  is  fast  becoming  extinct,  as  it  is  folly 
for  him  with  his  hundreds  to  oppose  the  trusts  with  their  billions  of 
dollars ;  the  intellect  and  energy  he  would  contribute  in  advancing 
the  interests  of  his  community  by  new  enterprises  and  employment 
of  more  laborers  is  sold  to  the  trust  to  aid  in  crushing  out  all  such  as 
he  would  be  if  able.  The  consolidation  of  capital,  the  determination 
of  amount  of  output  and  the  price  at  which  it  shall  be  sold  as  well  as 
to  a  great  extent  the  cost  of  the  raw  material  used  in  its  manufacture, 
enables  an  opinion  of  the  result  of  the  business  to  be  formed.  It  is 
not,  therefore,  surprising  that  the  labor  used  in  the  business  organ- 
izes to  set  the  price  at  which  it  can  be  had,  as  the  employer  can  no 
longer  plead  to  much  extent  ignorance  of  the  amount  of  profits.  Thus 
we  have  the  ever  increasing  strife  between  some  capitalists  and  their 
laborers.  This  is  the  most  dangerous  element  now  in  our  economical 
system,  and  if  not  regulated  must  in  the  future  produce  dire  results. 
Alliar.cemen  are  at  present  but  indirectly  affected  by  the  state  of 
affairs.  If,  however,  trouble  arises  and  forces  used  by  the  State  to 
protect  either  side,  it  is  to  the  country  the  call  will  be  made,  as  on 
all  other  occasions,  for  men  to  do  the  righting.  It  is  estimated  that 
nine  out  of  ten  of  the  men  who  have  seen  service  in  the  army  during 
the  present  war  came  from  the  country.  Let  each  Allianceman  care- 
fully examine  this  question  for  himself  and  endeavor  in  the  political 
party  with  which  he  affiliates  to  support  such  men  and  measures  as 
to  obtain  a  just  solution  of  this  harassing  question  and  its  removal 
from  the  arena  of  economics. 

That  the  Alliance,  as  such,  will  not  consent  to  be  made  a  partisan 
political  party  is  now  well  established.  .  That  those  who,  in  the  past, 
have  used  it  as  such  were  actuated  only  by  a  desire  for  personal 
promotion  and  ceased  affiliation  as  they  attained  their  aim  is  now 
evident  to  all. 

Sometimes  when  a  county  is  ripe  for  organization,  the  prospect  is 
ruined  by  a  call  for  a  meeting  with  orators  selected  who  have  nothing 
in  common  with  the  Alliance,  and  the  questions  announced  to  be  dis- 
cussed are  at  least  quasi  political.  These  things  ought  not  so  to  be. 
Let  us  confine  the  Alliance  to  Alliance  work  and  let  him  who  lias  his 
eye  on  Raleigh  or  Washington  seek  some  other  route  to  make  the 
journey. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 


I  recommend  that  as  far  as  practicable  this  be  restricted   to  those 
who  are  in  some  way  actually  engaged  in  farm  work.

IX   CONCLUSION. 

The  years  from  1888  to  1892  were  the  most  pleasant  the  farmer 
of  this  State  ever  knew.  He  and  his  family  lived  a  life  of  social  en- 
joyment, intellectual  improvement  and  advancement  not  known  be- 
fore or  since.  Thousands  are  asking  themselves  for  what  they  have 
exchanged  their  conditions,  and  their  better  nature  call  for  a  renewal 
of  the  former  days.  We  can  only  keep  the  fire  alive  upon  the  altar, 
the  faith  pure  and  stand  at  our  post  to  welcome  the  wanderers  home  ; 
knowing  that  if  re-organization  comes  the  causes  which  produced  the 
present  sad  condition  will  not  be  allowed  to  again  mar  and  ruin  our 
brotherhood. 

Tlie  Secretary-Treasurer's  report  was  called  for, 
and  was  as  follows  : 

SECRETA  RY-TR  EASURER  \S  REPORT. 

To  thr  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  state  Alliance. 

Brethren  : — As  your  Secretary-Treasurer.  I  herewith  submit  to  you 

my  annual  report.     Tt  has  been  the  prerogative  of  my  predecessors  in 

office  to  make  to  you  such  suggestions  as   they  thought   would  inure 
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io  the  benefit  <>f  the  Order;  therefore,  I,  too,  venture  into  the  field  of 
suggestions. 

The  time  is  at  hand  when  something  must  be  done,  or  the  Alliance 
in  North  Carolina  will  very  materially  suffer.  As  an  organization  we 
will  have  to  go  out  into  the  field  of  active  work,  or  else  see  the  Alli- 
ance go  the  way  the  Grange  and  all  other  farmers'  organizations  have 
gone  in  the  State.  To  undertake  to  cover  up  our  weakness  and  try  to 
fool  ourselves  into  the  belief  that  we  are  strong  would  he  the  height 
of  folly.  Better  look  at  the  situation  just  as  it  is,  and  with  a  deter- 
mination born  of  necessity,  take  measures  to  regain  our  lost  ground. 
Let  us  ask  ourselves  the  questions:  Was  the  Alliance  a  necessity  when 
first  organized?  lias  that  necessity  abated?  From  my  view  organi- 
zation among  the  farmers  is  more  imperative  to-day  than  it  haw  ever 
been. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  the  County  Secretaries,  at  the  July  meetings.  T 
asked  that  the  question  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Alliance  be 
brought  up  in  each  county  so  that  the  delegate  to  the  State  meeting 
would  have  the  benefit  of  the  discussion.  By  bringing  ideas  from 
every  section  of  the  State  I  am  hopeful  that  something  will  be  done 
at  this  meeting  that  will  result  in  good  to  the  Alliance. 

In  traveling  over  the  State  (and  I  have  gone  over  right  much  of  it 
since  our  lasr  meeting),  I  find  that  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way 
of  reorganization  of  the  Alliance  is  the  general  apathy  of  the  farmers. 

In  some  sections  there  still  exists  prejudice  against  the  Alliance, 
but  I  think  that  is  rapidly  dying  out,  at  least  I  do  not  hear  as  much 
of  it  as  I  formerly  did.  Nine-tenths  of  the  farmers  with  whom  I 
have  talked  admit  that  the  farmers  need  organization,  and  that  the 
Alliance  is  a  good  thing,  if  properly  managed;  but  they  say  it  has 
been  tried  and  the  farmers  will  not  stick  together.  If  this  body  can 
formulate  some  plan  to  overcome  this  condition  in  our  people,  they 
will  have  solved  the  problem  of  re-organization  of  the  Alliance.  It 
might  be  that  much  could  be  done  by  mission  work,  house  to  house 
visitation,  etc.  To  illustrate  :  Let  a  brother  take  one  or  two  counties 
to  work  up,  make  a  personal  canvas  from  house  to  house  in  each 
neighborhood  before  undertaking  to  reorganize  in  that  neighborhood, 
and  get  the  farmers  to  promise  to  come  out  to  the  meeting  and  bring 
their  families  with  them.  To  be  sure  that  will  require  work  and  pri- 
vation on  the  part  of  the  organizer,  but  we  should  remember  that  our 
greatest  blessings  have  come  to  us  through  much  effort  and  great 
sacrifices.  This  subject  of  reorganization  is  of  too  much  importance 
to  be  passed  by  lightly,  so  I  hope  that  you  will  give  it  due  consider- 
ation. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  State  Alliance,  I  have  visitited  the 
following  counties  in  the  interest  of  the  Alliance.  At  some  places 
the  attendance  was  good  and  the  outlook  hopeful,  while  at  others  the 
people  seemed  to  be  indifferent,  and  were  conspicuous  for  their  ab- 
sence.    My  first  visit  was  to  Scotland  county,  where  I  met  the  farmers 
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who  were  proposing  to  organize  a  Protective  Cotton  Grower?  Asso- 
ciation. I  spoke  to  them  about  the  benefits  of  organization  and  the 
advantages  of  the  Alliance,  but  without  apparent  results.  My  next 
trip  was  to  "Washington  county,  where  I  spent  nearly  a  week  in  com- 
pany with  Bro.  Alexander  who  kindly  carried  me  over  the  county. 
Their  last  report  does  not  indicate  that  I  made  any  lasting  impres- 
sions there.  I  then  visited  Mecklenburg  and  Cabarrus  counties  with 
not  very  encouraging  results.  I  made  three  visits  to  Wake  and  finally 
succeeded  in  getting  in  a  week's  work,  and  reorganized  two  Sub-Al- 
liances. Since,  I  have  visited  Wayne,  Wilson,  Sampson.  Chatham 
and  Alamance — in  Wilson  and  Alamance,  only  the  county  meetings. 
I  was  in  Chatham  during  the  May  freshets  which  very  much  hindered 
my  work  there.  In  all  these  counties  I  was  met  by  brethren  who 
took  charge  of  me  and  did  all  they  could  to  make  the  trips  pleasant 
and  beneficial. 

I  have  had  invitations  to  visit  several  counties  that  I  could  not  ac- 
cept. I  am  satisfied  that  good  could  be  accomplished  by  lecturers  in 
the  field,  and  I  trust  that  some  means  can  be  devised  by  which  they 
can  be  induced  to  go  out.

STATE  BUSINESS  AGENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Brethren: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  as  your  State 
Business  Agent.  At  the  closing  sessions  of  the  last  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance  when  the  brethren  promised  to  stand  by  and  support 
the  Business  Agency,  as  S.  B.  A.,  I  felt  very  much  encouraged  and 
gratified.  I  soon  realized  that  the  delegates  had  not  forgotten  their 
promises,  for  the  increase  in  business  was  almost  immediately  per- 
ceptible, so  much  so  that  the  next  month's  sales  exceeded  those  of 
the  corresponding  month  a  year  before,  $143.76.  Then  when  the  Oc- 
tober sales  exceeded  the  sales  of  the  previous  October,  $554.53,  and 
November  exceeded  the  sales  of  November  a  year  before,  $306.21,  I 
knew  that  the  brethren  had  gone  to  work  in  earnest.  But  the  last 
three  months  have  fallen  short  of  the  same  months  in  1900.  There 
must  be  a  cause  for  this  falling  off,  and  I  hope  that  you  brethren  can 
help  me  to  find  this  cause  and  devise  a  remedy. 

A.s  well  as  I  now  remember,  there  has  been  but  two  complaints 
about  the  quality  of  goods  purchased  through  the  Agency,  and  they 
were  both  about  a  low  grade  flour,  while  I  have  received  several  let- 
ters from  brethren  expressing  themselves  highly  pleased  with  the 
goods  and  prices  at  which  they  were  bought.  Those  who  have  pat- 
ronized the  Agency  must  have  been  best  pleased  with  its  workings. 
I  am  sure  that  much  money  could  have  been  saved  if  the  brethren 
had  used  the  Agency  more. 

The  Business  Agency  was  wisely  planned  by  far  seeing  members  of 
the  Alliance  when  first  organized  and  has  been  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  brethren  and  farmers  generally.  It  can  still  be  of  value,  but 
only  if  used. 

Our  financial  condition  is  good  as  will  be  shown  by  the  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  Although,  as  will  also  be  seen  by  their 
report,  the  commissions  for  this  year  are  behind  those  of  former 
years.  That  is  owing  to  the  less  commission  paid  per  ton  on  fertili- 
zers. Your  committee  on  fertilizers  were  unable  to  make  a  contract 
paying  the  same  commission  per  ton  as  in  former  years.  The  season 
for  making  a  contract  being  late  they  deemed  it  advisable  to  accept 
a  proposition  from  the  Durham  Branch  of  the  Va  -Car.  Chemical  Co.. 
paying  to  us  12Vg  cents  per  ton  on  all  the  Alliance  brands  of  fertilizers 
shipped  into  the  State  during  the  present  fiscal  year,  ending  Decem- 
ber 1,  1901.  In  making  this  contract,  it  was  with  the  understanding 
that  this  price  should  not  set  a  precedent  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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We  have  an  established  commercial  rating  with  the  business  world 
and  our  credit  is  first  class.  The  only  thing  now  needed  to  make  the 
Agency  a  complete  success  is  the  patronage  and  influence  of  the  breth- 
ren. I  herewith  append  a  partial  list  of  the  things  purchased  through 
the  Agency  during  the  past  year.

The  Lecturer  read  his  report. 

LECTURER'S  REPORT. 

Tothe  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Brethren: — At  a  meeting  of  your  Executive  Committee  in  the  City 
of  Raleigh,  last  October,  Secretary  Parker  and  I  were  instructed  to  do 
everything  possible  in  reorganizing  and  lecturing  during  the  year, 
and  to  do  the  work  with  as  little  expense  as  possible.  I,  with  the  aid 
of  Bro.  Parker,  have  obeyed  the  instructions  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
I  have  visited  and  lectured  only  at  places  and  in  sections  where  I  was 
solicited  to  go.  I  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  all  the  places  that 
I  was  invited  to  go  and  lecture. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  while  on  a  lecturing  tour  through 
Sampson  county,  about  the  1st  of  March,  near  Ingold,  I  met  with  an 
accident.  My  horse  ran  away,  threw  me  out,  dislocated  my  right 
shoulder,  and  otherwise  injured  me,  so  that  I  had  to  retire  from  lee- 
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ture  work  for  the  time.  When  again  able  to  resume  work  as  lect  urer,  all 
farm  work  was  so  pressing  that  I  deemed  it  inadvisable  to  again  enter 
I  lie  field  as  lecturer  until  the  farmers  had  more  leisure. 

I  have  filled  forty-five  appointments,  embracing  about  forty-two 
days  time.     Reorganized  sixteen  Sub-Alliances  in  six  counties. 

The  brethren  everywhere  treated  me  with  unbounded  kindness  and 
rendered  me  much  assistance  in  the  work. 

The  principles  of  the  Alliance  are  the  same  to-day  they  were  in 
the  beginning.  Its  first  declaration  of  purposes  is  "  To  labor  for  the 
education  of  the  agricultural  classes  in  the  science  of  economical 
government  in  strictly  a  non-partisan  spirit."  If  it  was  non-partisan 
in  1888,  it  was  in  1894,  and  also  in  1901,  for  its  declaration  of  purposes 
are  the  same. 

Our  organization  has  done  more  for  the  education  and  elevation  of 
the  agricultural  classes  in  North  Carolina  than  any  other  influence, 
in  the  same  length  of  time  in  the  history  of  our  State.  Let  us  turn 
a  deaf  ear  to  any  and  all  charges  that  are  calculated  to  deter  the 
progress  and  upbuilding  of  our  beloved  Order,  always  marching  and 
firmly  standing  on  the  principles  as  set  forth  in  the  seven  "Declara- 
tion of  Purposes."  Such  has  been  the  desire  and  teaching  of  your 
humble  servant  while  serving  you  during  the  past  year.

The  Chaplain  rendered  a  verbal  report  of  his  work 
during  the  year. 

Report  of  Trustee  was  next  read  and  gave  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Resolution  "  A  "  was  oifered  by  Prof.  John  Gra- 
ham and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 
The  Alliance  then  adjourned  until  3  p.  m. 

Afternoon  Session. 

House  called  to  order  at  3  o'clock  by  President 
Graham. 

Resolution  "A"  was  re-read  .and,  after  discussion, 
adopted  as  follows  : 

Resohrd,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers  State 
Alliance  in  session  at  Hillsboro,  this  August  13th,  1901,  that  the  Al- 
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liance  property  at  Hillsboro  be  offered  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Reformatory  for  young  criminals  at  a  price 
not  less  than  $12,500,  payable  in  four  percent.  State  bonds  thirty  years 
after  date:  Provided,  however,  that  this  proposition  be  first  submitted 
to  the  various  Sub-Alliances  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  and 
instructions  to  their  representatives  to  the  State  Alliance  of  1902  for 
further  guidance. 

Resolution  "B"  by  Bro.  Hodges,  pertaining  to  the 
Alliance  demands,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Demands  and  Resolutions. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  County  Secretary 
Baines  of  Nash  county,  concerning  representation 
for  their  county,  as  the  delegates  from  Nash  could 
not  attend  the  meeting. 

Resolution  "C"  was  offered  by  Prof.  John  Graham. 
On  motion  of  Bro.  Denmark,  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  resolution  placed  before  the  House,  which 
after  discussion  was  unanimously  adopted  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  notify  the  Durham  Fertilizer  Company  that  a  royalty  of  twenty- 
five  cents  must  be  paid  the  State  Business  Agent  on  every  ton  of  the 
Alliance  brands  of  fertilizers  sold  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 
And  in  case  the  said  fertilizer  company  refuses  to  pay  said  royalty, 
then  the  State  Business  Agent  is  instructed  to  protect  the  use  of  the 
name  "Alliance"  on  any  of  the  brands  of  fertilizers  sold  in  North 
Carolina  and  take,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Alli- 
ance. 

On  motion,  the  Alliance  adjourned  until  8:40  P.  m. 
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Evening  Session. 

At  8:80  p.  m.,  Alliance  was  called  to  older  by  Pres- 
ident Graham. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  E.  Murphy,  (leo.  T.  Lane  was 
seated  as  delegate  from  Guilford  county. 

The  Committee  on  Business  Agency  reported  on  the 
reports  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business 
Agency  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  within  reports,  iind  them 
correct  and  recommend  their  adoption. 

We  further  offer  this  supplemental  report  on  the  State  Business 
Agency : 

Brethren,  your  committee  views  with  alarm  the  narrow  margin 
upon  which  so  large  a  business  is  conducted,  so  much  labor  done,  so 
much  money  expended,  and  so  little  profit  to  our  credit,  which 
profit  entirely  disappears,  if  interest  on  capital  invested  and  shrink- 
age in  assets  were  to  be  counted.  This  fact  impels  us  to  advise  a 
more  economical  plan  for  running  the  business.

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Business 
Agent  $107.33,  balance  due  depositors  on  the  one-dollar  plan. 

Your  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  brethren  to  the  fact 
that  fifty  per  cent,  on  the  susbscription  to  the  shoe-factory  fund  is 
being  paid  in  shoes  at  factory  wholesale  prices,  and  that  all  individ- 
ual holders  of  said  subscription  script,  whether  Alliance-men  or  non- 
Alliance-men,  are  entitled  to  said  dividend.  The  agreement  entered 
into  was  that  said  subscriptions  were  to  be  paid  out  of  the  profits 
from  the  manufacture  of  shoes.  Instead  of  a  profit,  the  Business 
Agency  sustained  loss. 
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Your  committee  would  recommend  that  nil  shoes  unsold  to  the 
subscribers,  entitled  to  said  fifty  per  cent,  on  their  subscription,  be 
disposed  of  within  such  time  by  the  Business  Agent  and  in  such  manner 
as  he  and  the  Executive  Committee  may  deem  best,  and  the  proceeds 
of  said  shoes  be  set  apart  for  pro  rata  distribution  among  those  enti- 
tled to  the  benefit  of  said  sale  whenever  they  or  their  assigns  present 
their  subscription  script  properly  endorsed. 

Your  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  profits 
of  the  Business  Agency  amounted  for  the  year  1900-1901  to  $140.43. 
and  that  in  the  event  that  the  $900  received  from  The  Durham  Fer- 
tilizer Company  be  no  longer  available,  then  in  that  case  the  expen- 
ses of  the  State  Business  Agency  must  be  reduced.  Your  Committee 
thinks  that  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  use  of  the 
dwelling  now  occupied  by  the  State  Business  Agent,  and  in  addition 
the  use  of  such  part  of  the  land  as  the  Business  Agent  may  wish  to 
cultivate  free  of  rent  together  with  stables,  barn,  and  other  out-houses 
now  used  by  him,  as  ample  compensation  for  the  work  now  done  by 
the  State  business  Agent. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  the  reduction  of  the  Presi- 
dent's salary  to  two  dollars  per  day  and  traveling  expenses. 

We  irecommend  a  continuation  of  the  present  local  Lecturer  sys- 
tem, together  with  all  the  additional  assistance  that  can  be  rendered 
by  the  Business  Agent  and  Lecturer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee.

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
of  North  Carolina  opened  at  noon  in  Alliance  Hall,  Headquar- 
ters Building,  President  W.  B.  Fleming  in  the  chair.  After  the 
usual  opening  ceremonies  and  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  Bro.  W. 
S.  Mercer,  the  roll  of  counties  was  called  and  the  following  found 
represented :

Wilson,  Seth  Tyson;  Warren,  J.  M.  Martin. 

The  President  appointed  Brethren  R.  H.  Lane,  H.  T.  Jones  and 

.  J.  M.  Mitchell  Committee  on  Credentials,  who  reported  the  above 

named  delegates  present  and  without  contest.     (Where  two  names 

are  given,  the  first  is  that  of  the  delegate  and  the  second  that  of 

the  alternate.) 

On  motion  of  Maj.  Graham,  adopted,  the  following  schedule  of 
hours  was  arranged:  Meet  at  8.30  a.  m.,  adjourn  for  dinner  at 
12.30  p.  m. ;  re-convene  at  3  p.  m.  to  adjourn  at  will  and  assemble 
again  for  night  session  at  8.30  p.  m. 

On  motion,  Bro.  C.  H.  Poe  was  elected  Recording  Secretary. 

President  Fleming  then  delivered  his  annual  address  as  follows : 

president's  address. 

We  are  thankful  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  meet  in  annual 
session  the  sixteenth  time  as  a  State  Alliance.  We  congratulate 
the  sub-Alliances  that  have  furnished  delegates  to  compose  this 
body;  it  is  evidence  that  there  is  continued  faith  in  the  Order. 
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Nothing:  of  special  note  in  Alliance  matters  has  occurred  since 
our  last  meeting.  A  quiet  has  prevailed  which  indicates  that  a 
large  per  cent  of  the  farmers  are  either  contented  in  their  condi- 
tion of  poverty  or  they  have  no  confidence  in  union  of  strength 
and  organization  as  a  means  to  better  their  condition. 

The  official  reports  of  the  several  departments  will  be  submitted 
at  the  proper  time,  which  will  put  you  in  possession  of  all  neces- 
sary information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Alliance  numerically 
and  financially. 

There1  are  evils  of  a  political  nature  that  afflict  our  State  and 
reforms  needed  which  I  shall  not  mention;  there  are  indications 
that  each  will  have  the  attention  of  the  people  before  a  great 
while. 

For  several  years  there  have  been  efforts  whicn  encourage  the 
disposition  on  the  part  of  many  farmers  to  organize  and  co-op- 
erate on  different  lines  to  secure  some  specific  object.  These  or- 
ganizations at  best  are  temporary,  entered  into  under  stress  of 
circumstances  and  are  local  if  not  selfish  in  their  nature.  Those 
who  engineer  them  know  that  it  takes  an  immense  amount  of 
faith,  courage  and  hard  work  to  convince  their  fellow  farmers 
that  results  beneficial  to  all  can  be  obtained.  Oftener  than  other- 
wise such  associations  dissolve  without  accomplishing  anything 
except  possibly  to  put  some  leader  in  a  county  or  State  office. 
After  awhile  necessity  again  rises  to  organize  for  protection 
against  low  prices  or  some  other  grievance  and  then  the  same 
amount  of  work  must  be  done  again,  which  is  a  trying  and  expen- 
sive procedure  and  should  be  abandoned  in  the  interest  of  the 
Alliance  which  is  a  non-political  and  permanent  organization 
officered  by  the  voice  and  vote  of  the  Order,  well  equipped  and 
always  available.  At  a  critical  moment  valuable  time  and  money 
need  not  be  spent  to  create  public  opinion,  but  being  in  touch 
through  sub-Alliances,  any  emergency  may  be  considered  and 
acted  upon  in  a  few  days  or  weeks  that  would  otherwise  require 
month  or  years. 

We  will  say,  however,  in  passing  that  every  true  Allianceman 
hails  with  joy  the  spirit  of  organization  that  prompts  such  efforts 
for  protection  and  regrets  that  they  have  so  signally  failed,  for 
we  believe  that  successfid  organization  on  any  agricultural  line 
would  benefit  the  Alliance  and  the  membership  of  such  associa- 
tions finally  drifts  into  its  ranks.  But  every  time  such  efforts  fail 
it  is  a  victory  for  those  who  wish  to  keep  the  farmers  scattered 
and  the  old  song  is  repeated,  "Farmers  will  not  stick."  We  cor- 
dially invite  our  fellow  farmers  who  are  or  have  been  members 
of  the  recent  temporary  associations  to  join  our  Order  and  stand 
with  us  for  mutual  protection.  We  assure  them  that  they  will 
be  received  with  warm  heaits  and  may  have  the  machinery  and 
experience  of  the  Alliance  to  right  their  grievances,  though  they 
may  be  many. 

At  last  public  education  is  first  and  foremost  in  the  minds  of 
many  political  leaders  and  prominent  educators,  which  is  a  pleas- 
ing thought,  though  these  men  are  years  behind  the  Alliance  in 
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this  movement.  The  founders  of  our  Order  realized  that  to 
better  the  condition  of  the  agricultural  classes  education  should 
be  encouraged  and  fostered  by  the  organization.  Therefore  in 
the  Declaration  of  Principles  the  first  clause  reads :  "To  labor 
for  the  education  of  the  agricultural  classes  in  the  science  of 
economical  government  in  a  strictly  non-partisan  spirit."  Hence 
with  the  Alliance  sprang  up  an  educational  interest  which  gave 
needed  aid  and  encouragement  to  the  State  and  county  officials 
who  were  entrusted  with  the  direction  of  public  education.  This 
interest  fostered  the  A.  &  M.  College  which  was  brought  into 
existence  by  Farmers'  Clubs  which  preceded  and  were  converted 
into  the  Alliance  when  it  entered  this  State,  and  also  established 
the  Normal  and  Industrial  College  at  Greensboro.  This  interest 
has  grown  and  circumstances  connected  therewith  have  developed 
an  educational  campaign  in  the  State  such  as  we  have  never  be- 
fore had.  The  Governor  is  possibly  spending  more  time  to  arouse 
the  people  on  education  than  has  ever  been  spent  on  any  line  in 
the  past,  and  many  prominent  educators  are  working  harmo- 
niously with  him  to  accomplish  one  great  end,  namely:  that  more 
of  the  young  people  may  have  higher  education  and  all  the  chil- 
dren have  an  opportunity  to  read  and  write.  We  feel  that  the 
Alliance  will  aid  and  support  every  reasonable  effort  that  may  be 
made  to  advance  education. 

In  like  manner  the  Alliance  has  encouraged  other  essentials 
to  progress  leading  to  better  citizenship,  and  no  organization  has 
accomplished  so  much  in  developing  that  independence  of  thought 
and  action  so  necessary  in  a  free  government. 

As  an  organization  we  are  not  as  hysterical  at  the  mention  of 
trusts  as  we  once  were,  yet  they  are  more  numerous  and  have 
grown  greater  in  evil  doings.  We  recognize  the  fact  that  there  are 
organizations,  corporations  and  trusts  that  stifle  competition,  in- 
jure our  people  and  interfere  with  the  development  of  individual 
enterprises.  Knowing  that  these  forces  are  at  work  in  our  land, 
the  farmers  should  connect  themselves  with  the  Alliance  and 
stand  ready  for  protection  and  not  grope  single  handed  in  the 
dark,  completely  at  the  mercy  of  combined  capital. 

While  we  have  experienced  oppression  we  have  hardly  dreamed 
of  the  organized  oppression  that  ere  long  will  be  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  agricultural  classes  as  well  as  upon  all  others  who  are 
not  connected  with  the  schemers. 

Tilling  the  soil  was  the  first  divine  office  given  to  man.  The 
farmers  of  necessity  feed  and  clothe  all  civilized  mankind,  for 
which  they  receive  but  little  profit,  no  luxuries  and  no  sympathy; 
the  schemers  are  cheating  them  out  of  their  just  proportions  of 
the  fruits  of  their  toil  and  they  are  to-day  hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  water  for  those  who  by  greed  and  oppression  get 
power  and  influence  by  reason  of  their  wealth  and  occasional  do- 
nations. If  the  farmers  were  wise  they  would  organize  and  de- 
mand their  share  of  the  profits  on  every  staple  product  grown  for 
the  use  of  mankind. 

I  recommend  that  you  give  the  subject  of  organizing  and  reor- 
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ganizing  sub-Alliances  your  best  thought  and  attention.  If  the 
plan  now  being  operated  has  proved  to  be  the  best  you  can  devise 
it  should  be  executed  more  effectually.  Our  State  Lecturer 
should  receive  such  compensation  as  will  enable  him  to  give  more 
time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Our  Business  Agency,  under  the  efficient  management  of  Bro- 
ther Parker,  is  the  strong  arm  of  the  Alliance.  The  Agency 
should  be  remembered  whenever  we  have  to  purchase  any- 
thing that  is  needful  upon  the  farm  or  in  the  home.  If  satis- 
factory arrangements  can  be  made  to  locate  it  at  Raleigh,  the 
Business  Agency,  which  has  proved  ?o  valuable  to  our  Order, 
could,  in  my  opinion,  exert  a  greater  influence  and  accomplish 
far  better  results  financially. 

The  Progressive  Farmer  is  a  valuable  agricultural  paper,  and 
pess'bly  the  best  all-round  family  paper  in  the  South.  The  price, 
$1.00  per  year,  can  not  be  considered,  compared  to  its  value  in 
every  family.  I  recommend  that  we  use  our  influence  to  get  it 
in  every  home  in  our  respective  communities. 

We  trust  that  all  that  attend  this  meeting  will  have  a  pleasant 
time,  and  from  it  may  go  out  an  Alliance  revival  which  will  put 
the  farmers  of  every  county  in  "the  State  in  close  touch  one  with 
another,  for  their  mutual  benefit  and  protection. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell  moved  that  the  President's  Address  be  ac- 
cepted and  furnished  to  the  press  for  publication.     Adopted. 

The  hour  for  dinner  having  arrived,  the  Alliance  adjourned 
until  3  o'clock  p.  m.

Bro.  J.  C.  Bain,  State  Lecturer,  then  read  the  following  report : 

REPORT    OF    LECTURER, 

To   the   Officers  and  Members   of  the  North  Carolina   Farmers' 
State  Alliance: 
Brethren:  Last  fall  I  received  a   number  of  invitations  from 
different  sections  of  the  State  to  go  into  their  midst  and  try  to 
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reorganize  the  Alliance,  many  of  which  I  could  not  accept  as  there 
had  been  no  conference  between  myself  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  has  the  supervision  of  the  lecture  system,  and  no 
plans  had  been  mapped  out  by  which  I  could  do  the  most  effective 
work.  However,  the  demands  from  Pamlico  County  were  so 
strong  that  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  visit  the  brethren  there  in 
October  and  remain  with  them  a  week  or  more.  As  a  result  of 
my  work  there  we  reorganized  three  sub-Alliances,  and  the  in- 
terest manifested  among  the  brethren  and  citizens  generally  was 
verj  encouraging  and  gratifying. 

I  was  informed  that  the  Executive  Committee  wanted  me  to 
■do  some  work  in  Martin,  Beaufort  and  Currituck  counties,  so  I 
visited  those  counties  in  January.  The  weather  at  many  of  the 
appointments  was  exceedingly  cold  and  my  efforts  were  not  as 
productive  of  good  as  I  had  hoped  for,  nor  as  I  have  reason  to 
think  they  would  have  been  if  the  weather  had  been  more 
pleasant. 

I  have  spent  forty-six  days  in  the  lecturing  field  during  the 
year  and  filled  about  that  number  of  appointments,  principally  in 
Sampson,  Martin,  Pamlico,  Beaufort  and  Currituck  counties. 

If  the  means  are  at  hand,  I  desire  to  urge  upon  the  brethren 
the  necessity  and  importance  of  electing  some  good  and  able 
brother  as  Lecturer,  who  can  devote  the  greater  part  of  his  time 
to  lecturing,  and  that  the  work  be  begun  at  an  early  date  before 
the  chilling  blasts  of  winter  make  it  difficult  to  get  the  people  to 
attend. 

Thanking  the  brethren  and  friends  who  so  kindly  entertained 
me  while  among  them,  also  the  brethren  for  the  honor  conferred 
upon  me  by  being  permitted  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  Alliance 
as  Lecturer  for  the  last  two  years,  I  am,

Chaplain  Mercer  then  gave  an  oral  outline  of  his  work  during 
the  past  year. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Parker  then  read  the  following  report : 

REPORT   OF   SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers' 
State  Alliance : 
Brethren :  In  my  1901  report  to  your  body  I  said :  "The  time 
is  at  hand  when  something  must  be  done,  or  the  Alliance  in  North 
Carolina  will  materially  suffer.  As  an  organization  we  will  have 
to  go  out  into  the  field  of  active  work,  or  else  see  the  Alliance 
go  the  way  the  Grange  and  all  other  farmers'  organizations  in 
this  State.  To  undertake  to  cover  up  our  weakness  and  try  to 
fool  ourselves  into  the  belief  that  we  are  strong  would  be  the 
height  of  folly.  Better  look  at  the  situation  just  as  it  is,  and 
with  a  determination  born  of  necessity,  take  measures  to  regain 
our  lost  ground.     *     *     *     Was  the  Alliance  a  necessity  when 
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first  organized?  Has  that  necessity  abated?  From  my  view 
organization  among  the  farmers  is  more  imperative  to-day  than 
it  has  ever  been." 

Another  year's  experience  has  only  added  strength  to  the  con- 
viction then  expressed.  Surely  organization  among  the  far- 
mers istas  strongly  needed  to-day  as  at  any  time  in  the  history 
of  our  country.  Truly  this  is  a  day  of  organization.  We  have 
object  lessons  in  this  from  the  business  world  continually,  and 
yet  the  farmers  apparently  refuse  to  benefit  by  the  experiences 
of  others,  though  they  acknowledge  that  it  is  essential  to  the 
better  development  of  agriculture. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  membership  during  the  year, 
as  is  indicated  by  the  absence  of  reports.  There  is  a  cause  for 
this  other  than  a  failure  on  the  part  of  these  brethren  to  believe 
that  the  Alliance  is  a  good  thing  and  that  its  principles  are 
founded  on  truth  and  justice.  The  lack  of  lecturing  probably 
accounts  for  this  falling  away  more  than  all  other  causes  com- 
bined, and  a  revival  of  this  system  would  renew  an  interest  as 
nothing  else  would.  When  we  review  the  situation  and  see  the 
many  good  things  that  have  come  about  by  the  agitation  of  far- 
mers' organizations  we  should  not  be  discouraged;  on  the  con- 
trary we  should  be  strengthened  to  persevere  in  the  good  work 
of  educating  the  people  and  instilling  into  their  minds  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Alliance  as  taught  by  its  founders. 

Your  Secretary  has  been  invited  to  speak  before  the  Cotton 
States  Association  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture,  at  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  on  "Co-operative  Marketing  of  Fruit,  Farm 
and  Truck  Crops."  That  will  be  an  opportunity  to  impress  on 
that  Association  the  importance  of  co-operation  of  all  the  far- 
mers, which  can  be  successfully  brought  about  only  by  organiza- 
tion. He  has  also  received  a  commission  from  the  Governor  of 
the  State  to  represent  the  Alliance  at  the  Farmers'  National  Con- 
gress which  convenes  in  Macon,  Georgia,  the  7th  to  the  10th  of 
October.  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  work  of  this  Congress, 
therefore  am  unable  to  speak  of  its  importance.  However,  if  it 
is  the  pleasure  of  this  body  that  I  shall  do  so,  I  will  with  pleasure 
attend  either  or  both  of  these  gatherings.  My  work  has  been  such 
that  I  coidd  not  accept  the  several  invitations  that  I  have  had 
during  the  year  to  visit  the  brethren  in  different  sections  of  the 
State.  If  some  provision  could  be  made  by  which  your  Secretary 
could  see  more  of  the  brethren,  it  might  be  instrumental  in  good 
to  the  Alliance. 

My  financial  statement  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  will  probably  be  embraced  in  their  report.

The  Business  Agent's  report  next  being  called  for,  the  following 
was  presented : 

REPORT    OF    BUSINESS    AGENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers' 
State  Alliance. 

Brethren : — In  presenting  this  my  annual  report  I  wish  to  avoid 
meaningless  platitudes  and  an  empty  string  of  words,  and  present 
a  paper  exciting  you  to  great  efforts  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Alliance  was  organized,  to-wit,  the  betterment  of 
the  condition  of  the  farmers  of  our  country.  Possibly  a  compar- 
ison of  sales,  by  months,  followed  with  a  general  summary  of  *.he 
year's  business,  will  as  forcibly  present  the  situation  as  anything 
I  can  write. 

Sales  for  August,  1901,  with  the  exception  of  shoes,  almost 
doubled  the  sales  of  the  corresponding  month  in  19jOO  :  while  Sep- 
tember fell  a  little  behind  the  previous  Septembei,  as  did  October. 
But  the  trade  in  November  dropped  to  the  zero  mark  for  that 
month,  as  I  thought,  and  December  went  still  lower.  With  the 
new  year  January  took  on  new  life  and  made  a  better  showing 
than  January  a  year  before,  but  February  weakened  and  failed  to 
hold  its  own.  In  March  we  did  less  than  half  the  business  we  did 
in  March,  1901,  while  business  in  April  was  better  than  in  April, 
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1901.  May  was  slightly  better  than  May  of  last  year,  as  was 
June.  The  sales  in  July  never  amount  to  much,  but  the  past  July 
was  the  lowest  on  record.  The  general  business  for  the  year, 
taken  as  a  whole,  has  not  been  quite  as  good  as  it  was  last  year. 
The  most  notable  falling  off  has  been  in  sewing  machines,  the 
sales  of  twhich  have  fallen  off  about  half,  as  compared  with  last 
year's  sales. 

We  all  know  that  it  has  been  a  bad  year  for  cash  trade,  owing  to 
the  very  disastrous  seasons  of  last  year,  but  the  results  of  our 
business,  as  a  whole,  have  fallen  below  my  expectations.  It  be- 
hooves us  all  to  inquire  the  cause  of  this  decline  in  trade,  and  find 
a  remedy  or  make  one. 

The  Business  Agency  has  truthfully  been  designated  the  right 
arm  of  the  Alliance,  but  the  arm  must  be  held  up  and  supported 
by  the  brethren  or  it  will  fail.  While  I  know  a  great  deal  depends 
on  the  efficiency  and  activity  of  the  State  Business  Agent,  yet  the 
support  must  come  from  the  brethren. 

We  had  as  well  look  maters  squarely  in  the  face  and  do  some- 
thing to  regain  the  trade  that  the  Agency  has  enjoyed,  but  which 
now  seems  to  have  slipped  away.  Unless  the  downward  tendency 
is  checked  the  Agency  must  ultimately  succumb,  and  then  will  go 
the  organization. 

The  facts  that  are  so  bluntly  set  forth  in  this  report  are  not 
intended  to  discourage,  but  to  excite  you  to  greater  efforts  to  re- 
build the  Alliance.  The  fruits  that  we  are  to-day  enjoying  from 
the  seeds  sown  years  ago  by  the  Alliance  and  other  farmers'  or- 
ganizations should  encourage  us  to  press  forward,  knowing  that 
to  the  faithful  comes  the  victory.  The  great  educational  revival 
that  is  spreading  over  the  State  to-day  is  largely  due  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Alliance  in  its  earlier  days.  It  was  at  the  State 
meeting  in  Asheville  that  the  impetus  was  given  the  movement 
when  the  State  Alliance  memorialized  the  Legislature  to  increase 
the  public  school  fund  by  raising  the  tax  from  16  cents  to  18  cents 
on  each  $100  worth  of  property.  Both  the  A.  &  M.  and  the 
Normal  Colleges  are  the  result  of  farmers'  organizations.  While 
these  schools  might  have  eventually  come  without  the  agitation 
of  the  farmers'  organizations,  yet,  but  for  their  persistent  efforts 
these  schools  would  not  to-day  be  doing  the  great  and  glorious 
work  in  educating  the  youth  of  the  State  that  they  are  now  ac- 
complishing. The  free  rural  delivery  of  mails  that  is  now 
making  brighter  so  many  homes  by  daily  bringing  to  their  doors 
messages  from  friends  and  loved  ones,  and  the  news  from  the 
outside  world,  is  the  result  of  the  seed  sown  years  ago  in  the 
Grange,  a  fanners'  organization.  The  results  of  these  former 
efforts;  the  fruits  of  which  we  are  now  enjoying,  will  prove  such 
a  blessing  to  our  people  that  we  should  be  determined  to  con- 
tinue in  the  good  work  of  brightening  the  homes  and  endeavoring 
to  lighten  the  labors  of  the  farmers  of  the  State.  Therefore  I 
appeal  to  you  brethren  who  are  here,  and  through  you  to  the 
brethren  and  friends  of  the  Alliance  throughout  the  State,  to 
stand  by  the  organization  and  give  it  your  encouragement  and 
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support  that  our  people  may  continue  to  enjoy  the  benefits  that 
may  come  to  them  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  farmers  of 
the  State. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  State  Alliance 
last  year,  your  Executive  Committee  took  up  the  fertilizer  ques- 
tion with  Mr.  L.  A.  Carr,  of  the  Durham  Fertilizer  Company, 
the  result  of  which  will  be  embodied  in  their  report. 

Another  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  State 
Alliance,  the  one  in  regard  to  the  cotton  seed  question,  resulted 
in  a  meeting  of  cotton  farmers  of  the  state  in  the  city  of  Raleigh 
the  last  of  September,  who  organized,  and  fixed  the  minimum 
price  of  cotton  seed  at  25  cents  per  bushel  cash,  and  1,333  pounds 
of  cotton  seed  meal  for  a  ton  of  cotton  seed,  when  seed  are  ex- 
changed for  meal.  By  the  action  of  that  body  thousands  of  dol- 
lars are  saved  to  the  cotton  farmers  of  the  South,  for  the  farmers 
of  nearly  or  all  of  the  Southern  States  took  similar  action. 
While  the  State  Alliance  was  never  thanked  nor  its  efforts  ap- 
preciated by  many  who  were  benefitted  by  this  action,  yet  we  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  movement  that  resulted  in 
saving  so  much  for  the  cotton  farmers  of  the  South  was  put  on 
foot  by  this  body  at  its  last  meeting,  therefore  we  feel  amply 
repaid  in  knowing  that  we  were  instrumental  in  benefitting  so 
many  of  our  brother  farmers,  and  we  wish  to  assure  them  that 
whenever  oportunity  is  again  offered  we  will  not  withold  our  in- 
fluence and  efforts  in  their  behalf. 

Wishing  you  a  happy  solution  of  the  problems  that  are  now 
before  you  and  that  your  labors  may  result  in  the  upbuilding  of

Night  Session. 

The  Alliance  re-assembled  at  8  p.  111. 

Resolution  "F"  was  offered  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Bain  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Business  Agency. 

The  Committee  on  Demands  and  Resolutions  submitted  their 
reports  on  the  resolutions  sent  up  by  the  Moore  and  Columbus 
county  Alliances,  which  recommended  that  these  resolutions  "do 
not  pass."     The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Resolution  "G"  was  introduced  by  Secretary  Parker  and 
adopted  unanimously,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  farmers  of  North  Carolina  constitute  over  eighty 
per  cent  of  her  population,  and  this  being  an  agricultural  State, 
and  will  so  continue  for  years,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alli- 
ance, endorse  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  their 
recommendation  that  the  Legislature  appropriate  $40,000  for  the 
purpose  of  building  and  equipping  an  Agricultural  Building  at 
the  A.  &  M.  College,  near  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

The  following  motion  was  adopted:  That  the  President  appoint 
a  conmiittee  of  three  who  shall  present  at  this  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance,  for  its  consideration,  a  plan  of  life  insurance  on 
the  assessment  plan.  The  President  appointed  the  following  as 
the  committee :  T.  B.  Parker,  R.  H.  Lane,  H.  M.  Cates. 

Resolution  "H,"  by  C.  H.  Poe,  was  presented  and  adopted  as 
follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
heartily  endorse  the  rural  school  library  movement  set  on  foot  by 
the  last  General  Assembly,  and  would  urge  the  next  Legislature 
to  increase  the  appropriation  so,  if  possible,  that  every  school 
may  be  given  the'  aid  now  limited  to  six  schools  in  the  county. 

No  further  business  being  presented,  the  Alliance  adjourned 
until  to-morrow  morning. 
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SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  August  13,  1902. 
The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  at  8.40  a.  m.  by  President 
Fleming.     The  minutes   of  yesterday's  meeting  were   read  and 
approved.

We,  as  a  representative  body  of  North  Carolinians,  do  respect- 
fully ask  and  press  the  cause  of  a  Reformatory  for  young  crim- 
inals. 

Resolution  "F"  was  reported  unfavorably.     Report  adopted. 
Resolution  "L,"  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Lasley,  was  adopted  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  boarding  expenses  of  delegates  and  officers 
incurred  while  attending  this  State  meeting  be  paid  out  of  the 
State  Alliance  Treasury. 

Resolution  "I"  was  reported  favorably.  Report  adopted.  The 
resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  secure  the  completion 
of  the  Polk  monument,  and  to  this  end  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  made  of  ways  and  means  to  secure  the  above  end.

Resolution  "J"  was  reported  without  prejudice.     Tabled. 

At  10.30  the  Alliance  took  a  recess  until  11  a.  m.  Upon  re- 
assembling remarks  were  made  by  Brethren  H.  M.  Cates,  W.  S. 
Mercer,  G.  W.  P.  Cates,  H.  A.  Cutler,  Nathan  Williams,  R.  B. 
Myers,  D.  A.  Montgomery,  W.  A.  Graham,  J.  W.  Seawell,  Robert 
Cooper  and  T.  P.  Johnston. 

Motion  to  pay  expenses  of  a  representative  to  attend  the  Cot- 
ton States  Association  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture  was  re- 
ported unfavorably.    Report  adopted. 

Delegate  Cates,  of  Orange,  presented  a  resolution  adopted  by 
Orange  County  Alliance  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  Orange  County  Alliance,  That  the  State  Alliance 
discuss  the  advisability  of  selecting  a  district  of  three  or  more 
counties  contiguous,  and  appoint  a  Lecturer  for  that  district 
who  will  thoroughly  canvass  it  with  a  view  to  reorganizing  the 
Alliance. 

2.     That  if   the   experiment  proves   successful,  the   Executive 
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Committee  may  extend  the  district  or  create  new  districts  and 
employ  other  district  Lecturers  at  their  discretion. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Alliance  adjourned  until  2.30  p.  m. 


Afternoon  Session. 

The  Alliance  reassembled  at  2.30  p.  m. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  being  called  for,  Bro. 
John  Graham,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing :

I. 

We  recommend  that  the  Business  Office  of  the  State  Business 
Agency  be  moved  to  Raleigh,  and  in  that  event  that  the  salary  of 
the  Business  Agent  be  at  the  rate  of  $1,150  per  annum  with  the 
use  of  the  farm  at  Hillsboro  as  included  in  salary  during  Nov- 
ember 1,  1902.  We  further  recommend  that  should  there  be  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  business  of  the  Agency  that  such  clerical 
help  as  may  be  necessary  may  be  employed  by  the  Business 
Agent  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

In  the  event  that  the  removal  of  the  Business  Office  to  Raleigh 
may  not  be  profitable,  then,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  office  of  the  State  Business  Agency  mav  be  reop- 
ened at  Hillsboro,  the  salary  of  the  State  Business  Agent  then  to 
be  at  the  rate  of  $950.00  per  annum,  with  use  of  farm,  as  above 
stated. 

II. 

We  recommend  the  plan  to  organize  and  re-organize  Sub-Al- 
liances, now  in  practice  and  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  Headquarters,  September  23,  1899,  as  the  best  and  cheapest 
system  that  we  can  devise. 

We  ask  that  the  delegates  present  furnish  the  State  Lecturer 
the  names  of  suitable  Alliancemen  to  push  the  work  in  their 
respective  counties,  assisted  by  the  State  Lecturer  and  State  Bus- 
iness Agent  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

III. 

We  recommend  that  the  State  Business  Agency  continue  to 
expose  for  sale  the  shoes  and  all  material  connected  with  the  shoe 
factory  at  a  price  which  will  insure  the  sale  of  same,  and  we  espe- 
cially ask  the  assistance  of  the  brethren  to  accomplish  this  object. 
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•  Report  received.  Moved  that  the  recommendations  be  acted 
OD  seriatim.     All  the  recommendations  were  adopted.

Evening  Sfssion. 

The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  by  President  Fleming. 

Bro,  W.  A.  Graham  read  from  the  act  incorporating  the  Alli- 
ance showing  the  power  given  to  sub,  county  and  State  Alliances 
by  the  charter.  Lecturer  J.  C.  Bain  exemplified  the  secret  work 
of  the  Alliance,  after  which  the  Alliance  went  into  open  session 
and  invited  the  public  to  hear  an  address  from  Bro.  H.  M.  Cates, 
of  Alamance,  who  addressed  the  Alliance  in  his  usual  charming 
style. 

Brethren  J.  C.  Bain,  W.  A.  Graham,  John  Graham,  W.  S.  Mer- 
cer, J.  W.  Denmark,  J.  II.  Caldwell,  and  others,  made  short  but 
pointed  and  practical  talks,  which  were  enjoyed  by  the  brethren. 

The  following  resolution  by  Bro.  John  Graham,  was  unani- 
mously adopted  by  a  rising  vote : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Al- 
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liance  are  hereby  tendered  The  Progressive  Farmer,  Brethren 
Denmark  and  Poe,  owner  and  editor,  for  the  aid  they  are  render- 
ing the  farmers  of  North  Carolina,  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  do 
our  best  to  extend  the  circulation  of  their  excellent  paper. 

President  Fleming  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
brethren  to  act  as  the  Judiciary  Committee :  John  Graham, 
Chairman;  H.  T.  Jones,  John  Knox  Hughes. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Alliance  closed  its  sixteenth 
annual  meeting  after  prayer  by  the  Chaplain.

CHARTER. 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  FARMERS'  STATE  ALLIANCE 
OF    NORTH  CAROLINA  AND  SUB-ALLIANCES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  S.  B.  Alexander,  L.  L.  Polk,  J.  D.  Allen,  Elias 
Carr,  T.  Ivey,  John  S.  Johnston,  D.  Eeid  Parker  and  such  others 
as  may  be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorpo- 
rated under  th(  name  and  style  of  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance 
of  North  Carolina,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors 
shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  alter  or  change  at  will,  and  shall  be  capable  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading'  and  being  impleaded,  and  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  and  of  acquiring,  holding  and 
conveying  real  and  personal  property,  and  shall  also  have  power 
to  elect  such  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its 
business,  and  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  as 
may  be  proper  for  the  government  of  the  corporation;  that  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  and  possess  all  corporate  powers, 
rights  and  privileges  conferred  upon  corporations  by  the  general 
laws  of  this  State  as  may  be  necessary,  appropriate  or  convenient 
to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  given  by  this  act,  and  to  the  conduct  and  management 
of  its  business  affairs. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  by  itself,  or  by  and  through  its  duly  ap- 
pointed agents,  managers  and  servants,  a  mercantile  or  manufac- 
turing business  in  all  branches;  to  erect,  manage  and  operate 
warehouses,  stockyards,  grain  elevators  and  packing  establish- 
ments ;  to  manufacture  guano  and  other  fertilizers,  and  generally 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  such  enterprises  and  transact  such  bus- 
iness as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  for  its  profit  or  advance- 
ment, or  that  may  contribute  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  gen- 
eral design  and  purpose  for  which  it  is  created,  and  for  which  an 
association  now  existing  in  this  State,  and  known  as  the  "Farm- 
ers' State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina,"  was  organized. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created  may  adopt  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  associa- 
tion known  as  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina," 
and  by  consent  of  the  said  association  may  become  its  successor, 
acquire  its  rights  and  privileges,  assume  its  liabilities  and  con- 
tinue to  develop  and  execute  its  general  plans  and  purposes,  with 
the  right  to  change,  modify,  enlarge  and  extend  the  same,  so  as 
to  promote  the  interest  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  and  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  farmers  and  laborers  of  the  State 
and  all  persons  engaged  in  agricultural  or  mechanical  pursuits. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation  may  use  and  adopt  such 
means  and  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  raise  funds  for  its 
purposes,  and  to  conduct  is  financial  operations,  and  especially 
may  impose  fines,  and  penalties,  and  dues,  and  collect  the  same, 
levy  assessments,  and  provide  for  stock  subscriptions  if  deemed 
advisable. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  corporation  shall,  by  its  proper  officers, 
agents,  managers  and  servants,  exercise  general  control  and 
supervision  over  the  Subordinate  Alliances  of  the  State  hereinaf- 
ter created  and  incorporated,  and  may  describe  how  the  said  Sub- 
ordinate Alliances  shall  be  represented  in  the  membership,  con- 
ventions and  meetings  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  G.  That  each  County  Alliance  which  has  been  or  may  here- 
after be  organized  is  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  the  partic- 
ular county  in  which  said  Alliance  is  located,  and  under  the  said 
name  and  style  it  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  herein  granted  to  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina,  which  may  be  necessary  to  develop  and  execute  its  plan 
and  purposes,  and  which  shall  not  be  inconsistent  or  in  conflict 
with  those  granted  to  the  said,  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina,  but  shall  in  all  respects  be  subordinate  and  subservient 
thereto. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  County  Alliance  may  establish,  conduct  and 
prosecute  such  mercantile  and  manufacturing  business  and  such 
other  enterprises  as  will  promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
said  Alliance  and  its  members  in  the  county  in  which  it  is  located, 
and  it  may  adopt  such  a  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  nrovide  for  such  a  form  of  organization  as  may  be 
suited  to  its  wants  and  necessities,  provided  that  the  plans  of  or- 
ganization in  the  several  counties  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as 
possible ;  and  for  this  purpose  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  if  it  is 
deemed  necessary,  may  prescribe  a  general  and  uniform  plan  for 
the  organization  of  the  County  Alliances. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Subordinate  Alliances  which  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  organized  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  are 
hereby  created  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  under  such  name  and 
style  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Farmers' 
State  Alliance,  and  under  such  name  and  style  they  shall  severally 
have  and  enjoy  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  this 
act  upon  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  the  County  Alliances, 
and  which  may  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  develop  and  exe- 
cute the  plan  and  purpose  of  this  organization ;  and  they  may 
conduct  and  carry  on  within  their  respective  localities  such  busi- 
ness and  enterprises  as  are  of  the  same  nature  as  those  authorized 
by  this  act  to  be  conducted  and  carried  on  by  the  other  Alliances, 
and  may  adopt  such  plan  of  organization  and  such  constitution 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  suited  to  said  purpose ;  provided  that  the 
Farmers'  State  Alliance  hereby  incorporated  may  prescribe  a  uni- 
form plan  for  the  organization  of  said  Alliances,  under  and  by 
which  they  may  be  formed  and  governed. 
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Sec.  '.).  That  the  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances, 
the  incorporation  of  which  is  provided  for  in  this  act,  may  suc- 
ceed to  the  rights  and  privileges,  adopt  the  present  organization, 
assume  the  liabilities  and  continue  to  develop  and  execute  the 
general  plan  and  purposes  of  the  association  respectively  known 
as  the  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances,  and  in  such 
case  the  said  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances  as  now 
existing  and  organized  under  their  constitution,  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  shall  be  corporate  bodies  and  invested  with  the 
corporate  powers,  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  to  County 
and  Subordinate  Alliances,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  three  or  more  members  of  any  one  of  the 
Alliances  hereby  incorporated  may  unite  and  associate  with  them 
any  three  or  more  persons  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
conducting  any  mercantile  or  manufacturing  business  or  enter- 
prise, or  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  any  busi- 
ness of  the  nature  or  character  authorized  to  be  established  and 
conducted  by  the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  and  the  persons 
so  united  and  associated  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  with  such  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  as  are  by  this  act  granted  to  the  corporations  created 
thereby,  and  which  may  be  necessary  or  adapted  to  the  prosecu- 
tion of  such  business  or  enterprise;  provided  that  the  said  per- 
sons so  united  and  associated  shall  first  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  corpora- 
tion is  to  have  its  principal  place  of  business,  articles  or  agree- 
ment, as  provided  for  in  chapter  19  of  the  act  of  1885 ;  that  upon 
the  filing  of  such  articles  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as 
are  provided  for  in  sections  678,  679  and  680  of  The  Code. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  other 
chief  officer  in  the  said  several  Alliances  now  existing  in  this 
State,  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  each,  may  immediately 
accept  and  adopt  this  act  of  incorporation,  and  thereupon  they 
shall  severally  be  invested  with  the  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  conferred  by  this  act  under  their  present  plan  and 
organization:  Provided,  that  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  one.  or 
more  of  the  said  Alliances  to  accept  this  charter  or  act  shall  not 
affect  or  prejudice  those  which  do  accept,  nor  prevent  them  from 
becoming  incorporated  under  this  act  and  enjoying  the  rights  and 
privileges  therein  conferred. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion. 

In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times  and  ratified  this  the 
7th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889.

I.  Four  Year  Courses  leading  to  degrees  in  : 

1st.  Agriculture  (including  Agriculture,    Horticulture,    Veterinary 

Science,  Biology,  and  Agricultural  Chemistry.) 
2d.  Engineering  (including  Civil  Engineering,  Mechanical  Engineer-  • 

ing,  Electrical  Engineering,  and  Mining  Engineering.)

DECLARATION  OF  PURPOSES. 

Whereas,  The  general  condition  of  our  country  imperatively  de- 
mands unity  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  laboring  classes,  refor- 
mation and  economy,  and  the  dissemination  of  principles  best 
calculated  to  encourage  and  foster  agricultural  and  mechanical 
pursuits;  encouraging  the  toiling  masses,  leading  them  in  the 
road  to  prosperity,  and  providing  a  just  and  fair  remuneration 
for  labor,  a  just  exchange  for  our  commodities,  and  the  best 
means  of  securing  to  the  laboring  classes  the  greatest  amount  of 
good;  we  hold  to  the  principle  that  all  monopolies  are  dangerous 
to  the  best  interest  of  our  country,  tending  to  enslave  a  free 
people  and  subvert  and  finally  overthrow  the  great  principles  pur- 
chased to  the  fathers  of  American  liberty.  We,  therefore,  adopt 
the  following  as  our  declaration  of  principles : 

1.  To  labor  for  the  education  of  the  agricultural  classes  in  the 
science  of  economical  government  in  a  strictly  non-partisan 
spirit. 

2.  To  endorse  the  motto,  "In  things  essential,  unity;  and  in  all 
things,  charity." 

3.  To  develop  a  better  state,  mentally,  morally,  socially  and 
financially. 

4.  To  create  a  better  understanding  for  sustaining  civil  officers 
in  maintaining  law  and  order. 
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5.  To  constantly  strive  to  secure  entire  harmony  and  good  will 
among'  all  mankind  and  brotherly  love  among'  ourselves. 

G.  To  suppress  personal,  local,  sectional  and  national  preju- 
dices, and  unhealthy  rivalry,  and  all  selfish  ambition. 

7.  The  brightest  jewels  which  it  garners  are  the  tears  of  widows 
and  orphans,  and  its  imperative  commands  are  to  visit  the  homes 
where  larcerated  hearts  are  bleeding;  to  assuage  the  suffering 
of  a  brother  or  sister;  bury  the  dead;  care  for  the  widows  and 
educate  the  orphans;  to  exercise  charity  towards  offenders;  to 
construe  words  and  deeds  in  their  most  favorable  light,  granting 
honesty  of  purpose  and  good  intention  to  others;  and  to  protect 
the  principles  of  the  Alliance  unto  death.  Its  laws  are  reason 
and  equity;  its  cardinal  doctrines  inspire  purity  of  thought  and 
life;  its  intentions  are  "peace  on  earth  and  good  will  towards 
men." 


CONSTITUTION. 


AETICLE  I. 

MEMBERSHIP   AND   OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Farmers'  State 
Alliance  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  its  own 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  and  Business. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  County 
Alliance  containing  2,000  members  or  less,  and  an  additional  dele- 
gate for  every  1,000  members  in  excess  of  2,000,  its  officers.  Exec- 
utive and  Judiciary  Committees  and  District  Lecturers :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  none  but  delegates  be  allowed  to  vote  except 
in  case  of  a  tie,  when  the  President  shall  have  the  casting  vote.  It 
shall  elect  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  Bus- 
iness Agent,  Lecturer,  Steward,  Chaplain,  Doorkeeper,  Sergeant- 
at-Arms,  who  shall  hold  office  for  twelve  months — except  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years,  one  mem- 
ber being  elected  at  each  annual  session,  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  installed,  when  the  retiring  officers  shall  be  hon- 
orary members  for  that  session  only.  The  Trustee  of  the  Busi- 
ness Agency  Fund  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  Alliance.  All  mem- 
bers of  Subordinate  Alliances  in  good  standing  are  eligible  to 
office  in  the  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  3.  A  County  Alliance  shall  be  organized  in  each  county 
when  there  are  three  or  more  Subordinate  Alliances  in  the  county, 
to  be  composed  of  delegates  from  the  Subordinate  Alliances  in 
such  ratio  as  each  County  Alliance  may  elect,  but  not  less  than 
one  delegate  for  each  ten  members. 

Sec.  4.  A  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  not  be  organized  with  less

than  five  members,  nor  nearer  than  three  miles  by  a  direct  line  to 
an  Alliance  in  the  same  county,  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  such  Alliance  or  Alliances. 

Sec.  5.  The  County  and  Subordinate  Alliances  shall  elect  the 
same  officers  as  the  State  Alliance,  to  hold  office  for  same  length 
of  time,  except  that  the  entire  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
elected  each  year.  Tbat  officers  and  members  of  standing  com- 
mittees to  be  considered  active  members  of  the  County  Alliance, 
and  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  all  questions  coming  before 
that  body,  just  as  allowed  other  members,  provided  the  County 
Alliance  so  elect. 

Sec.  6.  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  counties  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  of  the  State  Alliance.  Delegates  from  one-fourth 
of  the  Subordinate  Alliances  a  quorum  of  the  County  Alliance. 
Three  members  a  quorum  of  the  Subordinate  Alliances,  unless 
otherwise  provided  in  their  By-Laws.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum 
at  any  meeting,  the  presiding  officers  may  announce  a  recess  for 
such  time  as  may  be  desirable,  not  to  exceed  twenty-four  hours. 

Sec.  7.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  name 
is  proposed,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  decide  the 
same. 

Sec.  S.  Delegates  to  the  State  Alliance  shall  be  elected  at  the 
July  session  of  the  County  Alliance  and  shall  hold  office  for 
twelve  months.  Delegates  to  the  County  Alliances  at  the  first 
meeting*  of  the  Subordinate  Alliances  in  December,  March,  June 
and  September.  Officers  of  Subordinate  Alliances  at  the  first 
meeting  in  June  of  each  year  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Sec.  9.  The  State  Alliance  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  August,  at  12  o'clock  m.,  at  such  place  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  State  Executive  Committee.  County  Alliances 
shall  meet  on  the  second  Thursday  in  January,  April,  Jidy,  and 
October.  But  to  suit  the  conveniences  of  the  State  Lecturer,  the 
time  of  the  county  meetings  may  be  altered,  within  the  range  of 
the  first  twenty  days  of  the  months  named  by  the  State  President, 
Executive  Committee,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  the  Lecturer,  a 
majority  concurring  therein,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  in 
view  in  the  division  of  the  State  into  Lecture  Districts,  under 
Art.  I,  Sec.  10.  Subordinate  Alliances  shall  meet  at  least  once  a 
month.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  may  call  n  meeting 
on  application  of  the  Presidents  of  one-fourth  of  the  County 
Alliances.  The  President  of  a  County  Alliance  on  application 
of  the  Presidents  of  five  Subordinate  Alliances.  The  Presidents 
of  a  Subordinate  Alliance  on  the  application  or  five  members. 

Sec.  11.  Each  County  and  Subordinate  Alliance  may  form 
their  Constitution  and  By-Laws  in  conformity  to  the  State  Al- 
liance. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  County  Lecturer  to  fur- 
nish quarterly,  to  the  State  Lecturer,  a  statement  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  County  Alliance,  and  to  notify  the  State  Lecturer  if 
his  services  are  desired,  and  what  provisions  the  county  will 
make -as  compensation  for  the  State  Lecturer's  services. 
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AETICLE  II. 

DUTY  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  duties  of  the  President  shall  be  those  belong- 
ing to  presiding  officers,  and  he  shall  inspect  the  ballot-box  and 
announce  the  results,  conduct  initiations,  expound  the  secret 
work,  and  open  and  close  the  Alliance  according  to  the  ritual. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent, perform  his  duties.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
President  and  Vice-President,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  term,  and  until  the  new  President  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified. In  case  of  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  at 
any  meeting,  the  Alliance  can  elect  temporarily,  a  presiding  offi- 
cer for  that  session  by  acclamation.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
of  the  President  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  State 
Alliance,  which. shall  elect  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec.  3.  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall 
be  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Alliance,  con- 
duct its  correspondence,  keep  a  roll  of  its  members,  to  receive 
all  money  of  the  Alliance  and  pay  it  over  monthly  to  the  Treas- 
urer and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same;  to  read  all  communica- 
tions, reports  and  petitions  in  open  Alliance  when  necessary,  affix 
the  seal  of  the  Alliance  to  all  documents  requiring  the  same,  to 
prepare  for  publication  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  each  annual 
or  called  session  immediately  after  adjournment,  to  distribute 
the  semi-annual  pass-word  to  the  Secretary  or  President  of  each 
Subordinate  Alliance,  who  shall  give  it  to  the  members  of  his 
Alliance;  and  this  pass-word  shall  be  given  in  no  other  manner: 
Provided,  where  no  County  Alliance  has  been  formed  the  pass- 
word shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary  or  President  of  the  Subor- 
dinate Alliance  in  each  county.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the 
seal,  books  and  papers  of  the  State  Alliance ;  his  books  shall  at  all 
time  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  President,  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  any  other  committee  appointed  by  the  President  to 
inspect  the  same;  he  shall  keep  a  correct  account  between  the 
State  and  County  Alliance :  He  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  of 
each  County  Alliance  with  a  blank  book  properly  ruled,  with 
suitable  column  heads  for  classifying  and  recording  the  con- 
tents of  the  reports  from  Subordinate  Alliances;  also  suitable 
blanks  for  making  reports  to  his  office,  and  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee;  and  a  supply  of  blanks  for  the  Secre- 
tary of  each  Subordinate  Alliance  report  to  County  Alliances ; 
he  shall  also  make  a  list  of  all  officers,  standing  and  special  com- 
mittees of  the  State  Alliance,  with  name  and  postoffice  address, 
which  list  shall  be  a  part  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  State 
Alliance. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall,  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  April,  Julv  and  October,  furnish  their 
County  Secretaries  and  Chairmen  of  Executive  Committees  with

a  list  of  the  number  of  all  male  members  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  also  those  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  also  the  num- 
ber of  females,  and  other  statistics  required  of  him  by  the  County 
Secretary,  and  shall  accompany  the  same  with  the  Ices  and  dues 
due  the  County  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  each  County  Alliance  shall  classify 
and  record  the  reports  from  the  various  Subordinate  Alliances 
in  his  county,  and  shall  make  a  report  of  the  same  quarter  in 
triplicate,  one  copy  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Al- 
liance, one  copy  to  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Executive  Com- 
mittee by  the  :50th  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  one 
copy  retained  by  the  County  Alliance. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  fail  to  make  its 
report  to  the  County  Alliance,  as  specified  in  Section  four  of  this 
Article,  it  shall  not  be  allowed  representation,  and  if  it  shall  con- 
tinue in  neglect  of  this  duty  and  not  send  its  reports  and  dues 
for  twelve  months,  it  shall  stand  suspended. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  County  Alliance  shall  fail  to  make  its  reports 
to  the  State  Alliance  as  specified  in  Section  five  of  this  Article, 
it  shall  not  be  allowed  representation,  and  when  in  arrears  for 
more  .than  one  month,  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall 
notify  the  President  of  such  County  Alliance,  and  he  shall  inves- 
tigate the  matter  and  report  to  the  State  Secretary  the  reason 
for  such  delay,  and  if  it  shall  continue  in  neglect  of  that  duty 
and  not  send  its  reports  and  dues  within  twelve  months,  it  shall 
stand  suspended.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Alliance  to 
notify  such  defaulting  Alliances  of  their  suspension  and  the 
cause  thereof.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  exchange 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Alliance  with  the 
Secretary  of  each  State  Alliance,  and  bind  the  reports  so  received 
with  the  proceedings  of  this  Alliance  in  a  book,  to  be  the  property 
of  the  State  Alliance.  He  shall  also  furnish  a  copy  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  State  Alliance  to  the  Secretary  and  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Farmers'  Alliance  and 
Industrial  Union. 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer's  duty  shall  be  to  receive  all  money  from 
the  Secretary,  and  pay  it  out  on  a  warrant  from  the  Secretary, 
approved  by  the  President.  He  shall  file  with  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee a  bond  for  double  the  amount  of  money  that  is  likely  to 
pass  through  his  hands. 

Sec.  9.  The  Chaplain's  duty  shall  be  to  conduct  the  religious 
exercises  of  the  Alliance ;  to  officiate  at  the  funeral  service  on 
the  death  of  a  member  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  10.  The  Lecturer's  duty  shall  be,  at  each  meeting  to  de- 
liver or  read  a  short  address  on  some  topic  of  interest  to  the 
Order;  and  in  his  absence,  the  Steward,  who  is  Assistant  Lec- 
turer, shall  take  his  place. 

Sec.  11.  The  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  and  his  Assistant  shall 
be  to  guard  the  door,  to  take  up  the  word,  to  see  that  all  are 
properly  clothed,  to  have  charge  of  the  property  of  the  Alliance, 
and  to  keep  the  house  in  order. 
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Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arins  to  assist 
the  President  in  preserving  order  while  the  body  is  in  session, 
to  see  that  the  members,  at  the  sound  of  the  gavel,  take  seats  and 
cease  talking. 

Sec.  13.  If  at  any  time  after  the  Alliance  is  called  to  order  by 
the  President,  a  member  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  fore- 
going section,  or  in  any  way  disturb  the  business  of  this  body,  he 
shall,  after  the  second  offence  during  the  same  day,  be  reported 
to  the  President,  who  shall  publicly  reprimand  said  brother,  and 
if  reported  the  second  time  during  the  day,  he  shall  be  expelled 
from,  the  house  for  that  day. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  see  that  the  orders  of  the  President  are 
obeyed;  carry  all  papers  or  messages  from  the  President  to 
other  officers  of  this  body,  as  he  may  be  directed. 

Sec.  15.  He  may  have  the  privilege  of  appointing  one  or  more 
assistants  to  assist  him  in  performing  his  duties,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  President. 

Sec.  16.  He  shall  keep  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  the  use 
of  the  body,  and  look  after  the  general  comfort  of  the  body. 

Sec.  17.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  mail  matter,  and  see 
that  it  is  distributed  to  the  members. 

Sec.  18.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  these  duties 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Farmers'  State 
Alliance,  and  said  account  must  be  itemized  and  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

AKTICLE  III. 

QUALIFICATIONS   FOR   MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  unless  he 
has  been  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  six  months 
past,  and  not  then  unless  he  be  a  farmer,  farm  laborer,  fisher- 
man, mechanic  (provided  he  be  not  a  resident  of  a  town  of  more 
than  3,000  inhabitants,  under  such  restrictions  as  each  County 
Alliance  may  for  its  own  territory  deem  wise),  country  physi- 
cian, or  minister  of  the  gospel  whose  work  is  mainly  in  the  coun- 
try, or  editor  of  a  strictly  agricultural  paper,  be  of  good  moral 
character,  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  be  of  in- 
dustrious habits,  is  a  white  person,  and  over  the  age  of  sixteen 
years.  Further,  when  any  member  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance 
shall  engage  in  any  occupation  which  would  render  him  ineligible 
before  initiation,  said  member  shall  at  once  be  dismissed  from  the 
Alliance,  and  furnished  by  the  Secretary  with  a  written  statement 
of  the  cause  of  his  dismissal :  Provided,  that  the  above  shall  not 
apply  to  the  members  who  may  be  selected  to  buy  and  sell  as  mer- 
chants under  the  supervision  of  the  Alliance:  Provided,  that  the 
Cherokee  Indians  in  the  counties  of  Clay,  Haywood,  Jackson,  Ma- 
con and  Swain  may  be  received  (when  qualified)  as  members  of 
the  Order  if  they  are  pure  Indian  blood  and  not  less  than  half 
white:  Provide,  further,  Croatan  Indians  in  this  State  may  be 
received  on  the  same  conditions. 
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Sec.  2.  If  any  person  seemingly  qualified  for  membership  under 
section  one  of  this  Article,  shall  scud  in  his  application,  and  it 
shall  be  shown  to  the  Committee  of  Investigation  that  he  has  oth- 
er interests  that  do  not  harmonize  with  the  interests  of  the  Order, 
they  shall  report  adversely  to  his  admission,  and  make  a  statement 
of  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  the  Secretary  shall  inform  the  appli- 
cant of  the  causes  of  his  ineligibility. 

Sec.  o.  No  member  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  more 
than  one  Alliance  at  one  time. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  not  be  any  political  or  religious  tests  for 
membership. 

Sec.  5.  Females  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may,  when  qiialified 
under  section  1,  become  members  of  this  Order. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

FEES   AND   DUES. 

Section  1.  All  fees  and  dues  in  the  Subordinate  Alliance  are  due 
and  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  No  member  who  has  not  paid 
his  dues  in  advance  shall  be  entitled  to  the  new  pass-words.  Mem- 
bers in  arrears  for  dues  for  three  months  shall  stand  suspended 
without  any  action  of  the  Alliance,  but  they  shall  immediately  be- 
come members  of  good  standing  by  paying  one  quarter's  dues  on 
approval  of  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Sub-Alliance.  If  such  dues 
remain  unpaid  for  six  months,  such  membership  shall  stand  ex- 
pelled. 

Sec.  2.  The  initiation  fee  of  males  shall  be  fifty  cents  and  the 
dues  twenty-five  cents  a  quarter.  Females  shall  be  exempt  from 
initiation  fees,  but  "may,  at  their  own  election,"  pay  dues  to  the 
amount  of  five  cents  each  quarter,  all  of  which  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance.  Such  females  as  elect  to  pay 
dues  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  as  males. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  send 
with  his  quarterly  report  to  the  County  Alliance,  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  male  member  initiated  during  the  quarter,  and  fif- 
teen cents  dues  for  each  male  member  of  his  Alliance  reported  for 
the  quarter,  and  five  cents  for  each  female  who  has  elected  to  pay 
her  dues.  But  if  no  County  organization  exists,  the  Secretary  of 
Subordinate  Alliance  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Al- 
liance the  same  fees  and  dues  that  would  have  been  sent  to  the 
County  Secretary,  and  is  allowed  representation  in  State  Alliance. 
The  Secretary  of  the  County  Alliance  shall  send  with  his  quarter- 
ly report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  fifteen  cents  for 
each  male  member  initiated  in  his  county  reported  in  good  stand- 
ing for  the  previous  said  quarterly  term,  and  ten  cents  dues  for 
each  male  member  in  his  county  reported  in  good  standing  for 
the  said  quarterly  term,  and  five  cents  for  each  female  member 
whose  dues  have  been  sent  in  from  Sub-Alliance.  That  any  County 
or  Sub-Alliance  at  its  option  may  tax  its  females  and  have  repre- 
sentation accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  The  charter  of  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  five  dollars, 
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which  shall  be  paid  by  the  Subordinate  Alliance  at  the  time  of 
organization.  The  organizing  officer  shall  receive  for  his  ser- 
vices for  organizing  each  Alliance  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  for 
organizing  County  Alliance  twelve  dollars :  Provided,  that  the 
amount,  if  any  advanced,  may  be  retained  in  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Subordinate  Alliance  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
all  its  members  in  good  standing,  lay  an  assessment  on  each  mem- 
ber not  to  exceed  twenty-five  cents  per  quarter. 

ARTICLE  V. 

APPLICATIONS   AND   INITIATIONS. 

Section  1.  Any  person  wishing  to  become  a  member  of  a  Subor- 
dinate Alliance  shall  offer  an  application  at  a  stated  meeting  of 
the  nearest  Subordinate  Alliance,  stating  age,  occupation  and 
place  of  residence,  the  application  to  be  accompanied  by  the  initi- 
ation fee,  and  the  application  to  be  recommended  by  two  mem- 
bers in  good  standing,  and  the  application  shall  lie  over  from  one 
state  meeting  until  the  next  for  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  When  an  application  is  received,  the  President  shall  ap- 
point a  committee  of  three  to  investigate  the  character  of  the 
applicant  and  report  at  the  next  stated  meeting;  on  report  of 
committee  the  ballot  on  his  petition  shall  be  taken,  and  if  clear, 
he  shall  be  declared  elected;  if  one  black  ball  shall  appear,  the 
President  shall  immediately  order  the  ballot  taken  again,  in  order 
to  ascertain  if  there  be  a  mistake ;  if  one  back  ball  shall  again 
appear,  the  President  shall  announce  that  the  ballot  will  again  be 
taken  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  during  which  time  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  person  casting  the  black  ball  to  impart  to  the 
President  personally  his  reason  for  so  doing ;  at  the  time  of  taking 
the  final  ballot  the  President  shall  state  to  the  Alliance  the  reason 
why  the  black  ball  appeared,  carefully  concealing  the  name  of 
the  brother  who  cast  it  (and  always  concealing  the  same)  :  Pro- 
vided, however,  if  there  shall  be  no  cause  given  to  the  President  by 
the  next  regular  meeting,  the  President  shall  declare  th  candi- 
date elected  without  further  ballot,  but  if  the  ballot  should  be 
taken  again,  and  if  only  one  black  ball  should  appear,  the  candi- 
date shall  be  declared  elected;  if  rejected,  the  Secretary  will  noti- 
fy him  in  writing  and  refund  the  initiation  fee. 

Sec.  3.  When  an  applicant  fs  elected,  he  shall  be  initiated  within 
four  stated  meetings,  if  not  providentially  hindered ;  otherwise,  he 
shall  stand  as  an  excluded  member. 

Sec.  4.  A  petition  cannot  be  withdrawn  after  it  has  been  re- 
ceived, without  the  consent  of  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  The  petition  of  any  one  rejected  shall  not  again  be  re- 
ceived until  the  expiration  of  six  months. 

See.  6.  Any  member  clear  of  the  books  may  make  application  for 
a  dimit  or  withdrawal  card,  and  if  no  charges  are  preferred 
against  him  or  her,  the  Secretary  shall  issue  his  dimit  or  card. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  holding  a  dimit  or  card,  wishing  to  affiliate 
with  any  Alliance,  shall  present  a  written  petition,  accompanied 
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by  the  (limit  and  all  dues  that  have  accrued  since  its  date,  and 
upon  a  two-thirds  vote  in  favor  of  applicant,  he  shall  be  de- 
clared elected.  If  the  (limit  is  six  months  old  he  shall  come  in  only 
as  a  new  member. 

Sec.  8.  All  dimits  shall  be  addressed  to  some  definite  Subordi- 
nate Alliance,  and  upon  reception  of  person  dimitted,  the  Alliance 
receiving  shall  notify  the  Alliance  dimitting.  All  persons  not  so 
reported  in  six  months  shall  be  marked  as  dropped. 

Sec.  9.  Sub-Alliances  that  have  forfeited  or  surrendered  their 
charters  may  be  reorganized  by  making  application  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Alliance,  which  application  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  every  member  who  signs  such  applica- 
tion. On  receipt  of  such  application  accompanied  by  the  fees, 
the  Secretary  shall  forward  to  the  Sub-Alliance  a  duplicate  of 
their  old  or  a  new  charter :  Provided,  that  none  but  those  who 
were  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  the  charter 
and  are  still  according  to  Section  1,  Article  3,  of  the  Constitution, 
shall  be  accepted  :  Provided,  however,  that  not  less  than  five  mem- 
bers make  application. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOOD   OF  THE   ORDER — ARBITRATION    OF   DIFFERENCES. 

Section  1.  Each  Subordinate  and  County  Alliance  shall  appoint 
a  committee  of  three  on  the  ''Good  of  the  Order."  This  commit- 
tee shall  be  a  board  for  the  arbitration  of  difference  of  any  nature 
that  may  exist  between  members  of  said  Alliance. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  deemed  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  Order  for 
brothers  to  go  to  law  with  each  other,  therefore  it  is  earnestly 
recommended  when  pecuniary  or  other  differences  arise  between 
members,  that  they  settle  them  amicably  among  themselves ;  failing 
to  do  so,  that  they  leave  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Arbitration, 
provided  none  of  s#id  board  are  disqualified  by  interest  or  rela- 
tionship in  favor  of  or.  against  the  contending  parties.  If  this 
be  the  case,  a  new  board,  or  any  member  of  it,  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Alliance  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  difficulty.  But 
if  this  fails,  then  the  courts  of  law  may  be  resorted  to  in  settle- 
ment of  the  matter. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  officer  or  member  shall  be  guilty  of  conduct 
unbecoming  an  Allianceman,  or  when  personal  differences  shall 
exist  between  members,  and  after  reasonable  efforts,  cannot  be 
amicably  adjusted,  an  officer  may  be  impeached,  and  a  member 
reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled;  charges  and  specifications  in 
writing  may  be  preferred  by  any  member  at  a  stated  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Arbitration,  and  when  charges  are  perferred,  a 
copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Lecturer  to  the  party  charged.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall 
notify  the  parties  at  variance  in  writing,  of  the  time  and  place 
at  which  they  will  take,  in  writing,  all  testimony  of  persons  not 
members  of  the  Alliance,  and  report  the  same  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board,  and  upon  the  report  and  such  other  testimony  as 
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may  be  had  in  the  Alliance,  the  Board  shall  proceed  at  once  in  the 
trial,  and  the  Alliance  inflicts  such  punishment  on  either  or  both 
of  the  parties  as  it  may  determine. 

Sec.  4.  All  trials  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Subordinate 
Alliance  shall  be  by  Board  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance;  all  trials 
of  the  officers  or  members  of  the  County  Alliance  shall  be  by  the 
Board  of  County  Alliance ;  all  trials  of  officers  or  members  of  the 
State  Alliance  shall  be  by  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  State 
Alliance;  all  appeals  from  the  Board  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance 
shall  be  to  the  Board  of  the  County  Alliance;  all  appeals  from  the 
County  Alliance  shall  be  to  the  Board  of  Judiciary  of  the  State 
Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  All  parties  on  trial  for  any  offense  shall  have  the  right  to 
defend  themselves  in  person  or  by  proxy.  The  Lecturer  shall  con- 
duct the  prosecution,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  close,  after 
which  the  decision  shall  be  rendered  determining  the  punishment, 
either  by  expulsion,  suspension  or  reprimand  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  of  an  appeal,  all  the  proceedings  in  the  trial, 
with  the  testimony  properly  transcribed  from  the  records,  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  County,  State  or  Na- 
tional Board,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  the  signatures  of  the  Board 
and  Lecturer.  Whenever  a  person  is  convicted  in  a  Subordinate 
Alliance,  and  an  appeal  is  taken,  the  Lecturer  of  the  Subordinate 
Alliance  may  still  assist  as  prosecuting  attorney,  if  deemed  neces- 
sary. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  suspended  on  charges  can  be  reinstated  only 
by  two-thirds  vote,  after  one  month's  notice  on  application  in 
open  Alliance  at  a  state  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  expelled  can  be  reinstated  only  by  applica- 
tion, as  in  the  preceding  section,  and  the  same  ballot  required  as 
on  petition  for  membership  into  the  Order. 

Sec.  9.  The  Bresident  of  the  State  Alliance  shall,  at  each  an- 
nual session,  appoint  a  Judiciary  Committee,  of  three  members, 
who  shall  consider  and  determine  all  questions  of  organic  or  statu- 
tory law  coming  up  on  appeals  during  vacation,  and  all  other 
questions  submitted  to  it  by  the  State  Alliance  while  in  session. 
It  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  decisions  in  a  book  to  be  furnished 
for  the  purpose,  and  report  to  each  session  of  the  State  Alliance. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

DUTIES  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance  one  Executive  Committeeman  to  hold  five  years, 
whose  duty,  with  the  four  holding  over,  shall  be  to  examine  the 
books  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  State  Biisiness  Agent  and  Trus- 
tee of  the  Business  Agency  Fund,  and  approve  the  same;  they 
shall  audit  all  claims,  and  if  allowed,  the  Secretary  shall  drSw  his 
warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  so  allowed,  and  all  war- 
rants drawn  on  the  Treasurer  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  and 
approved  by  the  Bresident. 
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Sec.  2.  They  shall  supervise  suitable  bonds  for  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Business  Agent  and  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency 
Fund,  and  approve  the  same;  they  shall  audit  all  claims,  and  if 
allowed,  the  Secretary  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
for  the  amount  so  allowed,  and  all  warrants  drawn  on  the  Treas- 
urer shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Sec.  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  prepare 
sutiable  bonds  for  Secretary-Treasurer,  State  Business  Agent  and 
Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund,  and  approve  the  same, 
and  to  increase,  diminish  or  cancel  said  bonds;  to  dismiss  and 
appoint  a  new  Business  Agent,  when  the  good  of  the  Alliance  de- 
mands, by  reason  of  inefficiency,  or  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
Agent  to  perform  his  duties;  and  to  affix  his  salary,  not  to  exceed 
$1,500  per  annum,  including  clerk  hire.  The  bonds  of  the  County 
and  Subordinate  Alliance  Business  Agents  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  exercise  the  same  power  over 
the  Agents  as  are  exercised  by  the  State  Executive  Committee 
over  the  State  Business  Agent. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Section  1.  The  Lecturer  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  superintend 
the  organization  of  Alliances  in  the  State.  He  shall  correct  all 
irregularities  in  the  work,  secret  or  otherwise.  The  Executive 
Committee  of  the  State  Alliance  may  appoint  an  Assistant  Lec- 
turer when  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Lecturers  and  Steward  shall  report  monthly  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  the  number  of  Alliances  organized 
and  the  work  performed  by  them. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lecturer  of  a  County  Alliance  shall  be  Organizer 
in  his  county. 

Sec.  4.  All  officers  of  the  State  Alliance  are  authorized  to  or- 
ganize Alliances,  but  when  they  are  salaried  officers,  the  fee  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  Alliance,  who  shall  issue  a 
charter  attested  by  the  Secretary  to  each  regularly  organized  Alli- 
ance. 

Sec.  5.  No  Alliance  shall  be  organized  in  less  than  three  miles 
(direct  line)  of  another  Alliance  in  same  county,  unless  such  Alli- 
ance furnishes  the  organizing  officer  a  written  permit  duly  at- 
tested, of  action  of  all  such  Alliances  consenting  to  its  organiza- 
tion, which  permit  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Alliance,  with  application  for  a  charter;  and  all  such  organiza- 
tions otherwise  made  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  an  Alliance  shall  become  defunct,  any  member 
in  good  standing  belonging  to  said  defunct  Alliance  may,  in  three 
months,  join  an  Alliance  within  his  reach  without  being  required 
to  pay  a  fee :  Provided,  however,  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall 
be  judge  of  its  own  membership. 
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Sec.  7.  Whenever  an  Alliance  becomes  so  large  as  to  become 
unwieldly,  it  may,  by  two-thirds  vote,  divide  and  form  two  Alli- 
ances; and  on  petition  of  said  Alliances,  under  seal,  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Alliance,  he  will  grant  a  charter  for  a  new  Alli- 
ance. Whenever  two  or  more  Alliances  may  deem  it  best  for  the 
good  of  the  Order,  they  may  consolidate.  Subordinate 
Alliances  may  determine  their  name.  Any  member  dimitted 
from  a  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  under  supervision  of  the 
Subordinate  Alliance  from  which  he  is  dimitted  so  long  as  he  re- 
mains in  its  jurisdiction,  and  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  sit  in 
open  Alliance  after  the  quarter  expires  .in  which  he  obtained  his 
dimitf 

ARTICLE  IX. 

UNFAITHFULNESS  TO  THE  ORDER. 

Section  1.  Any  member  who  may  hereafter  disclose  any  of  the 
workings  of  the  Order,  or  who  may  impart  the  pass-word  of  the 
Order  knowingly  to  any  one  not  entitled  to  the  same,  or  shall  dis- 
close any  of  the  secrets  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Order, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  immediately  expelled  by  the  body, 
and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  membership  thereafter. 

Sec.  2.  A  member  who  abuses  or  denounces  the  Alliance,  and  de- 
sires to  withdraw  shall  not  be  granted  a  dimit  or  withdrawal  card, 
but  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled,  and  not  be  permitted  to  with- 
draw. 

ARTICLE  X. 

SALARIES   OF   OFFICERS    AND    MILEAGE    AND    PER    DIEM   OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  of  {he  State  Alliance  shall  be  paid  a 
salary  of  $2.00  per  day  (with  necessary  postage,  stationery  and 
traveling  expenses)  when  engaged  in  Alliance  work,  and  for  what 
lecturing  may,  in  his  and  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee,  be  necessary  for  him  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  salary  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  Busi- 
ness Agent  combined,  of  the  State  Alliance,  shall  not  exceed  $1,000 
per  year  and  use  of  dwelling,  farm,  barn  and  necessary  out- 
houses free  from  rent ;  $100  of  same  to  be  paid  out  of  funds  of 
Secretary-Treasurer's  department.  Said  salary  to  be  paid  quarter- 
ly on  warrants  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the 
President. 

Sec.  3.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State 
Alliance  shall  receive  actual  transportation  expenses  when  travel- 
ing in  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  and  $2.00  per  diem  while 
so  actually  engaged,  with  a  reasonable  amount  for  stationery  and 
postage.  All  said  sum  to  be  paid  from  Treasury  of  the  State  Al- 
liance. 
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MISCELLANEOUS    PROVISIONS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  continue  in  office  no  longer  than 
two  years  in  succession. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  member  has  been  convicted  in  a  Subordinate  or 
County  Alliance,  and  sentence  has  been  passed  on  him,  an  appeal 
to  a  higher  tribunal  shall  stay  execution  of  sentence  until  the 
appeal  has  been  heard  and  the  decision  rendered,  and  until  such 
decision  has  been  rendered,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  The  retiring  officers  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  become 
honorary  members,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  mileage  and  per  diem, 
as  other  delegates  for  that  session  only. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  keep 
a  death  record  of  its  members,  showing  the  age,  cause  and  time 
of  death,  and  with  the  county  and  post-office  address,  report  them 
to  the  Secretary  of  «the  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  keep  a  well 
bound  book,  known  as  the  Death  Record,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a 
death  record,  alphabetically,  showing  name,  age,  time  of  death, 
with  county  and  post-office  address. 

Sec.  6.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  stated 
meeting  of  the  State  Alliance  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

Sec.  7.  This  Alliance  reaffirms  its  adoption  of  the  Act  of  incor- 
poration enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  on  the 
7th  day  of  March,  1889,  adopted  at  Fayetteville,  August,  1889. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

BUSINESS   AGENCY    FUND. 

Section  1.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  procure  a 
charter  of  incorporation  under  the  laws  of  this  State  for  the 
North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  2.  In  order  to  conduct  the  commercial  business  of  the 
North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  to  protect  from  loss 
those  who  may  deal  with  the  Business  Agent  of  the  same,  the 
North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  Business  Agency  Fund  is 
hereby  inaugurated. 

Sec.  3.  The  Business  Fund  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  thousand  nor  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  di- 
vided into  shares  of  five  dollars  each,  and  half  shares  of  two  and  a 
half  dollars  each,  and  one-fifth  shares  at  one  dollar  each.

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose a  list  of  the  names  of  those  contributing  to  the  fund,  the 
number  of  the  Alliance  to  which  they  belong,  and  the  amount  con- 
tributed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Business  Fund  shall  be  managed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  State  Alliance.  No  portion  of  it  shall  be  used 
in  the  business  of  the  Business  Agency  unless  required  to  settle 
the  contracts  of  the  Agent  made  in  conformity  to  regulations  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  when  any  portion  is  to  be  used  all 
money  received  from  the  cause  of  such  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Fund. 

Sec.  7.  The  fund  shall  be  in  the  keeping*  of  a  Trustee,  to  be 
elected  by  the  State  Alliance  at  this  session  (August,  1888),  who 
shall  hold  office  for  five  years,  term  to  commence  November  1st 
after  election.  He  shall  invest  not  less  than  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  of  said  fund  in  the  bonds  of  North 
Carolina  or  the  United  States,  and  the  remainder  as  he  may  deem 
best.  The  profits  arising  from  said  fund  shall  be  used  to  pay  the 
salary  of  the  Trustee  and  all  other  expenses  connected  with  said 
fund,  and  any  remainder  shall  be  used  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Business  Agency. 

Sec.  8.  Said  Trustee  shall  give  a  justified  bond  in  the  sum  of 
$10,000  for  the  faithful  accounting  of  all  moneys  for  which  he 
may  be  responsible,  or  any  expense  incurred  in  collecting  the 
same  on  his  bond.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  require  hirn 
to  strengthen  his  bond  at  any  time  they  deem  it  necessary,  to 
such  an  amount  as  they  deem  sufficient :  Provided,  that  no  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  accepted  as  bondsman. 

Sec.  9.  Said  Trustee  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  vote  of  the 
State  Alliance,  and  he  may  be  suspended  until  the  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance  by  the  Executive  Committee,  approved  by  the 
President.  In  case  of  vacancy  from  suspension,  removal,  death, 
or  any  other  cause,  the  Executive  Committee,  with  approval  of  the 
President,  shall  fill  such  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  each  Sub-Alliance  shall  collect  all 
subscriptions  made  by  members  of  their  Alliance  and  forward  to 
the  Trustee,  giving  name  of  contributor,  and  amount  contributed 
by  each.  The  Trustee  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  names 
and  amounts,  and  he  shall  forward  certificates  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Sub-Alliance  as  provided  in  section  4.  The  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  turn  over  to  the  Trustee  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  fund  upon  his  appointment.  The  Secretary  shall  notify 
through  the  organ  of  the  Alliance  the  Sub-Alliance  when  the 
Trustee's  bond  is  accepted. 

Sec.  11.  The  Trustee  shall  receive  an  annual  salary,  to  be  fixed

by  the  Executive  Committee,  not  to  exceed  $250,  to  be  paid  quar- 
terly. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  any  of  the  said 
fund  in  the  State  Business  Agency,  the  State  Business  Agent 
shall  report  to  the  Trustee  the  amount  or  amounts  necessary, 
stating  cause  of  indebtedness  in  each  case.  If  the  Trustee  ap- 
proves the  same  he  shall  forward  the  State  Business  Agent  money 
sufficient  to  settle  the  same,  but  he  shall  pay  no  accounts  where 
goods  may  have  been  sold  without  the  State  Business  Agent  hav- 
ing first  received  a  certificate  of  justified  bond  of  the  Business 
Agent  purchasing,  with  names  of  sureties,  which  the  State  Busi- 
ness Agent  shall  keep  filled  in  his  office.  The  State  Business 
Agent  shall  immediately  proceed  to  collect  such  account  or  ac- 
counts between  the  State  Business  Agent  and  the  Business  Agent 
for  whom  the  goods  are  purchased,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Trustee  with  the"  right  to  appeal  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  State  Alliance.  The  Trustee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  all  accounts  paid  on  account  of  State  Business  Agent, 
and  all  losses  to  the  fund  on  account  of  said  Business  Agent, 
which  losses  shall  be  subject  to  approval  of  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  13.  The  Trustee  shall  collect  all  interest  or  other  profits 
on  said  fund  as  it  becomes  due,  and  pay  the  same  into  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  14.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  it,  and 
shall  pay  it  out  only  on  the  salary  of  the  Trustee,  and  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  be  used  in  conducting  the  Business  Agency 
of  the  Alliance,  on  the  warrant  approved  by  the  President. 

Sec.  15.  The  Trustee  shall  report  to  each  session  of  the  Al- 
liance how  the  fund  is  invested,  and  the  vouchers  for  the  disposi- 
tion made  of  profits  received  on  the  fund. 

Sec.  16.  In  case  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
should  for  any  cause  cease  to  exist,  the  money  composing  this 
fund  shall  revert  to  those  contributing  it. 

(1)  The  Business  Agent  shall  conduct  the  business  of  his  office 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

(2)  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Business  Agent  the 
Executive  Committee  may  direct  that  no  goods  shall  be  sold  with- 
out the  cash  accompanying  the  order. 

(3)  The  State  Business  Agent  shall  keep  a  record  of  each  trans- 
action in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  showing  articles  pur- 
chased or  sold,  price  paid  or  received  for  them  individually  and 
in  gross  amount. 

(4)  Persons  who  are  eligible  shall  be  allowed  all  the  benefits  of 
our  trade  arrangements  by  paying  the  regular  fees  for  entrance, 
and  annual  dues,  and  they  may  be  made  honorary  members,  hav- 
ing all  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  the  Alliance,  except  they 
shall  not  participate  in  its  private  meetings.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  made  especially  for  those  whose  church  regulations  pre- 
clude them  from  joining  secret  societies. 

.    (5)  The  State  Business  Agent  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  to  those 
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outside  of  the  Alliance  at  an  advance  over  Alliancemen,  and  pay 
the  same  taxes  to  the  State  that  others  doing  the  same  business 
pay.

RULES  OF  ORDER  OF  AN  ALLIANCE. 


Section  1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the 
hour  appointed  for  the  opening  of  the  Alliance,  and  shall  imme- 
diately call  the  members  to  order. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the 
hall ;  he  may  designate  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair;  he  may  preserve  strict  order  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Alliance. 

Sec,  3.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  receive  recogni- 
tion by  the  Chair  shall  speak  first,  but  when  two  or  more  members 
rise  at  the  same  time  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak 
first. 

Sec.  5,  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  ten  minutes,  unless  by  consent  of  the 
body,  and  shall  be  confined  to  the  question  under  discussion,  and 
shall  avoid  personalities. 

Sec.  6.  Any  question  may  be  discussed  in  open  Alliance  in  a 
non-partisan  and  non-sectarian  sense. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  question 
under  consideration,  which  may  be  stated  by  the  President  or 
Secretary.  ■ 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question. 
The  President  shall  decide. as  to  its  advisability  subject  to  appeal, 
as  in  the  questions  of  order. 

Sec.  9.  Every  member  present  when  the  question  is  put  shall 
vote  unless  excused  by  the  vote  of  the  body. 

-  Sec.  10.  While  the  President  is  stating  the  question  or  address- 
ing the  body,  no  one  shall  walk  across  the  hall,  and  while  a  mem- 
ber is  speaking  no  one  shall  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the 
Chair.  No  member  or  other  person  shall  go  to  and  remain  at  the 
Secretary's  desk  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  taken  or  ballot 
counted,  except  the  Secretary  and  his  assistants. 

Sec  11.  All  resolutions  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by 
the  author.  When  such  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  and  shall 
have  been  stated  by  the  Chair,  it  is  then  the  property  of  the  house 
and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  consent  of  the  house. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for 
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the  previous  question,  to  postpone,  to  amend,  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely, which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  of  each  other 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

Sec.  13.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  hut  being 
decided  in  the  negative  shall  not  be  again  entertained  until  some 
motion,  call  or  order  shall  take  place.  The  motion  to  adjourn, 
take  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  and  all 
questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Sec.  14.  No  motion  or  proposition  differing  from  the  subject 
under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses 
the  rules  of  order,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call 
the  member  to  order,  and  the  member  called  to  order  shall  take  his 
seat,  if  required  by  the  President,  until  the  question  of  order  is 
decided.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair 
without  debate,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  house.  No  member  shall 
speak  on  the  appeal  more  than  once,  and  only  five  minutes,  unless 
by  leave  of  the  body,  except  the  party  appealing  may  speak  twice. 

Sec.  16.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  made  in  writing, 
and  signed  by  such  members  as  concur  therein,  and  the  report, 
with  the  names  of  the  members  signing  the  same,  shall  be  read  at 
the  Secretary's  desk  by  the  Secretary  or  the  member  making  the 
report  without  a  motion. 

Sec.  17.  Cushing's  Manual  and  Law  of  Legislative  Assemblies 
shall  be  received  as  the  rule  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the 
foregoing  rules.

Hillsboro,  N.  0.,  August  11,  1903. 
The  State  Alliance  was  called  to  order  at  12  o'clock  by  Presi- 
dent Fleming,  all  officers  being  at  their  respective  station  except 
Chaplain  Mercer.  After  prayer  by  Bro.  G.  W.  P.  Cates,  who  was 
requested  to  act  as  Chaplain,  the  roll  was  called  and  the  follow- 
ing delegates  representing  the  counties  named  were  present:

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PRESIDENT'S   ADDRESS. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance : 

Brethren: — Time  with  its  changes  has  closed  another  year  in 
the  history  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina. 
We  are  convened  to-day  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  seven- 
teenth annual  session  of  our  Order.  By  a  retrospect 'of  its  history 
during  its  existence,  and  noting  its  struggles  and  the  important 
victories  won,  when  its  membership  was  greater  than  at  present, 
should  encourage  us  to  press  forward  in  every  department  of 
work  that  concerns  the  general  welfare,  prosperity  and  happiness 
of  the  agricultural  classes.  We  should  remember  that  no  organi- 
zation can  live  long  on  its  past.  There  must  be  something  doing 
in  the  living  present,  something  to  be  accomplished  in  the  fu- 
ture, if  there  is  to  be  life  and  growth.  Let  us  work  together  and 
join  hands  and  hearts  in  our  best  efforts  to  advance  the  interests 
of  each  other  and  the  Order.  Let  us  be  mindful  of  the  responsi- 
bilities resting  upon  us  as  the  legislators  of  the  Alliance  in  the 
State. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  our  lecturers  have  reorganized  a 
considerable  number  of  Sub  Alliances  during  the  year,  which  has 
resulted  in  adding  to  our  roll  several  County  Alliances  previously 
defunct.  The  reports  of  your  Business  Agent,  Secretary-Treas- 
urer and  Lecturer  will  reveal  their  work  for  the  past  year.  Your 
Executive  Committee  will  give  you  in  their  report  the  financial 
condition  of  the  State  Alliance,  with  other  information  of  a  gen- 
eral character  concerning  every  interest  of  the  Order.  The  of- 
ficials of  each  department  are  expected  to  make  such  recommen- 
dations as  may  seem  to  them  best  for  conducting  the  business 
of  their  respective  departments.  Then  it  will  be  your  privilege 
to  adopt,  reject,  or  demand,  any  or  all  of  such  recommendations. 
Last  but  not  least,  your  agent  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund  will 
tell  you  in  his  report '  of  the  handsome  amount  which  he  has 
keys  turned  upon;  which  is  ample  backing  to  conduct  business  for 
one  hundred  thousand  Alliancemen  on  a  cash  basis.  This  should 
be  an  inducement  for  farmers  to  reorganize  Sub  Alliances  and 
buy  through  the  Business  Agent  at  wholesale  prices. 

As  a  reminder  to  Alliancemen  and  for  the  information  of  those 
who  are  in  sympathy  with  the  organization,  I  have  thought  it 
advisable  to  mention  briefly  the  objects  and  methods  of  the  Al- 
liance. The  prime  object  of  the  Alliance  is  to  better  the  condi- 
tion of  farmers  "mentally,  morally  and  financially;"  to  educate 
and  commingle  with  those  of  the  same  calling,  to  the  end  that 
country  life  may  become  less  lonely  and  more  social,  and  to  assist 
the  weak  with  the  strength  of  the  strong. 

The  methods  are  of  three  kinds,  social,  business  and  political. 
The  social  methods  are  such  as  may  be  secured  by  meeting  to- 
gether and  becoming  better  acquainted  with  neighbors,  and  a 
friendly  exchange  of  ideas  as  to  the  practicable  details  of  farm 
work.  The  business  methods  take  a  wider  range  and  depend 
upon  co-operation,  county  and  State,  in  business  efforts  to  secure 
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the  highest  price  for  produce  raised  for  sale,  and  the  lowest  price 
on  commodities  that  must  be  purchased.  The  political  methods 
are  strictly  non-partisan  and  must  ever  remain  so,  because  every 
candidate  for  membership,  before  taking  the  pledge,  is  assured 
that  it  will  in  no  way  conflict  with  his  religious  or  political  views. 
Farmers  of  all  political  parties  are  welcomed  in  its  ranks,  and  we 
are  expected  to  work  to  secure  a  just  recognition  of  the  rights  of 
the  argricultural  classes. 

The  motto  of  the  Order  is:  "In  things  essential  unity,  and  in 
all  things  charity."  These  objects  and  aims  should  prevail  and 
influence  all  men.  But  far  from  it.  The  country  is  influenced 
by  many  evils.  The  two  most  damaging  and  far-reaching  are 
corruption  in  politics  and  the  greed  of  the  capitalists  for  gain. 
The  motto  of  both  are  the  same:  "Might  makes  right — anything 
to  win,  anything  to  suceed."  The  leaders  in  these  evils  and  their 
followers  give  credit  to  no  excellence  not  based  on  success. 
They  are  making  alarming  progress  and  their  number  and  power 
have  increased  until  they  have  gotten  so  much  the  advantage  of 
right,  which  represents  the  common  interest  and  principle  mo- 
tive of  good,  that  the  latter  is  almost  lost  sight  of.  Capital  com- 
bined has  supremacy  over  the  people  by  controlling  financially 
the  mercantile  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  whole  country, 
as  well  as  the  transportation  facilities. 

And  shall  I  add,  our  farming  interest?  Yes,  more  greedily  if 
possible  than  any  other  branch  of  industry.  This  has  been  ac- 
complished without  the  penalty  that  should  be  inflicted.  The 
people  have  permitted  the  plans  devised  by  those  who  possess  the 
spirit  of  might  and  greed  to  dominate  legislation  without  formi- 
dable resistance  through  legislation  or  organization.  Whenever 
any  truly  loyal  citizen  or  leaders  of  influence  have  warned  the 
people  of  increasing  danger  and  the  wreckage  that  would  follow 
in  many  vocations,  the  opposition  would  cry  "pessimist."  The 
time  has  come  when  nearly  all  the  people  are  pessimistic  save 
those  who  are  employed,  or  are  in  some  way  connected  with  the 
execution  of  the  machinery  of  monopoly  and  political  deception. 
Now  that  the  chains  are  fastened  upon  the  power  of  the  people, 
for  years  to  come,  these  forces  are  no  longer  alarmed,  or  give 
ear  to  the  muttering  of  the  people.- 

What  we  need  in  this  country  is  a  sense  of  individual  responsi- 
bility, strengthened  by  organization,  that  recognizes  the  wrong- 
ness  of  any  wrong  doing  that  harms  any  one,  such  as  exalts  one 
person  by  degrading  another,  or  does  not  return  an  equivalent  for 
what  is  received,  or  that  impoverishes  one  to  enrich  the  other. 
To  reach  and  practice  such  virtues  a  Christian  sympathy  is  re- 
quired that  recognizes  the  brotherhood  of  man,  bound  by  the  na- 
tural ties  of  common  humanity.  If  we  are  to  ever  have  anything 
better  than  struggles  for  vantage  ground,  or  equal  rights  by  con- 
tending factions,  such  as  now  exist  between  capital  and  labor, 
such  a  spirit  is  the  only  agency  broad  enough  to  accomplish  it. 
I  admonish  all  Alliancemen  to  act  well  their  part  of  the  moral 
code  and  remember  that  "peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  men" 
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cannot  exist  in  the  hearts  of  men  who  draw  no  line  between 
right  and  wrong. 

There  is  great  need  of  a  strong  farmers'  organization  in  North 
Carolina.  The  farmers  realize  the  fact  in  many  particu- 
lars. Yet  they,  as  a  body,  will  not  take  hold  of  the  advantages 
that  are  offered  them.  They  see  clearly  that  organization  is  neces- 
sary to  enable  them  to  exercise  the  influence  in  business,  social 
and  political  life  to  which  their  numbers  and  the  importance  of 
their  occupation  entitle  them.  In  seeking  light  along  these  lines 
they  are  impressed  with  the  folly  of  single-handed  efforts.  Yet 
on  the  other  hand  they  are  confronted  by  many  difficulties.  They 
find  the  lack  of  education,  and  a  large  per  cent  are  in  debt  and  de- 
pendent upon  merchants  and  others  to  help  them  from  one  crop 
to  another.  Hence,  they  finally  conclude,  that  to  derive  benefits 
by  joining  a  farmers'  organization,  they  must  each  man  for 
himself  manage  to  get  one  crop  to  market  without  a  prior  mort- 
gage or  debt  on  same,  and  pay  cash  for  what  they  buy.  They  for- 
get that  organization  is  good  for  one  in  adversity  as  well  as  in 
prosperity,  and  by  co-operation  all  are  benefitted.  The  financial 
feature  is  less  than  half  of  the  benefits  that  are  in  reach  of  a 
good  Allianceman.  The  social  feature  cannot  be  overestimated, 
and  the  educational  feature  includes  the  opportunity  of  general 
information,  which  is  the  only  substitute  in  reach  for  lost  oppor- 
tunities. 

The  farmers  are  accused  of  many  faults  by  their  best  friends 
who  are  not  farmers.  These  friends  are  especially  liberal  and 
accommodating  with  advice,  but  they  never  advise  their  farmer 
friends  to  connect  themselves  with  a  farmers'  organization.  It 
is  well  known  that,  as  a  rule,  the  people  who  are  not  farmers  are 
opposed  to  the  farmers  organizing,  and  their  influence  is  not  with- 
out effect  in  keeping  the  farmers  scattered.  Yet  we  find  almost 
every  class  of  professional  men  and  wage-earners,  from  steel 
trust's  employees  to  the  newsboy,  organized.  This  should  con- 
vince the  farmers  that  there  are  benefits  to  be  derived  through 
organization.  The  lawyers  have  their  Bar  Associations ;  the  doc- 
tors have  their  State  Medical  Associations.  Both  are  looking  af- 
ter their  own  business  interest.  We  have  never  seen  where  the 
lawyers  passed  loud  resolutions  telling  the  people  how  to  avoid 
litigation,  or  the  doctors  "resolute"  how  to  keep  well.  Whatever 
service  any  one  gets  from  these  and  other  professional  men,  they 
rightly  expect  to  pay  charges  fixed  by  co-operation.  Then  without 
any  disrespect  or  harm  to  any  one,  it  is  the  people's  business  to 
avoid  litigation  by  being  careful  of  their  business  interest  and 
likewise  try  to  keep  well  bodily,  mentally  and  financially. 

Remember  that  there  are  as  many  helps  in  a  farmers'  organiza- 
tion to  assist  each  other  in  business  as  there  are  in  organization 
for  any  other  class  whose  profession  is  more  pleasant  and  profita- 
ble, or  whose  hardships  and  burdens  are  greater.  Then  we  have 
in  this  country  railroad  mergers,  telegraph  consolidations,  manu- 
facturing monopolies,  and  abominable  trusts  on  nearly  every- 
thing.   Indeed,  every  interest,  save  that  of  farming,  has  long  been 
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protected  by  mutal  co-operation,  and  in  many  instances  by  legisla- 
tion, while  the  farmers,  the  creators  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
wealth,  remain  comparatively  at  the  mercy  of  others. 

The  Alliance  has  been  an  advocate  of  education  from  the  be- 
ginning of  its  existence;  may  it  continue  to  devote  a  liberal  share 
of  its  energy  and  influence  to  the  problem  of  improving  the 
country  schools.  It  is  time  to  aid  and  urge  the  improvement  of 
country  school-houses,  time  to  advocate  the  payment  of  better 
salaries  and  the  employing  of  thoroughly  equipped  teachers. 
Millions  are  being  given  to  colleges  and  universities,  while  the 
primary  schools  are  languishing.  Classical  education  is  on  a 
firm  basis  and  is  capable  of  taking  care  of  itself  by  endowments 
and  other  contributions  and  appropriations.  We  should  patronize 
and  encourage  the  colleges  whenever  possible;  for  the  average 
college  man  has  great  advantages  over  the  average  non-college 
man,  if  his  mind  is  clear  on  the  importance  of  work  and  he  has  a 
sound  character  and  good  common  sense.  But  country  people 
should  be  more  concerned  about  primary  education,  for  without 
this  there  cannot  be  higher  education.  They  should  also  see  that 
their  children  have  the  advantage  of  good  school-houses  well-fur- 
nished, good  books,  competent  teachers  an  the  inspiration  of  in- 
telligent interest.  The  movement  for  the  consolidation  of  rural 
schools,  now  authorized  and  made  possible  for  many  States,  did 
not  begin  too  soon  and  should  be  encouraged,  wherever  practica- 
ble, by  all  true  Alliancemen.  All  the  people  should  work  together 
to  give  every  child  in  their  respective  communities  a  high-school 
education.  The  man  who  sends  his  children  away  from  home  for 
schooling  they  might  get  in  his  township,  is  advertising  the  fact 
that  he  and  his  neighbors  are  lacking  in  ability  or  energy  to  do 
what  they  should  for  their  children  and  home  interest.  Such 
men  are  doubly  burdened;  they  pay  taxes  to  support  inferior 
schools  and  the  greater  cost  of  educating  their  children  away 
from  home. 

The  time  has  come  for  communities  to  undo  their  purse-strings 
and  co-operate  for  the  good  of  their  children  and  the  building 
up  of  their  respective  communities  by  establishing  a  centre  for 
the  intellectual  and  social  life  of  widened  neighborhoods.  To  this 
end  it  would  be  well  for  Sub  Alliances  to  devote  more  time  and 
attention  to  public  social  gatherings,  picnics  and  township  meet- 
ings under  any  well-arranged  program.  Such  meetings  would 
have  great  influence  to  promote  co-operation  on  educational  lines, 
and  would  extend  the  acquaintance  of  Alliance  members  and 
others  with  all  the  people  in  a  considerable  radius ;  and  also  in  a 
great  measure  break  down  the  unsatisfactory  moral  and  selfish 
conditions  that  are  creeping  upon  the  people,  which  is  the  influ- 
ence of  the  great  greed  and  corruption  heretofore  mentioned. 

It  is  clear  to  the  mind  of  every  intelligent  farmer  that  with 
the  scarcity  of  labor,  must  come  intensive  cropping  and  the  use 
of  improved  implements  and  machinery.  The  ambition  to  own 
and  cultivate  broad  acres  is  an  American  weakness.  The  farmers 
had  as  well  be  planning  to  draw  in  their  acres  and  at  the  same 
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time  double  those  that  are  cultivated  by  making  them  deeper  and 
richer.  "It  has  been  said  that  increasing  acres  makes  one  a 
larger  land-holder;  improving  the  quality  of  acres  by  supplying 
their  needs  makes  one  a  landlord."  Twice  the  yield  to  the  acre 
would  more  than  thribble  the  profits  with  little  more  investment. 
When  an  acre  is  made  to  double  its  product,  the  investment  and 
care  have  not  increased  in  the  same  proportion.  A  hint  to  the 
wise  who  know  better  than  they  practice  should  be  sufficient. 

I  leave  the  details  of  executing  changes  and  improvements, 
that  must  come  sooner  or  later,  to  your  better  judgment,  accord- 
ing to  circumstances  and  conditions.  Every  farmer  should  keep 
posted  and  take  advantage  of  whatever  the  State  offers  through 
the  Agricultural  Department,  that  is  calculated  to  improve  his 
lands  and  stock,  and  cheapen  the  cost  of  production,  taking  care 
never  to  go  largely  beyond  his  means  on  the  experiment  and 
recommendations  of  any  individual  or  agricultural  department. 

The  Progressive  Farmer,  the  Alliance  organ,  is  doing  much 
for  the  Order  and  should  have  your  hearty  support,  not  only 
by  subscribing  and  extending  its  circulation,  but  members  should 
contribute  articles  for  its  columns  on  every-day,  practicable  sub- 
jects, and  give  full  reports  of  all  meetings,  that  it  may  be  of 
greater  service  in  educating  the  people  to  the  necessity  of  or- 
ganization, and  to  advance  agriculture  and  good  citizenship. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  devising 
some  plan  to  have  the  work  of  reorganizing  Alliances  pushed 
with  more  life  and  activity. 

In  conclusion,  brethren,  we  welcome  you  as  representatives  of 
the  oldest,  and  one  of  the  most  honorable  vocations  of  men.  The 
work  and  responsibilities  of  this  annual  session  rest  upon  you. 
Let  peace  and  harmony  prevail  in  all  your  deliberations,  and  may 
the  desire  to  advance  the  best  interest  of  the  Alliance  inspire 
your  actions  during  the  session. 

On  motion,  the  President's  address  was  accepted  and  ordered 
furnished  to  the  press  for  publication. 

Hours  of  meeting  were  fixed  as  follows :  Meet  at  8.30  a.  m., 
adjourn  for  dinner  at  12.30  p.  m. ;  reconvene  at  3  p.  m.,  adjourn 
at  will  for  supper,  and  reassemble  at  8  p.  m. 

The  Alliance  adjourned  till  3  p.  m.

Bro.  J.  C.  Bain,  of  Cumberland,  then  submitted  the  Lecturer's 
report : 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Alliance : 

Brethren: — About  the  first  day  of  January,  Bro.  IT.  M.  Cates 
and  I  met  the  Executive  Committee  at  Headquarters  and  were 
instructed  by  them  to  go  into  the  lecturing  field  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, and  make  a  house-to-house  canvass,  that  being  deemed  the 
most  effective  way  of  reaching  the  people. 

I  went  to  Columbus  County  and  began  work  about  the  middle 
of  January,  and  remained  there  about  two  weeks,  and  succeeded- 
in  reorganizing  three  Sub  Alliances.  I  also  visited  all  the  work- 
ing Alliances  in  the  county.  I  was  taken  sick  with  "grip"  about 
the  first  of  February,  which  prevented  me  from  engaging  in  fur- 
ther active  work  in  the  field.  However,  later,  I  visited  Harnett 
County  and  did  some  effective  work. 

Brother  Cates  did  effective  work  in  several  counties,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  reorganization  of  many  Sub  and  County  Alliances. 

The  house-todiouse  canvass,  recommended  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  is,  in  my  judgment,  the  most  effective  plan  for  reor- 
ganizing the  Alliance. 

Allow  me  to  again  urge  the  importance  of  increasing  the 
lecture  work.  Its  importance  cannot  be  over-estimated.  It  is 
the  foundation  of  all  effective  work.  Begin  the  work  at  once 
and  push  it  before  the  chilling  blasts  of  winter  set  in.

M.  Cates  then  made  a  verbal  report  of  the  work  done 
by  him  in  the  lecture  field. 

Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  then  read  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer : 

PEPORT    OF    SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Alliance : 

As  your  Secretary  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  a  decided 
advance  in  the  spirit  of  reorganization  of  the  Alliance  over  that 
of  the  past  several  years.  The  lecture  system  reinaugurated  last 
winter  has  indeed  proven  to  be  the  right  step.  The  reports  from 
Brothers  Bain  and  Cates  have  been  full  of  interest,  and  as  a 
result  of  their  labors,  counties  are  represented  here  to-day  that 
have  not  been  before  for  years.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  with 
Brother  Cates  at  the  reorganization  of  Franklin  County  Alliance, 
and  it  was  an  inspiring  scene  to  see  nearly  a  hundred  enthusias- 
tic Alliancemen  representing  thirteen  Sub  Alliances  in  that 
meeting.

Brother  Cates'  success  in  Granville,  Vance  and  Nash  was  very 
decided.  Brother  Bain  labored  in  the  southern  tier  of 
counties,  and  reorganized  several  Subs  there.  He  will  tell  you  of 
these  in  his  report,  as  will  also  Brother  Cates,  of  the  counties  in 
which  he  labored. 

By  invitation,  I  visited  the  County  Alliances  of  Cumberland 
and  Columbus  Counties.  At  both  meetings  the  attendance  was 
good  and  the  enthusiasm  growing.  I  advise  that  the  lecture 
system,  as  inaugurated,  be  continued,  and  that  the  Executive 
Committee  authorize  a  loan  from  the  funds  of  the  State  Business 
Agency  sufficiently  large  to  push  the  work. 

I  regard  this  an  auspicuous  time  for  the  Alliance  and  the  out- 
look exceedingly  encouraging. 

I  have  conferred  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, Brother  Denmark,  and  we  decided  that  a  departure  from 
our  regular  custom  at  the  State  meeting  might  be  welcomed  by 
the  brethren,  and  prove  not  only  interesting,  but  instructive  to 
the  brethren  who  come  here  from  the  different  sections  of  the 
State. 

We  have  set  aside  to-morrow,  Wednesday,  to  keep  "open-house," 
and  have  invited  the  public  and  speakers  for  the  occasion.  The 
program  will  be  an  interesting  one.  Addresses  will  be  made 
by  the  following  well-known  gentlemen:

E.  Maddry,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
for  Orange  County — subject:  "The  Bural  Schools  of  North 
Carolina." 

Hon.  E.  L.  Daughtridge,  of  Edgecombe  County,  who  will  speak 
on  the  "Need  and  Importance  of  Organization  Among  the 
Farmers." 

Dr.  B.  W.  Ivilgore,  State  Chemist,  who  will  speak  on  "Restora- 
tion and  Maintenance  of  Soil  Fertility." 

Dr.  F.  L.  Stevens,  of  the  A.  and  M.  College,  will  discuss 
"Plant  Improvement." 

We  will  also  have  addresses  by  Bros.  H.  M.  Cates,  W.  A.  Gra- 
ham, and  others,  whose  talks  I  am  sure  will  be  appreciated  by  this 
body  and  the  visitors. 

We  are  assured  the  attendance  will  be  large  if  the  weather  is 
favorable. 

We  are  hoping  this  feature  will  be  so  productive  of  good  that 
its  continuance  at  the  State  meeting  will  be  demanded  and  looked 
forward  to  with  increased  interest. 

We   should   all   feel   encouraged,  and  when   we   return  to   our 
homes  put  into  successful  operation  some  of  the  many  helpful 
siiggestions  that  I  am  sure  will  be  made  at  this  meeting,  for  the 
reorganization  of  the  Alliance  in  every  section  of  the  State.

REPORT    OF    BUSINESS   AGENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Alliance: 

Brethren: — It  is  with  pleasure  that  at  this  meeting  of  the  State 
Alliance  I  am  permitted  to  report  to  you  more  business,  except 
in  shoes,  through  the  Agency  within  the  past  year,  than  for  any 
year,  save  one,  since  I  have  been  your  State  Business  Agent. 

I  attribute  the  increase  in  business  done  through  the  Agency 
to  two  causes,  to-wit:  Better  prices  for  produce  sold  by  the 
farmers  and  removal  of  the  office  to  Raleigh,  where  it  is  in  close 
touch  with  the  business  world.  I  cannot  say  how  much  of  this 
increase  is  due  to  either  cause,  but  nevertheless  am  gratified  to  re- 
port it.  However,  it  is  but  just  to  say  the  increase  in  business 
has  not  met  the  increased  expense,  supposing  the  business  done, 
if  the  office  had  remained  here,  to  be  the  same  it  was  last  year. 
Had  the  office  remained  here  it  might  have  been  more  or  it 
might  have  been  less  than  last  year,  I  cannot  say,  neither  can  I 
say  what  influence,  if  any,  the  office  being  in  Raleigh  has  had  in 
the  increased  interest  manifested  in  the  Alliance  in  many  sec- 
tions. I  leave  this  question  for  the  Executive  Committee  and 
this  body  to  pass  upon. 

I  feel  that  in  another  year  business  will  be  better  than  during 
this  year,  for  as  new  Alliances  are  reorganizing — as  they  surely 
will  be  unless  you  refuse  to  send  lecturers  into  the  field — interest 
in  the  Agency  will  increase  and  new  patrons  will  be  added.  If  the 
brethren  who  are  here  will,  when  they  go  to  their  homes,  speak 
to  the  brethren  of  the  advantages  of  the  Agency,  they  may  be 
helpful  in  increasing  its  usefulness.  Its  effectiveness  in  helping 
the  brethren  cannot  be  utilized  except  as  they  take  hold  of  it. 

Wishing  you  a  profitable  meeting,  and  hoping  this  is  the  be- 
ginning of  a  brighter  day  for  the  Alliance,  I  am,

I  recommend  that  the  $350.00  North  Carolina  4  per  cent  bonds 
of  earnings  be  applied  to  the  mortgage  on  Headquarters,  and  that 
the  Trustee  be  directed  to  so  invest  and  apply  receipts  from  the 
earnings  as  they  accumulate  above  expenses. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  Trustee's  term  of  office  begin  No- 
vember 1,  after  election.  It  is  not  advisable  that  the  funds  should 
be  brought  to  the  session  of  the  Alliance.  In  case  of  re-election, 
he  cannot  arrange  his  bond  at  this  time,  nor  can  his  successor, 
if  a  change  be  made.  This  gives  a  quarter  to  arrange  matters, 
as  was  found  expedient  and  done  in  the  case  of  the  State  Busi- 
ness Agent  early  in  our  history.

Secretary  Parker  then  read  a  letter  from  Bro.  D.  N.  Hunt,  of 
Granville  County,  on  the  tobacco  situation. 

Bro.  John  Graham  offered  a  resolution,  which  was  amended  by 
Bro.  C.  H.  Poe.  The  amendment  was  accepted,  and  after  dis- 
cussion by  brethren  T.  B.  Parker,  John  Graham,  I.  W.  Green,  J. 
C.  Bain,  T.  N.  Allen,  H.  M.  Cates,  J.  M.  Mitchell,  T.  P.  Johnston, 
and  others,  was  unanimously  adopted  as  follows: 
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Whereas.  The  present  low  prices  of  leaf  tobacco  seriously 
concerns  the  financial  condition  of  many  of  our  brethren;  now 
be  it  resolved  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Farmers'  Alliance 
in  Annual  Convention  assembled  at  Hillsboro : 

First.  That  according  to  our  judgment  there  is  no  cause  for 
the  great  fall  in  the  price  of  leaf  tobacco  other  than  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  American  Tobacco  Company  and  the  Imperial  To- 
bacco Company  of  Great  Britain. 

Second.  That  we  do  hereby  respectfully  petition  Governor 
Charles  E.  Aycock,  through  joint  action  with  the  Executives  of 
South  Carolina  and  Virginia,  to  use  his  best  endeavors  to  induce 
the  President  of  the  United  States  to  enforce  any  law  in  exist- 
ence for  the  suppression  of  monopoly  in  the  purchase  of  tobacco. 

Third.  That  in  our  judgment,  with  the  present  outlook  for 
high-priced  cotton,  the  American  Tobacco  Company  would  not 
put  the  price  of  leaf  tobacco  below  the  cost  of  production  at 
this  time,  but  for  the  deliberate  determination  on  its  part  to 
force  warehousemen  and  independent  buyers  to  sell  at  a  ruinous 
sacrifice  their  present  holdings  of  tobacco. 

Fourth.  That  the  President  of  this  body  appoint  a  committee, 
with  authority  to  join  with  the  Tobacco  Growers'  Association  and 
all  other  parties  interested  in  calling  a  convention  of  tobacco 
farmers  to  take  action  in  regard  to  the  decline  in  the  price  of 
leaf  tobacco. 

Fifth.  That  we  recommend  united  action  on  the  part  of  our 
farmers,  merchants,  of  all  classes,  warehousemen,  bankers  and 
capitalists  to  protect  this  leading  agricultural  industry  from 
destruction  at  the  hands  of  this  giant  monopoly  and  trust. 

Sixth.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  his 
Excellency,  Governor  Charles  B.  Aycock,  for  his  consideration, 
and  that  copies  be  furnished  the  press  of  the  State  for  publica- 
tion. 

As  directed  by  Section  4,  President  Fleming  then  appointed 
the  following  committee  to  confer  and  act  with  other  tobacco 
growers:    John  Graham,  T.  B.  Parker,  I.  M.  Green,  J.  E.  Person. 

Maj.  W.  A.  Graham  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Section  7  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund  article 
of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  years, 
in  line  three :  "Term  to  commence  November  1  after  election," 

This. resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  which  made  a  favorable  report,  and  was  adopted. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Bain  reported  the  formation  of  a  voluntary  insurance 
association  in  Cumberland  County  Alliance,  each  member  paying 
$1.00  on  the  death  of  any  member. 

Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  after  discussion  by  brethren  T.  B.  Parker,  W.  A. 
Graham,  J.  C.  Bain,  A.  F.  Howard  and  John  Graham : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina 
feels  that  it  should  condemn  the  action  of  the  last  Legislature  in 
refusing  to  make  an  appropriation;  and  refusing  the  credit  of 
the  State  in  procuring  a  loan  for  the  building  of  an  Agricultural 
building  at  the  A.  and  M.  College  at  Raleigh,  1ST.  C. 

2.  We  further  condemn  the  action  of  that  Legislature  in  re- 
quiring the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$12,000  to  complete  the  unfinished  buildings  now  in  course  of 
erection  at  said  college  before  they  were  permitted  to  take  money 
from  the  funds  (a  tax  on  farmers  only)  to  build  said  agricultural 
building. 

3. v  That  we  ask  the  next  Legislature  to  right  the  wrong  and 
injustice  wrought  upon  the  farmers  of  the  State  in  the  above 
particular  by  appropriating  from  the  general  funds  of  the  State 
a  sum  sufficient  to  erect  said  building.

Brief  talks  were  made  by  Maj.  W.  A.  Graham,  R.  H.  Lane,  J.  C. 
Bain,  H.  C.  Gill,  J.  M.  Mitchell,  I.  M.  Green,  and  others. 

J.  M.  Mitchell  offered  the  following  resolution,  and  the  rules 
being  suspended,  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  a  body,  do  return  our  thanks  to  the  dif- 
ferent railroads  for  their  reduced  rates  to  and  from  the  State 
Alliance.  J.  M.  MITCHELL. 

A  paper  on  agricultural  problems  was  read  by  T.  N.  Allen,  of 
Orange  County. 

The  Alliance  then  adjourned  until  8.30  Wednesday  morning. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  12,  1903. 

The  Alliance  assembled  at  8.30,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
President  Fleming. 

The  following  committee  was  announced  to  consider  the  matter 
of  calling  a  convention  of  tobacco  farmers:  John  Graham,  T.  B. 
Parker,  I.  M.  Green  and  J.  E.  Person. 
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Dr.  C.  W.  Burkett,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  «>n  Lecturing, 

made  a  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  suggestions 
made  in  Secretary  Parker's  report,  notably  this:  "I  advise  that 
the  lecture  system,  as  inaugurated,  be  continued,  and  that  a  loan 
from  the  profits  of  the  State  Business  Agency  be  made  sufficiently 
large  to  push  the  work." 

After  discussion  by  Dr.  Burkett,  J.  M.  Mitchell,  J.  C.  Bain, 
J.  W.  Denmark,  W.  A.  Graham,  C.  H.  Poe,  II.  C.  Gill,  T.  B.  Park- 
er, the  recommendation  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Alliance  adjourned  at  9.40  to  meet  in  open  session  at  11 
a.  m. 

At  11  a.  m.,  Bro.  W.  A.  Graham  took  the  chair.  After  the 
choir  rendered  "America,"  Rev.  C.  E.  Maddry  led  in  prayer. 
Major  Graham  then  introduced  the  first  speaker,  Dr.  Chas.  W. 
Burkett,  who  spoke  on  "Agricultural  Education." 

Rev.  Chas.  E.  Maddry  then  made  an  interesting  address  on 
"The  Rural  Schools  of  North  Carolina." 

Hon.  E.  L.  Daughtridge  was  next  called.  "The  Need  and  Im- 
portance of  Organization"  was  the  subject  of  his  paper. 

Dr.  B.  W.  Kilgore  followed  in  an  instructive  address,  "Restor- 
ing and  Maintaining  Soil  Fertility." 

Recess  for  dinner. 


Open  Session — Afternoon. 

After  announcement  by  Mr.  E.  L.  Daughtridge  in  regard  to  the 
meeting  at  Rocky  Mount  of  the  Farmers'  Protective  Association, 
Dr.  E.  L.  Stevens,  of  the  A.  and  M.  College,  discussed  "Plant 
Improvement."  Maj.  W.  A.  Graham  and  H.  M.  Cates  followed 
in  brief  talks  on  Alliance  and  agricultural  topics.

RULES  OF  ORDER  OF  AN  ALLIANCE. 


Section  1  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisel y  at  the  hour 
appointed  for  (h*>  opi'llingof  tlic  Alliance,  and  shall  immediately  call  the 
niemhers  In  order. 

Sec  2.  The  I'resident  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  hall;  lie 
may  designate  any  member  I o  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair;  he  may 
preserve  strict  order  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Alliance. 

Skc  3.  All  committees  shall  he  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  I.  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  receive  recognition  by 
the  Chair  shall  speak  first,  bill  when  t  wo  or  more  members  tise  at  the 
same  time  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

Skc  5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question, 
nnr  more  than  ten  minutes,  unless  by  consent  of  the  body,  and  shall  be 
confined  to  the  question  under  discussion,  and  shall  avoid  personalities. 

Skc.  (»  Any  question  may  be  discussed  in  open  Alliance  in  a  non-parti- 
san and  non-sectarian  sense. 

Sk<\  7.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  question  under 
consideration,  which  may  be  stated  by  the  I'resident  or  Secretary. 

Skc.  s.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question.  The 
President  shall  decide  as  to  its  advisability  subject  to  appeal,  as  in  the 
questions  of  order. 

Sec,  0,  Kvcry  member  present  when  the  question  is  put  shall  vote 
unless  excused  by  the  vote  of  the  body. 

Skc  n».  W bile  the  I'resident  is  stating  the  question  or  addressing  the 
body,  no  one  shall  walk  across  the  ball,  and  while  a  member  is  speaking 
no  one  shall  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the  Chair.  No  member  or 
other  person  shall  go  to  and  remain  at  the  Secretary's  desk  when  the 
yeas  and  nays  are  being  taken  or  ballot  counted,  except  the  Secretary  and 
his  assistants. 

Skc.  II.  All  resolutions  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
author.  When  such  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  and  shall  have  been 
stated  by  the  Chair,  it  is  then  the  property  of  the  house  and  can  not  be 
withdrawn  without  the  consent  of  the  house 

Skc.  12.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  to  postpone,  to  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  of  each  other  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  arranged. 

Skc.  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  but  being  decided  in 
the  negative  shall  not  be  again  entertained  until  some  motion,  call  or 
order  shall  take  place.  The  motion  to  adjourn,  take  recess,  to  lay  oil  the 
table,  to  take  from  the  table,  and  all  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of 
business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Sec.  14  No  motion  or  proposition  differing  from  the  subject  under 
consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Sec.  15.   If  any    member,   in   speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the 
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Hillsboro,  N.  0.,  August  9,  1904. 

The  State  Alliance  met  in  annual  Session,  President  John 

Graham  in  the  chair.     All  the  officers  were  present.     After 

the  regular  opening  exercises  the  roll  of  counties  was  called, 

and  the  following  counties  were  represented  by  delegates  as 

follows :

Did  you  not  establish  a  Railroad  Commission?  and  as  a  result  comfortable 
waiting  rooms  have  been  built  (it  most  stations,  and  there  is  promise  of 
greater  benefits  in  the  future. 

TKANSI'OHTATIOX    I'HOItl.KMs. 

No  public  question  concerns  you  more  than  that  of  transportation. 
Some  one  has  said  that  "  lie  who  controls  the  transportation  of  i  country 
controls  that  country  "  Your  forefathers  projected  a  great  railroad  system 
for  North  Carolina.  That  system  was  built  by  the  State  and  its  citizens, 
but  its  control  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  aliens.  And  the  little  rem- 
nant that  is  left— extending  from  Goldsboro  to  Menu  fort  — so  greedy  are 
the  corporations  for  it  that,  not  content,  with  what  they  already  have, 
they  even  dare  to  invade  the  Temple  of  Justice  to  deprive  North  Carolina 
of  her  own  property.  Thank  (tod  we  have  a  Governor,  bred  on  a  farm, 
aideil  by  a  Chief  Justice,  hied  on  a  farm,  who  lias  convinced  Federal 
officials  that  North  Carolina  "knows  her  rights,  and  knowing,  dares 
maintain  them." 

As  a  body  you  made  t  he  effort  to  prevent  I  he  lease  of  t  he  North  Carolina 
Railroad  l.'useemly  haste  on  the  part  of  the  State  directors,  without 
waiting  for  the  sanction  of  the  private  stockholders,  thwarted  your 
wishes.  Ynii r  representative  obtained  from  the  State  Sunrcme  Conn, 
through  his  counsel,  lion.  |)|ivid  Scheiick.  with  the  consent  of  the 
Attorney"*  Senernl  of  North  Carolina,  permission  to  bring  suit  "to  vacate 
the  charter  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  or  such  other  relief  as  the 
courts  would  see  lit  to  grant.''  Judge  Schenck  explained  to  your  repre- 
sentative that  no  effort  would  be  made  to  vacate  the  charter,  but  under 
the  clause,  "such  other  relief  as  the  courts  would  see  tit  to  grant."  he 
would  attack  the  validity  of  the  lease  To  the  surprise  of  Judge  Schenck 
and  your  representative  the  words  "such  other  relief  as  the  courts  would 
see  (it  to  grant"  were  left  out  of  the  papers  turned  over  to  your  repre- 
sentative and  by  him  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Wake  county. 
The  Attorney-General  was  earnestly  besought  to  allow  the  suit  to  be 
brought  in  accordance  with  the  permission  granted  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  but  he  persistently  refused.  Acting  under  the  advice  of  Judge 
Schenck.  and  apprehensive  that  a  suit  simply  to  vacate  the  charter  might 
result  disastrously  to  the  State's  interests  in  the  property,  the  suit  was 
withdrawn.  A  suit  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  legality  of  the  lear-e 
was  instituted  in  Guilford  county  and  an  irrevocable  power  of  attorney 
bad  been  obtained  from  the  owner  of  a  share  of  stock  on  which  this  suit 
was  brought.  Without  notice  to  Judge  Schenck  the  owner  of  this  share 
of  stock  came  to  Greensboro  and  entered  what  is  called  a  ''  niraxil" 
(  whatever  that  is),  and  thus  we  were  thwarted  again.  The  gentlemen  who 
made  the  ninety-nine  years'  lease  thoroughly  protected  the  financial 
interest  of  the  State;  the  percent,  of  interest  is  good  but  the  valuation 
of  the  property  is  low.  An  abortive  effort  was  made  by  our  present 
Executive's  predecessor  to  annul  the  least.  A  suit  was  instituted  by  the 
Southern  Railway  to  restrain  the  directors  of.  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 
from  interfering  with  the  lease.     This  suit  was  withdrawn,  the  Southern

could  and  winning  the  praise  of  its  creditors,  the  great  majority  of  whom 
willingly  accepted  new  bonds  from  the  State  in  place  of  the  old.  or  money 
on  the  basis  of  the  compromise  agreed  upon.  The  State's  interest  in  the 
North  Carolina  Railroad  was  pledged  as  security  on  some  of  the  bonds 
issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad.  The  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  has  decided  that  North  Carolina  can  be  sued  by 
the  State  of  South  Dakota  on  account  of  these  bonds,  given  to  the  State 
of  South  Dakota  by  parties  who  could  not  themselves  bring  suit,  t litis 
doing  indirectly  what  could  not  be  done  directly.  Judgment  has  been 
rendered  against  the  State.  Resistance  in  every  way  possible  should  be 
made  against  the  payment  of.  this  judgment.  You  should  make  your 
candidates  for  the  Legislature  pledge  themselves  to  oppose  the  reopening 
of  the  State's  settlement  of  its  debt.  Our  Senators  and  Representatives 
in  Congress  should  bring  this  violation  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution 
on  the  part  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  the  attention  of  the  Congress  of  the 
States. 

In  my  judgment  the  validity  of  the  lease  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 
has  never  been  fairly  passed  upon.  It  has  been  charged  that  the  original 
decision  was  a  political  decision  brought  about  by  personal  ambition  on  the 
part  of  one  member  of  the  court  and  personal  friendship  for  that  member 
on  the  part  of  another  member  of  the  court.  The  dissenting  opinion  of 
Judge  By  mini  is  regarded  by  some  of  our  ablest  lawyers  as  founded  on  the 
true  principles  of  right  and  justice.  So  important  do  I  regard  the  con- 
tinued ownership  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  the  Atlantic  at.d  North 
Carolina  Railroad  that  I  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  an  extract  from  the 
learned  judge's  dissenting  opinion  ; 

"It  is  clear,  and  not  denied,  that  the  power  to  lease  is  not  one  of  the 
powers  incidental  to  the  existence  of  this  corporation,  and  that  it  must  be 
an  express  power  conferred  in  the  charter  itself.  The  defendant,  however, 
claims  that  this  express  power  to  lease  is  found  in  the  19th  section  of  the 
charter,  which  is  as  follows:  Section  It).  'That  the  said  company  may, 
when  they  see  lit,  farm  out  their  right  of  transportation  over  said  railroad 
subject  to  the  rules  above  mentioned.'  In  the  opinion  of  the  court  it  is 
held,  that  the  power  to  farm  out  the  right  of  transportation  over  a  road  is 
the  power  to  lease  the  road  itself,  and  under  this  limited  and  specific  grant 
that  the  company  can,  in  the  words  of  the  deed  of  lease,  'demise,  let,  hire 
and  farm  out  the  entire  railroad  with  all  its  franchises,  rights  of  transpor- 
tation, works  and  property,  including  its  superstructure,  road-bed  and 
right-of-way,  depot  houses,  shops,  buildings,  fixtures,  engines,  cars,  and 
all  franchises  belonging  thereto.'  To  me  this  appears  to  be  an  immense 
structure  erected  upon  a  slender  foundation,  and  needs  a  single  decision  or 
authority  to  maintain  it.  A  right  of  transportation  over  a  road  is  one 
thing,  and  the  road  itself  with  its  engines,  shops  and  property  is  certainly 
another,  and  these  can  no  more  be  confounded  than  rent  can  be  with  the 
land  out  of  which  it  issues.  One  is  the  right  of  passage  over  the  corpus, 
the  other  is  the  corpus  itself." 

It  would  not  now  be  wise,  and  perhaps  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  South- 
ern Railway  Company,  to  attempt  to  annul  their  lease  of  the  North  Carolina 
Railroad,  but  it  should  be  made  unlawful,  if  it  is  not  so  now  by  common 
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office,  The  clause  forbiddidg  the  voter  to  tie  debarred  from  holding  office 
on  account  of  color  or  previous  condition  of  servitude  was  stricken  out, 
and  then  the  Fifteenth  Amendment  was  adopted  by  Congress  and  submitted 
to  the  States  for  ratification.  This  exclusion  of  unfit  persons  from  holding 
office  was  common  in  England  for  centuries.  It  takes  time  for  race 
development. 

Excuse  the  time  I  have  taken  in  discussing  transportation  and  labor,  Of 
the  highest  importance  to  you  is  the  education  of  your  children.  Your 
school  terms  should  he  lengthened,  your  districts  consolidated  as  much  as 
possible,  and  compulsory  education  enforced  between  the  ages  of  eight  and 
twelve.  To-morrow  you  u  ill  have  the  pleasure  of  listening,  on  this  sub- 
ject, to  that  finished  scholar.  Professor  Joyncr,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  the  Hon.  Charles  P..

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RKPORT  OF  BUSINESS  AGENT. 

T<>  the  Officer*  and  Member*  of  the  Farmers'  Stni>-  Alliance: 

Biiktiikks  —  In  making  this,  my  seventh,  report  in  ynu  it  is  gratifying 
to  be  libit-  to  stair  that  the  volume  of  business  done1  through  the  Agency 
bus  been  larger  for  the  yeah  just  ending  than  it  has  been  for  several  years, 
though  not  yet  nearly  as  large  as  it  should  be.  The  Business  Agency  was 
established  for  the  benefit  of  the  brethren,  but  they  can  get  most  benefits 
from  it  by  using  it. 

I  shall  be  glad  indeed  if  some  plan  can  be  suggested  by  which  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Alliance  can  be  brought  into  closer  relationship  with  the 
Business  Agency,  lam  not  rinding  fault  with  or  blaming  any  one,  but 
am  anxious  to  see  the  brethren  benefitted  as  much  an  possible 

I  realize  that  there  are  more  stores  than  formerly,  and  that  they  are  con- 
veniently located,  and  also  that  many,  if  not  all  of  them,  are  selling  goods 
With  only  a  small  margin  of  profit.  These  conditions  naturally  take  the 
trade  that  would  otherwise  come  to  the  Business  Agency.  One  thing  that 
has  to  some  extent  detracted  from  the  volume  of  business  that  I  probably 
would  have  done  was  the  failure  of  the  grocery  house  in  Richmond  with 
which  I  dealt,  and  the  failure  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  with  some 
other  wholesale  grocery  house  in  that  city.  But  with  the  growth  of  our 
business  I  think  I  will  again  be  able  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for 
groceries,  either  in  Richmond  or  Norfolk. 

I  have  also  been  at  a  disadvantage  in  rilling  orders  for  wagons.  For  the 
last  several  months  the  factory  from  which  I  buy  wagons  has  been  in  liti- 
gation, but  it  is  now  in  good  shape  and  running  with  increased  output. 

There  are  still  unsold  a  few  pairs  of  our  make  of  shoes  that  should  be 
soltl  at  once.  These  shoes  are  offered  ul  a  greatly  reduced  price  to  close 
out  the  stock. 

Wishing  you  a  pleasant  ami  profitable  meeting,  and  hoping  you  may 
inaugurate  some  plan  by  which  the  farmers  of  the  .State  may  be  brought 
in  closer  relationship  with  each  other  and  be  materially  strengthened  and

Morning  Skssion,  August  10,  1904. 

At  8:45  a.  m.  the  Alliance  was  called  to  order  by  Presi- 
dent Graham.  The  minutes  of  yesterday's  meeting  were 
read  and  approved. 

Bro.  II.  I).  Egerton  introduced   the  following  resolution: 

Recognizing  that  an  educated  rural  population  is  essential  to  tbe  success 
of  any  farmers'  organization,  »s  well  as  all  other  progressive  movements 
in  our  Slate;  he  it 

Ivsoh-fil.  1.  That  t lie  North  Carolina  Farmers' State  Alliance  most  earn- 
estly commends  the  campaign  tor  better  and  longer  public  schools,  and  we 
urge  the  Suit-Alliances  to  engage  actively  in  this  work  for  the  upbuilding 
of  our  country  districts. 

Itrxolrrtt,  2  That  we  especially  commend  the  movement  for  teaching 
agriculture  in  the  public  schools,  thus  giving  our  profession  new  dignity 
and  standing,  and  we  call  upon  our  brethren  to  see  that  this  plain  provision 
of  the  law  is  enforced  in  every  coi  ntry  school. 

On  motion,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  resolution 
unanimously  adopted. 

Dr.  R.  II.  Speight  then  introduced  a  resolution  for  the 
repeal  of  the  Crop  Lien  law.  After  considerable  discussion 
the  resolution  was  defeated.

Wiiekkas  the  cotton  crop  of  the  South  is  its  chief  money  crop;  and 
VViikkkas  it  has  been  fully  demonstrated  by  last  year's  prices  that  the 
systematic  marketing  of  the  crop  is  productive  of  good  prices,  and,  in  the 
judgment  of  our  best  and  most  practical  cotton  farmers,  is  theonly  feasible 
plan  by  which  we  can  regulate  juices;  and 

Whereas  the  present  government  reports  indicate  a  large  crop  this  fall, 
and  already  prices  of  cotton  have  materially  fallen  on  account  of  the  sup- 
posed large  crop,  and  that  buyers  arc  not  eager  to  take  cotton  at  present 
prices;  therefore  be  it 
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Agency,  to  make  arrangements  with  the  umnufacturcrsof  our  brands  of 
fertilizers  to  keep  the  same  on  sale  itt  every  point  where  they  have  an 
agent  for  the  mile  of  fertilizer*,  and  m  points  where  the  manufacturers 
have  in»  agent  for  the  sale  of  the  Alliance  brands  of  fertilizers  that  the 
Secretary  Business  Agency  arrange  to  till  orders  direct  from  the  manufac- 
turers for  the  same. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 
The  Alliance  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 


Night  Session,   Augcst  10.   100J.

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  protests 
against  Hie  action  of  i he  lust  General  Assembly  in  forcing  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  to  contribute  $10,000  annually  from  the  fertilizer  tonnage  tax 
—  a  tax  levied  exclusively  on  farmers  —  for  the  general  running  expenses 
of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College.  We  insist  that  the  agricul- 
tural department  of  the  College  shall  have  its  full  proportion  of  the  funds 
contributed  by  State  and  National  Governments  jointly  for  agricultural 
and  mechanical  education,  and  that  any  funds  taken  from  the  fertilizer  tax 
on  farmers  should  be  used  only  to  supplement  and  extend  the  agricultural 
department  of  the  College  after  this  department  has  received  its  full  share 
of  State  and  National  appropriations. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  presented  and  unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  month  of  January  be  set  apart  as  Progressive  Farmer 
month,  in  which  special  effort  shall  be  made  by  the  various  Sub  Alliances 
to  extend  the  circulation  of  our  State  organ  among  Allianeemen  and  others, 
our  membership  and  the  management  of  the  paper  co-operating  to  this 
end. 

On  motion,  the  Programme  Committee,  consisting  of  Poe, 
Stevens,  Burkettand  Parker,  was  re-elected  for  another  year. 
Dr.  R.  H.  Speight  was  appointed  as  Legislative  Committee 
of  the  Alliance. 

After  singing  "  Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds,"  and  prayer 
by  Bro.  Denmark,  Acting  Chaplain,  the  Alliance  adjourned.

proposed  the  people  of  North  Carolina  can  be  protected  by  our  Railroad 
Commission  from  unjust  impositions  on  the  part  of  alien  corporations  and 
our  own  city  of  Beaufort  made  the  great  port  that  our  forefathers  contem- 
plated. We,  however,  would  not  shut  our  eyes  to  any  abuses  in  the  present 
management,  but  would  urge  a  stricter  supervision  of  its  alTairs  on  the 
part  of  our  people  and  public  officials. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  Brethren  Parker,  Den- 
mark and  Poe  were  appointed  a  special  committee  to  notify 
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Resolved,  1.  That  we,  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina, 
recommend  the  co-operation  of  all  fanners  and  farmers' organizations  in 

the  marketing  of  the  cotton  crop. 

Resolved,  2.  Tliat  we  consider  the  warehouse  plan  that  has  been  suggested 
as  the  most  feasible  yet  offered:  therefore  recommend  its  adoption  by  our 
people. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  recommend  holding  fanners'  meetings  in  all  the 
cotton-growing  counties  to  discuss  the  situation  and  adopt  the  warehouse 
or  some  other  method  calculated  to  maintain  fair  prices  for  the  crop. 

Resolved,  I.  That  we  endorse  the  movement  to  have  a  Cotton  Farmers' 
Convention  in  St.  Louis,  and  urge  as  many  <>f  our  people  as  conveniently 
can  to  attend  that  convention;  and,  further,  the  appointment  of  a  suitable 
number  of  delegates  to  said  convention  by  this  State  Alliance. 

Resolved,  5.  That  we  pledge  our  hearty  support  and  co-operation  with 
any  organization  whose  objects  are  to  promote  the  agricultural  interests  of 
our  country  in  maintaining  prices  of  farm  products  and  bringing  about 
concert  and  unity  of  action  among  the  farmers. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  Vice-President  H.  D.  Eger- 
ton,  Secretary  T.  B.  Parker  and  Dr.  \\.  H.  Speight  were 
named  as  delegates  to  the  St.  Louis  meeting. 

(  mi  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  State  Alliance  pay  the 
board  of  all  delegates  present.

Whereas  there  is  complaint  from  members  of  the  Alliance  that  they 
can  not  procure  the  Alliance  brands  of  fertilizers  and  acid  phosphate  from 
dealers  in  fertilizers;  therefore 

Resolved,    That  this   body   instruct  T.    B.    Parker,   Secretary    Business 
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Whereas  the  convict  labor  of  the  State  has  for  years  been  employed  in 
contlict  with  the  agricultural  interests  in  the  production  of  cotton  and 
other  products:  therefore  he  it 

Remlred,  1st.  That  the  Edgecombe  County  Farmers' Alliance  urges  upon 
the  memhers  from  their  county  of  the  next  Legislature  to  formulate  some 
plan  or  method  whereby  the  State  convicts  may  he  employed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  commercial  fertilizers,  to  the  end  that  all  farmers  may  be 
benefitted  thereby. 

Resolved,  2nd.  That  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina  at  its 
annual  meeting  be  requested  to  unite  with  our  County  Alliance  in  its  peti- 
tion in  the  interest  of  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  above  resolution  was 
as  follows: 

The  committee  having  considered  the  resolution  recommended  by  Edge- 
combe County  Alliance  report  that  the  measures  proposed  by  that  body  be 
endorsed,  and  that  they  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  with 
instructions  that  that  committee  urge  upon  the  nextCencral  Assembly  the 
passage  of  the  suggestions  into  a  law;  and  that  convicts  not  necessary  for 
the  manufacture  of  guano  be  employed  upon  the  public  roails. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  as  a  substitute  for  the 
above  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Fanners'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina  protests 
against  the  employment  of  State  convicts  in  competition  with  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  the  State,  and  we  urge  their  employment  in  building 
roads  or  some  other  similar  work,  allowing,  however,  a  part  of  the  convicts 
to  raise  food  crops  for  the  remainder. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  J.  M.  Mitchell, 
and  the  rules  being  suspended,  was  put  on  its  immediate 
passage: 

RpKohed,  1.  That  the  Evecutive  Committee,  President  of  the  State  Alliance 
and  Secretary-Treasurer  is  hereby  selected  a  committee  to  see  if  they  ban 
buy  a  permanent  home  in  Raleigh  on  or  near  the  grounds  of  the  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College  and  there  erect  a  suitable  building  for  our 
yearly  meetings. 

Risolred,  2.  And  if  so,  they  are  instructed  to  sell  this  property  and  invest 
as  much  of  the  proceeds  as  is  necessary  for  same,  and  the  remainder  shall 
be  invested  in  whichever  way  they  think  best:  Provided,  the  matter  be  first 
submitted  to  the  County  Alliances  for  ratification. 

Adopted  by  a  vote  of  18  to  4. 

Maj.  W.  A.  Graham  moved  that  a  legislative  committee 
be  appointed  as  a  permanent  committee  of  this  body.

As  your  State  Lecturer  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  this  has 
been  a  year  of  marked  success  ami  progress  for  strengthening  and  reor- 
ganizing the  Alliance.  About  the  tirstof  September  lust  Bro.  T.  B  Parker 
aDd  I  went  to  Edgecombe  county  and  pitched  our  tent,  and  in  less  than 
three  weeks  Edgecombe,  as  an  Alliance  county,  ranked  among  the  first  in 
the  SUite.  From  here  the  work  began  to  spread.  Martin,  Pitt,  Greene, 
Halifax,  Stanly,  Chatham  and  Robeson  followed  Cumberland,  Sampson 
and  Alamance  have  been  greatly  revived.  Upon  the  whole  we  have 
abundant  reason  to  be  encouraged  and  press  forward  with  greater  energy. 
I  predict  for  next  year  even  greater  victory.  I  think  it  necessary  now  to 
guard  our  doors  more  carefully  than  ever  before.  Itcst  assured  the  Farm- 
ers' Alliance  is  here  and  here  to  stay.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY-TREASURER. 
To  the  Officers  and  Member*  of  the  Farmer*'  State  Alliance: 

Bkktiikkn — I  congratulate  yon  on  the  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering 
of  Allianccmen  who  have  already  assembled  at  this  meeting  of  the  State 
Alliance.  There  arc  several  counties  represented  al  tliis  meeting  thai  have 
not  been  with  ns  in  years,  and  unless  there  comes  a  great  change  over  the 
farmers  of  North  Carolina  there  will  be  still  more  present  at  your  next 
State  meeting  than  are  at  this. 

You  have  made  no  mistake  in  reviving  the  lecture  system  nor  in  the  man 
you  have  sent  out  as  your  State  lecturer.  His  report  will  tell  you  what  he 
bas  accomplished,  and  if  he  was  to  make  no  report  whatever  there  are  those 
here  who  can  tell  you  of  the  work  he  has  done  in  their  counties. 

The  spirit  of  reorganization  is  abroad  throughout  the  State,  The  fann- 
ers are  beginning  to  realize  the  necessity  of  reorganization.  Nearly  every 
week  I  receive  letters  asking  for  some  one  to  "come  over  and  help  us,"  or 
for  information  how  to  reorganize  the  Alliance  among  themselves. 

At  the  recent  Farmers*  Convention  held  at  the  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical College,  nearly  every  speaker  laid  stress  upon  the  importance  of 
organization.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  harvest  is  now  ready  and  that 
there  can  be  a  great  ingathering  of  our  best  farmers  into  the  Alliance  if 
proper  organizers  are  sent  into  the  field.  We  have  stood  still  and  waited 
for  this  opportunity;  let  us  stand  still  no  longer,  hut  go  about  the  work  of 
gathering  recruits  into  the  Alliance.  The  people  are  ready ;  why  should 
we  longer  stand  still  and  see  their  enthusiasm  wane  and  dieY 

IlKrnMM  KMi.vTIONH. 

I  recommend  that  a  competent  committee  of  three  or  live  he  appointed 
to  revise  our  constitution.  In  my  opinion  several  changes  could  be  made 
that  would  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Alliance, 

There  is  much  work  to  be  done  at  this  meeting,  and  I  am  confident  it 
will  be  done  witli  an  eye  single  to  the  best  interests  of  the  farmers  of  the 
State  and  the  Alliance. 

There  has  come  to  me  a  partial  proposition  from  representatives  of  the 
Lutheran  Evangelical  Church  to  buy  the  Alliance  property  here  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  negro  college.  I  suggest  you  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  take  this  matter  under  advisement. 

I  also  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  to  report  a  year  hence, 
as  to  the  advantages  and  desirability  of  the  Alliance  forming  a  union,  or 
in  some  way  co-operate,  with  some  other  agricultural  organization. 

My  financial  report  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
that  committee  will  make  it  a  part  of  Its  report. 

Again  congratulating  you  on  increased  interest  In,  and  the  substantial 
growth  of,  the  Alliance,  I  am,  fraternally,

follows: 
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or  statute  law,  for  franchises  to  l>c  granted  by  State,  county  or  municipal 
boards  for  a  period  of  time  beyond   their  tenure  of  office  without  the 

sanction  by  ballot  of  the  tax-payers  interested. 

Tin;  i. Alton  qirKSTlos. 

You  are  greatly  interested  in  the  labor  question.  It  is  patent  to  all  tliat 
labor  is  becoming  more  inefficient  and  higher  priced.  Skilled  artisans  are 
becoming  scarce.  Unless  there  is  a  decided  change  in  the  character  ana 
efficiency  of  skilled  mechanical  labor  in  the  rural  districts  this  department 
of  labor  will  be  forced  into  the  hands  of  white  contractors  by  the  job  and 
carpentry  by  the  day  will  almost  cease  As  to  agricultural  labor,  the  negro 
is  to  acertain  extent  indispensable.  Owing  to  the  elllux  from  the  country 
to  the  towns  of  our  own  State,  and  to  the  cities  of  the  North,  the  quantity 
of  labor  has  been  diminished.  This  deficiency  must  be  supplied  by  im- 
proved machinery,  ami  for  the  use  of  this  machinery  your  own  sons  must 
be  trained  and  induced  to  stay  on  the  farm.  The  inefficiency  of  a  'urge 
part  of  our  labor  results  from  various  causes.  One  cause  i>  the  idleness  of 
worthless  boys  and  men  in  our  towns  and  around  the  railroad  depots  An 
efficient  vagrant  law  ought  to  he  passed  and  enforced.  Another  reason  is 
the  impression  prevalent  among  t lit*  negroes  that  they  are  not  well  paid, 
failing  to  realize  that  the  furnishing  of  dwelling,  fuel  and  garden  patch 
make  up  a  good  portion  of  the  difference  in  wages,  and  that  a  laborer  at 
the  North  is  required  to  do  a  great  deal  more  work  than  is  required  here 
for  our  servants.  Another  reason  is  dissatisfaction  on  account  of  being 
deprived  of  the  ballot  and  the  unnecessary  abuse  of  the  race  as  a  whole  on 
the  part  of  many  of  our  white  people  who  do  not  feel  jn  their  hearts  many 
of  the  roiiL'h  things  they  say  and  write.  This  dissatisfaction  can  he  over- 
come in  time  by  just  and  kind  treatment  that  has  always  characterized  the 
great  majority  of  our  Southern  people,  as  manifested  by  our  taxing  our- 
selvis  in  our  poverty  immediately  after  the  war,  and  giving  the  negro  a 
fair  chance  to  obtain  an  education.  It  would  mark  a  sad  decadence  in 
Christian  philanthropy  on  our  part  if  in  this  day  of  our  prosperity,  blessed 
as  we  have  been  by  a  kind  and  beneficent  Providence  in  so  many  ways,  if 
we  refuse  to  the  negro  the  benefits  he  now  receives  from  our  public 
schools  The  negro  is  not  here  of  his  own  volition;  he  is  tractable,  and  is 
the  best  labor  we  can  get.  His  course  during  the  Civil  War  should  never 
be  forgotten  by  our  people.  He  is  hereto  stay.  Christianity  forbids  his 
annihilation,  lie  has  a  destiny  to  fulfill  —  perhaps  to  Christianize  Africa. 
Unfit  for  self-government,  much  less  is  he  fit  for  the  government  n!  white 
men.  Hut  let  us  not  cultivate  race  prejudice,  but.  as  we  have  in  the  past, 
show  ourselves  the  negro's  best  friend.  The  light  of  franchise  is  denied 
him  on  account  of  his  ignorance  and  natural  unfitness,  for  which  he  is. not 
responsible.  Let  us  hold  out  to  him  the  hope  that  when  he  acquires  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  property  on  which  he  will  pay  taxes  that  the  franchise  will 
not  be  denied  him,  and  in  reference  to  the  educational  qualifications  for  n 
voter,  make  them  applicable  to  both  raees  alike.  He  should  not  be  allowed 
to  hold  office  over  white  men.  The  Fifteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  conferred  the  right  to  vote  and  not  to  hold  office. 
The  amendment,  when  tiist  prepared,  conferred  the  right  to  vote  and  hold 
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Railway  paying  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  State.  Tims  ended  (lie 
fight  against  the  lease,  the  directors  of  the  Noith  Carolina  Railroad 
agreeing  not  to  interfere  with  the  lease,  but  the  preamble  to  the  resolution 
passed  recited  that  no  right  of  the  State  of  North  Ca.olina  in  any  respect 
was  waived.  This  preamble  the (tovernor  insisted  should  not  he  changed 
in  any  respect,  asserting  that  it  in  no  way  affected  the  right  of  a  State 
Legislature  to  annul  the  lease. 

LEASING   THE   ATLANTIC   AND   SOUTH   CAROLINA    I(A  II.IIOAIi. 

Now  this  matter  lias  been  brought  to  your  attention  for  the  purpose  of 
endeavoring  to  induce  you  to  petition  our  present  Executive  not  to  lease 
the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad.  With  that  road  in  the  hands 
of  the  State,  by  an  extension  to  Xorlina  or  Henderson,  our  Railroad 
Commission  can  regulate  freight  charges  within  our  State.  Beaufort  can 
be  made  a  great  city.  The  road  can  be  put  in  first-class  condition  by 
convict  labor  and  the  right  of  transit  fanned  out  at  a  reasonable  rate  to 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  and  to  the  Southern.  The  State  can  still  operate 
its  own  trains.  If  the  Interstate  Commission  is  unable  to  protect  us  from 
impositions  by  outside  corporations,  merchandise  could  he  shipped  to 
Beaufort  and  thence  distributed.  The  possibility  of  this  being  done  is, 
in  my  judgment,  one  of  the  main  reasons  that  the  attempt  was  made  to 
wrest  the  property  from  the  State  ami  force  its  sale  or  lease.  The  State 
of  New  York  dug  the  Krie  canal  and  by  means  of  it  secured  cheap  trans- 
portation. Its  canal  charges  for  years  have  been  nominal,  and  last  year, 
by  an  immense  majority,  the  people  of  New  York  voted  $10U,000.(HH)  to 
enlarge  the  canal.  Why  should  not  convict  labor  be  used  on  this  road 
belonging  to  the  State  when  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  was  built 
in  great  measure  by  convict  labor  and  the  State  never  received  any  pay 
therefor,  or  very  little  at  least?  The  interest  of  private  stockholders 
should  be  considered,  but  how  much  have  they  been  considered  by  the 
corporations  owning  ami  operating  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  and 
the  Seaboard  system?  The  State  owns  about  three  fourths  of  tin- stock 
of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina,  the  counties  own  a  good  deal,  and 
the  rest  of  the  stock  (not  amounting  to  one  fourth)  is  owned  by  other 
parties.  How  much  is  owned  by  original  stockholders  I  do  not  know. 
The  State  can  afford  to  guarantee  to  these  private  stockholders  '2  or  2i  per 
cent,  dividend  rather  than  put  her  citizens  in  the  power  of  the  syndicate 
controlling  both  the  Southern  and  the  Seaboard  and  dominating  the 
Const  Line.  The  Coast  Line  deserves  well  of  the  State.  It  has  built  a 
great  many  branch  lines  and  developed  the  eastern  section  of  the  State 
The  other  roads  have  absorbed  the  roads  built  by  the  people  of  the 
State. 

KKOI'KNINO    THE    STATK's    DKJIT. 

In  connection  with  the  lease  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  is  t lie  re- 
opening of  the  settlement  of  the  State  debt.  Our  State's  credit  lias  been 
good.  After  the  war  between  the  States  our  impoverished  people  left  for 
a  while  the  management  of  public  affairs  to  carpet  baggers  and  scalawags, 
aided  and  abetted  by  some  of  our  own  citizens.  When  these  were  hurled 
from   power  the  State  compromised  its  debts,  agreeing  to  pay  all  that  It 
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vene  at  3  i.  m.;  adjourn  for  supper  at  will,  and  reassemble 

at  8  p.  m. 

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  nf  the   Farmer*'   Alliaiiw: 

Allow  me  to  congratulate  you  that  we  meet  at  this  our  annual  session 
under  such  favorable  auspices.  Prejudice  towards  the  Alliance  seems  to 
be  disappearing  by  degrees,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  farmers  of  North 
Carolina,  and  not  only  of  North  Carolina  but  of  the  whole  I'nited  States, 
at  no  distant  date  will  be  found  again  united  and  striving  for  the  dissem- 
ination of  their  views  in  reference  to  the  basic  principles  of  sound  gov- 
ernment as  established  by  our  forefathers  and  embodied  in  our  motto, 
"Equal  rights  to  all  and  special  privileges  to  none." 

It  is  claimed  by  some  that  you  have  no  right  to  discuss  matters  other 
than  those  pertaining  to  agriculture,  and  that  effort  on  your  part  to  have 
a  voice  in  reference  to  the  monetary  affairs  of  this  country,  or  in  reference 
to  charges  for  transportation,  is  presumptuous,  and  can  result  only  in 
harm  to  your  own  interests  and  those  of  the  country  at  large.  The 
"business  interests"  of  this  country  must  be  considered  at  all  times, 
and  the  agricultural  classes,  composing  three-fourths  of  our  citizenship, 
and  paving  directly  ami  indirectly  the  bulk  of  taxes,  and  in  time  of  war 
furnishing  the  rank  and  tile  of  our  armies,  their  interests  are  not  to  be 
considered  business  interests  when  they  come  in  conflict  with  the  great 
money  power  as  represented  by  the  railroads,  national  banks  and  trusts. 
Men  of  your  class  settled  this  country,  chared  its  forests,  drove  buck  the 
wild  savage,  grappled  with  the  crowned  ruler  of  the  greatest  empire  on 
earth  and  established  your  country's  independence  and  proclaimed  in 
terms  of  thunder  that  "taxation  without  representation  is  unjust." 
Controlled  and  governed  in  great  part  by  Southern  farmers  and  their 
sons,  these  I'nited  States  prospered  as  never  a  country  prospered  before. 
Politicians  precipitated  the  war  between  the  Slates  The  farmers  of 
North  Carolina  did  all  that  they  could  to  prevent  that  unfortunate  fratri- 
cidal conflict,  but  when  the  Abolitionists  of  the  North  and  the  Seces- 
sionists of  the  South  precipitated  that  terrific  battle  between  the  white 
American  of  the  South  aixl  the  white  American  of  the  North,  the  farmers 
of  America  furnished  the  bulk  of  those  who  served  in  the  ranks,  and 
with  their  fellow  copatriots  of  all  classes  placed  America  upon  the  pinnacle. 
of  nations. 

Now,  are  you  not  vitally  interested  in  other  things  than  the  mere  pro- 
duction of  crops?  Are  you  not  concerned  as  to  whether  this  Fall  you 
shall  receive  ten  cents  for  your  cotton  or  eight?  Are  not  the  manufac- 
turers thoroughly  organized  both  in  this  country  and  upon  the  European 
continent,  and  if  they  combine  will  not  yon  cotton  farmers  be  as  helpless 
as  your  brother  tobacco  farmers  are  to-day  unless  yon  thoroughly  organ- 
ize? Are  yon  not  interested  in  longer  school  terms  for  the  education  of 
your  children?  When  you  were  well  organized  did  you  not  have  a  potent 
influence  in  the  establishment  of  the  State  Normal  and  Industrial  College 
and  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College?  Did  yon  not  reduce  the 
rate  of  interest  to  ti  per  cent,  in  spite  of  the  cry  that  you  would  drive 


rules  of  order,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  the  member 
to  order,  and  the  member  called  to  or4rr  shall  take  his  seat,  if  required 
by  the  President,  until  the  question  of  order  is  decided.  All  questions 
of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair  without  debate,  subject  to  appeal 
to  the  house.  No  member  shall  speak  on  the  appeal  more  than  once, 
and  only  rive  minutes,  unless  by  leave  of  the  body,  except  the  party 
appealing  may  speak  twice. 

Sec.  16.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed 
by  such  members  as  concur  therein,  and  the  report,  with  the  names  of 
the  members  signing  the  same,  shall  be  read  at  the  Secretary's  desk  by 
the  Secretary  or  the  member  making  the  report  without  a  motion. 

Sec.  17.  Cushing's  Manual  and  Law  of  Legislative  Assemblies  shall  be 
received  as  the  rule  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  rules.

President  John  Graham  then  read  the 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Representatives  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance:— Allow  me  to  congrat- 
ulate you,  my  brethren,  on  the  promising  outlook  for  our  Order  for' 
the  future  and  the  increase  of  membership  during  the  past  year. 
The  necessity  of  organization  of  farmers  for  their  own  protection  is 
manifest.  This  fact  has  been  emphatically  emphasized  by  the  .-uc- 
cess  of  the  Cotton  Growers'  Asociation  in  resisting  the  efforts  of 
New  York  speculators  to  force  the  price  of  cotton  to  five  cents  or 
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less.  This  Association  through  the  intelligent  efforts  of  those 
worthy  gentlemen,  Messrs.  Jordan  and  Cheatham,  not  only  thwarted 
the  speculators  in  their  selfish  designs  of  robbing  you  of  your  hard 
earnings,  but  have  exposed  the  rottenness  of  our  agricultural  statis- 
tical reports,  and  the  disclosures  made  in  this  department  will 
doubtless  lead  to  closer  examinations  of  the  other  executive 
departments. 

A  Chart  Which  Would  Guide   Roosevelt  Safely. 

Allow  me  further  to  congratulate  you  and  the  American  people 
that  there  sits  in  the  Presidential  chair  a  man  pure  in  private  life 
and  fearless  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  who  will  not  allow  scoundrels 
to  go  unwhipped  of  justice.  God  grant  that  he  may  probe  deep 
into  all  the  departments  of  government  and  let  out  the  corruption 
that  is  sapping  the  life  of  the  Republic.  And  let  us  pray  that  he 
may  use  the  power  vested  in  him  to  protect  his  people  from  the 
galling  oppression  of  aggregated  capital  and  the  insolent  defiance 
of  law  and  justice  on  the  part  of  labor  agitators.  "Equal  justice 
to  all,  special  privileges  to  none,"  the  motto  of  the  Farmers' 
Alliance,  is  the  chart  that  will  safely  guide  Mr.  Roosevelt  through 
the  perils  that  beset  his  ship  of  state  and  will  anchor  him  in  the 
harbor  of  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen  alongside  Washington,  Jef- 
lerson  and  Lincoln. 

The  reports  of  your  various  officers  will  be  submitted  to  you,  and 
deserve  and  will  doubtless  receive  your  careful  consideration. 

Railroads   and   the   Public. 

Since  your  last  meeting,  and  in  opposition  to  your  expressed 
wishes,  the  lease  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  Railroad  has  been  consummated. 
This  action  on  the  part  01  our  State  officials  was  brought  about  by 
the  active  efforts  of  many  of  the  best  men  along  the  line  of  said 
road,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  the  successful  operation  of  this  road 
was  to  a  great  degree  handicapped  by  the  unfortunate  lease  of  the 
North  Carolina  Railroad,  for  which  lease  our  late  Governor  and  his 
advisers  were  in  no  way  responsible.  It  is  my  individual  opinion, 
and  I  have  the  backing  of  that  distinguished  jurist,  Judge  Bynum, 
that  neither  lease  is  in  accordance  with  law  or  justice. 

It  may  be  that  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  incapable  of 
managing  railroads  built  by  themselves  for  the  development  of 
their  own  State  and  for  their  own  convenience.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  they  will  see  to  it  tnat  the  rates  for  transportation  are  reason- 
able and  that  the  convenience  of  our  own  people,  who  built  the 
roads,  will  be  consulted  in  the  running  of  trains.  There  should  not 
be  that  hostility  towards  railroads  manifested  by  juries  in  render- 
ing verdicts  for  fictitious  damages  in  suits  brought  on  commission, 
but  the  corporations  have  themselves  to  blame  for  this  alienation 
on  the  part  of  their  best  patrons.  The  refusal  to  pay  just  dam- 
ages until  forced  by  law,  the  contemptuous  treatment   of  shippers, 
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the  refusal  and  successful  resistance  of  paying  taxes  on  a  fair 
valuation  of  their  appropriated  property,  the  wholesale  distribution 
of  passes  to  physicians  and  lawyers  as  their  employes,  and  espec- 
ially the  belief  that  all  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  will 
accept  them,  can  secure  passes  or  their  equivalent,  have  prejudiced 
the  minds  of  the  bulk  of  the  people.  To  remove  this  well-founded 
suspicion  on  the  part  of  the  public,  and  as  a  slight  "rebate'  for  past 
exemptions  from  fair  taxation  on  their  property,  and  a  modest 
acknowledgement  of  the  fact  that  they  are  in  possession  of  millions 
of  property  for  whicu  the  State  and  the  citizens  thereof  have 
received  no  adequate  value,  a  proposal  on  the  part  of  the  corpora- 
tions controlling  the  various  systems  of  railroads  in  North  Carolina 
that  their  charters  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  the 
executive  State  officers,  judges  of  Superior  and  Supreme  Courts,  and 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  during  its  sessions,  and  the 
Corporation  Commissioners  during  their  term  of  office  should  have 
the  right  to  ride  on  all  passenger  trains  within  the  borders  of 
North  Carolina  (all  damages  in  case  of  accident  to  be  waived  by 
these  officials  for  themselves,  heirs  and  assigns),  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  State  and  to  the  railroads. 

These  views  may  be  criticised  as  out  of  place  in  a  farmers' 
convention,  but  you,  and  not  Jones,  pay  the  freight.  The  corrup- 
tion proceeding  from  the  corporations  in  securing  favorable  legisla- 
tion and  preventing  legislation  adverse  to  their  interests  has  a 
most  baneful  effect  upon  the  body  politic.  You  are  intensely  inter- 
ested in  freight  charges.  There  is  little  profit  to  you  in  making 
railroads  pay  unreasonable  damages  for  injuries  done  to  careless 
persons,  frequently  trespassers  upon  their  right-of-way,  while  they 
have  the  power  to  re-imburse  themselves  by  a  change  of  classifica- 
tion of  some  article. 

Social  Features  of  the  Alliance. 

Let  me  urge  upon  you  the  cultivation  of  the  social  feature  of  our 
Order.  One  of  the  greatest  waves  of  educational  progress  was  set 
in  motion  by  the  Alliance  in  its  palmy  days  when  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  the  better  educated  farmers  came  in  contact  with 
their  less  fortunate  sisters  and  infused  into  them  the  hope  and 
desire  for  better  opportunities  for  themselves  and  for  their  children. 
All  honor  to  the  men  who  have  gone  up  and  down  throughout 
North  Carolina  urging  you  to  educate  your  children,  but  the  bur- 
den and  responsibility  is  yours.  You  are  not  paupers.  You  have 
learned  that  "hog  and  hominy  must  be  raised  at  home,"  and  you 
are  doing  it,  and  to-day  the  farmers  of  North  Carolina  are  finan- 
cialy  better  off  than  at  any  time  since  the  war  of  the  sixties. 

Country   High  Schools  Favored. 

It  is  your  duty  to  tax  yourselves  locally  and  thus  supplement  the 
State's  provision  for  the  education  of  your  children;    for  without 
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co-operation  on  your  part  your  public  school  system  will  never  be  a 
success.  You  should  establish  in  every  county  at  the  most  suit- 
able place  a  free  "high  school"  worthy  the  name,  where  the  boys 
and  girls  may  be  thoroughly  prepared  for  college.  This  high  school 
could  and  would  furnish  the  majority  of  your  local  school  teachers. 
It  is  the  State's  misfortune  that  so  many  of  our  youth  go  to  col- 
lege unprepared,  becoming  matriculates  but  not  graduates.  A 
larger  per  cent  of  freshmen  should  become  seniors  at  all  of  our 
colleges.  The  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  established  by 
your  efforts  is  doing  a  .great  work;  its  halls  are  overcrowded;  its 
professors,  I  am  sure,  feel  themselves  handicapped  by  the  lack  of 
preparation  on  the  part  of  many  of  their  pupils.  What  is  the 
remedy?  The  public  county  high  school,  free  to  the  poorest  so  far 
as  tuition  is  concerned,  has  not  been  provided  for,  and  will  not  be 
until  you  demand  it  in  earnest.  Our  boarding  schools  for  boys 
make  a  specialty  of  preparation  for  university  and  the  denomina- 
tional colleges  are  full  to  overflowing. 

An   Auxiliary  Agricultural   School. 

No  school  is  a  special  feeder  to  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College.  Would  it  not  be  wise  to  propose  to  the  trustees  of  the  A. 
&  M.  College  that  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  practicable  and  desirable 
to  establish  an  auxiliary  agricultural  school  that  we  will  grant  them 
the  use  of  this  beautiful  site  already  equipped  with  necessary 
buildings,  and  this  fertile  farm  of  146  acres  for  an  indefinite  or 
definite  period,  rent  free,  provided  they  keep  it  in  repair,  pay 
taxes  and  insurance,  and  allow  us  its  use  for  our  annual  meeting 
in  August? 

It  would  be  well  for  you  to  appoint  a  suitable  commitee  to  draft 
an  official  petition  from  this  body  to  the  Congress  of  our  country 
in  favor  of  the  Appalachain  Reservation  Bill  now  pending.  Nor 
would  it  be  unwise  to  adopt  a  resolution  recommending  the  admis- 
sion free  of  duty  of  coal,  logs  of  wood,  and  undressed  lumber. 
The  denudation  of  our  forests  is  appalling,  and  while  such  legisla- 
tion would  be  injurious  to  a  portion  of  our  people,  the  benefit  to 
the  great  majority  is  incalculable.  Hoping  that  our  annual  session 
may  be  both  profitable  and  pleasant  and  that  the  blessing  of 
Almighty  God  may  rest  upon  you  and  our  country,  I  close  this,  my 
last  address  to  you.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance: 

Brethren: — In  making  my  report  at  this,  the  19th  annual  session 
of  the  State  Alliance,  I  congratulate  you  on  the  era  of  good  will 
and  fellowship  among  the  farmers  of  North  Carolina,  and  especially 
upon  the  bright  prospects  before  the  Alliance  in  this  State. 

The  organization  has  taken  on  new  life,  the  fire  having  been  re- 
kindled upon  the  altars  of  many  hearts  within  the  past  year. 

The  reports  coming  to  my  office  show  a  decided  increase  in 
membership  and  they  further  show  that  in  many  instances  these 
recruits  are  coming  from  among  our  very  best  and  most  progres- 
sive farmers.  Also  I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  young  men,  the 
future  hope  of  our  country,  in  many  sections  of  the  State  are  com- 
ing into  the  Alliance  and  thus  early  in  life  learning  the  advantages 
and  real  pleasures  of  fraternal  fellowship  and  association. 

The  present  is  an  auspicious  time  for  the  Alliance.  We  should 
take  no  step  backward,  but  rather  we  should  move  boldly  for- 
ward. Let  us  in  deed  and  in  truth  show  to  the  whole  people  that 
the  Alliance  stands  for  something  definite,  stands  for  progress  and 
high  ideals,  stands  for  everything  that  goes  to  make  the  farmers 
of  our  State  an  influential,  prosperous,  happy  and  united  people. 

The  advantage  of  organization  and  co-operation  has  again  been 
proven  within  the  last  twelve  months.  At  your  last  State  meet- 
ing you  appointed  three  delegates  to  attend  a  meeting  of  cotton 
farmers  and  business  men  interested  in  the  development  of  the 
cotton  industry  of  our  country  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  At  that 
meeting  the  initial  step  was  taken  to  advance  the  price  of  cotton 
and  in  that  way  add   millions   of  dollars   to  the   permanent   pros- 
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perity  and  wealth  of  the  South.  Later,  when  the  price  of  cotton 
was  threatened  to  be  carried  to  a  point  below  the  cost  of  production 
a  similar  meeting  of  cotton  farmers  and  business  men  was  called 
to  meet  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  It  was  the  privilege  and 
pleasure  of  your  Secretary  to  attend  both  these  meetings.  The 
determination  that  was  unmistakably  written  upon  the  faces  of  the 
persons  attending  the  New  Orleans  meeting  acted  as  an  inspira- 
tion to  form  a  closer  relationship  between  the  farmers  of  the 
South  for  their  own  mutual  protection  and  benefit.  How  well  they 
have  succeeded  has  been  attested  by  the  rise  in  the  price  of  cotton 
from  6  cents  per  pound  in  January  to  eleven  cents  per  pound  in  July. 
The  members  of  the  Alliance  in  this  State  have  stood  nobly  by 
the  purposes  of  that  convention  and  will  continue  to  stand  for 
everything  that  elevates  and  helps  the  farmers  of  this  fair  land  of 
ours. 

At  this  session  of  the  State  Alliance  I  earnestly  desire  this  body 
will  inaugurate  some  plan  that  will  speedily  bring  before  the 
farmers  of  the  State  the  advantages  the  Alliance  offers  them  as  a 
farmers'  organization.  The  State  is  the  field,  the  harvest  is 
plenteous,  only  the  workers  are  lacking.  Let  us  find  strong,  cour- 
ageous, earnest  workers  who  will  go  into  the  field  and  present  to 
the  farmers  the  advantages  of  the  Alliance,  offering  to  them  the 
opportunity  to  join  us  in  our  endeavors  to  uplift  and  benefit  the 
agricultural  interests  of  our  State.  My  injunction  to  you  is:  Go 
forward.

As  Busines  Agent  Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  then  read  the 
REPORT   OF   THE   BUSINESS   AGENT. 

Brethren: — My  report  as  Business  Agent  of  the  State  Alliance 
is  not  such  a  report  as  I  should  like  to  present  to  you,  unless  it 
could  be  construed  to  mean  that  the  farmers  of  the  State  are  so 
very  prosperous  they  do  not  need  to  purchase  anything.  The  vol- 
ume of  business  done  through  the  agency  is  less  than  that  of 
any  preceeding  year.  With  increased  membership  there  should 
likewise  be  increased  business,  and  it  is  for  us  to  inquire  why 
there  is  not. 

This  decline  in  business  may  be  attributable  to  the  fact  that  our 
farmers  were  holding  cotton  through  the  summer  and  economizing 
as  never  before,  or  trading  entirely  with  their  local  merchant. 
However,  this  condition  of  affairs  should  not  discourage  us,  as  no 
real  progressive  farmer  becomes  discouraged  with  one  failure  in  a 
crop,  but  rather  sets  out  to  do  better  another  year.  So  let  us  take 
on  fresh  courage  and  a  renewed  determination  to  do  an  increased 
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business  another  year.  This  increase  must  come  from  the  members 
of  the  Alliance.  It  is  for  them  individually  to  determine  whether 
the  Busines  Agency  shall  do  a  large  or  a  small  business. 

I  feel  sure  your  executive  committee,  and  your  committee  on 
Business  Agency  will  make  suggestions  and  recommendations  that 
will  result  in  an  increased  business  another  year.  Let  us  all  plan 
for  larger  things  in  every  department  of  Alliance  work  for  the  en- 
suing year.

able to  establish  an  auxiliary  agricultural  school  that  we  will  grant 
them  the  use  of  this  beautiful  site  already  equipped  with  necessary 
buildings,  and  this  fertile  farm  of  sufficient  acres  for  an  indefinite 
or  definite  period,  rent  free,  provided  they  keep  it  in  repair,  pay 
taxes  and  insurance,  and  allow  us  its  use  for  our  annual  meeting  in 
August." 

Adjourning  at  10:30,  the  Alliance  re-assembled  at  11  o'clock  and 
listened  to  an  entertaining  address  by  Prof.  J.  M.  Sharpe,  of  the 
Farmers'  Protective  Association.

We  the  undersigned  delegates  appointed  by  the  last  State  Al- 
liance to  the  Cotton  Growers'  Association  which  met  in  St.  Louis 
the  26th  of  September,  1904,  attended  that  meeting.  Representa- 
tives from  all  cotton  growing  States  were  present.  The  question 
of  establishing  warehouses  for  the  storage  of  cotton  was  discussed 
and  favorably  acted  upon.  The  reduction  of  cotton  acreage  was 
recommended.  S.  J.  F.  Morse,  a  cotton  broker  from  New  York  and 
Mr.  Edmunds,  editor  of  the  Manufacturers'  Record,  Baltimore, 
(which  paper  has  done  a  great  deal  toward  the  development  of  the 
South)  and  cotton  brokers  representing  English  and  Continental 
spinners  offer  money  at  a  very  low  rate  of  interest  if  the  cotton 
farmers  decide  to  establish  warehouses.

CHARTER. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  FARMERS'  STATE  ALLIANCE 
OF  NORTH   CAROLINA   AND   SUB-ALLIANCES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  S.  B.  Alexander,  L.  L.  Polk,  J.  D.  Allen,  Elias 
Carr,  T.  Ivey,  John  S.  Johnston,  D.  Reid  Parker  and  such  others 
as  may  be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorpo-, 
rated  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance  of 
North  Carolina,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall 
and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  alter  or  change  at  will,  and  shall  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  and  of  acquiring,  holding  and  conveying 
real  and  personal  property,  and  shall  also  have  power  to  elect 
such  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  business, 
and  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be 
proper  for  the  government  of  the  corporation;  that  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  and  possess  all  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  conferred  upon  corporations  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
State  as  may  be  necessary,  appropriate  or  convenient  to  the  exer- 
cise of  the  powers  and  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
given  by  this  act,  and  to  the  conduct  and  management  of  its 
business  affairs. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporations  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  by  itself,  or  by  and  through  its  duly 
appointed  agents,  managers  and  servants,  a  mercantile  or  manu- 
facturing business  in  all  branches;  to  erect,  manage  and  operate 
warehouses,  stockyards,  grain  elevators  and  packing  establish- 
ments; to  manufacture  guano  and  other  fertilizers,  and  generally 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  such  enterprises  and  transact  such  bus- 
iness as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  for  its  profit  or  advance- 
ment, or  that  may  contribute  tc  the  accomplishment  of  the  general 
design  and  purpose  for  which  it  is  created,  and  for  which  an 
association  now  existing  in  this  State,  and  known  as  the  "Farm- 
ers'   State   Alliance   of  North    Carolina,"    was   organized. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created  may  adopt  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  association 
known  as  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina,"  and  by 
consent  of  the  said  association  may  become  its  successor,  acquire 
its  rights  and  privileges,  assume  its  liabilities  and  continue  to 
develop  and  execute  its  general  plans  and  purposes,  with  the  right 
to  change,  modify,  enlarge  and  extend  the  same,  so  as  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  and  the  welfare 
and  prosperity  of  the  farmers  and  laborers  of  the  State  and  ?.ll 
persons  engaged  in  agricultural  or  mechanical   pursuits. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation  may  use  and  adopt  such 
means  and  measures  as  may   be  necessary   to  raise   funds  for  its 
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purposes,  and  to  conduct  its  financial  operations,  and  especially 
may  impose  lines,  and  penalties,  and  dues,  and  collect  the  same, 
levy  assessments,  and  provide  for  stock  subscriptions  if  deemed 
advisable. 

Sec.  5.  'That  the  said  corporation  shall,  by  its  proper  officers, 
agents,  managers  and  servants,  exercise  general  control  and  super- 
vision over  the  Subordinate  Alliances  of  the  State  hereinafter 
created  and  incorporated,  and  may  describe  how  the  said  Sub- 
ordinate Alliances  shall  be  represented  in  the  membership,  conven- 
tions and  meetings  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  G.  That  each  County  Alliance  which  has  been  or  may  here- 
after be  organized  is  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  the  particular 
county  in  which  said  Alliance  is  located,  and  under  the  said  name 
and  style  it  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  herein  granted  to  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina,  which  may  be  necessary  to  develop  and  execute  its  plan 
and  purposes,  and  which  shall  not  be  inconsistent  or  in  conflict 
with  those  granted  to  the  said,  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina,  but.  shall  in  all  respects  be  subordinate  and  subservient 
thereto. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  County  Alliance  may  establish,  conduct  and 
prosecute  such  mercantile  and  manufacturing  business  and  such 
other  enterprises  as  will  promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
said  Alliance  and  its  members  in  the  county  in  which  it  is  located, 
and  it  may  adopt  such  a  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  provide  for  such  a  form  of  organization  ,as  may  be 
suited  to  its  wants  and  necessities,  provided  that  the  plans  of 
organization  in  the  several  counties  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as 
possible:  and  for  this  purpose  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  if  it  is 
deemed  necessary,  may  prescribe  a  general  and  uniform  plan  for 
the  organization  of  the  County  Alliances. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Subordinate  Alliances  which  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  organized  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  are 
hereby  created  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  under  such  name  and 
style  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Farmers' 
State  Alliance,  and  under  such  name  and  style  they  shall  severally 
have  and  enjoy  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  this 
act  upon  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  the  County  Alliances, 
and  which  may  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  develop  and  exe- 
cute the  plan  and  purpose  of  this  organization;  and  they  may 
conduct  and  carry  on  within  their  respective  localities,  such  busi- 
ness and  enterprises  as  are  of  the  same  nature  as  those  authorized 
by  this  act  to  be  conducted  and  carried  on  by  the  other  Alliances, 
and  may  adopt  such  plan  of  organization  and  such  constitution 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  suited  to  said  purpose;  provided  that  the 
Farmers'  State  Alliance  hereby  incorporated  may  prescribe  a  uni- 
form plan  for  the  organization  of  said  Alliances,  under  and  by 
which  they  may  be  formed  and  governed. 
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Sec.  9.  Thai  the  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances, 
the  incorporation  of  which  is  provided  for  in  this  act,  may  suc- 
ceed to  the  rights  and  privileges,  adopt  the  present  organization, 
assume  the  liabilities  and  continue  to  develop  and  execute  the 
general  plan  and  purposes  of  the  association  respectively  known 
as  the  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances,  and  in  such 
case  the  said  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances  as  now 
existing  and  organized  under  their  constitution,  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  shall  be  corporate  bodies  and  invested  with  the 
corporate  powers,  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  to  County 
and  Subordinate  Alliances,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Farmers'   State  Alliance. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  three  or  more  members  of  any  one  of  the 
Alliances  hereby  incorporated  may  unite  and  associate  with  them 
any  three  or  more  persons  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
conducting  any  mercantile  or  manufacturing  business  or  enter- 
prise, or  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  any  busi- 
ness of  the  nature  or  character  authorized  to  be  established  and 
conducted  by  the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  and  the  persons 
so  united  and  associated  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  with  such  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  as  are  by  this  act  granted  to  the  corporations  created 
thereby,  and  which  may  be  necessarily  or  adapted  to  the  prosecu- 
tion of  such  business  or  enterprise;  provided  that  the  said  persons 
so  .united  and  associated  shall  first  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  corpora- 
tion is  to  have  its  principal  place  of  business,  article  of  agree- 
ment, as  provided  for  in  chapter  19  of  the  act  of  1SS5;  that  upon 
the  filing  of  such  articles  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are 
provided  for  in  sections  C7S,  679   and  680  of  The  Code. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  other 
chief  officer  in  the  said  several  Alliances  now  existing  in  this 
State,  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  each,  may  immediately 
accept  and  adopt  this  act  of  incorporation,  and  thereupon  they 
shall  severally  be  invested  with  the  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges,  conferred  by  this  act  under  their  present  plan  and  organ- 
ization: Provided,  that  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  said  Alliances  to  accept  this  charter  or  act  shall  not 
affect  or  prejudice  those  which  do  accept,  nor  prevent  them  from 
becoming  incorporated  under  this  act.  and  enjoying  the  rights  and 
privileges   tnerein   conferred. 

Sec.  12.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times  and  ratified  this  the 
7th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889.

The  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of 
North  Carolina  was  called  to  order  by  President  W.  A.  Graham  at 
12  o'clock.

President  Wm.  A.  Graham  then  read  his  address. 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Brethren: — The  growth  of  the  Order  during  the  year  while  not 
what  could  have  been  desired,  is  perhaps  as  much  as  should  have 
been  expected  when  we  consider  the  strenuous  exertions  in  the 
State  in  behalf  of  other  organizations  of  farmers  and  the  still  pre- 
vailing desire  among  mankind  for  "something  new." 

The  Advantages  of  the  Alliance  as  a  Farmers'  Organization. 

The  Alliance  is  a  compact  body  of  permanent  existence  with 
power  to  undertake  any  measure  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
farmer  and  with  machinery  to  perform  the  needed  work  and  raise 
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the  necessary  funds.  Its  superiority  over  the  proposed  new  or- 
ganizations is  easily  seen.  Each  one  of  them  could  in  the  Alliance 
accomplish  not  only  what  they  wish  to  do,  but  much  else  that  they 
can  have  no  power  to  do  until  they  obtain  a  charter  similar  to  that 
of  the  Alliance  and  perfect  a  business  system  of  like  efficiency, 
[f  only  the  price  to  be  obtained  for  cotton,  tobacco,  or  other  farm 
product,  or  to  be  paid  for  fertilizers,  farm  implements  or  other 
goods,  is  the  bond  of  union,  when  the  matter  at  issue  is  satisfac- 
torily arranged  for  a  season,  the  organization  in  effect  disbands. 
The  Alliance  looks  not  only  to  the  financial,  but  also  to  the  mental, 
moral  and  social  conditions  of  the  farmer;  while  always  pre- 
pared to  meet  any  financial  problem  that  may  arise,  it  is  equally 
as  well  prepared  to  aid  any  other  matter  calculated  to  promote  his 
welfare.  There  is  not  a  beneficial  point  it  could  gain  by  uniting 
with  any  other  body,  but  much  that  it  would  lose. 

While  it  confines  membership  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  farm- 
ers, by  virtue  of  its  charter,  it  permits  not  only  an  Alliance  as  a 
body,  but  any  three  of  its  members  to  combine  with  two  or  more 
persons  not  members,  to  conduct  almost  any  business  permitted  in 
the  State,  upon  complying  with  the  legal  .requirements.  This  ren- 
ders membership  of  those  not  connected  with  farming  neither 
necessary  nor  desirable.  The  farmer  does  not  simply,  as  such,  re- 
quest or  expect  membership  in  an  association  of  lawyers,  doctors, 
bankers,  manufacturers  or  other  profession,  and  there  can  be  no 
reason  why  his  calling  should  be  made  an  exception  in  such  mat- 
ter. 

The  other  proposed  organizations  appear  to  me  as  tubs  set  up 
in  sand  without  hoops.  Whatever  you  pour  in  runs  out,  and 
when  yo.u  attempt  to  bind  them,  there  is  no  hoop  or  material  to 
make  one,  and  the  first  thing  that  goes  against  it  knocks  it  into 
pieces. 

No  one  denies  that  the  Alliance  can  accomplish  what  the  farm- 
ers need,  but  the  older  men  who  were  formerly  members  have  in 
the  past  abused  one  another  personally  about,  political  matters  so 
bitterly  that  it  seems  almost  useless  to  look  to  them  in  reorgan- 
izing. This  and  the  poor  return  financially  (at  the  time)  from 
farming,  led  the  young  men  capable  of  leadership  into  other  pro- 
fessions. This  is  changing  now;  the  more  intelligent  condition  of 
our  country  people,  produced  by  the  betterment  of  our  common 
school  system  and  the  education  of  forty  or  more  young  men  from 
the  farms  each  year  at  the  A.  and  M.  College — either  in  regular  or 
"short  course" — is  giving  us  an  agricultural  people  capable  of  un- 
derstanding these  questions;  and  to  them  we  must  appeal  or,  I 
fear,  leave  Ephraim  with  bis  idols. 

Agricultural   Conditions. 

The  cultivation  of  cotton  is  still  the  "craze"  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina farmer  in  suitable  sections,  and  will  continue  to  be  where 
large  farms  are  conducted.  The  North  Carolina  farmer  is  as  well 
skilled  in  his  profession  as  those  in  any  State,  but  increasing  the 
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amount  of  production  almost  solely  by  the  increased  amount  01 
fertilizer,  as  is  now  so  generally  done,  without  regard  to  rotation 
or  the  restoration  of  humus  to  the  soil,  can  but  result  (as  the  cul- 
tivation of  tobacco  under  like  conditions  did  in  ante-bellum  times) 
in  making  these  farms  and  communities  notable  for  poverty  of  land 
with  the  owners  in  large  measure  in  like  condition. 

The  expectation  and  endeavor  to  obtain  release  from  debt  b> 
one  or  two  large  cotton  crops,  and  upon  failure  one  year  believing 
that  '"to-morrow  would  fulfill  the  expectations  of  to-day"  and  a 
repetition  of  the  course,  aided  much  in  producing  the  condition 
that  existed  when  the  Alliance  originated.  Shall  history  repeat 
itself?     I  call  serious  attention  to  this  subject  by  those  concerned. 

The  Neglect  of  the  Corn  Crop. 

This  seems  to  me  in  many  sections  of  the  State  the  greatest 
fault  in  farm  management.  There  is  an  adage  that  "a  man  who 
is  out  of  corn  is  very  apt  to  be  out  of  everything  else,"  and  in 
former  times  when  a  man  wore  his  hat  on  the  side  of  his  head, 
"he  looked  like  a  man  who  had  corn  to  sell" — that  is,  independ- 
ent and  not  obligated  to  other  people.  Sub  Alliances  can  for  the 
coming  year  adopt  for  consideration  no  subject  that  promises  bet- 
ter returns  from  its  solution  than  "the  corn  crop  frorii  seed  to 
market."     With 

"Corn  in  the  crib  money  in  the  pocket, 
A  baby  in  the  cradle  and  a  pretty  wife  to  rock  it," 

the  state  of  every  Allianceman  would  soon  induce  his  neighbor  to 
emulate  his  example,  especially  if  he  had  "meat  in  the  smoke- 
house," and  did  not  have  to  spend  his  cotton  money,  or  more 
probably  give  a  mortgage  on  the  cotton  to  buy  it. 

Such  condition  would  be  much  better  than  that  of  his  neighbor 
who  has  his  cotton  stored  for  a  higher  price,  his  accounts  un- 
settled for  corn  and  meat  and  his  family  needing  not  only  articles 
for  comfort,  but  almost  of  necessity.  I  have  never  seen  in  this 
State  and  permanently  prosperous  farming  on  bought  corn.  Let 
the  supply  of  vegetables,  whether  from  field  or  garden,  have 
proper  attention.  Canned  or  evaporated  fruits  and  vegetables 
are  as  necessary  to  health  and  comfort  as  was  the  dried  or  pickled 
a  few  years  ago,  and  are  more  easily  prepared. 

Do  not  neglect  the  home  surroundings;  see  that  all  progress  up- 
on the  farm  or  matters  pertaining  to  work  is  accompanied  with 
equal  advance  in  things  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  wife,  daugh- 
ter, or  hired  woman. 

Holding  Cotton  for  Better  Price. 

Tf  the  call  to  hold  three  million  bales  had  been  complied  with, 
fifteen  cents  would  have  been  the  price  of  cotton  without  doubt. 
The  price  each  year  could  be  fixed  by  the  farmers  if  they  would  co- 
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operate,  but  they  never  have  (nor  do  I  believe  a  sufficient  number 
ever  will)  to  seriously  affect  the  price. 

Too  many  had  rather  receive  nine  cents  and  get  it  all,  than 
twelve  cents  and  pay  one  cent  to  the  support  of  an  organization  to 
accomplish  it.  They  do  not  mind  any  one  else  making  something, 
but  they  are  determined  no  farmer  shall.  So  far  there  seems  to 
be  enough  of  this  class  to  thwart  all  plans  attempted  for  their  bet- 
terment. Cotton  is  a  good  thing  to  hold  if  you  own  it;  and  there 
will  hardly  be  a  series  of  three  years  that  it  will  not  reach  twelve 
cents,  or  higher.  But  holding  other  people's  cotton  has  caused  the 
loss  of  several  million  dollars  to  farmers. 

The  price  of  cotton  is  determined  by  the  export  demand.  Com- 
parison of  export  and  prices  will  prove  this.  The  amount  sold  this 
year  is  two  million  bales  less  than  the  amount  sold  last  year.  Ex- 
ports are  about  as  much  less  than  those  of  last  year;  and  there  is 
not  the  advance  in  price  that  a  diminutive  of  one-fifth  should 
make. 

The  export  demand  seems  in  the  same  way  to  effect  the  price 
or  market  of  manufactured  goods.  To  aid  the  sale  of  the  manu- 
facturer, Congress  has  passed  a  law  to  send  a  commission  to  seek 
better  and  larger  markets.  Would  not  a  like  commission  for  the 
sale  of  raw  cotton  have  benefited  the  farmer ?— although  t  it  might 
have  caused  the  mill  men  to  pay  him  a  better  price  for  his  cotton, 
which  the  new  market  would  enable  him  to  do,  but  which  he 
never  does  until  the  foreigner  seems  likely  not  to  leave  him  a 
supply  of  raw  material  convenient. 

The  Farmer's  Prosperity. 

The  price  of  cotton  for  three  years  has  left  the  farmer  some- 
thing for  home  use  after  expenses  are  paid.  Do  not  let  this  lead 
to  extravagance  and  running  into  unnecessary  debt,  but  let  your 
profits  be  used  with  discretion.  The  lean  years  in  all  periods  have 
followed  the  plenteous.  They  will  do  so  again — how  soon,  can 
never  be  determined,  but  let  us  keep  free  of  debt  and  be  not 
engulfed  when  the  unfavorable  tide  comes  in. 

The  North   Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  present  Legislature  relieved  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment from  paying  $10,000  per  annum  from  its  fund  for  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  A.  and  M.  College.  The  Agricultural  Fund 
is  derived  solely  from  a  tax  upon  fertilizers,  and  is  paid  only 
by  those  engaged  in  agriculture.  The  lawyer  when  he  obtains 
license  pays  a  specific  tax  which  is  applied  to  the  improvement  of 
the  Supreme  Court  or  law  library.  What  would  be  said  if  a  bill 
was  enacted  to  apply  this  to  the  purchase  of  animal  models  for 
the  Agricultural  Building?  Or  to  levy  a  tax  on  manufacturers  of 
ten  cents  per  bale  of  cotton  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose?  It 
would  be  no  more  improper  than  is  the  use  of  the  farmers'  tax 
to  educate  mechanics,  and  engineers.  This  would  not  be  dreamed 
of  in  connection  with  anybody  else  but  farmers.     The  North  Caro- 
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lina  Farmers'  Convention  has  demanded  that  the  A.  and  M.  Col- 
lege shall  be  supported,  as  are  the  other  educational  institutions, 
by  the  general  fund,  and  Alliancemen  and  all  other  farmers 
should  join  them  in  this  demand. 

The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture  is  by  far  the 
most  efficient  in  the  Southern  States,  and  is  surpassed  by  few  even 
in  the  North.  It  not  only  co-operated  with  the  United  States 
Department  in  all  cognate  matters,  but  demonstrated  to  it  that 
the  "fever  tick" — the  greatest  cattle  pest  in  our  history — could 
be  exterminated. 

Fertilizer  Tonnage  Tax  Should  he  Used  Exclusively  for  the  Farm- 
ers' Benefit. 

Under  the  Act  of  1899,  the  Board  of  Agriculture  was  directed 
to  organize  the  Department  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  fifteen 
specified  objects  in  promotion  of  the  interests  of  agriculture;  to 
these  have  since  been  added  the  inspection  of  animal  or  stock 
feeds,  human  foods,  and  cottonseed  meal.  All  these  branches 
have  not  yet  been  fully  developed.  The  Department  was  hin- 
dered on  its  work  by  being  compelled  for  two  years  to  pay  $10, ~ 
000  to  the  running  expenses  of  the  College.  It  requires  a  large. 
amount  of  money  to  conduct  the  work  assigned  to  the  Board  in 
its  legitimate  and  proper  sphere.  The  farmers  should  demand 
that  this  work  shall  not  be  crippled  by  division  of  its  funds  to 
other  purposes,  especiall5r  that  which  have  no  relations  to  agri- 
culture. The  attendance  of  the  farmers  and  their  families  upon 
the  Farmers'  Institute  this  year  is  notable,  and  portends  a  marked 
advance  in  agriculture.  Three  sets  or  corps  of  speakers  conduct- 
ed these  meetings  and  were  occupied  full  time.  I  would  suggest 
that  in  counties  where  the  Alliance  is  organized  that  the  Alliances 
make  these  institutes  objects  of  especial  attention  by  informing 
the  managers  what  subjects  should  be  given  prominence  in  theii 
county.  Also  that  where  not  convenient  to  attend  in  a  body,  that 
the  Lecturer  or  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  visit  the  "Test 
Farm"  and  report'  upon  matters  upon  which  the  members  of  his 
Alliance  are  interested.  When  the  tax  yields  more  money  than 
can  be  profitably  used  for  agricultural  progress,  let  it  be  re- 
duced. 

The  Railroads. 

The  effort  of  the  railway  companies  to  increase  minimum  car- 
loads of  fertilizers  to  twenty  tons  should  not  be  permitted  to  be 
effected.  It  is  against  the  interest  of  small  communities,  and 
tends  to  compel  purchase  of  goods  not  preferred. 

Passenger  and  freight  charges  should  be  lessened.  Decent 
cars  should  he  provided  for  all  passengers  with  separate  cars  for 
each  race,  and  there  should  be  but  one  class  of  fares. 

Unjust  advance  in  charges  for  freight  by  classification  of  goods 
or  stated  charge  should  not  be  allowed  and  should  be  corrected 
where  existing. 

The  railroads  are  no  longer  new  institutions  with  whose  man- 
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agement  the  public  are  unacquainted.  The  time  has  passed  when 
charges  can  be  regulated  upon  the  principle  (or  want  of  princi- 
ple) ;  "what  can  they  be  made  to  pay?"  The  cost  of  construction, 
maintenance  and  all  expenses  connected  with  operation  as  well  as 
receipts  are  easily  obtainable.  There  is  no  reason  why  these 
charges  should  not  be  arranged  at  figures  just  both  to  the  people 
and  the 'corporations. 

Denaturized  Alcohol. 

Congress  has  enacted  a  law  exempting  this'  product  from  the 
Internal  Revenue  fax.  it  is  manufactured  from  corn  or  other 
grain,  potatoes,  sorghum  and  other  farm  products.  Its  use  is 
similar  to  that  of  kerosene,  gasoline,  naphtha,  and  like  sub- 
stances for  lighting,  heat  or  power  purposes.  Its  manufacture 
would  be  a  profitable  purpose  for  the  co-operation  of  Alliances 
and  communities,  not  only  for  the  production  of  supplies  for  the 
immediate  vicinity,  but  for  preparation  of  products  of  the  section 
for  market. 

Trusts  and  Combinations  Against  Public  Good. 

Proceedings  against  those  accused  are  being  had  in  the  United 
States  Court  under  existing  laws.  We  await  the  result,  and  to  see 
if  relief  will  be  given.  Or  shall  it  be  determined  that  there  is  no 
way  to  prevent  these  abuses  as  they  are  protected  by  the  Consti- 
tution? Surely  a  remarkable  and  undesirable  privilege,  if  ad- 
mitted. 

Rebates  and  Pure  Food. 

Laws  have  been  enacted  upon  these  subjects,  and  while  not  ac- 
complishing all  that  could  be  desired,  have  done  more  than  was 
expected.  The  President  is  entitled  to  thanks  and  commenda- 
tion for  what  has  been  done  and  to  just  criticism  for  not  gaining 
for  the  people  all  that  he  could  have  done  in  a  more  partisan 
manner. 

The  Tariff. 

The  changed  condition  of  affairs  with  most  of  the  manufactur- 
ers of  the  country  must  soon  cause  a  revision  and  reduction  of 
the  tariff  tax.  The  manufacturer  no  longer  asks  protection  in 
keeping  the  manufacturer  of  similar  goods  out  of  the  "home  mar- 
ket" but  earnestly  appeals  for  ways  and  means  (especially  the 
means)  to  gain  the  desirable  markets  of  the  world.  This  can 
best  be  done  by  opening  our  markets  to  those  countries  which 
have  for  sale  the  goods  we  desire  to  purchase  and  whose  people 
wish  the  productions  of  our  citizens.  There  must  be  a  "return 
cargo"  for  importing  vessels  in  order  to  have  successful  commerce. 
The  President  did  run  well  upon  this  track  for  awhile,  but  some 
one  hindered  him  and  he  jumped  the  rail  and  took  to  the  bushes. 
We  wait  with  interest  to  see  where  he  will  reappear  upon  the 
course   when  Congress  assembles  in  December. 
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Immigration. 

What  kind  of  Immigrants  does  the  State  desire?  "Anybody, 
Lord,  so  he  is  a  man,"  seems  the  answer  many  would  make.  The 
kind  of  immigrant  needed  is  as  varied  as  are  pursuits  of  oui 
citizens.  The  Stale  itself  owns  neither  mills  or  lands  suitable  for 
occupancy,  consequently  it  can  only  act  for  the  citizen.  The 
Northwestern  States,  in  many  -instances,  owned  the  lands.  Their 
agents  could  go  into  a  foreign  country  where  there  was  desirable 
people,  organize  a  colony  of  congenial  folks,  most  of  whom  were 
acquainted;  they  with  the  preacher  and  teacher  make  the  settle- 
ment. When  they  come,  as  some  of  them  go  to  new  fields,  the> 
aid  in  inducing  others  to  come. 

When  the  State  engages  in  the  immigration  business  it  finds 
itself  associated  with —or  more  properly  speaking,  antagonized 
by — the  railway  and  immigration  companies  of  various  names 
and  with  various  purposes.  If  the  State  has  in  process  of  con- 
summation the  sale  of  a  tract  of  land  or  the  location  of  immi- 
grants or  an  immigrant,  its  competitors  do  not  hesitate  to  use  all 
means  common  in  such  business  to  relieve  it  of  concern  in  the 
matter  by  getting  the  parties  interested  to  turn  from  the  pur- 
chaser whom  the  State  wishes  to  supply  to  the  one  represented  by 
themselves.  The  State,  therefore,  can  only  advertise  the  induce- 
ments of  the  different  sections,  and  leave  to  the  individuals  con- 
cerned the  selection  of  the  place  or  position. 

Our  State, 

The  Governor  is  awake  to  the  interests  of  all  the  citizens  of  the 
State.  The  administration  preceding  his  will  be  noted  for  a  re- 
vival and  great  progress  along  lines  for  the  education  of  the 
youth  of  the  State.  He  desires  that  his  shall  produce  an  indus- 
trial revival  in  the  accumulations  of  our  people  and  their  ad- 
vance along  lines  of  improvement — not  only  of  the  means  of 
transportation,  manufactures,  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  towns, 
but  also  of  the  farm  and  the  home.  In  his  addresses  he  shows 
his  ideal  condition  to  be  that  of  a  large  proportion  of  our  popula- 
tion as  owners  of  homes  free  from  debt,  and  interested  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  soil. 

The  Alliancemen  give  him  a  hearty  support  in  all  measures 
tending  to  accomplish  this  desirable  condition. 

i 

The  Headquarters'   Property. 

I  ask  your  consideration  and  determination  as  to  what  is  the 
best  course  to  pursue  in  regard  to  this.  The  suitableness  of  the 
location  and  buildings  for  a  College  or  High  School  or  a  reforma- 
tory will  at  no  distant  time  present  opportunities  for  sale.  The 
buildings  alone  cost  over  twenty  thousand  dollars  and  are  unsur- 
passed for  premanency.  In  addition  then,  we  have  one  hundred 
and  forty  acres  of  ground  and  some  machinery. 

If  something  like   fifteen  thousand   dollars  could  be  obtained, 
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this  restored  to  the  fund  and  invested  in  North  Carolina  4  per 
cent  bonds,  would  yield  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  expense  of 
our  annual  session.

-The  Alliance  reassembled  for  the  transaction  of  business.     The 
Secretary  read  his  report  as  follows: 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  14,  1906. 

Brethren: — The  clock  of  time  has  made  another  cycle  and  we 
have  again  met  in  annual  session.  Considerable  work  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year  to  build  up  the  Alliance,  but  all  the 
results  have  not  been  all  we  had  hoped  for.  We  find  that  it  takes 
"line  upon  line  and  precept  upon  precept"  to  keep  the  brethren 
alive  to  the  benefits  of  the  organization.  My  books  show  a  falling 
off  in  membership  as  compared  with  last  year,  which  should  not 
be.  Bro.  H.  M.  Cates,  your  State  Lecturer,  has  labored  faithfully, 
with  seemingly  good  results  at  the  time,  but  from  some  cause  in- 
terest soon  lags  and  the  brethren  become  lukewarm  and  lose  inter- 
est in  the  organization.  In  addition  to  Brother  Cates,  Bro.  E.  J. 
Ragsdale  entered  the  field  as  an  organizer  for  a  short  while.  His 
work  was  chiefly  in  Robeson  County,  and  he  reported  quite  an 
awakening  in  Alliance  interest  in  that  section. 

I  recommend  that  special  efforts  shall  be  made  during  the  com- 
ing year  to  push  the  work  of  organization  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
The  farmers  are  interested  in  organization,  the  field  is  ripe,  and 
now  is  the  time  to  reap  the  harvest.

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Lecturer  Cates  then  read  his  report,  as  follows: 

STATE  LECTURER'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina: 

The  undersigned,  your  State  Lecturer,  would  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  August  14,  1906: 

Ten  counties  have  been  visited,  more  than  fifty  new  Sub  Al- 
liances have  been  reorganized,  all  the  old  Sub  Alliances  in  these 
counties  have  been  visited  and  greatly  strengthened,  Hertford  and 
Cabarrus  have  been  added  to  our  roll,  Orange,  Cumberland,  Samp- 
son, Wayne,  Lenoir,  Johnston,  Beaufort,  Hertford,  Bertie  and 
many  Other  counties  give  testimony  that  this  has  been  a  fruitful 
year,  and  that  we  have  abundant  reason  to  feel  encouraged  and 
press  forward  with  greater  zeal  the  coming  year  than  ever  be- 
fore. I  am  glad  to  say  at  last  we  are  in  sight  of  victory  and  that 
victory  will  mean  the  increase  of  the  happiness  of  the  honest  till- 
ers of  the  soil  and  ultimately  result  in  the  betterment  of  all 
classes.     Thanking  you  for  past  honors,  I  beg  to  remain,

The  State  Business  Agent  then  read  his  report,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  STATE  BUSINESS  AGENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State 
Alliance. 

Brethren: — We  are  to  be  congratulated  that  prosperity  con- 
tinues to  reign  throughout  our  State  and  country.  Our  people 
are  probably  in  a  better  condition  financially  than  at  any  other 
period  in  our  history  and  present  indications  seem  to  point  to  a 
continuance  of  these  conditions,  for  which  we  should  be  profound- 
ly thankful. 

Notwithstanding  this  era  of  prosperity,  the  business  done 
through  the  Agency  continues  quite  small.  During  the  past  year 
I  have  sent  out  more  than  one  thousand  letters  asking  the  breth- 
ren to  use  the  Business  Agency  as  much  as  they  possibly  could  in 
making  purchases  of  various  kinds.  Judging  by  the  results,  these 
letters  seem  to  have  fallen  by  the  wayside  or  upon  stony  ground. 
However,  it  is  possible  they  were  seed  sown  that  may  yet  bring- 
forth  fruit.  One  very  perceptible  cause  for  the  decline  in  business 
done  through  the  Agency  is  the  refusal  of  the  large  manufactur- 
ers to  sell  their  goods  through  other  channels  than  their  regularly 
appointed  agents.  This  causes  your  State  Business  Agent  to  have 
to  treat  with  the  agent  instead  of  the  manufacturer,  which,  as  a 
rule,  results  in  getting  unsatisfactory  prices,  and  necessitates  the 
purchase  of  the  article  wanted  from  the  agent  and  not  through 
your  State  Business  Agent.  This  has  been  intensified  through 
the  indiscretion  of  some  of  the  brethren.     There  are  others. 

Notwithstanding  this  seemingly  dark  picture,  and  that  the 
Business  Agency  was  not  designed  as  a  money-making  department, 
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but  rather  a  money-saving  instrument  for  the  brethren,  the  com- 
missions,  discounts,   etc.,   for  the  year  just  ended  are    

more  than  they  were  last  year,  while  expenses  have  been  de- 
creased by  several  hundred  dollars,  making  a  much  better  show- 
ing for  the  Business  Agency  as  compared  with  last  year.  In  ad- 
dition to  this,  I  am  informed  by  the  Virginia-Carolina  Company 
that  we  will  receive  some  $300  more  from  sales  of  fertilizers  this 
year  than  from  last  year.  So  from  a  financial  standpoint  the  out- 
look is  more  enconraging  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

However,  we  are  not  satisfied  with  this  showing,  and  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  bring  the  Business  Agency  in  closer  touch 
and  sympathy  with  the  brethren  than  it  now  is.  This  is  no  light 
matter,  and  should  be  treated  with  all  seriousness  by  this  body. 

As  stated  in  former  reports,  the  increase  in  business  must 
come  from  the  members  of  the  Alliance.  It  is  for  them  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  Business  Agency  shall  do  a  large  or  a  small 
business. 

Again,  permit  me  to  ask  that  we  shall  at  this  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance  plan  for  larger  things  in  all  lines  of  Alliance  work. 

The  report  of  your  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund  will 
show  that  I  have  turned  over  to  him  this  year,  in  cash,  $1,711.2  9, 
to  be  applied  as  part  payment  on  mortgage.

Bro.  W.  H.  Tyler  offered  the  following  resolutions  ("E"),  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education: 

"Whereas,  the  chief  deficiency  and  weakness  in  our  plan  of 
education  in  North  Carolina  lies  in  the  gap  between  the  public 
school  and  the  college,  since  the  former  lives  by  taxation  and  the 
latter  by  State  appropriations,  endowment,  donations,  etc.,  while 
secondary  education,  especially  in  the  rural  districts,  is  depend- 
ent iipon  weak  church  schools,  precarious  academies,  and  a  fe'w 
expensive  institutions;  and, 

"Whereas,  it  is  impossible  to  develop  the  public  schools  to 
adequately  supply  the  colleges,  to  build  up  in  the  country  a  spirit 
of  liberal  culture,  scientific  agriculture  and  love  of  farm  life,  with-

out  a  more  stable,  certain  and  uniform  plan  of  secondary  educa 
tion;    therefore 

"Resolved,  that  we  earnestly  urge  the  next  Legislature  to  ap- 
point a  committee  of  distinguished  educators  to  take  under  consid- 
eration the  whole  matter  of  secondary  education,  the  unification 
of  our  school  system,  supplementary  appropriations  to  duplicate 
local  taxation  for  high  schools,  and  providing  three  first-class 
schools  in  which  agricultural  education  shall  be  a  primary  consid- 
eration— the  committee  to  study  conditions,  investigate  thorough- 
ly and  report,  drafting  a  measure  which  shall  meet  the  conditions 
in  our  State,  this  to  be  publicly  submitted  in  time  for  discussion 
by  the  people  in  advance  of  the  following  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture." 

On  motion,  the  President  appointed  Prof.  W.  H.  Tyler,  Prof. 
John  Graham,  and  Dr.  R.  H.  Speight  to  appear  before  the  proper 
committee  of  the  Legislature  in  support  of  this  proposition. 

The  following  resolution  in  regard  to  fertilizer  freight  rates 
was  offered  by  Bro.  J.  A.  McAllister,  of  Robeson  County: 

"Whereas,  it  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Farmers'  Alli- 
ance that  the  railroads  are  endeavoring  to  change  the  minimum 
car-load  of  fertilizers  from  ten  to  twenty  tons;    and, 

"Whereas,  such  change  would  work  injury,  wrong  and  injustice 
to  the  farmers;    therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  State  Alliance  earnestly  and  emphatically 
protests  against  such  action  as  prejudicial  to  the  farming  interests 
of  the  State,  and  that  Ave  respectfully  urge  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission to  refuse  to  make  any  increase  in  the  minimum  car-load. 

"Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Alliance  be  and  is  hereby 
directed  to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission." 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

No  further  business,  the  Alliance  adjourned  until  the  night 
session. 


NIGHT  SESSION — August  14th. 

Alliance  called  to  order  by  President  Graham  at  S  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  Committee  on  Education  reported  resolution  "E"  favorably. 
After   much   discussion,   the   resolution   was  re-referred. 

The  Committee  on  Lecturing  reported  the  following  as  to  the 
Secretary's  report,   which   was   adopted: 

"Recommended  that  special  efforts  shall  be  made  during  the 
coming  year  to  push  the  work  of  organization  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible." 
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The  committee  lurther  recommends  our  Lecturer  be  employed 
nil   his  time  in  the  lecture  work. 

(Signed)  SPEIGHT,    Chairman. 

The  time  for  the  election  of  officers  was  fixed  for  11  o'clock 
to-morrow,  the  15th. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  the  rules  being  sus- 
pended, was  adopted: 

"Whereas,  Farmers'  Institutes  have  proven  to  be  of  such  great 
value  to  our  farmers  by  stimulating  them  to  greater  endeavors 
along  the  line  of  improved  agriculture  and  better  methods  of 
farming,  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  now  in  session 
recommend  to  the  members  of  the  Alliance  and  to  the  farmers  of 
the  State  generally  the  Farmers'  Institutes  as  a  fine  and  practical 
method  of  increasing  agricultural  interest  and  agricultural  educa- 
tion. 

Resolved  2.  That  we  recommend  that  Sub  and  County  Alliances 
co-operate  with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  in  holding 
Institutes  in  their  respective  communities  by  working  up  inter- 
est, preparing  programs,  procuring  local  speakers,  etc.,  notifying 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  same,  at  the  same  time  re- 
questing the  Department  to  send  specialists  to  discuss  questions 
of  general  interest  to  the  community." 

T.   B.   PARKER. 

Mr.  Clarence  H.  Poe  then  presented  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas,  the  efforts  frequently  made  to  have  funds  derived 
from  the  Agricultural  Department  fertilizer  tonnage  tax  used  for 
the  general  support  of  the  A.  and  M.  College  is  of  vital  concern  to 
the  farmers  of  the  State;  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  by  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  that 
we  most  unqualifiedly  condemn  the  use  of  the  Agricultural  De- 
partment funds  for  this  purpose.  It  being  that  the  A.  and  M. 
College  is  a  general  State  institution  for  the  education  of  manu- 
facturers and  the  development  of  manufacturing  no  less  than  for 
the  education  of  farmers  and  the  develoument  of  farming,  we 
count  it  an  inexcusable  injustice  to  require  the  farmers  to  con- 
tribute to  the  general  support  of  the  institution  from  a  special  tax 
levied  exclusively  on  the  farming  classes  of  North  Carolina.  We 
demand  that  the  fertilizer  tonnage  tax  be  kept  and  used  for  its 
legitimate  original  purpose  of  promoting  the  exclusive  interests 
of  the  exclusive  class  from  which  it  is  taken,  and  that  the  Agri- 
cultural Department  of  the  A.  and  M.  College  put  there  for  the 
class  composing  82  per  cent  of  our  population,  shall  have  its  full 
share  of  State  and  National  appropriations,  and  that  in  case  any 
fertilizer  tax  may  be  used  at  the  College,  it  shall  be  used  solely  for 
additional  and  supplementary  promotion  of  the  farmers'  depart- 
ment after  that  department  has  received  its  full  and  due  share  of 
the  regular  funds  provided  by  State  and  Nation." 
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On  motion,  the  resolution  was  put  on  its  immediate  passage, 
and  was  enthusiastically  adopted. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Davis  offered  a  resolution  pertaining  to  the  use  of 
jute  bagging,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Demands 
and  Resolutions. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  offered  and  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  we  urge  our  brethren  to  exercise  great  care  in 
preserving  our  business  secrets,  and  also  the  secrecy  of  our  Ritu- 
als; our  view  being  that  they  are  for  the  use  of  members  only." 

Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  we,  the  State  Alliance,  now  in  session,  do  en- 
dorse Governor  R.  B.  Glenn,  of  this  State,  in  his  efforts  to  stop 
the  lynchings  in  the  State,  and  that  we  do  ourselves  condemn  the 
seeming  spirit  of  mob  law." 

Adjourned  until  to-morrow,   the  15th. 


MORNING  SESSION — August  15th. 

The  Alliance  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  Minutes  of  yes- 
terday read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Demands  and  Resolutions  reported  favorably 
the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Davis,  which,  was  adopted,  as 
follows: 

"Having  been  informed  that  the  manufacturers  of  jute  bagging 
have  increased  the  price  of  the  same  85  per  cent,  or  more,  there- 
fore be  it 

"Resolved,  that  we  urge  upon  the  members  of  the  Alliance  and 
all  users  of  bagging  or  producers  of  cotton  to  discontinue  the  pur- 
chase of  bagging  from  the  trust  and  use  any  other  covering  in  lieu 
thereof." 

Bro.  J.  A.  Davis  submitted  the  following  report  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  Business  Agency,  which  was  received  and  adopted: 

"Your  committee  recommends  that  the  State  Business  Agent 
send  to  the  Secretaries  of  each  County  Alliance,  quarterly,  a  price 
list  of  all  necessary  articles  usually  purchased  through  the 
Agency;  also  that  the  State  Lecturer  be  given  all  necessary  assist- 
ance by  procuring  competent  Assistant  Lecturers  to  the  success- 
ful prosecution  of  this  work;  and  that  the  Executive  Commitee  be 
empowered  to  set  apart,  a  portion  of  the  funds  in  their  hands  to 
defray  the  expenses  thereof.  We  further  recommend  that  the  dif- 
ferent County  and  Sub  Alliances  lie  requested  to  contribute  as 
much  as  possible  toward  paying  said  Assistant  Lecturers;  and  also 
to  urge  upon  the  membership  at  large  to  give  their  support  and 
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encouragement  to  the  State  Business  Agent;  also  the  report  of 
the  State  Business  Agent  be  received  and  recorded  as  a  part  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  meeting;  all  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted." 

Secretary  T.  B.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  the  following-named  brethren,  W.  A.  Graham, 
J.  A.  McAllister,  R.  H.  Speight,  John  Graham  and  Clarence  H. 
Foe  be  requested  to  write  an  address  to  the  farmers  of  the  State 
setting  forth  the  benefits  of  organization  and  calling  their  atten- 
tion to  the  Farmers'  Alliance  as  a  means  of  co-operation  along  all 
lines  looking  to  the  betterment  of  the  farmers  of  the  State." 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  "E"  on 
education,  offered  by  Bro.  W.  H  Tyler,  reported  favorably  on  the 
same,   and  the   resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  then  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  dropped  after  discussion: 

"We,  your  Judiciary  Committee,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows 
on  a  question  coming  to  us  from  Davidson  County.  "We  find  that 
we  are  unable  to  arrive  at  a  definite  conclusion  for  lack  of  ma- 
terial information.  However,  we  recommend  that  the  President  of 
our  State  Alliance  instruct  Cotton  Grove  Alliance,  the  only  live 
Alliance  in  Davidson  County,  as  we  are  informed,  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  out  of  its  membership  to  investigate  the  pend- 
ing matter  of  money  now  said  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Bro.  A.  M. 
Hunter,  and  others.  That  they  secure  evidence  and  information 
and  papers  relative  to  the  same  and  that  they  transmit  said  evi- 
dence and  papers,  etc.,  with  their  findings  to  the  State  President, 
who  may  refer  this  work  to  your  Judiciary  Committee. 

"This  position  is  taken  by  your  committee  in  compliance  with 
Article  6,  Section  1,  2,  3  and  4  of  our  State  Constitution. 

"McClelland, 

"For  the  Committee." 

The  Alliance  adjourned  for  half  an  hour. 

Reconvening  until  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  election  of  officers  was 
postponed  until  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

An  informal  discussion  followed,  in  which  the  relations  of  The 
Progressive  Farmer  to  the  Order  and  the  best  means  of  obtaining 
interest  in  the  Sub  Alliances,  were  considered. 

Secretary  T.  B.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance  tender,  to  the  cot- 
ton farmers,  the  tobacco  farmers,  the  truck  farmers,  and  all  farm- 
ers in  North  Carolina  its  hearty  co-operation  in  their  every  effort 
to  better  their  condition  by  procuring  better  prices  for  their  prod- 
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ducts;  in  purchasing  supplies,  implements,  machinery,  etc.  We 
also  extend  to  these  farmers  a  cordial  invitation  to  hecome  mem- 
bers with  us,  assuring  them  the  uppermost  and  sole  purpose  of  the 
Alliance  is  the  upbuilding  and  uplifting  of  the  farmers  and  their 
families  by  elevating  the  agricultural,  social  and  educational 
interests  in  the  rural  districts. 

Bro.  John  Graham,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  sub- 
mitted their  report:

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

t 

189  0.  Whereas,  the  State  Business  Agency  Fund  was  raised 
expressly  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Agency  a  credit — in  other 
words,  the  fund  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  trustee  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  protecting  creditors  against  loss  by  reason  of  Alliances 
failing  to  meet  their  obligations. 

1893.  Resolved,  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  has  never  had  nor  shall  have 
the  power  to  apply  the  funds  now  in  the  hand  of  the  Trustee  of 
the  Business  Agency  to  any  other  purspose  but  to  the  payments 
of  losses  in  accordance  with  the  original  intention  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  fund  and  in  compliance  with  the  charter  passed 
by  the  last  Legislature;  but  that  this  resolution  shall  not  prevent 
the  deposit  of  bonds  to  secure  over-drafts  of  the  Business  Agent. 

1S9  6.  Page  21  of  minutes:  "That  the  Constitution  be  amend- 
ed so  as  to  allow  three  members  to  constitute  a  Sub  Alliance." 

19  00.  That  whenever  any  County  Alliance  ceases  to  exist,  and 
property  of  said  County  Alliance  shall  revert  to  the  Sub  Alliances 
or  Alliance  in  said  county;  and  if  no  Sub  Alliance  exists  in  the 
county,  then  said  property  shall  belong  to  the  State  Alliance. 

1900.  That  each  County  Alliance  have  the  power  to  regulate 
its  affairs  in  regard  to  members  when  there  are  not  enough  for  a 
Sub    Alliance. 

How  to  organize  or  recorganize  a  Sub  Alliance: 

Call  a  meeting  of  your  people.  Select  a  temporary  chairman 
and  secretary.  After  stating  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  select 
one  or  more  to  wait  on  the  audience  and  solicit  names  for  mem. 
bership.  Old  members  may  be  reinstated  by  the  payment  of  one- 
quarters  back-dues,  twenty-five  cents.  New  members  by  payment 
of  fifty  cents  initiation  fee.  Organize  under  the  old  charter,  using 
old  name  and  number,  thus  saving  charter  fee.  Elect  officers, 
make  immediate  report,  with  the  amount  collected,  to  your  County 
Secretary,  if  your  county  is  organized.  If  not  organized,  send  re 
port  direct  to  the  State  Secretary.  Notify  the  State  Secretary  of 
the  organization,  giving  him  the  name  and  number  of  the  Alliance, 
together  with  the  name  and  post-office  of  the  Secretary.  On  appli- 
cation, the  State  Secretary  will  send  blanks  and  give  any  other 
information  he  can.

PROCEEDINGS. 


Alliance  Headquarters, 
Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  13,   1907. 
The  Twenty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
was  called  to  order  by  President  George  F.  Parrott  at  12  o'clock. 
After  regular  opening  exercises  the   roll   of  counties  was  called 
and  the  following  were  found  to  be  represented,  as  follows:

President  George  F.  Parrott  read  his  address,  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT'S   ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Alliance:  — 

One  year  ago  you  saw  fit  to  choose  me  as  your  President.  I 
accepted  with  a  heart  overflowing  with  gratitude  for  the  high 
honor  so  unexpectedly  received,  and  so  unworthily  bestowed,  yet 
with  a  keen  sense  of  the  great  responsibility  involved. 

I  have  given  to  your  interest  that  part  of  my  time  which  I  felt 
I  could  spare  from  my  private  affairs.  Whether  I  have  served 
you  wisely  or  unwisely  is  a  matter  for  you  to  decide;  whether 
honestly  or  dishonestly,  patriotically  or  unselfishly,  you  will 
leave  to  me  and  my  God. 

It  has  long  been  the  custom  for  the  President  of  the  Farmers' 
Alliance,  as  it  is  for  the  presiding  officer  of  all  similar  organiza- 
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tions,  to  deliver  in  person,  or  by  messenger,  an  address  which 
should  be  directed  to  past  achievements  and  to  future  plans  and 
purposes.  It  is  my  purpose  now  to  call  your  attention  to  things 
which  have  either  been  accomplished,  instituted  or  supported  by 
the  great  and  useful  organization  to  which  you  belong. 

Jute   Bagging. 

Perhaps  the  most  decisive  as  well  as  the  most  notable  victory 
we  have  gained  was  that  won  over  the  Jute  Bagging  Trust.  It 
was  a  costly  fight  to  both  sides,  but  it  was  worth  the  price  more 
than  a  hundred  times.  It  would  be  wise  in  view  of  the  continued 
advance  in  price  of  bagging  for  us  at  this  meeting  to  prepare  for 
protection  against  the  greed  of  that  monopoly. 

Six  Per   Cent  Law. 

The  Farmers'  Alliance  stood  for  a  6  per  cent  law  in  North 
Carolina.  Then  it  was  that  a  mighty  howl  went  up  from  banks 
and  private  money-lenders.  Such  a  law,  they  said,  would  drive 
money  from  our  State,  and  then  money  shortage  would  rapidly 
develop  into  a  real  money  famine. 

The  6  per  cent  bill  was  placed  on  our  statute  books,  with  the 
result,  as  you  all  know,  that  capital  has  not  left  us  but  con- 
tinues  to    come   within  our   gates. 

Railroads  and  Their  Regulation. 

The  Farmers'  Alliance  stood  for  a  Railroad  Commission.  Nor 
did  we  cease  in  our  efforts  until  that,  too,  was  accomplished, 
which  has  proven  a  great  blessing  to  all  our  people,  though  at 
times  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Commission  we  have  re- 
garded it  with  suspicion,  and  have  anticipated  its  acts  with  fear 
and  trembling  lest  they  be  taken  in  by  those  from  whom  we 
feared  oppression. 

You  will  pardon  me  just  here  for  calling  your  attention  to  a 
little  fight  you,  though  unknowingly,  had  with  the  railroads 
about  the  first  of  last  April.  For  particulars  of  this  I  refer  you 
to  The  Progressive  Farmer  of  May  16,  1907. 

More  than  fifteen  years  ago  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  both  State 
and  National,  favored  Government  ownership  of  railroads.  Well 
do  I  remember  the  heated  discussions  in  and  out  of  the  Alliance 
on  that   subject. 

I,  as  an  Allianceman,  bowing  to  the  will  of  the  great  majority 
of  my  brethren,  stood  for  the  affirmative.  At  the  same  time,  per- 
sonally, I  had  misgivings  and  distrust,  which  feelings  still  have 
an  abiding  place  in  my  mind. 

The  Farmers'  Alliance  was  then  cruelly  abused  and  severely 
ridiculed  by  men  who  are  now  advocating  the  same,  if  not  more 
radical,  doctrine.  Surely  something  will  be  done  sooner  or  later 
to  curb  the  railroads  in  their  mad  rush  for  power  and  wealth 
with  scant  regard  for  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  people. 

An  unreasonable  lot  of  time  was  spent  by  the  late  Legislature 
in  arising  to  points  of  personal  privilege,  explaining  votes,  select- 
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ing  special  committees  for  investigations  and  discussing  the  rate 
for  passenger  fare  of  railroads. 

No  little  interest  is  being  manifested  by  lawyers,  railroad 
men  and  traveling  men  as  to  the  outcome  of  the  very  dangerous 
game  of  tag  which  is  now  being  played  all  the  way  from  Ashe- 
ville  to  Raleigh,  the  end  of  which  none  can  foretell.  Pity  it  is 
that  the  railroads  had  not  bowed  to  the  will  of  a  very  large  ma- 
jority of  our  people  and  to  the  laws  of  the  land  on  which  they 
feed;  made  by  the  same  legislative  power  from  which  they  se~ 
cured  their  charters  and  rights  of  public  domain.  Had  they  done 
so  and  could  then  show  to  any  coming  Legislature  that  their 
property  was  being  confiscated  all  North  Carolina  would  demand 
a  repeal  of  the  law  which  the  railroads  now  seek  to  destroy  by 
Federal  interference  and  without  employing  the  jury  system 
which  is  so  dear  to  the  hearts  of  those  seeking  real  justice. 

By  following  this  or  a  similar  course  they  would  have  set  an 
example  not  calculated  to  encourage  men  to  ride  over  the  laws 
of  our  land.  Those  who  would  criticize  them  would  then  have 
been  robbed  of  their  sharpest  sting.  Kindlier  feelings  would 
have  been  engendered  and  no  irreparable  wrong  done,  for  surely 
if  the  short  roads  with  little  reserve  fund  can  survive  under  a 
24-cent  rate,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  great  Southern,  with  its 
fed  and  watered  stock  and  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line,  could  keep 
their  great  bodies  and  little  souls  together  just  a  little  while. 

Freight  Rates  and  Prompt  Shipments. 

The  average  farmer,  however,  knows  little  and  cares  less 
about  passenger  fares,  as  he  is  seldom,  if  ever,  seen  on  a  rail- 
road car. 

As  to  freight  rates,  he  is  directly  interested  and  largely  so,  as 
will  be  noted  when  you  consider  the  amount  of  fertilizers  and 
cotton  and  tobacco  on  which  he  pays  the  freight. 

However,  the  worse  proposition  with  which  we  have  to  con- 
tend is  the  outrageous  delay  in  delivering  goods  and  in  many 
instances  the  deplorable  condition  in  which  they  are  received. 

Concert  of  action,  my  brethren,  would  speedily  remove  this 
obstacle  from  our  path. 

It  would  not  be  unwise  for  us  to  select  at  this  meeting  a 
standing  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  devise  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  regulation  of  freight  rates  and  for  prompt 
and  proper  delivery  of  shipments. 

Education  and  Prohibition. 

The  Farmers'  Alliance  has  stood  and  always  will  stand  for 
education;  nor  could  it  do  otherwise  so  long  as  we  are  mindful 
of  the  very   fundamental  principles   of  our   order. 

As  Alliancemen,  and  therefore  farmers,  we  should  insist  on 
education,  useful,  and  I  may  say,  absolutely  necessary  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  agricultural  pursuits,  if  we  would  hold  our  own  in 
the  tide  of  progress,  which  now  seems  to  be  spreading  all  over 
this  land  of  ours. 
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I  believe  it  was  ex-Governor  Aycock  who  gave  to  the  Alliance 
the  credit  of  starting  the  great  and  glorious  educational  wave 
which  has  not  only  changed  our  percentage  of  illiterates  in  North 
Carolina,  but  has  removed  from  us  the  unwelcome  name  of  "Rip 
Van  Winkle." 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  call  your  attention  to  the  very  great- 
est moral  question  that  has  probably  ever  been  considered  by  the 
men  and  women  of  North  Carolina — that  of  prohibition. 

I  hope  that  you  will  at  this  meeting  put  the  State  Alliance 
squarely  on  record  as  favoring  the  regulation  of,  if  not  emanci- 
pation from,  the  liquor  traffic. 

Let  us  declare  to  the  world  in  no  uncertain  sounds  that  we 
stand  for  schools  and  against  liquor. 

Trusts   and  Combines. 

The  older  members  of  the  Alliance  will  remember  that  we' 
have  from  the  very  birth  of  our  organization  asked  of  and  plead- 
ed with  our  law-makers,  both  State  and  National,  to  enact  some 
law  that  would  regulate,  if  not  annihilate,  all  trusts  whose  ob- 
ject it  is  to  destroy  competition  in  the  buying  and  selling  of  the 
products  of  the  Foil. 

Sorry  am  I  to  say  that  up  to  now,  our  Twenty-first  Annual 
Meeting  day,  those  pleadings  have  been  in  vain.  However,  let  us 
continue  our  efforts  still  hoping  some  day  a  sufficient  statute 
will  manage  to  get  on  our  law  books  that  will  find  its  way  into 
the  hands  of  an  executive  judicial  officer  with  brains  and  back- 
bone enough  to  destroy  every  combination  of  capital  whose  ob- 
ject and  purpose  and  effect  is  to  destroy  competition  in  the  buy- 
ing and  selling  of  our  soil  products. 

Public  Highways. 

It  would  be  well  for  us  to  consider  the  good  roads  question,  as 
it  is  of  more  importance  to  us  than  any  other  class. 

I  will  quote  from  the  very  able  address  of  one  of  our  most 
useful,  unselfish,  and  broad-minded  members,  Bro.  John  Graham, 
which  he,  then  your  State  President,  made  in  August,  1897.  It 
was  good  doctrine  then,  and  it  is   good  doctrine  now: 

"Your  convicts  should  be  employed  on  your  county  roads. 
While  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  convicts  to  be  employed  upon 
farms  in  order  to  raise  food  for  their  support,  the  raising  of  cot- 
ton is  as  much  in  competition  with  honest  labor  as  the  manufac- 
ture of  shoes." 

It  Would  be  wise,  brethren,  for  us  to  give  our  hearty  support 
to  any  practical  proposition  tending  to  the  betterment  of  our 
public  highways. 

Immigration. 

A  good  lot  of  time  was  spent  by  the  late  Legislature  in  dis- 
cussing the  immigration  movement.  Just  what  the  direct  effect 
will  be  to  you  and  me  cannot  be  predicted,  but  should  be  noted 
with  care.  Your  late  President,  W.  A.  Graham,  in  his  most 
practical   and   well-worded   address    to   you    one   year   ago,   says: 
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"The  kind  of  immigration  needed  is  as  varied  as  are  the  pursuits 
of  our  citizens." 

That  expression,  my  brethren,  fully  covers  the  ground.  To 
my  mind,  if  foreign  immigrants  we  must  have,  then  let  them  be 
placed  in  the  factories  and  mills  located  in  the  cities  and  towns, 
thereby  drive  out  our  own  people  who  have  left  their  homes  and 
farms  to  grow  up  in  reeds  and  thistles,  or  what  is  worse  to  the 
tender  mercies  of  the  educated  negro,  in  a  great  many  instanoes 
the  father  lying  around  saloons  or  blind-tigers,  while  his  little 
ones  support  the  family. 

Brethren,  if  the  Southern  Railroad  wants  immigrants  from 
Italy,  yes,  and  from  Southern  Italy,  let  them  have  them,  but  re- 
quire them  to  keep  them  in  the  cities  and  towns  under  police  au- 
thority. 

But  in  the  name  of  justice  the  money  collected  solely  from  the 
farmers  and  professedly  for  the  farmers  should  not  be  used 
to  pay  the  bills  nor  any  part  thereof. 

However,  I  am  not  to  be  understood  as  opposing  immigration, 
for  I  know  too  well  the  lack  of  farm  labor  to  take  the  place  of 
the  negro,  whose  usefulness  is  near  its  end,  and  which  is  being 
precipitated  at  a  fearful  rate  by  book  learning  or  so-called  edu- 
cation. Our  much-beloved  and  lamented  ex-Governor  Vance  is 
accredited  with  saying  that  it  would  be  much  better  that  the  ne- 
gro should  be  taught  "Gee-Ha-Buck,"  instead  of  "Hie,  Haec, 
Hoc." 

Davidson  County  Matter. 

The  Davidson  County  matter  which  was  before  you  last  year  is 
still  in  bad  shape,  and  I  shall  call  the  attention  of  your  Judiciary 
Committee  to  it,  and  will  give  them  what  information  I  have. 
Though  it  be  a  comparatively  small  matter,  it  deserves  and 
should  have  due  and  careful  consideration.  Let  us  not  be  neg- 
lectful of  our  duties  when  our  rights,  or  the  rights  of  our  mem- 
bers, are  endangered. 

The  Agricultural  Department. 

The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture  is  very  helpful 
to  you  and  would  be  more  so  if  you  would  only  accept  it  as  your 
friend.  Post  yourselves  and  keep  posted  as  to  its  plans  and 
purposes  and  propositions. 

Brother  McAllister,  your  worthy  Vice-President,  proposed  last 
winter  that  the  Alliance  in  each  county  take  hold  of  the  Farmers' 
Institutes  and  see  to  it  that  they  are  well-attended,  and  that  sub- 
jects of  direct  interest  to  the  farmers  of  each  county  be  dis- 
cussed. Now  we  can  do  no  better  than  to  accept  this  suggestion. 
Show  your  appreciation  by  attending  these  Institutes.  Take  an 
active  part  in  their  management  and  in  the  selection  of  subjects 
to  be  discussed.  Try  them  well  and  without  prejudice.  Then 
should  they  be  found  valueless,  we  will  inaugurate  such  a  cam- 
paign for  their  discontinuance  that  no  legislator  can  fail  to  heed. 

I  venture  the  assertion,  however,  that  no  matter  how  good  a 
farmer  you  are,  you  will  be  a  better  one  after  you  have  talked 
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with  Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  or  Dr.   Tait  Butler,  both  of  whom  have 
added  so  much  to  the  value  of  these  Institutes. 

Taxes. 

Ways  and  means  to  secure  a  sufficient  revenue  to  run  a  govern- 
ment is  now,  and  has  ever  been  a  mooted  question,  and  one  thor- 
oughly impregnated  with  opportunities  to  commit  fraud  and  to 
practice  graft.  Numerous  wars,  both  foreign  and  civil,  have  been 
precipitated  by  the  tax  question.  If  it  were  not  for  taxes,  we, 
the  farmers  of  North  Carolina,  would  be  the  very  wealthiest,  the 
most  prosperous,  and  the  very  happiest  people  in  the  whole  uni- 
verse. 

My  brethren,  did  it  ever  occur  to  you  how  many  kinds  of  taxes 
you  pay  and  how  often? 

Let's  see:  (1)  We  pay  daily  an  exorbitant  extravagance  tax, 
which  is  plainly  shown  by  our  ways  of  living  and  dressing. 

(2)  Then  we  have  an  idler's  tax  to  which  we  contribute  largely 
and  freely  almost  every  day  in  the  year. 

(3)  Then  we  have  an  almost  ruinous  fool  tax  which  could  not 
and  would  not  be  afforded  by  any  other  class  than  the  farmers, 
which  is  too  plainly  shown  by  us  when  we  allow  others  to  dic- 
tate the  price  of  our  farm  products. 

All  the  above  taxes  should  and  could  be  largely  reduced  by  the 
action  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  the  only  strictly  farmers'  organi- 
zation in  North  Carolina. 

(4)  Then  we  have  an  annual  tax,  which  is  due  and  payable 
to  the  tax  collector  in  September  of  each  year,  the  payment  of 
which  no  man  should  endeavor  to  avoid  or  be  allowed  to  escape. 

Taxation   Should   Be  Equalized. 

However,  it  is  a  howling  shame  that  it  is  not  more  evenly  and 
justly  distributed. 

It  is  an  "ad  valorem"  tax  in  name  only. 

I  submit  that  numerous  and  glaring  cases  of  unfairness  and 
inequality  can  be  found  in  every  county  in  North  Carolina.  The 
mere  matter  of  valuation  need  give  us  little  concern.  It  is  equal- 
ization of  which  we  have  just  cause  to  complain. 

Many  men  of  wealth  and  influence,  both  in  State  and  in 
Church,  escape  payment  of  their  just  and  proportionate  tax  by 
making  under  oath  false  statements  as  to  the  ownership  and 
value  of  property. 

This  should  and  could  be  remedied;  if  in  no  other  way,  by  ap- 
plying the  statute  usually  applied  to  the  common  perjurer. 

We  trust,  however,  that  our  Corporation  Commission  on  whose 
shoulders  the  late  Legislature  placed  the  duty  of  equalizing  taxes, 
will  give  such  relief  that  each  and  every  man  shall  pay  taxes  in 
accord  with  his  property's  value. 

Business  Affairs  of  the  Order. 

Your  fund  which  is  held  for  support  and  backing  of  your 
State  Business  Agent  is  in  good,  efficient,  clean  hands  and  should 
give  you   no  concern  as  to  its  safety. 
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Your  property  at  Headquarters  demands  attention,  and  while 
your  Executive  Committee  is  eminently  qualified  to  direct  its 
management,  yet  any  suggestion  on  your  part  will,  I  am  sure, 
be   well  received   and  carefully  considered. 

Continued  efforts  should  be  made  to  dispose  of  the  fixtures 
such  as  beltings,  castings  and  shaftings  in  the  shoe  factory,  as  it 
is  not  probable  that  the  State  Alliance  will  ever  need  them  again 
for  the  manufacture  of  shoes. 

The    Alliance    and    Its    Membership. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  say  to  you  that  certainly  during 
my  administration  no  newspaper  in  North  Carolina  has,  to  my 
knowledge  and  belief,  shown  any  feeling  for  our  Order  other 
than  the  very  kindest.  On  the  contrary,  we  have  every  reason 
to  regard  them  as  our  friends  who  are  ever  ready  to  serve  our 
interest. 

We  are  not  embarrassed  financially;  in  fact,  we  have  at  our 
command  more  money  and  on  our  roll  books  the  names  of  more 
men  and  women  than  any  other  organization  in  all  North  Caro- 
lina save  the  Church  of  God.  Brother  Cates,  your  ever  faithful 
State  Lecturer,  said  to  your  Executive  Committee  in  my  presence, 
last  spring  in  Raleigh,  that  it  was  not  money,  but  men  and  wo- 
men, the  Alliance  needed  most. 

The  Farmers'  Alliance,  like  all  other  organizations,  both  great 
and  small,  has  enjoyed  prosperity  and  endured  adversity.  On 
this,  our  Twenty-First  Annual  Meeting  day,  I  am  proud  to  assure 
you  that  our  Order  is  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  while  our 
membership  is  not  near  so  large  as  it  should  be,  supported,  as  it 
is,  by  the  great  enduring  principles  on  which  we  stand,  yet  we 
can  boast  that  we  have  with  us  some  of  the  best  men  and  women 
in  the  whole  world,  men  and  women  who  are  the  very  salt  of 
the  earth. 

On  motion,  the  President's  Address  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mute on  Publication. 

At  this  point  Bro.  N.  B.  Whitfield  presented  to  the  State  Alli- 
ance a  gavel  for  its  use.  This  gavel  was  made  from  a  tree  grown 
on  the  lands  of  President  Parrott.  The  gavel  was  presented  in 
a  neat  and  tasteful  speech  by  Brother  Whitfield,  and  the  same 
was  accepted  in  behalf  of  the  State  Alliance  by  Vice-President 
McAllister  in  a  very  touching  manner,  requesting  Brother  Whit- 
field to  carry  back  to  the  brethren  of  Lenoir  County  the  thanks 
of  this  State  Alliance  for  the  beautiful  gavel  presented  to-day. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  W.  Denmark,  the  Secretary  was  requested 
to  procure  a  suitable  receptacle  to  keep  the  gavel,  books,  regalia, 
etc.,  of  the  officers,  and  to  purchase  a  full  set  of  regalia  for  the 
officers  of  the  State   Alliance.      The  motion  was  adopted.

The  State  Business  Agent  read  his  report,   as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  STATE  BUSINESS  AGENT. 

Brethren: — In  making  this  my  tenth  annual  report  to  you  as 
your  Business  Agent,  I  regret  my  inability  to  report  a  large 
volume  of  business  having  been  done  by  the  Agency  for  the  year 
just  ended.  There  are  several  causes  for  the  falling  off  in  orders, 
a  few  of  which  are:  A  better  feeling  existing  between  the  mer- 
chants and  the  farmers,  a  condition  which  has  been  brought 
about  by  a  better  understanding  of  each  other;  larger  and  more 
varied  stocks  carried  by  the  merchants  and  a  lessening  in  the 
profits  charged  by  them.  Both  merchants  and  patrons  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  these  conditions.  Another  cause  for  a  decline 
in  the  business  of  the  Agency  is  the  inability  to  get  goods  shipped 
promptly  and  to  have  them  delivered  in  a  reasonable  time  by 
the  transportation  companies,  conditions  that  on  account  of  the 
very  large  volume  of  business  throughout  the  country  seems  to 
be  unavoidable. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  several  orders  cancelled  on  ac- 
count of  delay  in  getting  goods  shipped.  These  conditions  will 
be  adjusted  as  quickly  as  the  output  of  factories  and  transporta~ 
tion  lines  can  meet  the  requirements  of  the  trade. 

Notwithstanding  the  volume  of  business  done  through  the 
Agency  is  not  large,  and  many  of  the  brethren  do  not  patronize 
it  at  all,  it  is  still  of  great  value  to  the  farmers  of  the  State  as  a 
source  of  information  as  to  prices  which  frequently  enables  the 
brethren  to  buy  from  their  local  dealers  for  a  much  less  price 
than  they  could  if  there  was  no  Agency  at  their  command.  This 
feature  alone  is  of  great  value  to  our  people. 

By   having   the   office    in   a    commercial   center   prices   or   other 
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information    can   be    quickly   obtained    and   information    can    be 
speedily  given. 

In  making  this  report  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  universal 
kindness  extended  to  me  by  the  brethren  throughout  the  State. 
Their  encouragement  and  helpfulness  in  this  respect  has  been 
appreciated  and  has  placed  me  under  many  and  lasting  obliga- 
tions to  them. 

For  my  successor  in  office,  I  bespeak  the  same  consideration 
and  kind  treatment.  Hold  up  his  hands,  confer  and  counsel  with 
him,  and  do  not  forget  to  send  him  orders  for  goods  of  various 
kinds  needed. 

Bidding  you  an  official  adieu,  and  promising  to  ever  remember 
your  brotherly  love  and  fraternal   fellowship,   I   am,

The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  read  and,  upon  motion,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 
Lecturer  Cates  read  his  report  as  follows: 

REPORT   OF   THE   SECRETARY. 

Brethren: — My  financial  report  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shows  some  falling  off  from  last  year.  As 
to  just  why  this  is  the  case  I  am  unable  to  say,  unless  some  of 
our  farmers  are  satisfied  with  the  foretaste  of  the  great  prosper- 
ity that  is  promised  to  our  country,  and  think  the  work  of  the 
Alliance  has  been  accomplished  and  think  there  is  nothing  more 
to  do.  In  truth,  we  are  just  beginning  to  reap  the  fruits  of  the 
seeds  sown  many  years  ago,  and  to  slacken  our  efforts  now  would 
mean  taking  a  backward  step  in  our  endeavors  to  place  agricul- 
ture and  those  engaged  in  it  on  the  high  plane  we  had  hoped  to 
reach. 

In  traveling  over  the  State  I  am  continually  meeting  men  in 
whose  breasts  still  burn  the  fires  kindled  around  the  Alliance  al- 
tar years  ago.  They  greet  me  with  the  old-time  Alliance  wel- 
come, and  say  they  are  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  again  en- 
roll themselves  as  active  members  of  the  organization. 

In  view  of  this  general  feeling  throughout  the  State  it  would 
be  well  to  extend  your  lecture  system  by  procuring  additional 
help  for  your  State  Lecturer  who  has  done  such  good  work  for 
the  Alliance. 

There  are  several  other  farmers'  organizations  in  the  State, 
and  I  am  glad  to  say,  so  far  as  I  know,  there  is  no  friction  be- 
tween any  of  them  and  the  Alliance.  They  all  seem  to  be  working 
for  the  same  ends:  the  advancement  of  the  farmers  and  their 
families,  educationally,  socially,  financiallly,  and  otherwise.  In 
view  of  this,  and  to  promote  harmony  with  these  kindred  organi- 
zations, I  suggest  you  appoint  suitable  committees  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  these  organizations,  wherever  permissible,  as  mes- 
sengers from  the  Alliance  and  assure  them  of  our  willingness  to 
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co-operate  with  them  in  promoting  the  agricultural  interests  of 
the  State. 

During  the  spring  I  sent  out  letters  to  our  County  Secretaries 
suggesting  they  hold  Farmers'  Institutes  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Alliance,  inviting  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  to  co- 
operate with  them  and  send  speakers  to  discuss  questions  of  in- 
terest to  the  locality.  Several  counties  have  already  held,  and 
will  hold,  such  Institutes  this  summer,  and  so  far  as  I  can  learn, 
they  have  been  very  decidedly  successful.  I  recommend  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  plan,  because  it  will  be  helpful  alike  to  the  Alli- 
ance and  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Therefore  I  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  with  a  view  of  increasing  interest  and 
efficiency  along  the  line  above  suggested. 

With  a  desire  that  something  may  be  done  at  this  meeting  that 
will  give  the  Alliance  a  forward  movement  all  over  the  State  and 
the  farmers  may  be  brought  in  closer  relationship  with  each  oth- 
er, and  that  the  high  purposes  and  principles  of  the  Alliance 
may  be  preserved,  I  am,

Lecturer  Cates  read  his  report  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  STATE  LECTURER. 

To  the   Officers  and  Members  of   the   Farmers'   State  Alliance  of 
North    Carolina:  — 

I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

I  have  visited  ten  counties  in  the  last  twelve  months,  mostly 
working  with  already  organized  Alliances,  though  a  number  of 
new  ones  have  been  organized,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  our 
organization  as  a  whole  is  steadily  growing  stronger  each  day, 
and  I  believe  that  we  are  in  sight  of  a  great  victory. 

One  thing  we  need  more  than  any  other,  is  printers'  ink;  and 
I  hope  some  arrangements  will  be  made  at  this  meeting  to  get  it. 

I  thank  you  for  past  honors  and  beg  leave  to  remain,

The  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

Bro.  W.  H.  Tyler  made  a  verbal  report  of  the  action  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  in  reference  to  an  educational  bill  intro- 
duced by  himself  at  the  State  Meeting  in  1906,  which  was  dis- 
cussed before  a  Committee  of  the  last  Legislature. 

The  following  educational  resolution  was  offered  by  Bro.  W.  H. 
Tyler  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

EDUCATIONAL   RESOLUTIONS. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Farmers'  Alliance— 
1.  That  it  take  immediate  suitable  steps  for  the  establishment 
of  an  educational  institution  on  the  site  of  Alliance   Headquar- 
ters, using  said  property,  including  the  150  acres  of  land  and  all 
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buildings    thereon,    for   the    initial    foundation,    which   institution 
shall  be  known  as  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  School. 

2.  That  the  State  organization  by  virtue  of  its  powers  lay  and 
devise  the  means  of  raising  an  endowment  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  institution  within  the  scope  of  its  wisdom. 

3.  That  it  elect  seven  men  who,  collectively,  shall  constitute  a 
Board  of  Trustees,  or  Executive  Board  of  Directors,  and  who 
shall  be  governed  in  the  discharge  of  its  several  duties  by  the 
Code  of  Regulation  ratified  by  this  body. 

(Signed)  W.   H.   TYLER. 

Bro.  J.  A.  Davis  offered  the  following  resolution  in  regard  to 
immigration: 

Resolved,  that  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance  is  opposed 
to  the  encouragement  of  the  immigration  of  foreigners  of  any 
character,  by  solicitation,  or  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  State, 
or  any  of  its  departments,  or  any  other  organization,  or  indi- 
viduals, believing  that  the  resources  of  the  State  are  being  rapid- 
ly developed  by  the  natives,  and  that  to  them  and  their  descend- 
ants belongs  the  enjoyment  of  the  fruits  of  such  development. 

This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell,  the  Alliance  voted  to  go  into 
the  election  of  officers  to-night  at  8  o'clock. 

A  roll-call  of  counties  was  made  and  the  delegates  gave  short 
accounts  of  the  condition  of  the  Alliance  in  their  respective  coun- 
ties. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  to  whom  the  Secretary's  report 
was  referred,  reported  on  the  same  as  follows: 

The  suggestions  made  by  the  Secretary  in  his  report,  namely: 
Extension  of  lecture  system,  the  sending  of  delegates  from  this 
body  to  kindred  organizations,  holding  Farmers'  Institutes  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Alliance,  are  favorably  reported. 

MITCHELL,  For  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  favorably  on  resolu- 
tion opposed  to  Immigration.  After  earnest  discussion,  the  reso- 
lution was  adopted  unanimously. 

On  motion,  the  Alliance  adjourned  until  8  o'clock  p.  m. 

At  8  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Alliance  was  called  to  order  by  President 
Parrott.  The  special  order  of  election  of  officers  having  arrived, 
Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell  moved  the  time  for  the  election  be  changed 
to  8:30  a.  m.  to-morrow. 

The  Executive  Committee,  through  its  Chairman,  Bro.  J.  W 
Denmark,  submitted  its  financial  reports  of  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer and  the  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund.

Whereas,  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Georgia  have  set  the  pace 
in  the  South  for  educating  farmer  boys  by  appropriating  money 
for  establishing  an  agricultural  high  school  or  college  in  each 
and  every  Congressional  District,  and  we  believe  that  the  next 
step  in  North  Carolina's  educational  progress  is  to  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  these  States;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  in 
annual  session  hereby  urges  the  next  General  Assembly  to  pro- 
vide for  this  necessary  form  of  agricultural  education,  and  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  keep  up  this  fight  until  this  reform  is  accom~ 
plished. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance  watches 
with  earnest  interest  the  progress  of  agricultural  education  at 
our  State  A.  and  M.  College,  and  in  the  name  of  S2  per  cent  of 
the  people  of  North  Carolina,  we  urge  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  take  steps  looking  to  the  greater  development  of  the  agricul- 
tural division  of  the  College. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Bain  moved  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee 
of  three,  with  Bro.  Clarence  H.  Poe,  chairman,  to  take  these  reso- 
lutions before  the  Legislature.

Parrott  be  appointed  to  draft  an  expression  of  our  hearty  approval 
of  the  railroad  rate  law,  and  our  emphatic  approval  of  the  atti- 
tude and  action  of  our  Governor  in  the  recent  controversy  grow- 
ing out  of  the  same.

Resolved,  that  the  County  Alliances  be  requested  to  try  to  have 
the  Farmers'  Institute  workers  hold  Institutes  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Alliance  whenever  possible.  J.  C.  BAIN. 

On  motion,  the  expenses  of  officers  and  delegates  was  ordered 
paid  from  the  Alliance  Treasury. 
Adjourned  until  1:30  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON   SESSION. 

Alliance  called  to  order  at  1:30  p.  m.  by  President  Peterson. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  appointed  this  morning 
was  read,  discussed  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  that  while  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alli- 
ance is  in  favor  of  no  indiscriminate  or  demagogic  attack  on  rail- 
ways, we  heartily  approve  the  reduction  in  passenger  rates  adopt- 
ed by  the  last  General  Assembly,  and  we  commend  the  efforts  of 
our  Executive  and  radical  officers  to  demonstrate  that  the  most 
powerful  railway  corporation  is  as  amenable  to  the  laws  of  our 
sovereign  State  as  the  humblest  citizen  within  its  borders. 

2.  That  we  regard  as  of  even  graver  importance  the  flagrant 
discriminations  in  freight  rates  at  present  practiced  by  the  rail- 
road corporations  against  our  State,  whereby  prices  of  farm  sup- 
plies are  increased,  and  we  urge  the  Corporation  Commission  to 
take  proper  steps  for  our  relief. 

3.  We  also  desire  to  place  ourselvs  on  record  as  favoring  prop- 
er consideration  for  new,  weak,  and  struggling  railway  lines  in 
our  State  and  simply  absolute  justice  in  dealing  with  the  more 
powerful  lines. 

The   following  resolutions   passed  by  a  rising  vote: 

Resolved,  that  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  de- 
sires to  express  formally  its  appreciation  of  the  efficient  services 
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of  Bro.  Geo.  F.  Parrott,  in  the  office  of  President,  and  we  take 
these  as  our  earnest  of  the  splendid  work  we  may  confidently 
expect  of  him  in  his  present  important  position. 

Bro.  J.  A.  Davis,  for  his 'committee,  reported  as  follows: 

Whereas,  the  Jute  Bagging  Trust  determined  to  compel  the 
farmers  of  the  South  to  pay  an  exorbitant  price  for  their  prod- 
ucts for  wrapping  the  present  cotton  crop;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  we  earnestly  urge  the  members  of  our  organiza- 
tion to  co-operate  with  the  Farmers'  Union  and  the  Southern 
Cotton  Association  in  discarding  the  use  of  jute  bagging  unless 
satisfactory  prices  for  same  can  be  obtained. 

Resolved,  that  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
learns  with  unfeigned  pleasure  of  the  efforts  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment to  curb  that  cruel  and  oppressive  monopoly  which  has  so 
long  depressed  the  prices  of  one  of  North  Carolina's  greatest  sta- 
ples,   the    American    Tobacco    Company. 

Resolved,  that  we  feel  that  this  is  the  most  opportune  time  for 
our  thousands  of  North  Carolina  tobacco  growers  to  organize  and 
demand  their  rights,  and  the  Alliance  hereby  offers  its  machinery 
and  organization  for  this  purpose,  and  also  pledges  its  co-opera- 
tion in  any  independent  move  our  tobacco  farmers  may  think  ad- 
visable. 

Bro.  H.  M.  Cates  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Whereas,  Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  has  served  the  North  Carolina 
State  Farmers'  Alliance  for  ten  long  years  faithfully,  honestly,  en- 
ergetically and  very  effectively  as  our  State  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer and  Business  Agent;    and, 

Whereas,  he  has  declined  to  stand  for  re-election;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Farmers'  Alliance,  that 
we  tender  to  Brother  Parker  and  his  good  family  for  all  his  ser- 
vices and  for  the  many  kindnesses  and  courtesies  shown  the  Alli- 
ance at  our  Headquarters  by  this  noble  family  in  all  these  years, 
our  love,  thanks  and  highest  regards  and  hope  that  the  tender 
ties  thus  created  may  grow  stronger  each  coming  year  as  long  as 
life  shall  last. 

Resolution  declining  to  sell  the  Headquarters'  property  was 
adopted. 

Bro.  G.  W.  P.  Cates  moved  that  the  Secretary  send  a  message 
of-  condolence  and  sympathy  to  Bro.  W.  A.  Graham,  detained  on 
account  of  the  death  of  his  brother. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  that  we,  the  members  of  this  State  Alliance,  do 
tender  our  thanks  to  Brother  Oldham  and  to  Mr.  Meacham  and 
family,  and  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wagoner,  for  their  care  of  us  during 
this  meeting.

The  organization  of  the  State  Alliance  then  being  complete.  Presi- 
dent Peterson  delivered  his  Annual   Address  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Alliance: — Another 
year  has  rapidly  passed  and  we  are  gathered  together  on  this 
pleasant  occasion  in  the  Twenty-Second  Annual  Session  of  our 
organization.  A  kind  Providence  has  smiled  upon  us  in  large 
measures  notwithstanding  the  cries  of  panic  and  disaster  in  the 
financial  world.  The  average  conservative  citizen  has  seen  little 
■cause  for  this,  and  has  gone  on  with  renewed  energy  and  hopeful 
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heart.  There  is  little  doubt  but  the  few  who  would  profit  by  the 
distress  of  their  fellow-man  have  intensified  every  possible  condi- 
tion to  precipitate  financial  trouble. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  our  organization  and  co-operation  by 
similar  orders  in  the  face  of  such  pressure,  the  products  of  our 
labors  would  have  been  sold  far  below  the  cost  of  production. 
One  lesson  we  ought  to  have  learned  well — market  our  crops 
slowly  and  carefully. 

ORGANIZATION. 

As  these  conditions  under  strong  speculative  effort  may  arise 
at  almost  any  time,  it  behooves  the  farmer  to  realize  his  right  in 
the  premises,  and  while  we  are  at  peace  with  those  in  other 
vocations,  and  wish  all  God's  speed  in  the  race  of  life  for  an  hon- 
est existence  we  must  not  forget  the  importance  of  thorough  or- 
ganization and  unity  of  action  and  purpose  to  maintain  a  fair 
recognition  of  our  side  of  the  question.  Every  other  interest  is 
organized;   we  must  not  be  the  exception. 

We  are  doing  more  now  to  command  the  respect  and  attention 
of  the  world  than  ever  before;  Ave  need  to  interest  and  enlist 
every  desirable  and  qualified  person  to  join  hands  with  us  in  try- 
ing to   better  our  mutual  conditions. 

NEW    LIFE. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  new  life  for  the  Farmers'  Al- 
liance, more  new  Sub  Alliances  formed,  more  old  ones  that  had 
become  dormant  revived,  and  larger  numbers  of  substantial  mem- 
bers added  than  any  like  period  in  many  years.  I  am  gratified 
and  rejoice  with  you  in  this  progress  and  hopeful  outlook  for  the 
future.  This  encouragement  must  stimulate  us  for  greater  effort 
in  the  coming  year. 

PRINTERS-    INK. 

We  need  to  reach  our  membership  through  newspaper  com- 
munications more  than  we  are  doing,  while  all  the  papers  of  the 
State  so  far  as  T  know  have  dealt  kindly  with  us  during  the  past 
year,  and  some  of  them  have  been  especially  considerate  of  us, 
yet  some  time  for  lack  of  space,  articles  of  interest  to  the  Alliance 
have  to  be  pruned  so  as  to  lose  their  true  meaning  and  purpose. 

Naturally,  we  feel  that  The  Progressive  Farmer  is  more  close- 
ly connected  with  us  than  many  other  papers.  While  this  paper 
has  to  reach  many  interests  of  our  agricultural  people,  we  re- 
gard no  interest  of  more  importance  than  perfect  organization  of 
the  farmers.  Tt  may  be  that  a  column  of  this  paper  could  be  se- 
cured for  reaching  our  organization,  at  a  small  cost.  I  am  sure 
if  this  can  not  be  done  that  they  will  give  reasonable  space  for 
all  articles  of  interest  to  our  Alliance  that  represents  so  many 
subscribers  to    this   valuable  paper. 

FREIGHT    RATES. 

The  reduction  or  equality  in  freight  rates  so  strongly  advo- 
cated by  my  predecessor,  and  so  justly  expected  by  the  merchants 
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and  farmers  of  North  Carolina,  has  not  been  obtained;  instead, 
there  is  said  to  be  an  effort  on  the  part  of  some  railroads  for  an 
increase  in  what  now  appears  excessive  rates.  We  desire  to  see 
the  most  cordial  relation  existing  between  the  great  masses  of 
the  people  and  the  railroads.  This  can  be  brought  abont  by  a  de- 
sire on  the  part  of  all  concerned  to  do  what  is  right  and  fair. 
If  these  things  cannot  be  recognized,  then  public  opinion  will 
grow  until  the  demand  is  imperative. 

FERTILIZERS. 

After  a  complication  of  matters,  our  efficient  Business  Agent 
made  an  arrangement  about  certain  brands  of  fertilizers  that 
bore  the  "Alliance  Brands."  This  seemed  the  best  thing  he 
could  do  at  the  time.  I  would  recommend  that  a  more  definite 
understanding  be  reached  at  an  early  date  in  regard  to  these 
matters.  About  this,  however,  our  Business  Agent  can  more 
fully  explain. 

EDUCATION. 

There  is  an  increasing  desire  among  our  people  to  avail  them- 
selves of  every  opportunity  to  gain  knowledge,  especially  is  this 
true  along  agricultural  lines.  We  believe  that  in  the  future  more 
attention  will  be  devoted  to  this  at  the  A.  &  M.  College.  The 
Institutes  conducted  by  the  Agricultural  Department  I  regard  as 
very  helpful  to  our  farmers. 

INFORMATION. 

We  are  glad  that  the  tide  of  foreign  influx  into  this  country 
has  somewhat  abated  within  the  last  few  months.  In  our  opinion, 
it  will  be  a  sad  day  for  this  South-land  of  ours  when  all  classes 
of  foreigners  shall  flood  our  section  as  they  do  some  portions  of 
our  country.  Unless  a  desirable  class  shall  come  to  our  State,  it 
will  be  better  for  our  farm-houses  to  be  farther  apart,  and  let 
future  generations  populate  the  country- 

The  pure  American  citizenship  of  the  South  is  the  anchor  that 
binds  this  country  to  our  best  institutions. 

Good  citizens  from  other  countries  could  help  us  to  develop 
our  State,  but  others  would  be  a  menace  to  our  peace.  We  are 
growing  and  progressing  about  as  rapidly  as  safety  will  permit, 
as  far  as.  a  questionable  citizenship  is  concerned. 

THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  ALLIANCE. 

I  regard  the  future  of  the  Alliance  as  hopeful.  Our  worthy 
Lecturer,  Mr.  H.  M.  Cates,  has  done  good  service  during  the  past 
year.  This  department  is  the  strong  arm  of  our  work.  I  would 
recommend  and  urge  that  we  keep  as  much  of  his  time  occupied 
during  the  coming  year  as  possible  on  the  field.  I  appeal  to 
every  Allianceman  in  North  Carolina  to  take  hold  of  the  work 
with  renewed  energy.  It  is  worth  our  while  to  help  others  as 
well   as  helping  ourselves  at  the  same  time. 
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On  conclusion  of  the  address,  it  was,  on  motion,  referred  to 
the  proper  Committee  for  their  consideration   and  action.

The  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent  read  his 
report  as  follows: 

REPORT    OF    SECRETARY-TREASURER    AND    STATE    BUSI- 
NESS  AGENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of 
North  Carolina. 

Brethren: — Nine  months  ago  I  assumed  charge  of  your  affairs 
as  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent.  It  was  a  work 
which  I  approached  with  fear  lest  1  should  tall  short  of  the  ex- 
pectations of  my  friends:  having  little  experience  in  tjie  art  of 
book-keeping,  with  only  one  requisite — that  of  knowing  right 
from  wrong. 

The  amount  of  business  done  by  me  has  not  been  as  great  as 
I  expected;  however,  when  we  remember  that  a  great  number  of 
our  people  do  not  buy  for  cash,  and  therefore  are  not  acceptable 
customers,  and  when  we  remember  that  almost  simultaneously 
with  my  coming  into  your  service,  the  unexpected  panic  in  the 
money  market  without  just  cause,  without  reason,  without  com- 
passion it  came,  bearing  heavily  (as  all  ponderous  weights  do)  on 
the  agricultural  classes,  the  very  mud-sills  of  this  our  govern- 
ment.     The  change  of  our  base   from  Raleigh   to  Hillsboro   also 
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caused  a  falling  off  of  business.  We  think  no  lei  lei'  of  inquiry 
for  prices,  etc.,  has  gone  without  answer;  inded,  no  letter  of  any 
kind  has  been  neglected.  A  great  many  letters  asking  for  quota- 
tions have  come  to  us,  all  of  which  we  have  answered.  In  many 
instances  my  prices  are  only  used  to  cause  local  dealers  to  sell 
lower.  This  is  a  great  injustice  to  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  and 
should  be  discountenanced,  especially  when  my  letters  are  shown. 

Our  fertilizer  matter  gave  no  little  trouble  and  caused  no  small 
expense  last  winter,  and  was  adjusted  with  incomplete  satisfaction 
to  me.  Your  able  President  has  called  your  attention  to  this 
matter  in  his  annual  address. 

Now  then,  brethren,  it  is  up  to  you  to  deal  with  that  matter, 
and  should  demand  a  full  share  of  your  time  and  your  very  best 
thought.  My  books  and  papers  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
your  Executive  Committee,   who  will  report  their  finding.

Which  should  stimulate  this  organization  to  renewed  energy 
and  determination  to  make  the    Order,    with    its    Fund,    a    much 
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greater  benefit  to  ourselves  and  our  neighbors  and  friends,  than 
it  is  now,  or  lias  been,  for  some  years.  Evidently  the  Fund  has 
been  saved,  and  for  a  good  purpose.  Is  it  that  we  shall  awake 
and  put  on  our  strength  and  make  the  woods  ring  with  the  sounds 
of  our  oratory  from  every  school-house  in  the  land  as  we  once 
did?  Has  not  the  time  for  a  great  revival  come?  If  so.  buckle 
on  your  armor,  and  with  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  your  neigh- 
bor, march  on  to  more  glorious  achievements  than  ever  in  our 
righteous  undertakings;  in  soil  preparation  and  the  selection 
and  the  platning  and  the  cultivation  of  the  good  seeds  of  honor, 
fidelity,  sincere  charity  and  good-will  to  all  according  to  our 
declaration  of  purposes.

Alliance  Headquarters, 
Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  10,   1909. 

The  Twenty-Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alli- 
ance of  North  Carolina  was  called  to  order  in  Alliance  Hall,  at 
Headquarters,  on  August  10,  1909,  at  12  o'clock  noon,  by  Presi- 
det  Joseph  E.  Peterson.

The  organization  of  the  State  Alliance  being  complete,  Presi- 
dent Peterson  delivered  his  Annual  Address  as  follows: 
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PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers  Alliance: — The  past 
year  has  glided  swiftly  by,  and  to-day  this  great  organization  is 
convened  in  its  twenty-third  session. 

PROGRESS. 

The  Alliance  has  gained  strength  and  influence  during  the  year. 
One  thing  has  delighted  your  President,  that  is  that  many  who  at 
one  time  thought  lightly  of  this  Order  now  have  profound  re- 
spect for  it,  and  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  if  we  act  discreet- 
ly, and  only  look  after  the  things  that  make  for  our  highest  in- 
terest that  the  work  and  purposes  of  our  Order  are  going  to  com- 
mend themselves  to  every  thoughtful  person.  It  is  now  under- 
stood that  the  Alliance  is  not  antagonizing  any  other  class  of  our 
people.  On  the  contrary,  the  Alliance  entertains  the  kindest  feel- 
ing for  persons  of  every  legitimate  vocation,  we  wish  them  all  suc- 
cess and  realize  our  mutual  dependence  on  each  other. 

RIGHT  THOUGHTS. 

The  chief  thought  that  ought  to  stimulate  us  now  is  to  farm  on 
the  intensive  plan.  Plant  less  acreage,  study  to  improve  soil  in  as 
substantial  and  economical  manner  as  possible,  making  more  on 
a  few  acres  than  was  formerly  made  on  many.  Do  not  lay  too 
much  stress  on  commercial  fertilizer,  the  barnyard  and  old-time 
compost  should  not  be  dispensed  with.  Shallow  plowing,  dragging 
over  clean  land  devoid  of  humus,  and  the  application  of  2  00 
pounds  of  guano  to  the  acre  will  cause  those  who  farm  thus  to 
occupy  a  place  in  the  rear  ranks  of  Southern  farmers  in  a  very 
short  time. 

APPRECIATION. 

The  farmer  has  taken  an  advanced  position  within  the  past  few 
years.  All  right  thinking  people  respect  him.  If  we  would  make 
this  opinion  enduring,  we  must  improve  our  condition  along  all 
lines.  The  best  thought,  the  best  effort,  the  best  treatment  of 
our  fellow-man  must  be  manifest. 

CAREFULNESS. 

We  are  prone  to  complain  at  the  treatment  we  receive  from  cot- 
ton exchanges,  and  I  say  unhesitatingly  that  this  has  often  been 
harsh  and  cruel,  we  condemn  speculation  in  cotton  futures  as  base 
as  any  gambling,  and  yet  here  in  North  Carolina  there  are  farm- 
ers who  are  selling  their  next  crops  before  they  are  made.  This  of 
itself  will  hammer  down  the  market.  I  do  not  think  this  is  a  wise 
thing  for  farmers  to  do.  I  suggest  the  careful  marketing  of  the 
present  short  crop  of  cotton. 

ORGANIZATION. 

I  want  to  urge  as  complete  organization  of  the  farmers  as  can 
be  perfected.  This  will  enable  them  to  obtain  benefits  from  the. 
Alliance  that  otherwise  they  would  not  enjoy. 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  consider  the  advisability  of  having 
three  instead  of  five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  wheth- 
er the  saving  of  the  additional  expense  and  equal  service  from  a 
smaller  committee  would  not  do  as  well.  I  suggest  that  we  call 
the  attention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  the  advisabil- 
ity of  the  appointment  of  practical  farmers  as  inspectors  of  fer- 
tilizers. 

A.   &   M.   COLLEGE. 

This  institution  is  doing  a  good  work  for  agriculture.  We  trust 
as  many  farmers'  sons  as  can  will  endeavor  to  obtain  a  scholar- 
ship if  they  can  not  get  the  benefits  offered  there  otherwise. 

FARMERS'  INSTITUTES. 

The  work  being  done  through  and  by  the  State  Agricultural 
Department  can  not  be  estimated.  An  impress  is  left  on  every 
community  where  they  conduct  Institutes  that  will  tell  in  the 
years  to  come.  The  thing  to  be  regretted  is  that  we  did  not  un- 
dertake this  long  years  ago. 

EDUCATION. 

The  tidal  wave  of  education  in  North  Carolina  has  done  more 
to  open  the  eyes  of  the  farmers  than  all  other  agencies  combined. 
Its  splendid  influence  is  going  to  more  rapidly  increase  the  ca- 
pacity of  farmers  along  all  lines  in  the  near  future.  This  view  be- 
ing so  patent,  it  behooves  the  white  farmers  of  the  State  to  make 
any  sacrifice  necessary  to  educate  their  children. 

As  an  organization  standing  for  this  thing,  let's  make  this  one 
of  the  things  for  which  we  strive,  and  which  will  do  more  to 
give  dignity  to  honest,  faithful  labor  than  many  will  now  admit. 
We  do  not  mean  education  that  demands  a  "new  religion,"  but 
practical  education  based  on  common-sense. 

GOOD  ROADS. 

This  is  a  vital  question  that  comes  very  near  the  farmer,  yes, 
right  by  his  door.  It  means  comfort  to  man  and  beast,  it  means 
economy.  While  this  great  question  is  receiving  encouragement 
from  the  press  of  the  country,  from  merchants,  town  people  and 
statesmen,  it  should  be  supported  strongly  by  the  farmer,  who  of 
all  men  is  most  interested. 

HOME  SUPPLIES. 

None  of  us  can  be  independent,  but  the  farmer  who  largely  pro- 
vides necessary  support  at  home,  does  not  worry  about  the  men 
who  are  cornering  the  bread  and  meat  market  like  we  see  now. 
When  we  arrange  to  let  our  surplus  crop  be  the  money  crop,  we 
will  be  a  happier  and  more  prosperous  people. 

OUR   BUSINESS  AGENCY. 

Our  Secretary  and  Treasurer  will  report  on  the  office  work.  I 
think  it  would  be  to  the  decided  advantage  of  our  membership  to 
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keep  in  touch  with  our  business  agent  and  get  such  information 
as  he  may  be  able  to  give. 

OUR   LECTURER. 

I  think  the  time  now  ripe  for  increased  work  on  the  field.  Our 
Lecturer  has  done  good  service.  If  his  time  can  be  doubled  next 
year,  it  will  pay  a  good  dividend.  I  recommend  the  pressing  of 
work   along  this    line. 

PRINTERS'   INK. 

Some  means  of  reaching  the  people  through  "The  Progressive 
Farmer"  in  a  systematic  way  should  receive  our  attention  at  this 
session.  The  press  of  the  State  has  been  exceedingly  kind  to  the 
farmers'  Alliance.  They  have  cheerfully  made  notices  and  pub- 
lished matters  of  interest  during  the  year. 

THE  OUTLOOK.  , 

Never  since  the  oldest  of  us  can  remember,  and  doubtless  not 
since  the  morning  when  our  first  parents  were  driven  from  the 
Garden  of  Eden  to  dig  from  the  ground  the  means  of  human  ex- 
istence, has  the  earth  responded  more  fruitfully,  as  a  rule,  to  the 
effort  and  experience  of  man  than  now.  While  this,  doubtless,  is 
true,  each  year  now  unfolds  as  never  before  the  finest  fruits  of 
experience  and  endeavor,  and  we  realize  that  we  are  just  begin- 
ning to  learn  the  vast  possibilities  before  us  of  becoming  a  great 
agricultural  State. 

It  is  a  source  of  real  pleasure  to  us  that  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  our  country  is  brightening,  that  the  good  feeling  in  our 
Commonwealth  is  not  disturbed,  that  the  future  seems  hopeful, 
yet  we  hear  of  increasing  disregard  of  the  6  per  cent  interest  law. 
This  is  a  matter  that  public  opinion  ought  to  condemn  as  much 
as  the  violation  of  other  laws  that  oppress  our  citizens  in  the 
most  urgent  times  of  their  experience. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now  after  two  years  or  service  as  your  State  President,  and 
in  accordance  with  our  Constitution,  I  lay  down  the  gavel  to  be 
taken  by  my  successor.  How  well  I  have  served  you  I  leave  for 
you  to  determine.  I  have  tried  as  best  I  knew  to  create  all  over 
the  State  the  greatest  respect  and  confidence  in  our  organization. 
•  <A  I  have  tried  with  your  State  Lecturer  and  Secretary  to  cement  the 
9  fellowship  of  our  brotherhood,  and  now  as  I  take  my  place  in  the 
ranks  as  a  private  member,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  honors 
you  have  conferred  on  me  and  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in 
me.  I  shall  remember  each  of  you  with  the  kindest  recollection , 
and  still  try  to  be  faithful  to  the  principles  of  the  Alliance,  which 
when  understood  and  observed,  makes  its  membership  good  citi- 
zens. 

I  bespeak  for  the  one  who  shall  be  chosen  in  my  place  the  cor- 
dial and  hearty  support  you  have  given  me  at  all  times.

Brethren: — It  is  my  pleasure  as  well  as  my  duty  to  make  an 
annual  report  to  you  as  your  servant  for  this  my  second  term.  I 
regret  that  I  cannot  make  report  of  a  greater  volume  of  business

in  both  departments  of  my  work.  That  regret,  however,  is  les- 
sened by  the  knowledge  that  so  far  as  my  ability  would  serve  me, 
no  fault  is  in  my  office.  No  letter  of  inquiry  has  come  to  me 
that  has  not  had  due  and  prompt  attention;  indeed,  no  letter  of 
any  sort  has  been  neglected  so  far  as  I  believe.  I  invite  investiga- 
tion of  my  correspondence  as  shown  by  my  letter  files  and  press 
book.  You  should  remember  that  the  eastern  section  of  our  State 
in  which  our  strength  is  greatest  is  in  bad  shape  financially  on  ac- 
count of  the  extreme  wet  crop  seasons  for  the  past  three  years, 
which  has  caused  our  people  to  be  without  ready  money  with 
which  to  buy  for  cash;  therefore,  they  are  unable  to  stand  by  and 
buy  through  your  Agency,  which  fact  causes  a  great  many  to  be 
less  interested  in  the  Farmers'  Alliance.  Your  expenses  have 
been  great  for  this  year,  most  of  which  need  not  again  occur  for 
several  years  to  come,  every  item  of  which,  I  think,  you  would 
accept  had  I  the  opportunity  to  explain  and  which  I  will  gladly 
do  on  request.  My  books  and  papers  are  in  the  hands  of  your 
Executive  Committee,  whose  report  you  will  receive  later  in  the 
session. 

Now,  brethren,  earnestly  wishing  you  a  pleasant  stay  while 
here  at  your  Headquarters,  and  with  assurance  that  Mrs.  Parrott 
and  the  daughters  will  do  their  best  to  make  you  feel  that  they

That  the  State  Lecturer  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  ad- 
journment of  this  meeting,  proceed  to  the  work  of  organizing  each 
county  in  the  District  now  containing  the  largest  number  of  coun- 
ties organized. 

That  he  shall  as  soon  as  all  the  country  in  said  District  shall 
have  been  organized,  proceed  to  the  organization  of  a  District  Al- 
liance, to  be  composed  of  delegates  from  the  several  county  Alli- 
ances in  said  District. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Lecturer  to  devote  his 
whole  time  to  Alliance  work  in  his  District. 

We  further  recommend  that  printers'  ink,  in  newspaper  form, 
properly  distributed,  would  be  our  most  efficient  aid  in  the  dis- 
semination of  our  principles,  and  we  urge  the  importance  of  the 
establishment  of  such  a  medium  of  communication  between  our 
membership.

That,  after  submitting  the  matter  to  the  Subordinate  Alliances 
for  their  ratification,  it  is  willing  to  sell  the  Hillsboro  property 
for  a  reasonable  sum  and  invest  a  part  of  the  proceeds  in  the  pur- 
chase of  a  site  for  the  establishment  of  a  Farm  Life  School  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  A.  &  M.  College,  provided  means  sufficient  to  con- 
duct said  school  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  A.  &  M.  College  are  raised;  and  be  it  further — 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund  be 
properly  secured  on  account  of  sale  of  said  property. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  meeting  of  the  Subordinate  Alliances 
be  ordered  by  the  President  of  the  State  Alliance  to  act  upon  the

PROCEEDINGS. 


Alliance  Headquarters, 
Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  9-10,  1910. 

The  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Fanners'  State  Alliance  convened  at  Alliance  Headquarters,  near 
Hillsboro  to-day,  August  9,  1910. 

Promptly  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  the  gavel,  in  the  hands  of  Presi- 
dent R.  H.  Speight,  wrapped  the  Alliance  to  order. 

The  Alliance  was  then  opened  in  due  form. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  counties,  and  the  delegates 
handed  in  their  credentials. 

The  President  appointed  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  composed 
of  T.  P.  Johnston,  of  Rowan;  Augustus  Williams,  of  Martin,  and 
R.  G.  Hart,  of  Edgecombe  County. 

The  credentials  were  referred  to  this  committee,  which  imme- 
diately retired  to  consider  the  same. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  a  recess 
was  taken  to  2:30  p.  m. 

At  2:30  p.  m.,  sharp,  the  President  called  the  Alliance  to  or- 
der.

The  State  Alliance  now  being  fully  organized  and  ready  for 
business,  the  President  proceeded  to  deliver  his  Annual  Address, 
which  is  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Alliance: 

In  these  times  of  immense  accumulations  of  private  fortunes 
and  combinations  of  capital  and  corporate  greed,  it  becomes  more 
imperative  than  every  that  unity  of  action  should,  on  the  part 
of  the  laboring  classes,  especially  the  cultivators  of  agricultural 
products,  who  constitute  three-fourths  of  the  population  of  our 
State  and  a  very  large  per  cent  of  the  populations  of  other  States, 
be  entered  into  and  faithfully  maintained. 

Just  twenty-four  years  ago  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Al- 
liance was  organized;  its  membership  limited  to  farm  laborers, 
country  merchants,  physicians,  and  ministers  of  the  Gospel. 
With  the  avowed  purpose  of  educating  its  members  and  the  agri- 
cultural classes  generally  in  the  science  of  economical  govern- 
ment in  a  non-partisan  spirit;  to  develop  a  better  State  mental- 
ly, morally,  socially  and  financially,  to  strive  to  secure  entire  har- 
mony and  good  will  among  all  men  and  brotherly  love  among 
ourselves.  To  what  extent  we  have  succeeded,  only  an  accurate 
and  just  history,  compiled  by  some  competent  writer,  conversant 
with  its  working  from  the  beginning,  can  show. 

I  am  one  of  its  members  who  believes,  while  acknowledging 
that  grave  and  serious  mistakes  have  been  made  in  some  things, 
that  it  has  accomplished  great  good,  not  only  for  its  members  in- 
dividually and  collectively,  but  for  the  State  at  large,  and  that  it 
still  lives,  and  will  continue  to  live,  working  for  the  betterment  of 
the  agricultural  classes  and  incidentally  for  all  others. 
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It  behooves  us  that  we  should  strive  with  our  utmost  power, 
lest  we,  like  the  animals  of  the  field,  borne  prone  to  the  earth  and 
obedient  to  the  appetites,  should  pass  away  without  accomplishing 
the  purposes  for  which  we  organized  and  are  laboring  for,  un- 
honored  and  unsung. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  1  should  attempt  in  this  short 
talk,  to  teach  you  how  to  make  your  farms  more  productive. 
The  Agricultural  Colleges,  "Farmers'  Institutes,"  Test  Farms,  and 
agricultural  press,  all  partially  the  outcome  of  your  suggestions, 
demands  and  support,  are  very  effectively  accomplishing  this.  I 
will,  however,  suggest,  that  when  you  have  made  your  land  pro- 
ductive, and  are  making  $500  a  year  more  per  crop,  that  you 
learn  also  to  retain  the  greater  improvement  of  your  farms  and 
to  increase  the  comforts  of  your  homes. 

It  has  been  customary  with  some  of  your  presiding  officers,  at 
our  Annual  Meetings,  to  express  their  opinions  and  make  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  by  our  Order  on  such 
measures  as  have  been  the  subject  of  legislation,  or  are  being 
agitated  by  the  public.     I  shall  allude  to  but  very  few  of  these. 

Having  practiced  medicine  in  the  country  for  forty  years,  and 
therefore  being  familiar  with  the  unsanitary  surroundings  of  our 
farm  dwellings  generally,  and  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
a  knowledge,  however  imperfect,  on  the  part  of  our  farm  dwel- 
lers, of  the  prevention  of  preventable  diseases,  I  advise  that  our 
Sub-Alliances  subscribe  for,  and  make  a  study  of,  and  discuss 
at  their  monthly  meetings,  such  articles  as  it  may  contain  of  in- 
terest to  them,  "The  North  Carolina  Bulletin  of  Health,"  a  pub- 
lication, the  outcome  of  the  wisdom  and  labors  of  the  members 
of  "The  North  Carolina  Board  of  Health,"  especially  of  its  long- 
time Secretary,  Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis,  to  whose  untiring  energy  and 
zeal,  the  health  laws  of.  our  State  and  the  necessary  appro- 
priations to  enforce  them,  are  largely  due. 

The  Bulletin  will  be  sent  to  any  citizen  of  the  State  upon  re- 
quest. 

So  wide-spread  has  become  the  interest  in  public  education,  so 
determined  are  our  citizens,  that  every  child  shall  have  an  op- 
portunity of  a  public  school  education  and  sq.  effective  have  be- 
come the  efforts  of  those  at  the  head  of  our  educational  system, 
that,  we  need  but  endorse  and  support  their  lead. 

Good  roads  are  absolutely  indispensable  to  agricultural  prog- 
ress and  to  the  highest  attainment  of  civilization.  How  to  eco- 
nomically build  and  maintain  them,  should  have  our  most  earnest 
consideration. 

I  believe,  with  the  great  Vance,  that  to  North  Carolinians  and 
their  children,  should  belong  North  Carolina.  The  natural  in- 
crease will  be  rapid  enough  to  develop  all  our  resources  in  am- 
ple time.  We  know  nothing  of  race  suicide,  and  God  forbid  that 
we  ever  should. 

Our  Lecturer  will  himself  report  to  you  the  result  of  his  labors 
during  the  year. 

The  Business  Agent  will  report  the  result  of  his  labors. 
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We  have  lost  by  death  during  the  year  a  member  of  our  Execu- 
tive Committee,  Bro.  W.  B.  Fleming,  of  Ridgeway.  As  a  Confed- 
erate soldier  and  as  a  citizen,  his  every  thought  was  for  faithful 
performance  of  duty.  When  shot  through  the  lungs  and  left  up- 
on the  battlefield  as  too  badly  wounded  to  be  moved,  he  uttered 
no  word  of  complaint,  and  though  I  knew  him  for  years  as  an 
intimate  friend,  I  never  knew  until  his  death,  that  he  was  ever 
wounded,  .so  modest  and  fearful  of  boasting  was  he.  May  we 
emulate  and  perpetuate  his  virtues. 

Having  filled  to  the  best  of  my  ability  the  duties  of  the  office 
to  which  your  partiality  assigned  me,  I  wish  to  thank  each  and 
every  one  of  you  for  the  kind  support  which  you  have  accorded 
me  in  my  efforts  to  disseminate  and  maintain  the  principles,  and 
increase  the  membership  of  "The  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State 
Alliance"  and  yield  to  my  successor  the  gavel  with  the  faith  that 
the  principles  advocated  by  the  Alliance  will  finally  prevail.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER  AND  STATE 
BUSINESS  AGENT. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent,  George  F. 
Parrott,  submits  his  reports  as  follows: 

Brother  President  and  Brethren: 

As  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent,  I  have  turned 
my  books  and  papers,  etc.,  over  to  your  Executive  Committee 
whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  them  and  report  their  findings. 

That  a  greater  volume  of  business  has  not  been  done,  I  re- 
gret. 

The  members  are  not  buying  through  the  Agency.  It  is  true, 
that  a  great  many  inquiries  for  prices,  etc.,  come  to  me,  but 
prompt  answers  do  not  bring  orders;  the  only  effect  being  to  in- 
crease the  bill  for  stamps.  Indeed,  there  are  some  from  whom 
we  should  expect  some  aid  who  never  even  make  inquiry  as  to 
prices,  etc.  This,  my  brethren,  is  not  helping  to  hold  my  hands 
up.  However,  we  are  not  here  to  indulge  in  useless  repinings  or 
to  quarrel  with  fate. 

If  you  will  pardon  me,  I  will  quit  the  beaten  path  of  my  prede- 
cessors and  of  myself  and  will  offer  some  suggestions  which 
seem  to  me  would,  if  adopted,  be  of  great  and  permanent  benefit 
to  the  Alliance,  or  would  be  the  means  of  arriving  at  some  plans 
to  secure  a  much-needed  relief.  Three  years  ago — and  each 
year  since — I  have  insisted  that  something  be  done;  now  we  are 
to  the  point  that  something  must  be  done,  and  at  this  meeting. 
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Now,  1  suggest  that  we  select  five  of  our  very  best  men,  who 
are,  by  reason  of  their  love  for  the  Alliance,  cool  judgment,  and 
determination,  qualified  to  act  on  a  "Committee  for  the  Good  of 
the  Order";  this  committee  to  be  selected  at  once,  and  who 
shall  retire  and  formulate  some  plan,  or  plans,  for  our  good,  and 
who  shall  from  time  to  time  make  report  to  this  body  for  its  ac- 
ceptance or  rejection.  It  is  further  suggested  that  each  of  us 
here  propose  to  this  committee,  in  writing  any  idea  or  plan  wh'ch 
he  may  think  helpful  to  the  Alliance,  the  committee  to  call  be- 
fore them  any  one  from  whom  they  may  wish  explanation;  no 
one  to  remain  in  the  presence  of  this  committee  while  they  are  in 
session  after  they  have  his  explanation. 

Now,  brethren,  if  there  are  those  of  you  who  would  take  any 
backward  step,  who  would  disband,  or  who  would  consolidate 
with  the  Farmers'  Union,  or  any  other  organization,  hear  me 
when  I  say  that  I  would  remind  you  of  the  very  solemn  oath  you 
took  when  you  joined  the  Alliance.  That  the  men  who  compose 
their  membership  are  any  truer  men  than  those  who  compose 
our  membership,  I  do  deny;  that  their  principles  are  better  than 
ours,  I  flatly  deny,  having  no  fear  of  successful  contradiction. 

Then  why  go  to  them  to  be  saved?  Let  us  pull  with  them, 
or  with  any  other  organization  for  the  uplift  of  mankind,  but 
don't  be  the  tail  to  the  kite  of  any  man,  or  set  of  men,  especially 
when  you  have  a  kite  of  your  own.  Don't  give  up  the  old  ship. 
If  your  plans  are  at  fault  (and  I  think  they  are),  change  them 
at  this  meeting.  If  your  State  Officers  are  not  doing  their  duty, 
elect  others  in  their  stead.  If  their  time  is  not  out  at  this  meet- 
ing, ask  for  their  resignation.  For  myself,  my  time  is  not  out 
until  November  1st;  but  you  can  get  my  resignation  to-day  if  you 
want  it. 

Our  principles  and  purposes  cannot  be  wrong;  they  are  not  at 
fault.  They  will  live  as  long  as  yonder  Eno  Mountain  stands; 
yes,  till  the  sun  grows  cold  till  the  stars  are  old,  till  the  leaves 
of  the  Judgment  Book  unfold. 

That  there  are  men  who  would  welcome  our  downfall,  I  do  not 
deny;  that  there  are  men  who  would  speak  ill  of  us,  I  do  not 
deny;  but,  brethren,  years  after  these  defamers  have  been  laid 
in  their  long-forgotten  graves,  our  principles  will  live  in  the 
hearts  of  men,  and  the  very  word  Alliance  will  rest  on  the  tongues 
of  good  men  and  true  women  everywhere. 

Now,  then,  in  your  deliberations  please  do  not  consider  my  per- 
sonal interest;  do  with  me  as  you  wish.  T  request  only  that  you 
save  a  place  for  my  name  on  the  roll  book  of  some  Sub-Alliance, 
and  that  you  accept  thanks,  coming  as  it  does  from  a  heart  over- 
flowing with  gratitude  for  the  very  many  evidences  of  confidence 
and  fraternal  feeling  of  which  I  have  been  the  recipient  at  your 
hands. 

Again,  we  welcome  you  here.  Take  anything  you  wish  that 
you  can  get  without  the  use  of  a  crow-bar.  It  is  all  yours  or 
mine;  to  that  whi«h  is  yours  you  are  entitled;  to  that  which  is 
mine  you  are  welcome. 
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REPORT  OF  LECTURER. 
State  Lecturer  H.  M.  Cates  read  his  report  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'   State  Alliance  of 
North  Carolina: 

I,  the  undersigned,  your  Lecturer,  beg  leave  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

One  more  year  has  been  left  behind  us.  During  this  year 
hundreds  of  names  have  been  added  to  our  roll  of  the  very  best 
men  and  women  at  all.  Many  counties  have  been  visited,  and 
many  old  members  are  stronger  and  better  Alliance  men  to-day 
than  they  were  one  year  ago;  but  I  realize  very  sensibly  that  it  is 
easier  to  get  men  to  join  our  great  Order  than  it  is  to  keep  them 
there  under  present  conditions;  therefore,  I  do  recommend  that 
this  State  Alliance  take  some  steps  to  move  forward,  and  let  the 
great  question  of  this  State  Meeting  be,  What  in  your  opinion 
is  the  most  important  step  to  be  taken  the  coming  year  to  increase 
our  numbers  and  make  it  worth  while  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Farmers'  Alliance  of  North  Carolina?  I  thank  you  kindly  for 
past  favors,  and  beg  to  be  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past, 
Very  cordially  and  fraternally  yours,

The  Committee  on  Organ  which  was  appointed  last  year  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Good   of  the  Order.      The  report  is   as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  ORGAN  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Farm- 
ers' Alliance: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Official  Organ  for  the  State  Alliance, 
elected  at  your  last  State  Meeting,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

On  the  2  4th  day  of  September,  1909,  we  met  in  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
all  members  of  the  committee  present,  and  after  thoroughly  con- 
sidering the  matter,  we  decided  the  one  thing  most  needful  was  to 
establish  the  paper,  as  instructed  by  the  State  Alliance,  as  soon 
as  possible.  We  received  bids  at  this  meeting  from  the  following 
publishing  houses:  Mutual  Publishing  Company  of  Raleigh, 
Kinston  Free  Press  of  Kinston,  and  Nash  Brothers'  Publishing 
Company  of  Goldsboro,  N.  C.  The  last-named  company's  bid  be- 
ing cheaper  than  the  other  bids,  this  we  decided  to  accept,  and 
begin  the  publication  of  the  paper  at  once,  with  our  Business 
Agent  and  Secretary-Treasurer  as  editor  and  manager,  without 
any  increase  of  salary,  together  with  our  Lecturer  as  associate 
editor.  The  name  of  the  paper  to  be  "The  Farmers'  Friend."  But 
your  Executive  Committee  met  a  few  days  later  and  passed  the 
following    resolution: 

"It  is  the  sense  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  it  is  not  pos- 
sible, in  the  present  condition  of  our  treasury,  to  finance  an  Al- 
liance organ  that  would  be  a  credit  to  our  organization";  but  your 
committee  feels  so  sensible  of  the  fact  that  an  organ  was  the 
one  thing  needful  to  the  life  and  advancement  of  our  Order;  real- 
izing that   printers'   imk   is  the  greatest   'eye   opener'   in   all   the 
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world,  therefore  we  made  the  second  effort,  meeting  again  on 
December  15,  1909,  with  the  same  result.  We  recommended  that 
this  State  Alliance  now  in  session  elect  a  committee  of  five  on 
organ,  and  clothe  them  with  sufficient  power  to  establish  and 
put  in  circulation  an  organ  as  soon  as  possible.

long  his  next-door  neighbor,  and  had  served  a  dozen  years  with 
him  on  the  Executive  Committee;  also  ex-President  Joseph  E. 
Peterson;  Major  W.  A.  Graham,  Trustee;  J.  W.  Denmark,  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  for  thirteen  years,  all  the  while 
Brother  Fleming  served  on  it;  H.  M.  Cates,  our  State  Lecturer; 
T.  P.  Johnston,  and  others,  all  of  whom  bore  loving  testimony 
to  his  noble  and  Christ-like  virtues  and  to  his  untiring  devotion 
to  our  Order  which  he  loved  so  devotedly  and  served  so  faithfully 
and  cheerfully  to  the  end.

for  the  establishment  of  one  of  these  High  Schools,  reserving  the 
right  to  hold  our  Annual  Meetings  in  the  buildings.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY-TREASURE.

This  so  far  as  I  know,  is  the  oldest 
farmers  organization  in  this  country  today,  with  the  single  ex- 
ception of  the  Grange,  this  being  our  25th  birth-day. 

During  this  quarter  of  a  century  of  our  existence,  we  have 
as  an  organization  enjoyed  prosperity  and  suffered  adversity 
but  am  glad  to  report  that  while  our  membership  is  not  so 
great  as  it  was  a  decade  ago,  yet  it  is  not  so  small  as  it  has 
been,  and  I  see  no  reason  why,  with  the  proper  management, 
it  should  not  yet  regain  its  place  at  the  head  of  the  table 
where  it  belongs. 

In  some  sections  of  the  State  we  are  through  the  untiring 
efforts  of  our  efficient  and  energetic  State  Lecturer,  organiz- 
ing new  alliances  and  reviving  old  ones,  while  in  still  other 
places  we  are  not  more  than  holding  our  own. 

My  financial  reports  as  Secretary  and  Taeasurer  and  State 
Business  Agent  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  will  be  included  in  their  report. 


You  will  note  that  I  assumed  the  duties  of  these  offices 
on  Jan.  1st  upon  the  resignation  of  Bro.  Parrott,  and  that  said 
report  only  shows  the  business  done  for  the  first  seven 
months  of  this  year.  During  this  period,  I  have  sent  out 
many  letters  to  the  brethren  thoughout  the  State  with  a  view 
to  stimulating  them  to  renewed  interest  in  behalf  of  this  grand 
old  organization,  and  I  feel  sure  that  in  this  way  I  have  ac- 
complished mnch  more  work  along  this  line,  and  I  want  to 
insist  that  every  brother  present  upon  his  return  home  make 
it  his  business  to  see  his  neghbors  who  are  not  members,  and 
who  would  make  good  alliancemen,  and  present  to  them  the 
great  necessity  of  organization  in  such  a  way  that  they  will 
see  that  it  is  to  their  interest  to  become  members,  put  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheel  ond  help  us  to  work  for  and  stand  by 
and  push  along  the  Old  Farmers  Alliance  now,  henceforth 
and  forever.

The  President  then  delivered  his  annual  address  as  fol- 
lows : 

Brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers  Alliance: 

In  these  times  of  progressive  methods,  ideas  and  condi- 
tions, it  becomes  more  important  than  ever  that  the  farmer 
and  the  working  classes  of  all  conditions,  should  keep 
abreast  of  the  times.  We  should  educate  the  masses  as 
quickly  and  as  steadily  as  possible.  The  young  by  striving 
to  make  it  'possible  that  they  should  have  the  convenience 
of  a  good  public'  school,  with  practical  common  sense  teach- 
ers, for  as  long  a  term  as  six  months.  We  should  stand  for 
a  public  school  system  that  makes  it  binding  to  provide  the 
means  for  these  schools.  Also  make  it  binding  that  the 
children  shall  be  made  to  ta'ke  advantage  of  them.  Our 
grand  old  State  is  an  agricultural  State,  and  we  believe  that 
our  boys  and  girls  should  be  taught  more  practical  farm- 
ing and  housekeeping.  As  to  educating  those  now  who  are 
past  school  age  and  are  upon  the  farm,  we  should  encour- 
age them  to  take  advantage  of  the  work  of  our  agricultural 
department,  for  I  say,  without  the  fear  of  cantradiction,  it 
is  the  best  equipped,  studious  and  practical  in  the  South.  In 
+V  same  phrase  I  will  add,  the  A.  and  H.  College,  who  i? 
pulling  in  double  harness  with  any  thing  the  department 


does.  They  are  not  only  striving  to  educate  the  older  farm- 
er by  the  institute  work,  and  agricultural  train,  but  they 
have  five  test  farms  located  in  different  parts  of  the  State 
on  typical  soil  of  that  section.  They  do  not  stop  with  them 
but  they  are  taking  to  your  doors  small  demonstration 
farms  all  over  North  Carolina,  and  I  insist  brethren,  as  an 
organization  we  should  give  them  our  best  efforts  and 
hearty  support. 

Rural  Life. 

I  believe  it  is  our  fault,  as  a  class  that  so  many  of  our  peo- 
ple, especially  the  boys  and  girls  are  dissatisfied  with  our 
rural  homes.  We  should  make  our  homes  more  attractive 
by  using  more  paint  and  white-wash,  and  by  practicing  the 
innocent  amusements  in  and  around  the  homes,  that  the 
young  as  well  as  the  old  care  to  indulge  in.  In  this  pro- 
gressive age  we  cannot  expect  to  satisfy  and  keep  them  un- 
less we  keep  pace  to  that  standard  in  proportion  to  other 
vocations  of  life.  Learn  them  to  respect  rural  life  as  a 
profession,  instead  of  a  continuous  toil  and  burden.  Teach 
them  that  the  farm  life  is  as  honored  profession  as  any  in 
our  State. 

Now  let  me  say  that  I  believe,  as  an  organization,  we 
should  give  our  hearty  and  co-operative  support  to  good 
roads,  believing  it  to  be  the  second  greatest  awakening 
North  Carolina  will  ever  have,  its  first  being  education.  As 
to  our  organization  and  its  needs  these  thoughts  are 
merely  suggestions,  our  order  has  done  well  the  past  year, 
and  considering  its  dynamic  forces  our  organ  has  been  one 
of  these  strongest  forces.  We  believe  there  should  be  an  ac- 
tive lecturer  in  the  field  for  the  next  twelve  months  in  the 
interest  of  the  order,  also  in  the  interest  of  our  paper,  if  it 
is  to  be  maintained.  As  to  our  property  with  its  inadequate 
income  and  enormous  investment  for  just  a  meeting  place 
once  a  year,  it  should  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested  in 
a  home  where  the  returns  to  the  order  will  be  more  than 
at  present.  As  to  co-operation  with  similar  organizations 
of  the  State,  we  are  in  sympathy  with  them,  but  believe  we 
should  be  working  in  closer  union  together.  I  believe  'plans 
can  be  perfected  whereby  our  annual  meetings  can  be'  held 
under  the  same  roof ;  as  to  our  principles  and  ideas  they 
cannot  be  changed  for  better  for  the  principles  of  all  later 
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agricultural  organizations  have  been  planned  after  ours. 
They  will  stand  all  of  the  vicissitudes  and  storms  that  hath 
prevailed.  Such  principles,  brethren  cannot  be  erased  by 
the  cycle  of  time. 

Now  brethren,  I  hope  our  annual  meeting  may  be  profit- 
able,* wise  and  accomplish  good.  May  we  be  guided  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  and  may  He  take  care  of  us  during  all  of  our 
undertakings.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER 
AND  STATE  BUSINESS  AGENT 


To  liif  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers' 

State  Alliance: 

Brethren — We  have  reached  another  mile-post  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  old  Farmers'  Alliance  of  North  Carolina,  and  I 
am  permitted  to  make  another  animal  report  for  this  the 
twenty-seventh  year  of  its  existence. 

While  we  have  not  increased  in  membership  during  the 
year  as  I  hoped  that  we  might  have  done,  we  have,  as  a  rule, 
held  our  own,  and  in  some  sections  made  considerable  gain 
in  membership. 

Our  greatest  need  now  is  organization,  for  without  organi- 
zation and  co-operation  we  cannot  hope  to  accomplish  much 
toward  the  betterment  of  the  condition  of  the  farmer  and  his 
family  educationnallv,  socially,  financially  or  otherwise. 

By  reference  to  my  financial  report,  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Executive  Committee,  you  will  see  that  the 
business  done  by  your  Business  Agency  shows  a  slight  de- 
crease as  compared  with  last  year.  I  have  done  the  best  T 
could  under  the  circumstances,  but  with  a  more  hearty  sup- 
port from  those  from  whom  I  had  a  right  to  expect  it,  I 
believe  that  I  could  have  made  a  much  better  showing. 

While  the  brethren  have  not  availed  themselves  of  the 
advantages  of  the  low  prices  quoted  them  from  time  to  time, 
they  have  derived  much  benefit  therefrom,  because  in  most 
cases  my  prices  have  induced  their  local  merchants  to  make 
them  prices  much  lower  than  they  otherwise  could  have  ob- 
tained, thereby  saving  for  the  pockets  of  our  brethren  many 
dollars  for  which  the  Business  Agency  receives  no  credit.

UNJUST  FREIGHT  RATES— ADOPTED 
UNANIMOUSLY 

Resolved — 

First,  That  the  members  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  State 
Farmers1  Alliance  do  memoralize  his  Excellency,  Governor 
Craig,  and  the  honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  to  give  the 
people  relief  from  the  present  unjust  charges  for  transporta- 
tion of  freight  in  this  State.  We  would  remind  you  that  the 
people  of  the  State  are  now  annually  paying  taxes  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  money  which  the  State  borrowed  on  bonds 
for  the  construction  of  these  roads,  which  amount  is  over  90 
per  cent  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State,  and  that  these  roads 
are  now  owned  or  operated  by  the  companies  who  are  putting 
these  unjust  rates  upon  us.  Surely  there  must  be  some  way 
by  which  relief  or  recompense  can  be  had,  and  we  pledge  our 
hearty  support  to  you  in  the  enactment  of  legislation  to  this 
end ; 

Two,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  to  Governor  Craig  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
Doughtridge.  By  W.  A.  GRAHAM. 

Bro.  John  Graham  then  read  a  bill  as  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature incorporating  an  Alliance  Union  Farm-Life  School, 
providing  that  the  Alliance  deed  its  Hillsboro  property  to  the 
Stale,  and  the  Farmers'  Union  contribute  $1,000,  the  county 
of  Orange  $2,500,  and  the  State  annually  $7,500  for  main- 
tenance of  said  school,  the  Alliance  to  retain  its  right  to  hold 
its  annual  meetings;  also  appointing  three  Trustees  on  the 
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part  of  each,  and  that  the  same  be  submitted  to  the  Sub-Al- 
liances for  their  approval  or  rejection. 

The  Executive  Committee  then  made  a  majority  report  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  North  Carolina  State  Farmers'  Alliance: 

Brethren — Your  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  State  Business  Agent  and.  have  found  the  same  correct. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  publication  of  The  Tar  Heel 
Farmer  entails  considerable  expense  upon  your  Business 
Agency  funds;  and  it  therefore  recommends  that  a  commit- 
tee of  three  (one  of  whom  shall  be  our  State  Lecturer  and 
editor  of  The  Tar  Heel  Farmer,  Bro.  H.  M.  Gates)  be  em- 
powered to  meet  with  such  representatives  of  the  Union  as 
may  wish  to  establish  a  joint  Alliance  and  Union  paper, 
and  if  the  way  be  clear,  take'  such  an  amount  of  stock  in  said 
paper  as  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Alliance  may  ap- 
prove, and  in  the  event  that  no  satisfactory  arrangement  be 
made,  The  Tar  Heel  Farmer  will  be  continued  as  at  present. 
Your  committee  would  recommend  pushing  your  lecture 
system,  and  in  view  of  our  financial  condition,  that  hrothren 
wishing  the  services  of  our  Lecturer  be  requested  to  defray 
his  expenses. 

With  the  reservation  of  the  perpetual  right  of  the  Alliance 
to  hold  its  annual  meetings  at  the  Hiilsboro  headquarters,  we 
recommend  that  the  State  Alliance  and  the  Subordinate 
Alliances  approve  the  conditional  bill  passed  by  the  State 
Legislature  as  its  recent  session,  believing  that  it  will  result 
in  great  good  to  the  State  and  to  the  Alliance.

Brethren- — There  should  always  exist  unity  and  harmony 
of  feeling'  with  all  committeemen,  especially  among  Alliance 
members,  but  upon  this  occasion  our  opinions  are  so  divided 
it  behooves  me  to  submit  this  minority  report  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1.  1  am  opposed  to  the  disposal  of  these  headquarters  in 
the  maimer  as  provided  in  the  report  of  the  majority  com- 
mittee as  submitted  by  Chairman  Graham. 

2.  I  doubt  the  power  and  legality  of  even  this  State  Al- 
liance of  deeding  this  property  by  gift  to  any  State,  county 
or  municipality,  as  it  is  entirely  foreign  to  the  purpose  for 
which  this  fund  was  raised.

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance: 

This  brings  us  to  our  annual  meeting,  and  during  the  past 
year  many  things  have  developed  which  need  our  attention. 
In  these  times  of  immense  accumulation  of  private  fortunes 
and  combination  of  capita]  and  corporate  greed  ,  it  becomes 
more  imperative  than  ever  that  unity  of  action  on  the  part 
of  the  laboring  classes,  especially  the  cultivators  of  agricul- 
tural products  who  constitute  three-fourths  of  the  population 
of  our  State,  and  a  very  large  per  cent  of  the  population  of  all 
other  States,  he  entered  into  and  faithfully  maintained. 

We  must  co-operate  with  each  other  and  develop  a  better 
State  mentally,  morally,  socially  and  financially,  and  strive 
to  secure  entire  harmony,  good  will  and  brotherly  love  among 
all  num.  I  am  one  of  the  members  of  the  Alliance  who  be- 
lieves this  organization  still  lives,  not  only  for  its  members 
individually  and  collectively,  but  for  the  State  at  large,  and 
will  continue  to  live,  working  for  the  betterment  of  the  agri- 
cultural classes,  and  incidentally  for  all  others.  It  behooves 
us  to  strive  with  our  utmost  power  and  not  to  pass  away 
without  accomplishing  the  purpose  for  which  we  organized 
and  are  yet  laboring. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  1  should  attempt  in  this 
short  message  to  advise  you  how  to  make  your  farms  more 
productive.  The  Agricultural  College,  Farmers'  Institutes, 
Test  Farms,  agricultural  press,  and  especially  our  State  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  all  of  them  partly  the  outcome  of 
your  suggestion,  demands  and  support,  are  teaching  you  along 
these  lines. 

However,  I  wish  to  make  some  suggestions  in  regard  to  our 
property:  We  have  stood  still  long  enough.  I  think  we 
should  put  the  property  into  active  use.  1  think  we  should 
consider  the  agricultural  high  school  proposition. 

To  run  our  paper  successfully  we  must  put  a  man  who  can 
give  his  entire  time  as  editor,  lecturer  and  business  manager 
for  the  paper.  We  cannot  run  the  paper  successfully  under 
the  present  arrangement.  However,  I  trust  you  will  devise 
s<  me  plan  by  which  the  publication  may  continue. 
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ll  vuu  accept  the  high  school  proposition,  we  will  use  our 
Itcsi  thoughts  and  endeavors  to  make  i1  a  success. 

Now,  brethren,  I  trust  yon  will  have  a  profitable  meeting 
and  thai  much  good  may  resull  from  it.  May  God  crown 
your  every  effort.

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PRESIDENT  EVANS  ADDRESS 


Delivered  to  Annual  Convention  of  State  Farm- 
ers Alliance  of  Hillsboro,  Aug.  11 

To  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  in  Session  As- 
sembled: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  bring  to  you  an  account  of  my 
Stewardship  to  this,  your  twenty-eight  annual  meeting  of  this 
grand  old  Brotherhood,  on  this  the  eleventh  Day  of  August, 
1914,  at  this  old  historic  ground  at  Hillsboro. 

To  say  I  am  glad  to  meet  with  this  Alliance  family  around  our 
Altar  does  not  half  express  it,  for  you  show  me  by  your  presence 
here  that  you  haven't  yet  quit  the  faith.  And  if  any  of  you  have 
quit  and  come  back  again  you  have  followed  the  example  of  one 
of  the  grandest  characters  that  ever  lived:  (The  Apostle  Peter) 
and  I  say  to  all  those  who  have  quit  you  have  followed  the  path 
of  the  unfiithful.  Some  may  have  deserted  our  family  because 
we  did  not  turn  the  world  up  side  down  in  a  short  time,  and  their 
impatience  got  the  best  of  them. 

You  mast  remember,  brethren,  that  great  principles  and  great 
reforms  come  slowly  if  they  are  at  all  permanent.  And  from  the 
foundation  of  this  great  world  man's  impatience  has  caused  him 
to  lose.  I  want  to  impress  upon  you  that  great  results  come 
slow  and  in  the  language  of  Him  who  was  great,  let  me  beg 
you  to  run  the  race  set  before  you  with  patience.  Looking  for- 
ward with  greater  achievements  than  we  have  ever  yet  dreamed 
of,  for  the  organizing  of  farmers  was  a  child  of  necessity  and  the 
demand  for  their  still  being  organized  is  greater  than  ever  before. 

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  there  was  one  millionaire  in 
America  and  now  they  have  multiplied  by  the  thousands  and  we 
have  today  multi-millionaires,  combines  monopolies  and  trusts, 
aad  the  only  salvation  of  the  farmers  to  keep  them  from  being 
hawers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water  is  to  stand  together  and 
claim  our  just  rights.  This  brotherhood  has  been  a  great  bene- 
factor and  a  boom  for  higher  education  of  the  rural    classes   and 


no  order  dare  claimes  to  have  accomplished  so  much  along  this 
line  as  the  Alliance.  We  are  the  fathers  of  the  rural  mail,  rural 
telephones,  rural  education  and  agricultural  colleges. 

No  order  has  done  as  much  in  lifting  the  scales  of  ignorance 
and  prejudice,  and  breaking  ud  sectional  hatred,  for  this  order 
knows  no  North,  no  South,  no  East,  no  West,  believes  in  one 
true  God  the  maker  of  all  men  equal  and  has  only  the  establish- 
ment of  equity,  justice  and  equal  rights  to  all  men  and  special 
privileges  to  none,  and  this  may  account  for  so  many  quitters  in 
the  Alliance,  thev  wanted  special  privileges. 

The  task  of  the  alliance  is  not  yet  finished.  Many  a  good 
man  has  been  put  out  of  commission  because  of  his  adherence 
to  our  order  and  many  have  been  made  prominent  because  they 
took  the  advantage  of  us,  but  do  not  be  discouraged,  look  for- 
ward, not  backward,  look  in  and  hot  out,  look  up  and  not  down, 
look  to  live  and  not  repelling,  look  to  love  and  not  repelling, 
look  to  love  and  not  to  hate,  by  doing  these  we  will  observe  the 
golden  rule  and  this  will  place  us  on  higher  planes  of  fraternal 
friendship. 

Now,  brethren,  we  are  not  only  a  fraternal  order,  but  a  busi- 
ness order,  and  we  have  some  business  plans,  and  I  want  to  re- 
commend for  your  consideration  some  improvements  upon  the 
handling  of  our  headquarters  here  at  Hillsboro.  Community 
value  has  enhanced  the  value  of  our  property  seven  fold,  (and  I 
reccommend  the  selling  or  leasing  of  our  property  on  such  con- 
tracts as  will  be  self-supporting.)  Our  business  agent  should  be 
at  our  headquarters  and  should  receive  the  patronage  of  the  en_ 
tire  brotherhood.  And  your  executive  committee  should  do  all 
they  could  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  business  agent  and 
make  our  order  more  co-operative. 

While  the  Alliance  has  accomplished  many  needed  reforms 
through  our  State  and  national  law-making  bodies,  yet  there's 
a  graat  demand  for  needed  legislation.  Land  speculators  should 
be  prohibited.  The  dealing  in  farm  products,  in  false  contracts 
should  be  prohibited.  We  should  encourage  a  better  rural  credit 
system  in  North  Carolina.  We  need  a  curtailing  of  expenses  in 
office  holding,  money  for  public  education,    for  every    time    our 


taxes  are  increased  they  increase  officers.  We  need  a  stronger 
compulsory  school  law,  we  need  to  encourage  a  better  child  1a- 
bor  law.  I  have  touched  on  many  subjects  that  need  your  care- 
ful attention. 

This  order  has  been  a  great  benefactor  in  bringing  many  need- 
ed reforms,  and  blessings  to  our  country.  The  task  of  the  Alli- 
ance is  not  yet  finished.  Let  us  go  forward  upon  higher  planes 
of  religious,  moral,  and  educational  standing,  so  when  our  lives 
shall  ebb  out  and  we  have  to  go  the  way  of  all  flesh,  may  we 
prove  ourselves  worthy  of  the  plaudit,.  Well  done  good  and  faith- 
ful Alliance.

clare our  faithfulness  in  the  future;  as  we  believe  this  gives 
all  our  people  an  equal  chance  in  the  race  for  life. 

We  realize  that  there  is  too  much  of  the  money  that  ought 
to  be  used  for  the  education  of  our  children,  goes  into  the 
salaries  of  those  who  handle  and  pay  out  this  great  fund 
that  is  taxed  from  our  people. 

We  recommend  that  the  next  Legislature  investigate  the 
charge  that  some  are  making  that  there  is  a  trust  on  school 
books  in  good  old  North  Carolina.

President  J.  C.  Bains  Address. 

Bret  hern  of  the  N.  C.  F.  State  Alliance  I  very  much  regret 
the  absence  of  our  worthy  President,  C.  B.  Barnes  of  Edge- 
combe county,  and  I  am  at  a  loss,  but  it  gives  me  great  pleas- 
ure to  be  with  you  in  this  your  Twenty-Ninth  annual  session. 

Brethren  it  is  nearing  30  years  since  the  1st  Alliance  was  or- 
ganized in  North  Carolina.  Our  Brotherhood  has  done  more 
for  the  uplift  of  the  Farming  or  Agricultural  Classes  in  this 
State  and  in  the  Southern  States  than  any  other  Brotherhood 
that  has  ever  existed,  especially  along  Educational  tines.  : 

We  meet  to-day  with  our  faces  to  the  future.  We  believe 
there  is  as  much  or  perhaps  much  more  work  for  us  to  do  in 
the  future.  We  believe  that  agricultural  progress  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  expansions  of  other  industries  and  with  our  pop- 
ulation. We  also  believe  a  co-operative  system  to  be  suscessfull 
must  be  built  by  the  Farmers  themselves,  without  outside  as- 
sistance, of  any  sort. 

The  first  declaration  of  the  purpose  of  our  order  shows  that 
it  looked  to  the  education  of  the  agricultural  class  that  they 
might  be  prepared  to  measure  up  to  the  standard  of  all  other 
organized  industries. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  a  careful  study  of  our  1st 
declaration  of  purpose  to  the  brotherhood  of  our  state.  The 
education  of  the  agricultural  class  is  the  most  important  work 
of  the  Alliance  not  only  of  our  State  but  in  every  state  of  the 
Union. 

I  am  glad  that  our  Secretary's  books  show  that  our  member- 
ship has  doubled  in  the  last  six  months.  This-  being  the  case 
with  but  very  little  Lecturing  work  done,  during, the  year  in 
our  State. 


Therefore  I  would  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  more 
lecture  work  being  done  the  ensuing  year.  And  the  lecturer 
be  engaged  in  the  work  no  less  than  100  days  dining  the  ensu- 
ing year.  I  would  recommend  fuither  that  you  patronize  your 
business  agency  more.  I  believe  we  should  buy  all  we  possibly 
could,  through  the  agency  when  we  can  buy  as  cheap  as  else- 
where. And  I  would  further  recommend  that  our  Brctherhocd 
would  purchase  more  of  our  Brands  of  Fertilizer  and  encourage 
the  Sale  of  our  Brands  to  other  Farmers,  as  we  buy  them  just 
as  cheap  as  other  Standard  Fertilizers  are  sold  and  they  are 
the  equal  of  any  brandi  of  the  same  analysis. 

And  now  wishing  you  all  a  happy  and  profitable  State  meet- 
ing and  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  home  on  the  Historic  Grounds 
of  old  Hillsboro,

Your  Agency  has  to  report  the  smallest  sales  of  any  year  of 
your  fruitful  history,  but  a  better  pereapitor  tra.le  among  it; 
members.    Your  best  interest  saved  by  your  agency  is  in  keep- 


ing  you  posted  and  cutting  the  middle  man's  profits  and  the 
Drummers'  expenses,  at  a  cost  of  only  our  stationary  bill. 

Your  agency  can  buy  in  the  best  and  cheapest  markets  of 
the  country.  The  establishment  of  your  agency  has  placed  the 
farmers  on  the  side  of  protected  buying. 

And  the  Farmer  with  money  can  buy  in  the  best  markets  of 
your  country  from  a  keg  of  horse  shoes  to  the  finest  silks  with- 
out having  to  pay  the  Jobbers  profit  and  this  advantage  was 
given  them  by  the  complete  intelligent  organizing  of  the  Far- 
mers Alliance. 

And  to  you  who  support  this  order  and  hold  it  up  by  paying 
your  dues,  are  supporting  the  parasites  who  are  drawing  on 
you  for  their  livelyhood,  and  many  of  them  will  sry,  I  put 
money  in  the  Alliance  and  it  never  did  me  any  good. 

And  the  one  making  this  claim  is  as  ungrateful  as  the  most 
indifferent  sluggard.  Your  agency  was  established  to  protect 
you  against  parasites.  But  the  effect  has  been  different  and 
the  Farmers  who  buy  in  protected  markets  are  like  riders  who 
pay  no  fare.

Nor  did  it  pay 
in  dollars  and  cents  to  the  man  who  sat  by  the  side  of  the  road 
to  gather  his  delicious  fruit  and  place  a  nice  basket  1  y  the  side 
of  the  spring  and  ask  each  passerby  as  ho  quenched  his  thirst  to 
partake  of  his  fruit.  But  he  had  the  consolation  when  night 
came  that  he  had  helped  humanity.  And  if  by  our  volume  of 
Business  you  have  not  been  paid  in  dollars  and  cents  you  have 
helped  others.

Presidents    Address 

President  then  delivered  his  address  as  follows:  Brethren 
we  are  thankful  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  meet  in  this 
our  30th  Annual  Session. 

We  congratulate  the  Sub  Alliance  that  have  furnished  Dele- 
gates to  compose  this  body,  it  is  evidence  there  is  continued 
faith  in  our  order  and  especially  so  when  we  have  considered 
that  there  has  practically  no  Lecture  work  been  done  during 
the  year,  also  we  have  had  no  aid  whatever  through  the 
medium  of  printers  ink.  It  is  gratifying  and  encouraging  how- 
ever to  find  from  our  Secretary's  books  an  increase  of  member- 
ship over  last  year. 


As  we  look  back  through  the  past  30  years  history  of  our 
order  we  of  course  have  made  mistakes,  have  realized  that  we 
have  made  mistakes,  we  would  not  have  been  mortal  had  we 
not.  But  we  have  cause  for  rejoicing  over  some  of  our  successes. 
We  were  the  first  Brotherhood  to  declare  for  State  wide  pro- 
hibition, no  religious  denomination  can  claim  this  honor. 
Nearly  every  legislation  demand  made  by  our  order  in  both 
State  and  Nation  in  years  past  has  been  inacted  into  law. 
We  have  accomplished  untold  good  among  the  Farmers  edu- 
cationlly.  We  have  developed  a  better  State,  mentally,  socially, 
morally  and  financially.  Nor  is  the  work  done?  Nay  this  is  a 
progressive  age,  and  the  probability  is  the  work  and  necessity 
for  our  organization  will  be  greater  the  next  30  years  than  in 
the  past. 

I  recommend  that  you  give  the  subject  of  reorganizing  and 
building  up  your  order  your  best  thought  and  attention.  If 
the  plan  we  have  now  is  the  best  we  can  devise.  It  should  be 
executed  more  affectually. 

Model  Communities 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  interest  manifested  in  our  State 
in  the  establishing  of  model  communities  and  my  information 
is  that  North  Carolina  enjoys  the  distinction  of  having  estab- 
lished the  first  one  in  the  United  States.  This  is  a  work  it  seems 
to  me  the  Sub  Alliance  in  the  different  sections  of  the  State 
could  embrace  and  make  interesting  and  profitable  to  their 
communities. 

Public  Education 

We  should  feel  proud  of  the  progress  of  Public  Education  in 
our  State  since  our  State  meeting  held  27  years  ago  in  Asheville, 
when  we  declared  emphatically  for  more  tax  money  for  Public 
School  purposes  and  a  better  public  college  education  for  boys 
and  gills  alike.  Yet  we  feel  sure  many  needed  improvments 
can  be  made  in  our  State  pub'ic  School  System.  We  note  a 
growing  sentiment  among  the  people  in  favor  of  our  county 
boards  of  Education  and  Superintendents  being  elected  by  the 
voters  of  each  county.     Also  we  hear  a  good  deal  of  complaint 


of  text  books  for  cur  schools.  There  is  no  necessity  for  so  many 
changes  unless  the  changes  should  be  improved  upon  for  these 
often  changes  cause  needless  loss  to  patrons.  These  things 
will  be  remedied  we  hope  in  the  next  legislature. 

Farmers  Loan  Law 

We  welcome  such  a  law  of  our  nation  though  we  do  not 
believe  in  its  present  form  it  will  meet  the  entire  need  of  our 
farmers,  yet  it  is  the  best  that  has  ever  been  offered  us..  We 
recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  at  this  meeting  to 
co-operate  with  a  like  committee  from  the  Farmers  Union  in 
doing  every  thing  possible  to  secure  one  of  these  Federal  Loan 
Banks  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Good  Roads 

This  is  a  question  of  much  importance  to  us  and  should 
receive  our  hearty  support.  Our  city  brother  has  since  the 
introduction  of  automobiles  become  as  much  interested  as  we. 

We  have  learned  much  in  recent  years  and  there  is  still 
much  to  be  learned,  much  about  building  and  maintaining 
public  roads  on  an  economical  scale.  In  my  opinion  the  Sand 
Clay  roads  are  the  cheapest  and  best  roads  we  have. 

Home  Supplies 

I  notice  with  pleasure  our  farmers  have  been  growing  gradu- 
ally out  of  the  one  money  crop  system  and  we  have  marched 
out  some  faster  since  our  cotton  experiences  in  1914. 
As  farmers  we  should  strive  to  produce  an  abundance  of  home 
supplies  and  let  our  surplus  crops  be  diversified    money  crops. 

This  accomplished  we  will  be  a  happier  and  a  more  prosper- 
ous people. 

Hoping  that  all  who  attend  this  meeting  will  have  a  pleasant 
time  and  that  our  meetings  will  prove  profitable  to  us  all  and 
a   great   revival   of   our  beloved  order  may  be  accomplished 
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through  ensuing   years.     I  am  Fraternally  yours

some  cause  you  have  struggled  and  toiled  and  kept  alive  and 
to  day  you  stand  on  higher  ground. 

I  am  encouraged  in  the  prospect  of  your  noble  order.  Our 
receipts  show  a  slight  gain  over  last  year.  Notwithstanding 
the  handycap  of  our  lecturer,  not  being  able  to  work  for  the 
want  of  means,  yet  the  Brethren  have  stood  true,  save  in  one 
county,  the  name  of  which  I  need  not  mention.  And  some 
counties  have  gained.

Presidents  Address 

The  President  delivered  his  annual  address  as  follows: 
The  hand  of  time  has  brought  uh  together  again  in  Annual 
Convention.  It  is  with  a  mingling  of  congratulations  and  re- 
grets that  I  greet  you.  Congratulating  you  on  the  auspicious 
outlook  for  the  finest  crops  made  in  recent  years  in  our  State. 
With  but  few  exceptions  the  crops  of  corn,  cotton,  hay,  tobacco, 
etc.  promise  abundant  yields,  for  which  we  are  thankful.  Con- 
gratulating you  for  your  devotion  and  loyalty  to  our  Organ- 
ization, loyalty  of  a  type  that  shows  noble  and  high  purposes — 
purposes  that  mean  for  the  elevation  of  the  entire  country  as 
well  as  the  agricultural  classes,  by  a  better  understanding,  so 
as  to  "secure  entire  harmony  and  good  will  among  mankind 
and  brotherly  love  among  ourselves." 

Regrets  that  an  active  Alliance  is  not  in  operation  in  every 
community  in  the  State,  having  for  its  membership  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  farmers  who  subscribe  to  our  "Declaration   of 


Principles":  Principle:  which  are  elevating  in  their  intent  and 
founded  on  the  motto :  In  things  essential,  Unit}  ;  and  in  all 
things  Charity. 

Our  Country  is  yet  engaged  in  the  terrible  war  into  which 
we  entered  more  than  a  year  ago.  A  war  of  inconceivable 
horrors  and  magnitude,  with  no  immediate  ending  in  sight. 

As  an  organization,  and  as  individuals,  we  are  proud  of  our 
country  and  proud  that  we  are  American  citizens.  As  such 
we  recognize  that  our  first  duty  is  to  our  country,  and  to  spend 
and  be  spent  in  helping  to  win  the  war.  I  trust  there  is  not 
even  a  near  slacker  in  the  membership  of  the  Alliance;  but  on 
the  contrary  that  every  member  will  give  to  our  govern- 
ment his  hearty  and  unstinted  support  in  helping  to  crush  the 
Prussian  spirit  that  is  dominating  Germany,  Austria  and  their 
Allies.  We  should  pledge  ourselves  to  do  our  utmost  to  pro- 
duce the  crops  necessary  to  sustain  our  army  and  their  Allies  in 
Europe  and  elsewhere  in  fighting  the  battles  for  the  liberty  and 
freedom  of  the  people  of  the  world.  We  should  invest  in  Liber- 
ty Bonds  and  War  Saving  Stamps,  subscribe  to  the  Red  Cross 
and  other  funds  to  the  extent  of  our  ability  for  alleviating  the 
sufferings  of  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  and  in  helping  to 
win  the  war.

We  should  take  steps  at  this  meeting  to  send  efficient  lectur- 
ers into  the  field  and  reorganize  as  far  as  we  can  an  Alliance  in 
every  township  where  there  is  not  already  an  active  farmers 
organization.  The  field  is  ripe  and  is  ready  for  the  harvest. 
The   best  inerests  of  the  farmers  demand  organization. 

Education 

In  all  const  uctive  activities  the  strength   of  the   people  is 
udged  by  their  intelligence   and   knowledge  rather   than   by 
numbers. 

If  we  want  our  sons  and  daughters  to  occupy  positions  of 
responsibility  and  trust  we  must  fit  them  for  these  duties.  The 
maxim  that  "knowledge  is  power"  has  never  meant  more  than 
it  will  in  the  times  during  and  after  the  reconstruction  period 
following  the  present  war.  Education  will  propably  mean  more 
to  the  individual  then  than  it  ever  meant  before.  In  the  coun- 
cils of  readjustment  we  will  need  strong  men  to  champion  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  country  and  see  that  they  do  not 
suffer  at  the  hands  of  those  who  might  want  to  prey  upon  them. 
Therefore,  we  should  stand  by  the  educational  interests  of  our 
country  by  supporting  measures  calculated  to  give.,  us;,  better 
schools  and  longer  terms.  We  should,  if  possible,  give  to  the 
rural  districts  as  good  schools lis~~  the  towns   and   cities   have. 


Ignorance  is  an  unrelenting  tax  gatherer  ancT.  levies  a  higher 
rate  of  interest  than  do  bonds  issued  for  educational  purposes. 
Support  the  taxes  and  educational  bonds  and  then  see  that 
they  are  wisely  expended. 

We  should  give  to  our  sons  and  to  our  daughters  the  edu- 
cation that  will  best  fit  them  for  their  life  work;  enabling  those 
who  stay  on  the  farm  to  have  a  knowledge  of  soils,  their  proper 
management,  crop  adaption,  plants  and  their  requirements, 
care  and  cultivation.  The  care  and  treatment  of  orchards, 
vineyards,  live-stock,  etc.  The  care  of  the  family  and  the 
home  by  an  understanding  of  household  management,  hygiene, 
dieteties,  the  preparation  of  food,  etc. 
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To  this  end  we  should  sustain  and  co-operate  with  our  edu- 
cational institutions,  and  with  the  National  and  State  Depart- 
ments of  Agriculture  in  their  various  activities. 

Good  Roads. 

Good  roads  are  great  promoters  of  education  by  making  it 
possible  for  the  child  to  go  to  school  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

A  good  road  is  a  valuable  asset  to  any  community.  It  elim- 
inates distance  and  enlarges  neighborhoods  by  bringing  them 
into  closer  touch  with  each  other.  It  doubles  the  life  of  the 
vehicle  and  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  horse.  It  virtually 
moves  the  farmer  owning  an  automobile  into  the  suburbs  of  the 
city,  and  increases  the  joys  and  pleasures  of  country  life.  It 
makes  the  fanilies  miles  away,  his  door  neighbors;  and  puts 
him  within  a  few  minutes  of  his  Church  and  Sunday  School. 
We  should  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  put  a  good 
road  through  our  community  and  by  our  own  door  if  possible. 

Government  Control. 

More  than  twenty-five  years  ago  the  Alliance  adopted  cer- 
tain resolutions  known  as  the  Alliance  Demands.  These  de- 
mands were  considered  chimerical  and  were  combatted  by  a 
great  many  of  our  leaders  in  public  opinion.  But  time  has 
shown  the  wisdom  of  them  and  most  of  them  have  been  enact- 
ed into  law  and  are  serving  the  people.  Among  the  first  of 
these  demands  to  be  enacted  into  the  law  was  that  of  Rural 
Free  Delivery.  The  last  is  the  control  of  railroads  and  steam- 
ship lines,  the  telegraph  and  telephone.  If  the  latter  can  be 
made  to  serve  the  country  and  the  people  as  well  as  the  R.  F. 
D.  has  the  control  of  these  will  doubtless  become  permanent. 

The  dissolving  of  trusts,  such  as  the  tobacco  trust,  the  meat 
packers  trust,  the  Harvester  trust  and  other  monopolies  shows 
what  a  government  can  do  when  it  is  run  in  the  interest  of  the 
people.  "Special  privileges  to  none,  equal  rights  to  all,"  was 
one  of  the  slogans  of  the  Alliance. 

The  power  of  the  hand  of  the  government  was  shown  in  the 
control  of  Nitrate  of  Soda  sold  direct  to  the  farmers  this  year 


at  a  saving  of  n  ore  than  $30.00  per  ton.  In  my  home  town 
Nitrate  of  Soda  thru'  dealers  cost  $110.00  per  ton,  while  that 
furnished  by  the  Government  cost  $78.00  per  ton,  a  saving 
highly  appreciated  by  our  farmers.  The  farmers  should  take 
steps  at  once  thru'  our  congressmen  and  senators  to  have  ar- 
rangements made  to  supply  us  again  next  year.  To  grow  the 
crops  to  help  win  the  war  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  have  a 
supply  of  Nitrate  of  Soda.  The  scarcity  of  farm  labor  makes 
this  imperative  for  another  year.  But  we  should  not  put  our 
whole  reliance  in  Nitrate  of  Soda  nor  any  other  commercial 
fertilizer.  Let  us  begin  at  once  to  put  in  cover  crops,  such  as 
clovers,  vetches,  rye,  etc.  for  the  winter  crops  and  supplement 
these  with  commercial  fercilizers.  In  this  way  we  can  very 
materially  reduce  our  fertilizer  bills  and  permanently  improve 
our  soils. 

Standardization  of  Implements. 

If  the  government  will  now  go  a  step  further  and  standard- 
ize agriculteral  implements  so  as  to  make  parts  interchange- 
able, another  great  service  will  be  rendered  to  the  farmers  of 
the  whole  country.  To  illustrate:  The  International  Harvest- 
er Company  controls  and  manufactures  under  different  names 
not  less  than  a  half  dozen  mowing  machines,  each  differing 
from  the  other.  There  are  many  more  kinds  put  out  by  other 
manufacturer?,  all  of  them  differing.  If  these  could  be  stand- 
ardized so  that  the  section,  bolt,  knife-head,  pitman,  guard, 
rivet  or  any  other  part  would  fit  all  these  mowers  then  there 
would  be  a  great  saving  in  time,  and  inconvenience  avoided, 
to  farmers,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  implements  would  not  be 
lessened.  This  standardization  could  be  carried  out  in  all 
lines  of  Agricultural  implements  including  different  types  of 
tractors,  piows,  etc. 

Cooperation. 

Each  Sub  Alliance  should  be  a  centar  for  cooperation  in 
making  purchases  of  seeds,  implements,  machinery,  live-stock, 
etc.     In  this  way  better  prices  can  be  obtained.      Also   thru' 
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the  agency  of  cooperation  many  needed  purchases  of  improved 
implements,  machinery  and  livestock  can  be  made  that  it 
would  be  impracticable,  or  impossible,  for  the  individual  to 
matte.  Cooperation  in  selling  will  also  often  make  it  possible 
to  obtain  better  prices  for  the  products  of  the  farm.  There  are 
numerous  ways  in  which  a  community  can  cooperate  and 
thereby  be  able  to  accomplish  purposes  of  permanent  uplift 
and  improvement  that  would  not  be  accomplished  by  individ- 
ual effort. 

Unity. 

Community  spirit  and  civic  pride  are  twin  sisters  that  should 
be  found  in  every  neighborhood.  They  are  evidences  of  pro- 
gress and  uplift  that  would  take  hold  of  and  so  beautify  any 
locality  to  the  extent  of  making  it  an  exceeding  desirable  place 
to  live. 

Good  reads,  cooperation,  a  community  spirit  and  civic  pride 
and  a  live  active  Farmers  Alliance,  a  Church  and  a  good 
school  in  every  neighborhood.  What  more  can  be  desired? 
These  things  are  well  worth  striving  for  and  should  be  the 
aims  of  every  member  of  the  Alliance.  By  taking  hold  of  these 
and  pushing  them  by  the  Alliances  their  membership  can  be 
doubled  and  quadrupled  within  the  next  twelve  months.  In 
doing  these  we  would  be  serving  God,  our  country  and  poster- 
ity, the  three  highest  duties  of  man.  Let  us  endeavor  to  meas- 
ure up  to  these  duties. 

"To  look  up  and  not  down, 
To  look  forward  and  not  back, 
To  look  out  and  not  in-  and 
To  lend  a  helping  hand/' 
Let  Progress  bo  our  Watchword.

Brethren  let  us  profit  by  his  advice  and  take  it  to  heart  on  the 
subjects  of  Education,  Lecturing,  Good  Roads,  and  their  kin- 
dred the  legitimate  fruits. 

2nd.  Resolved  that  we  eudorse  President  Wilson  in  his  ef- 
forts to  carry  this  terrible  conflict  to  a  successful  issue  and 
pledge  our  lives  and  fortunes  and  our  sacred  honor  to  the  men 
who  are  going  "over  the  Top"  to  death  or  victory. 

3rd.  Resolved  that  we  heartily  co-operate  with  our  National 
and  State  Food  Administrators  in  the  conservation  of  all  sup- 
plies needed  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war  and 
would  urge  our  National  officials  to  continue  their  efforts  in 
assistance  in  secureing  a  supply  of  Nitrate  of  Soda  and  other 
commercial  fertilizers  for  the  people. 

The  committe  on  Sale  of  Headquarters  property  made  a 
verbal  report  through  its  Chm.  Bro.  H.  M.  Cates.  He  state- 
ing  they  had  advertised  property  in  Progressive  Farmer  and 
News  &  Observer,  had  received  a  number  of  enquireries  re- 
garding the  property,  but  so  far  had  not  received  a  satisfactory 
price  offered,  it  was  then  carried  that  report  be  received  and 
the  committee  be  discharged,

To  the  Officers  and  members  of   the   Farmers  State  Alliance 
of  N.C:

Brethren  two  years  ago  1  assumed  the  duties  of  your  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, and  one  year  ago  your  Business  Agent.  I 
entered  into  the  duties  of  these  offices  with  fear  of  not  measur- 
ing up  to  the  standard  of  our  former  Business  Agents,  having 
a  life-time  experience  in  the  cultivation  of  field  crops,  and  so 
little  experience  in  the  art  of  Book-Keeping.  Though  I  believe 
our  Brethren  have  so  far  appreciated  my  efforts  to  serve  them. 
I  am  glad  I  can  report  to  you  only  a  very  slight  falling  off  in 
membership,  which  I  am  surprised  is  not  greater,  considering 
the  number  of  our  sons  gone  to  the  war,  and  the  effects  of  the 
same  among  our  Farmers,  also  there  being  very  little  lecture 
work  done  during  the  year.  As  your  Business  Agent  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  our  volume  of  business  was  greater  during 
the  year  than  I  expected,  considering:  1st  we  did  no  Business 
Agency  business  last  year  and  started  out  anew  this  year,  2nd 
I  had  no  funds  placed  in  my  hands  to  do  business  with  until 
after  the  1st  of  January,  3rd  a  number  of  articles  sold  through 
your  agency  namely  sugar  and  flour,  were  controlled  by  our 
Food  Administration,  and  could  be  sold  only  in  limited  quan- 
tities. My  Books  and  papers  have  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  your  Executive  Committee,  who  will  report  to  you  their 
findings.

T.  F.  Cherry  was  duly  installed  President  and  Bro, 
Edie  Cullipher  Vice  President  of  the  State  Alliance  for  the  en- 
Bueing  year  by  installing  officers  T.  B.  Parker  and  H.  H, 
Thompson.

Presidents  Address. 

The  President  delivered  his  annual  address  as  follows: 
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Brethren  of  Farmers'  Alliance: 

Providence  has  permitted  us  to  meet  in  our  33rd  annual 
meeting.  It  is  with  joy  mingled  with  sadness  that  I  greet 
you,  joy  because  the  war  has  ended  and  peace  declared — sad 
because  of  the  boys  who  did  not  come  back  from  the  war,  so 
a!so  for  the  turmoil  and  unsettled  conditions  of  our  country — 
labor  strikes  and  unfavorable  crop    conditions. 

Since  last  we  met  we  have  passed  through  a  fearful  epidemic 
which  cost  us  mure  in  loss  of  life  than  the  war,  still  we  have 
much  for  which  to  be  thankful.  Through  it  all  the  farmers 
have  been  patriotic  and  faithful  to  their  country.  They  stood 
by  the  government  in  the  dark  hours,  sending  their  boys  to 
the  front,  buy  ng  Liberty  Bonds  and  War  Savings  Stamps, 
ami  contributing  liberally  to  the  United  War  campaign  funds, 
besides  feeding  the  world. 

We  deplore  the  race  riots  and  lawlessness  that  have  broken 
out  in  many  places  in  our  country.  We  should  strictly  observe 
the  law  for  therein  lies  our  safety  and  we  should  uphold  the 
hands  of  officers  and  help  maintain  law  and  order,  or  else  we 
will  find  ourselves  in  the  chaotic  condition  of  Russia,  with 
work  unprovided  and  hunger  staring  us  in  the  face.  We 
should  insist  upon  having  honest  and  clean  officials  in  all  posi- 
tions—  those  who  will  enforce  the  law  without  favor  to  any  or- 
ganization. 

We  believe  in  thorough  organization,  all  trades  and  profes- 
sions are  organized  and  are  demanding  and  getting  their 
rights  except  the  farmers.  We  regret  that  war  conditions  and 
influenza  kept  our  lecturer  from  going  into  the  field,  but  since 
we. have  passed  through  this  ordeal  and  the  way  now  seems 
open,  and  we  hope  this  meeting  will  take  steps  to  send  our 
lecturer  out  to  reorganize  our  Alliance  in  every  township 
where  there  is  not  some  farmers'  organization. 

Education. 

Intelligence  and  knowledge  are  the  bulwark  of  any  people. 
In  all  communities  there  are  a  few  who  lead,  and  it  is  because 


of  education.  Education  means  more  now  than  ever  before 
as  competition  grows  sharper.  The  rural  districts  should  be 
given  just  as  good  schools  as  the  cities  and  towns  and  we 
should  support  the  measures  that  will  give  our  children  better 
educational  advantages.  Since  so  many  of  our  boys  and  girls 
get  no  higher  than  the  7th  grade,  we  believe  more  stress 
should  be  put  upon  the  three  "R's,"  which  in  our  opinion 
seems  to  be  sadly  neglected  these  days.  We  should  cooperate 
with  our  educational  officials  and  they  in  turn  should  respect 
the  patrons,  for  we  yet  believe  that  parents'  interest  in  and 
love  for  their  children  is  greater  than  that  of  the  officials. 

Good  Roads. 

Good  roads  are  great  promoters  of  education,  making  it  pos- 
sible for  the  children  to  go  to  school  in  bad  as  well  as  good 
weather.  They  shorten  distance  and  increase  the  pleasures 
of  county  life.  Motor  cars  are  used  more  than  even  before 
for  transportation.  We  should  take  advantage  of  every  op- 
poitunity  to  put  good  roads  thrcuglout  the  eonmuirh  and 
have  roads  as  near  us  as  possible. 

Guano. 

The  government  has  furnished  the  farmers  soda  for  two 
years  now  at  a  great  saving  in  cost,  and  the  farmers  should 
ask  for  it  again.  The  guano  factories  and  guano  dealers  have 
charged  exorbitant  and  profiteering  prices  as  never  before. 
The  government  should  take  a  hand  and  stop  this  if  the  farm- 
ers are  to  continue  to  feed  the  world. 
Immigration. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  immigration  should  cease  and 
let  our  descendants  develop  our  country.  Our  motto  should 
be  ''America  for  Americans." 

High  Cost  of  Living. 

The  dead  line  has  been  crossed.  More  people  live  in  cities 
and  towns  than  do  in  the  rural  districts  if  statistics  are  to  be 
reliGd  upon.  There  are  more  non-producers  than  producers — 
too  many  "leaches."  These  things  cause  scarcity  of  food.  The 
demand  is  greater  than  the  supply,  therefore  the  food  situation 
is  critical. 


It  is  not  so  much  the  high  cost  ot  living  as  it  is  the  cost  of 
high  living.  Everybody  wants  the  best  and  must  have  it. 
Now  is  the  best  time  ever  for  the  genuine  farmer  to  make 
money  and  save  it,  as  everything  raised  on  the  farm  is  selling 
for  good  prices.  The  conservation  of  our  resources  was  a  war 
exigency.  We  must  now  recognize  that  it  is  also  a  peace 
necessity.  The  individual  citizen  has  never  carried  such  bur- 
dens us  he  will  be  compelled  to  shoulder  in  the  coming  years. 
Production  is  the  only  possible  remedy  and  every  possible  in- 
terference by  strikes  or  otherwise  will  make  it  more  difficult 
for  people  of  small  means  to  get  staple  goods. 
Land  Speculation. 

The  prices  of  land  has  been  forced  so  high  by  land   specula- 
tion that  it  is  impossible  for  a  man  with  small  means  to  buy  a 
home,  therefore  land  speculation  should  be  stopped. 
Child  Labor. 

If  child  labor  laws  are  good  for  factories  and  other  institu- 
tions, it  should  also  be  applied  to  farm  work.  Children  under 
cerium  ages  should  be  in  school  instead  of  working  on  the 
farms,  and  if  this  law  was  applied  to  farms,  as  well  as  to  fac- 
tories, cotton  and  tobacco  would  always  bring  a  living  price. 
Let  us  build  up  rather  than  pull  down.  Beautify  rather  than 
neglect. 

Let  us  as  farmers  pull  together  and  give  all  a  living  chance

holding  up  well  in  number  considering  the  Influenza  epidemic 
and  so  many  of  their  boys  away  from  home  in  the  war.  during 
the  year. 
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Report  of  Secty-Treas.  and  State  Business  Agent. 
To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Farmers  Alliance  of  N.  C. : 

Dear  Brethren,  I  know  you  have  all  often  heard  the  expres- 
sion "The  Farmers  will  not  stick."  Weil,  here  we  are  in  our 
thirty-third  (33rd)  annual  session  of  the  Farmers  Alliance  of 
N.  C.  We  have  "stuck"  for  one  third  of  a  century,  and  are 
going  to  "stick"  right  on  and  on.  I  am  glad  to  report  to  you 
that  according  to  fees  and  dues  that  have  come  into  my  hands, 
there  is  only  a  very  slight  falling  off  of  membership  of  our 
order  during  the  year.  I  feel  we  should  be  very  much  en- 
couraged with  our  condition,  considering  the  great  epidemic  of 
"Flu"  last  winter,  so  many  of  our  boys  away  from  home  in 
the  war,  and  the  general  unsettled  condition  of  our  country 
during  the  year.  And  again  we  have  not  a  single  days  lecture 
work  done  since  we  last  met.  I  am  glad  I  can  report  our 
financial  condition  better  than  one  year  ago.  My  books  and 
papers  in  the  hands  of  your  Ex-Comrnittee,  who  will  report  to 
you  their  findings. 

Resp.  Submitted  J.  C.  Bain,  Secty-Treas.  &  B.  A. 

The  Lecturer  arrived  later  in  the  afternoon  and  made  a 
report  stating  he  had  not  spent  a  single  day  in  the  lecture 
field — that  during  the  most  convenient  season  for  lecture  work 
among  the  Farmers  the  "Flu"  was  then  raging  in  its  most  in- 
tense form,  and  he  did  not  feel  it  safe  for  him  and  the  alliance 
brethren  to  engage  in  meetings. 

An  informal  session  was  then  engaged  in.  Brethren  J.  A. 
Davis,  T.  J.  Oldham  and  a  number  of  other  Brethren  made 
speeches  refeering  to  the  good  the  Farmers  Alliance  had  done 
during  the  past  and  the  possibilities  for  it  in  the  future  for 
good  to  the  Farmer.  Altogether  the  session  proved  pleasant 
and  instructive  to  the  Brethren.

Your  Exec.  Committee  herewith  begs  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report :During  the  month  of  May,  Bro.

Treas.  and  State  Business  Agt.  at  the  instance  of  his  county 
meeting  submitted  to  me  to  change  the  place  of  meeting  of 
the  present  session,  from  our  Headquarters  to  the  city  of 
Raleigh,  N.  C.  Upon  the  receipt  of  his  letter  I  submitted  his 
proposition  to  the  other  members  of  the  Committee,  I  received 
very  promptly  from  two  members  of  the  Committee  a  reply 
opposing  the  change.  I  waited  several  weeks  for  a  response 
from  the  other  two — and  failing  to  hear  from  them,  as  Chair- 
man of  your  Committee  I  cast  the  decisive  vote  opposing  the 
change  and  so  notified  Bro.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   RESOLUTIONS. 

We  congratulate  the  people  of  our  State  on  the  progress  and 
greater  development  and  utilization  of  the  State's  wonderful  re- 
sources, and  the  marked  advances  we  have  made  along  every 
line  of  endeavor. 

Education. 

Especially  are  we  proud  of  the  higher  stand  we  have  taken 
along  educational  lines.  We  felicitate  ourselves  that  the  Farm- 
ers' Alliance  sowed  the  seed  for  better  schools  when  from  1890 
to    1896    it   memorialized   legislatures   and    worked   for   increased 
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appropriations  for  school  purposes.  Increases  were  made  from 
12  y2  cents  in  1891  to  20  cents  in  1897.  Of  a  truth,  the  seed  fell 
on  good  ground  and  have  produced  a  harvest  worthy  of  a  great 
State  and  a  progressive  people. 

Agriculture. 

Likewise,  we  are  proud  of  the  agricultural  standing  our  State 
now  occupies,  and  we  hereby  extend  our  thanks  to  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Experiment  Station  and  the  Ex- 
tension workers,  the  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Engineer- 
ing, and  every  other  agency  that  has  helped  us  to  occupy  the 
high  position  of  fourth  place  in  crop  values  in  all  the  States  of 
the  Union.  We  ask  the  co-operation  of  every  true  North  Caro- 
linian to,  help  us  to  hold  fast  to  that  to  which  we  have  attained, 
and  to  move  up  still  higher. 

Demonstration  Work. 

Especially  do  we  commend  the  action  of  the  State  Department 
of  Agriculture,  the  North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture  and 
Engineering,  and  every  other  agency  that  may  have  helped  in 
encouraging  and  supporting  the  Home  Demonstration  Work  so 
ably  presided  over  by  Mrs.  McKimmon,  which  is  carrying  into 
the  homes  of  our  people  messages  of  hope  and  encouragement, 
and  giving  to  our  women  folk  information  of  untold  value  touch- 
ing home  management  and  the  thousand  and  one  things  that 
require  the  thought  and  attention  of  the  women  folk  on  the  farm. 
We  shall  be  glad  for  this  work  to  be  extended  until  it  touches 
every  farm  home  in  the  State. 

Health  Work. 

The  interest  taken  in  better;  health  conditions  in  all  parts  of 
the  State  is  noteworthy  and  should  receive  the  encouragement  of 
all  our  people.  Good  health  will  greatly  add  to  the  good  name 
our  State  already  enjoys.  No  class  of  people  will  be  more  bene- 
fited on  account  of  the  increased  activities  along  health  lines 
than  our  people  living  on  the  farm. 

Insurance. 

The  work  of  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  in 
protecting  our  people  from  fraudulent  and  unreliable  insurance 
agencies,  together  with  the  fire-prevention  campaign  throughout 
the  State,  is  to  be  commended  and  is  worthy  of  our  appreciation 
and  support. 
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Good  Roads. 

We  highly  appreciate  the  good-roads  movement,  because  good 
roads  add  to  the  comforts  and  attractiveness  of  rural  life  by 
enabling  neighbors  to  come  into  close  touch  with  each  other,  and 
also  in  reducing  the  cost  of  transportation  in  taking  our  farm 
products  to  the  markets.  We  wish  the  good  work  to  continue 
until  every  community  shall  share  in  a  good-roads  system. 

Law  and  Order. 

We  admire  the  position  that  our  Governor  and  other  officials 
have  taken  in  maintaining  law  and  order  in  the  State.  We  pledge 
to  them  our  hearty  support  in  the  high  stand  they  are  maintain- 
ing in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  land.  May  the  leaven 
thus  started  continue  to  grow  and  expand  until  all  our  people 
shall  become  law-abiding,  and  entire  harmony  shall  prevail 
throughout  the  land. 

Co-operation. 

We  now  ask  that  the  members  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  and 
all  the  people  of  the  State  shall  stand  together  as  a  unit  in  hold- 
ing up  the  hands  of  our  leaders  in  uplift  and  endeavor  in  keep- 
ing North  Carolina  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  States  of  the  Union 
in  all  the  things  that  make  for  good  and  true  American  citizen- 
ship. 

RESOLUTION    IN    REGARD    TO    WAREHOUSING    COTTON. 

On  account  of  the  great  loss  to  the  cotton  farmers  of  our  State 
from  exposure  of  cotton  to  the  weather,  which,  according  to  care- 
fully compiled  statistics,  amounts  to  millions  of  dollars  annually, 
a  loss  that  our  people  cannot  afford  and  one  that  can  easily  be 
prevented  by  properly  warehousing  all  cotton  as  soon  as  ginned. 
Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  we  request  our  cotton  farmers 
and  dealers  in  cotton  to  take  advantage  of  the  State  warehouse 
system  now  being  inaugurated,  and  encourage  the  building  of 
warehouses  wherever  they  are  needed.         • 

We  also  hereby  memorialize  the  next  Legislature  to  so  amend 
the  Cotton  Warehouse  Act  so  as  to  make  all  the  fund  from  the 
25-cent-bale  tax  available  for  building  cotton  warehouses  instead 
of  only  half  of  it,  as  the  law  now  stands.

Reports  were  then  called  for  by  President  from  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Alliance.  Secretary-Treasurer  and  B.  A.  re- 
ported as  follows : 

Brother   President   and   Brethren: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  hardest  to  our  farmers 
they  have  ever  experienced.  Our  crops  were  generally  good  last 
year  but  prices  obtained  for  them  were  away  below  cost  of  pro- 
duction. Very  few  farmers  were  fortunate  enough  to  sell  their 
crops  for  enough  to  pay  their  fertilizer  bills  for  the  year.  Our 
order  has  well  held  "its  own"  numerically  during  the  year,  as 
my  books  show  that  fees  and  dues  are  near  the  same  they  were 
last  year.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  put  our 
lecturer  to  work  in  organizing  and  reorganizing  Alliances  all 
the  time  he  can  spare  from  his  home  duties;  and  I  recommend 
that  the  State  Alliance  at  this  session  (or  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee) make  an  appropriation  sufficient  for  the  needed  lecture 
work.  When  we  consider  there  has  been  practically  no  lecture 
work  done  by  our  order  in  over  five  years,  we  should  congratu- 
late ourselves  that  we  are  even  a  living  farmers  organization. 
The  brethren  of  our  order  during  the  year,  as  far  as  I  have  been 
informed,  have  done  all  possible  to  aid  the  organized  efforts  of 
the  peanut,  cotton  and  tobacco  growers  in  their  efforts  to  form 
co-operative  associations  of  the  farmers,  which  is  commendable 
of  them.  We  have  been  teaching  and  preaching  co-operative 
buying  and  selling  the  past  thirty-five  years;  let  the  good  work 
go  on.  My  books  and  papers  are  in  the  hands  of  your  Executive 
Committee,  who  will  report  to  you  their  findings.

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  Bertie  County  be  loaned, 
from  funds  of  the  State  Alliance,  five  hundred  dollars,  the 
same  to  be  secured  hy  mortgage  on  real  estate  for  one  year. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  reported,  and  the  report  was 
unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  published  in  the  State 
papers. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

Again  reiterating  the  Declaration  of  Purposes  of  the  Farmers 
Alliance,  and  more  especially  to  endorse  the  motto,  "In  things 
essential,  unity;  and  in  all  things,  charity  and  to  create  a  better 
understanding  for  sustaining  civil  officers  in  maintaining  law 
and  order;  and  to  develop  a  better  state  mentally,  morally, 
socially  and  financially,"  all  of  which  we  commend  to  our 
brethren  and  to  all  people  as  a  means  of  making  our  people  a 
happy  and  prosperous  people. 

Furthermore,  recognizing  the  fact  that  the  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  our  people  depend  on  profitable  agriculture  and 
intelligent  and  contented  rural  citizenship,  freed  from  the 
shackles  of  poverty  and  economic  servitude  and  oppression,  we 
introduce  the  following  resolutions  as  a  partial  solution  of  the 
weighty  problems  now  confronting  our  people: 

Pledge   Support   to   Co-operative   Marketing 

Whereas  the  Farmers'  Alliance  for  a  generation  has  been 
preaching  the  gospel  of  co-operative  marketing,  it  largely  sowed 
the  seed  which  is  now  coming  into  glorious  fruitage:  Therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  rapid  spread  and  develop- 
ment of  the  co-operative  marketing  idea  and  pledge  our  support 
to  the  movements  now  under  way  whereby  North  Carolina 
growers  of  cotton,  tobacco,  and  peanuts  will  co-operatively  sell 
and  finance  their  own  products,  thereby  making  themselves 
masters  of  their  own  industry. 

Use  Federal  Land  Banks  More 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  farmers  to  make  greater  use  of 
the  Federal  Land  Banks,  and  urge  each  sub-alliance  to  spread 
information  about  their  value  to  our  membership  and  to  other 
farmers. 
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For  Progress  With  Economy 

Resolved,  That  the  Farmers'  Alliance  is  the  friend  of  progress, 
and  we  rejoice  in  plans  for  giving  North  Carolina  the  good  roads 
and  good  schools  to  which  our  people  are  entitled,  but  we  also 
urge  economical  construction  of  roads  with  proper  provision 
for  keeping  them  up  in  every  instance,  and  in  order  that  proper 
funds  for  schools  and  roads  may  be  provided,  we  call  for  the 
utmost  economy  in  all  branches  of  government — county  and 
State. 

For  Better  Financing  and  Marketing  of  Cotton 

Whereas  the  cotton  market  has  at  last  taken  a  turn  for  the 
better,  and  there  seems  to  be  prospect  for  a  steady  increase  in 
prices  provided  the  market  is  not  glutted  by  too  rapid  delivery 
this  fall:    Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  North  Carolina  cotton  farmers  and 
business  men  to  co-operate  as  far  as  possible  in  preventing  the 
ruin  of  prices  through  glutting,  and  to  this  end  we  especially 
urge  the  use  of  warehouse  receipts  as  far  as  possible,  and  that 
plans  be  worked  out  for  assembling  these  warehouse  receipts 
and  getting  advances  from  War  Finance  Corporation  and  other 
sources  for  relieving  the  money  situation  in   our   State. 

Taxation  and  World  Peace 

Whereas  the  weight  of  taxation  as  felt  in  a  time  like  this 
makes  us'  realize  the  need  for  adjusting  it  so  as  to  throw  the 
heaviest  burden  on  those  most  able  to  bear  it:    Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  reiterate  the  traditional  stand  of 
the  Farmers'  Alliance  for  putting  more  of  the  tax  burden  on 
incomes  and  inheritances.  We  rejoice  in  the  adoption  of  the 
constitutional  amendment  last  November  for  taxing  unearned 
incomes  the  same  as  incomes  that  are  earned.  We  favor  the 
extension  of  inheritance  taxes;  also  seeing  to  it  that  large  bodies 
of  land  held  out  of  use  are  taxed  on  at  least  as  near  its  real 
worth  as  the  small  farmer's  cultivated  land. 

Resolved  further,  That  we  urge  our  Congressmen  to  work 
for  retaining  the  luxury  taxes  and  taxes  on  excess  profits,  thereby 
lightening  the  burdens  of  the  general  mass  of  people;  and  we 
commend  President  Harding  for  calling  a  disarmament  con- 
ference for  what  it  should  mean  for  economy  as  well  as  the 
more  important  matter  of  the  world's  peace. 

Against  Tariff  on  Potash 

Whereas  there  is  pending  before  our  nation's  Congress  a 
tariff  bill  recommending  a  heavy  duty  on  potash,  which  if 
enacted  into  law  would  levy  a  tax  of  several  millions  of  dollars 
annually  on  our  farmers  who  must  use  potash  fertilizers.      This 
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tax  is  intended  as  a  protection  to  the  few  potash  plants  in  the 
Far  West  which  are  sufficiently  protected  hy  the  high  freight 
rates  from  the  points  of  shipment  to  the  Southern  States  where 
the  hulk  of  potash  is  used:    Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  enter  its  protest 
against  this  proposed  tax  and  request  the  members  of  our  na- 
tional Congress  who  have  the  interests  of  agriculture  at  heart 
to  oppose  to  their  utmost  this  burdensome  tax  on  imported 
potash. 

Second.  That  we  recommend  the  utilization  of  the  Muscle 
Shoals  nitrate  plant,  started  during  the  late  war  as  a  necessary 
war  measure,  but  which  is  now  idle,  for  the  purpose  of  the  pro- 
duction of  commercial  nitrogen  for  agricultural  and  other  eco- 
nomic purposes,  and  that  we  respectfully  petition  the  members 
of  the  U.  S.  Congress  to  take  such  steps  as  they  deem  best  to 
put  this  plant  in  operation  at  an  early  date  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  will  make  it  an  asset  to  the  country  instead  of  a 
liability  as  it  now  stands. 

Better  Farming  Policies 

Whereas  agriculture  is  based  on  economical  soil  fertility  and 
the  application  of  intelligent  methods  in  our  farming  operations: 
Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  adopt  practical  rotation  and  diversification 
of  crops  applicable  to  our  soils,  needs  and  markets  "instead  of 
blindly  pursuing  the  so-called  money-crop  system — cotton  and 
tobacco — at  the  expense  of  other  crops  needed  for  home  con- 
sumption. 

Resolved,  Second,  That  we  recommend  an  increased  acreage 
in  clover,  vetch,  etc.,  as  winter  cover  crops  and  to  supply  our 
land  with  nitrogen,  a  crop  necessity  and  badly  needed  in  our 
soils,  at  much  less  expense  than  it  can  be  purchased  in  com- 
mercial fertilizers. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the 
Secretary  east  the  vote  for  all  of  the  officers  of  the  past 
year  for  the  ensuing'  year,  which   duty  was  performed  by 

the  Secretary. 

Moved  and  unanimously  carried  that  we  hereby  request 
our  Executive  Committee  to  decide  for  us  to  hold  our  next 
Slate  meeting  a  year  hence  here  at  the  A.  and  E.  College. 

Brother  Dr.  Clarence  Poe  being  present  was  invited  by 
a  vote  of  the  Alliance  to  address  them.  President  ap- 
pointed Brethren  Cates  and  Cherry  to  accompany  him  to 
rostrum   and  Profiler  Cates  appropriately  introduced  him, 
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and  he  delivered  an  exeellenl  address  in  which  he  especially 
emphasized  co-operative  marketing  and  the  need  for  more 
thorough  organization  of  the  farmers. 

Moved  and  carried  thai  100  of  the  first  Minnies  of  the 
X.  C.  Slate  Alliance  be  reprinted. 

Thanks  to  College 

Resolved,  That  our  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  the 
State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Engineering  for  the  gen- 
erous courtesies  extended  ns  in  convention  with  this  very 
pleasant  and  profitable  meeting  of  the  State  Alliance. 

Xo  further  business  appearing,  the  brethren  sang  "Blest 
Be  the  Tie"  and  were  led  in  prayer  by  our  worthy  Chap- 
lain, after  which  the  Alliamee.;  closed  in  due  form  to  meet 
again  second  Tuesday  m^  August,  1922.
